To  his  Excellency  R.  W.  Waterman,  Oovemor  of  the  State  of  California : 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  this  Commission  has  the  honor  to  present  to  you  herewith,  its  ninth 
(9)  annual  report,  for  the  year  1888. 

The  Constitutional  provision  establishing  this  Board,  and  conferring 
upon  it  its  iurisdiction;  and  the  Statute  to  organize  and  define  its  powers; 
and  the  rules  of  procedure  adopted  and  now  in  force  for  its  government, 
are  as  follows: 

[From  the  Constitation  of  the  State  of  California.] 

article  XII. 

CORPORATIONS. 

Section  17.  All  railroad,  canal,  and  other  transportation  companies  are  declared  to  be 
common  carriers,  and  subject  to  legislative  control.  Anv  association  or  corporation 
organized  for  the  purpose,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  have  the  right  to  connect  at 
the  State  line  with  railroads  of  other  States.  Every  railroad  company  shall  have  the 
right  with  its  road  to  intersect, connect  with,  or  cross  any  other  railroad,  and  shall  receive 
and  transport  each  the  other's  passengers,  tonnage,  and  cars,  without  delay  or  discrimi- 
nation. 

Sec.  18.  No  President,  Director,  officer,  agent,  or  employ^  of  any  railroad  or  canal  com- 
pany shall  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  furnishing  of  material  or  supplies  to 
such  company,  nor  in  the  busmess  of  transportation  as  a  common  carrier  of  freight  or 
passengers  over  the  works  owned,  leased,  controlled,  or  worked  by  such  company,  except 
such  interest  in  the  business  of  transportation  as  lawfully  flows  from  the  ownership  of 
stock  therein. 

Sec.  19.  No  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes 
or  tickets  at  a  discount,  to  any  person  holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  \n  this 
State;  and  the  acceptance  of  any  such  pass  or  ticket,  by  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  or 
any  public  officer,  other  than  Railroad  Commissioner,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  his  office. 

Sec.  20.  No  railroad  company  or  other  common  carrier  shall  combine  or  make  any 
contract  with  the  owners  of  any  vessel  that  leaves  port  or  makes  port  in  this  State,  or 
with  any  common  carrier,  bv  which  combination  or  contract  the  earnings  of  one  doing 
the  carrying  are  to  be  shared  by  the  other  not  doin^  the  carrying.  And  whenever  a  rail- 
Toad  corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  conipetmg  with  any  other  common  carrier, 
lower  its  rates  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  from  one  point  to  another,  such 
reduced  rates  shall  not  be  again  raised  or  increased  from  such  standard  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  governmental  authority  in  which  shall  be  vested  the  power  to  regulate  fares 
and  freight 

Sec.  21.  No  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities  for  transportation  shall  be  made  bv 
any  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  between  places  or  persons,  or  in  the  facili- 
ties for  the  transportation  of  the  same  classes  of  freight  or  passengers  within  this  State, 
or  coming  from  or  going  to  any  other  State.  Persons  and  property  transported  over  any 
railroad,  or  by  any  other  transportation  company  or  individual,  sHall  be  clelivered  at  any 
station,  landing,  or  port,  at  charges  not  exceeding  the  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
persons  and  property  of  the  same  class,  in  the  same  direction,  to  any  more  distant  sta- 
tion, port,  or  landing.  Excursion  and  commutation  tickets  may  be  issued  at  special 
rates. 

Sec.  22.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as 
practicable,  in  each  of  which  one  Railroad  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  thereof  at  the  regular  gubernatorial  elections,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  law 
and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  after  the 
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Act  approved  April  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  section  nine,  chapter  one, 
all  public  property  belonging  to  the  office  of  said  Transportation  Commissioner,  in  his 
possession,  or  under  his  control,  and  it  is  hereby  made  his  duty  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
said  Board. 

Sec.  14.    The  terra  "transportation  companies"  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  and  include: 

Firti — All  companies  owning  and  operating  railroads  (other  than  street  railroads) 
within  this  State. 

Second — All  companies  owning  and  operating  steamships  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  freight  or  passengers  from  and  to  ports  within  this  State. 

Third — All  companies  owning  and  operating  steamboats  used  in  transporting  freight  or 
passengers  upon  the  rivers  or  inland  waters  of  this  State. 

The  word  "  company,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  and  include  cor- 
porations, associations,  partnerships,  trustees,  agents,  assignees,  and  individuals.  When- 
ever any  railroad  company  owns  and  operates,  in  connection  with  its  road  and  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  its  cars,  freight,  or  passengers,  any  steamer  or  other  watercraft, 
such  steamer  or  other  watercraft  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  its  said  road.  Whenever  any 
steamship  or  steamboat  company  owns  and  operates  any  barge,  canal  boat,  steamer,  tuf?, 
ferryboat,  or  lighter,  in  connection  w^ith  its  ships  or  boats,  the  things  so  owned  and  oper- 
ated shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  its  main  line. 

Sec.  15.  The  salaries  of  tne  Commissioners,  Secretary,  Bailiff,  and  all  other  officers  and 
attaches  in  any  manner  employed  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  all  expenses  of 
every  kind  created  under  this  Act,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  General  I<\ind 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  the  Controller  of  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  draw  his  warrants  from  time  to  time  for  such  purposes,  and  the  State  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Sec  16.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

RULES  OF   PROCEDURE   OF  THE   BOARD. 

Rule  I. — To  regulate,  establish,  or  change  the  rates  of  charges  and 
schedules  of  fares  or  freights  of  any  transportation  company  in  this  State, 
said  Commissioners  will  proceed  upon  their  own  motion,  or  upon  the  com- 
plaint of  any  person  or  persons  demanding  relief,  and  having  an  interest 
therein. 

Rule  II. — In  any  case  of  alleged  extortion,  discrimination,  or  other 
abuse,  by  any  transportation  company  in  this  State,  subject  to  the  cogni- 
zance and  control  of  said  Commissioners,  they  will  proceed,  upon  the 
complaint  of  the  person  or  persons  injured  thereby,  to  hear  and  determine 
the  cause  of  such  complaint,  and  will  exercise  the  remedial  and  judicial 
powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution,  as  required  thereby,  to  wit:  "  In  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  Courts  of  record,  and  to  enforce 
their  decisions  and  correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  Courts." 

Rule  III. — Such  complaint  as  aforesaid,  when  presented  at  the  office 
of  said  Commissioners,  shall  be  filed  by  the  Secretary,  who  shall,  at  the 
request  of  the  complainant,  issue  a  summons  thereon. 

Rule  IV. — The  summons  must  be  directed  to  the  defendant,  must  be 
signed  by  the  Secretary,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Commissioners, 
and  must  contain: 

1.  The  names  of  the  parties  to  the  proceeding. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  complaint. 

3.  A  direction  that  the  defendant  appear  and  answer  it  within  fifteen 
days  after  service  hereof. 

Rule  V. — ^The  summons  may  be  served  by  the  Bailiff  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, or  by  any  citizen  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  served  by  delivering 
a  copy  thereof,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  to  the  defendant,  or 
if  the  defendant  is  a  corporation,  to  the  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  or 
Managing  Agent  thereof.  Proof  of  service  of  summons  and  complaint 
must  be  as  follows: 

1.  If  made  by  the  Bailiff,  his  certificate  thereof. 

2.  If  by  any  other  person,  his  affidavit  thereof. 

Rule  VI. — From  the  time  of  the  service  of  the  summons  and  the  copy 
of  complaint,  the  Commissioners  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired  juris- 
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diction  of  the  parties  and  subject-matter.    The  voluntary  appearance  of 
the  defendant  is  equivalent  to  personal  service. 
KuLE  VII. — ^The  complaint  must  contain: 

1.  The  names  of  the  parties  to  the  proceeding. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  cause  of  complaint,  in  ordinary  and  concise  lan- 
guage, giving  such  particulars  of  time,  place,  and  circumstances  as  may 
enable  the  defendant  to  answer  the  same  intelligently. 

3.  A  demand  of  the  relief  claimed. 

Rule  VIII. — ^The  defendant  may,  within  the  time  required  in  the  sum- 
mons to  answer,  object  to  the  complaint  upon  the  following  grounds: 

1.  That  it  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  authorize  the  proceedings. 

2.  That  it  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Section  9,  Chapter  59, 
Statutes  of  1880. 

Rule  IX. — If  the  objection  be  sustained,  the  complninant  may  amend 
his  complaint.  If  the  objection  be  overruled,  the  defendant  may  answer 
the  complaint. 

Rule  X. — ^The  answer  of  the  defendant  may  contain: 

1.  A  general  or  specific  denial  of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  contro- 
verted by  him. 

2.  A  statement  of  any  new  matter  of  defense  or  in  mitigation  or  explana- 
atdon  of  the  charges  made  in  the  complaint. 

Rule  XI. — ^The  complainant  may,  upon  service  of  the  answer,  object  to 
the  same  as  insufficient,  and  if  the  objection  is  sustained  the  defendnnt 
may  amend  his  answer. 

Rule  XII. — ^The  complaint,  answer,  and  demurrer  must  be  subscribed 
by  the  party,  his  authorized  agent,  or  attorney.  The  complaint  and  answer 
must  be  verified  as  required  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in  civil  cases. 

Rule  XIII. — Upon  the  appearance,  answer,  or  default  of  defendant,  the 
Commissioners  shall  promptly  hear  and  determine  the  cause  of  complaint, 
and  upon  the  law  and  the  facts  shall  render  and  file  in  their  office  a  decis- 
ion in  writing,  signed  by  the  Commissioners  concurring  therein.  Within 
ten  days  thereafter,  upon  a  petition  by  either  party  based  upon  the  record 
in  the  case,  such  decision  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  order  of  the  Com- 
missioners, setting  forth  the  reasons  therefor. 

Rule  XIV. — The  Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  must  keep  a  calendar 
of  cases  pending  before  them,  in  their  chronological  order;  and  in  a  suit- 
able book,  properly  indexed,  shall  enter  all  orders  and  decisions  of  the 
Board. 

Rule  XV. — The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
relating  to  the  general  principles,  kinds,  and  degrees,  production  and  effect 
of  evidence,  and  of  the  rights  and  duties  of  witnesses,  shall  be  applicable 
to  proceedings  before  these  Commissioners. 

Rule  XVI. — These  rules  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  amendments  so  made  shall  go  into  efiect  in  ten  days 
thereafter. 

Rule  XVII. — ^These  rules  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  March,  1883. 

ADDITIONAL  RULES  OP  PROCEDURE. 

Whereas,  By  Section  11,  Chapter  59,  of  the  Statutes  of  1880,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  organize  and  define  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners," it  is  provided  that:  "Whenever  said  Board,  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties,  shall  establish  or  adopt  rates  of  charges  for  transportation  of 
angers  or  freight,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  said 

)ard  shall  serve  a  printed  schedule  of  such  rates,  and  of  any  changes  that 
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may  be  made  in  such  rates,  upon  the  person,  copartnership,  company,  or 
corporation  affected  thereby;  and  upon  such  service  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  person,  copartnership,  company,  or  corporation  to  immediately 
cause  copies  of  the  same  to  be  posted  in  all  of  its  offices,  station  houses, 
warehouses,  and  landing  offices  affected  by  such  rates,  in  such  manner  as 
to  be  accessible  to  public  inspection  during  usual  business  hours.  And 
whereas,  it  is  further  provided  in  said  section  and  Act  that  the  rates  of 
charges  established  or  adopted  by  said  Board  pursuant  to  the  Constitution 
and  this  Act  shall  go  into  force  and  effect  the  twentieth  day  after  service 
of  said  schedule  of  rates  or  changes  of  rates  upon  the  person,  copartner- 
ship, company,  or  corporation  affected  thereby,  as  herein  provided."  And 
whereas,  unless  waived  by  the  party  to  be  affected  thereby,  as  aforesaid, 
the  mode  and  time  prescribed  exclude  all  others.  And  wnereas,  it  is  op- 
tional with  such  ptrty  to  waive  said  time,  and  also  service  of  printed  copy 
of  said  schedule;  and  whereas,  it  is  competent  and  proper  for  this  Com- 
mission, when  it  shall  "  establish  or  adopt  ^^  rates  of  charges,  as  aforesaid,  to 
consult  the  convenience  and  ^preference  of  such  party  as  to  the  form  and 
clerical  preparation  of  the  schedule  it  is  required  to  copy  and  post  for 
inspection  and  use  as  aforesaid : 

Noto,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  ordered,  That  in  pursuance  of  said  section  of 
said  Act,  this  Commission  can  and  will  establish  or  adopt  rates  of  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  only  by  schedule;  and  that 
in  the  preparation  thereof,  in  the  usual  form  for  convenient  use  as  afore- 
said, the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  avail  himself  of  such  form  or  draft  of  such  schedule  as  may  be  most 
conveniently  copied  and  used  by  the  party  to  be  affected  thereby. 

And  it  is  further  ordered^  That  upon  the  completion  of  any  schedule  of 
rates  and  charges,  so  drafted  and  prepared  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Commission,  and  it  shall  be  "established  and  adopted," 
as  aforesaid.  A  certified  copy  of  the  order  adopting  the  same  shall  be 
served  by  said  Secretary  upon  the  party  to  be  affected  thereby;  and  in 
case  such  party  shall  prefer  for  its  own  convenience,  and  to  simplify  the 
duties  of  all  concerned,  to  make  its  own  copies  of  all  such  schedules,  and 
shall  consent  to  put  the  same  in  operation  within  twenty  days  from  and 
after  the  service  of  said  order,  and  in  accordance  therewith,  it  maj'  do  so 
without  further  preliminary  process  or  proceeding  to  enforce  the  same;  pro- 
vided, that  said  party,  or  its  general  manager,  shall,  within  three  days  from 
and  after  the  ser\'ice  of  said  order,  acknowledge  the  service  of  said  sched- 
ule by  printed  copy,  expressly  waiving  all  other  service  or  notice  thereof, 
in  writing,  addressed  to  said  Commission,  and  to  be  filed  and  remain  of 
record  in  its  office. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  if  such  acknowledgment  and  waiver,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  not  be  filed  in  said  office  within  three  days  from  and  after 
the  service  of  such  order  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  that  case,  said  Secre- 
tary shall  immediately  proceed  to  print  such  schedule  and  order,  and  to 
serve  printed  copies  thereof  on  the  parties  to  be  affected  thereby,  and  shall 
keep  a  record  oi  his  action  in  the  minutes  of  said  Commission. 


All  railroad  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State,  and  over  which 
this  Commission  has  jurisdiction,  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
law,  and  have  furnished  this  office,  in  most  instances,  with  full  reports  of 
their  conditions  and  operations  for  the  year  1887.  These  reports  are  repro- 
duced in  full  in  the  following  pages.     An  examination  of  them  afforas  a 
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thorough  understanding  of  the  work  of  all  companies,  and  progress  made 
in  the  extension  of  our  railroad  system. 

The  importance  of  these  great  thoroughfares  in  the  development  of  the 
material  resources  of  the  State  can  hardly  be  calculated,  and  clearly  dem- 
onstrates the  wisdom  of  liberal  legislation  that  encourages  the  investment 
of  the  vast  sums  of  money  necessary  to  their  construction.  Sound  policy 
seems  to  suggest  the  continuance  of  such  legislation,  and  that  no  obstacles 
be  placed  (through  inconsiderate  measures)  in. the  way  of  the  continued 
development  of  our  railroad  system,  upon  which  the  interior  commerce  of 
California  so  largely  depends. 

It  seems  apparent  from  results  of  operations  in  this  State  that  a  con- 
servative policy,  rather  than  one  too  exacting,  is  the  one  best  serving  the 
real  interest  of  the  public,  and  most  certain  to  secure  fair  rates  of  trans- 
portation. 

While  the  law-making  power  should  see  that  our  railroad  corporations 
are  not  in  a  position  to  impose  unfair,  excessive,  or  discriminating  charges 
upon  the  business  of  the  State,  still  if  lines  of  railroad  shall  be  multiplied, 
opening  up  competing  ways  to  important  trade  centers,  and  affording  to  i 
large  manufacturing  communities  choice  of  routes  in  the  shipment  of  their ' 
products  to  market,  in  the  securing  of  their  trade,  the  intelligent  manage- 
naent  of  our  raUroad  properties,  which  sharp  competition  also  makes  lib- 
eral, will  leave  but  little  to  be  desired  in  the  way  of  legislation  for  the  reg- 
ulation of  tariff  rates. 

It  is  believed  that  a  careful  examination  of  the  several  company  reports 
herewith  submitted  will  establish  the  fact  that  the  tendency  to  fair  and 
uniform  rates  is  in  the  right  direction  in  California. 

CORPORATIONS. 

Returns  have  been  received  by  this  Commission  from  thirty-one  corpo- 
rations doing  business  in  this  State;  thirty  of  these  companies  are  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  one,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
was  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  Of  the  whole 
number,  twenty-four  are  of  the  standard  gauge  (4  feet  8^  inches),  and 
seven  are  of  the  narrow  gauge  (3  feet).

MAP. 

Attached  to  and  made  part  of  this  report  will  be  found  an  Official  Rail- 
road Map  of  the  State  of  California.  This  is  the  first  map  of  the  kind 
ever  gotten  out  by  the  Commission  since  its  organization. 

The  map  represents  the  different  railroad  systems  of  the  State  that 
report  to  the  Commission,  as  the  same  existed  on  July  1,  1888.  It  has 
been  the  aim  of  the  Commission  to  make  the  map  absolutely  accurate 
with  reference  to  the  courses  of  the  roads  and  their  several  terminal  points. 

DIAGRAM. 

Attention  is  called  to  diagram,  showing  average  population  of  various 
groups  of  States,  according  to  United  States  Census  Report  for  1888,  which 
is  attached  to  and  made  part  of  this  report. 

This  diagram  is  instructive  and  interesting,  as  showing  how  sparsely  our 
State  is  settled  as  compared  with  other  great  railroad  States. 

This  diagram,  taken  in  connection  with  our  rates  of  fares  and  freights, 
makes,  we  think,  a  very  flattering  showing  for  the  price  of  transportation 
in  this  State. 

PROFILES. 

Profiles  as  follows  are  also  attached  to  this  report:

These  profiles  are  also  exceedingly  interesting,  as  showing  the  great 
difference  in  grade  between  the  Pacific  roads  and  those  farther  east,  and 
if  studied,  one  can  easily  see  how  such  grades  as  these  affect  the  cost  of 
operating. 

TRACK  MILEAGE. 

The  total  miles  of  roads  owned  by  corporations  reporting  to  this  office, 
for  1887,  were  3,441.70,  of  which  total  mileage  2,988.68  were  broad  gauge 
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(4  feet  8^  inches),  and  453.02  were  narrow  gauge  (3  feet).  This  shows  an 
increase  upon  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year  of  317.70  miles,  or  9  per 
cent.

The  property  accounts  of  the  several  companies  show  a  footing  of  $343,- 
511,948  53,  or  $85,633  50  per  mile  of  road.  This  cost  includes  grading 
and  masonry,  bridging,  superstructure,  including  rails,  land,  land  damages, 
fences,  passenger  and  freight  stations,  engine  houses,  car  sheds,  machine 
shops,  tools  and  machinery,  interest,  engineering,  agencies,  salaries,  and 
other  expenses  during  construction  and  equipment  of  every  kind.

The  volume  of  traffic  for  the  companies  reporting  to  this  Commission  is 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  returns  for  the  preceding  year.  Taking  the 
returns  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  for  a  basis  of  comparison,  we 
find  an  increase  of  number  of  passengers  carried,  of  10.92  per  cent,  and  of 
mileage  of  passengers,  or  passengers  carried  one  mile,  of  11.92  per  cent, 
and  an  increase  of  tons  of  freight  carried,  of  10.02  per  cent,  and  mileage 
of  freight,  tons,  of  11.84  per  cent.

The  average  local  passenger  rate  per  mile,  taking  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany figures  as  a  basis,  was  2.75  cents,  and  average  rate  per  mile  received 
from  passengers  to  and  from  other  roads  was  1.79  cents. 

Passenger  earnings  per  train  mile  in  1886  were  $2  02,  and  in  1887  were 
$1  86. 

Net  passenger  earnings  in  1886  were  $1,  and  in  1887  they  were  90  cents. 

This  decrease  in  the  net  passenger  earnings  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  is  equal  to  a  net  reduction  in  passenger  earnings  of  $839,558  56; 
this  is  occasioned  bv  the  fact  that  the  increase  of  trafiic  did  not  keep  pace 
with  the  increase  or  train  service,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  local  passen- 
ger rates  were  lowered.

FREIGHTS. 

The  aggregate  tons  of  freight  moved  during  1887  was  5,783,729,  or  an 
increase  over  1886  of  about  10  per  cent. 

The  average  local  freight  rate  per  ton  per  mile  was  in  1887,  2.09  cents. 

The  average  rate  per  ton  per  mile  on  freight  to  and  from  other  roads 
was  .87  cents.  Freight  earnings  in  1886  were  $2  27  per  train  mile,  and  in 
1887  freight  earnings  were  $2  23. 

Net  freight  earnings  per  train  mile  in  1886  were  $1,  and  in  1887  were  90 
cents,  or  a  decrease  in  net  earnings  of  10  per  cent.  This  decrease  in  freight 
earnings  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  equal  to  a  reduction  of  $730,- 
985  50  in  freight  earnings.  This  reduction  in  freight  earnings  arises  from 
the  fact  that  the  freight  traflBc  did  not  keep  pace  with  the  general  train 
service,  and  also  from  the  fact  that  local  freight  rates  were  reduced. 

THROUGH   FREIGHT. 

By  inspection  of  Tables  Nos.  5  and  6,  the  total  number  of  pounds  of 
through  freight  east  and  westbound  for  the  year  1888  maybe  found.  The 
total  tonnage  westbound  amounted  to  645,087,180  pounds.  This  does  not 
include  report  from  Southern  Pacific  Company  for  months  of  October, 
November,  and  December.  The  total  tonnage  eastbound  amounted  to 
438,065,050  pounds.  This  does  not  include  report  of  Southern  Pacific 
Company  for  months  of  October,  November,  ana  December.  The  differ- 
ence is  in  favor  of  westbound  freight,  and  amounts  to  207,022,130  pounds, 
or  32 -H  percent. 
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EQUIPMENT. 

The  rolling  stock  in  use  by  reporting  companies  for  the  year  1887  was 
generally  sufficient  to  meet  traffic  requirements,  and  in  good  repair.

CONCLUSION. 

In  presenting  this  report  we  have  departed  from  the  usual  custom  by 
inserting  statistical  tables,  not  found  in  previous  reports. 

This  has  been  done  for  the  purpose  oi  summarizing  what  we  believe  to 
be  interesting  and  useful  information  on  the  important  subject  of  railroad 
transportation. 

During  the  year  which  has  just  closed,  this  Board  has  investigated 
numerous  complaints  against  the  railroad  companies  of  California,  many 
•of  which  were  of  a  trivial  nature. 
,        We  believe  that  the  settlement  of  all  controversies  were  in  accordance 
j    with  the  public  interests,  and  nearly  all  were  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 

complaining  parties. 
\        In  almost  all  cases  we  have  found  the  transportation  companies  willing 
^    to  correct  the  matters  complained  of,  as  soon  as  they  were  presented  to 
them;  and  in  all,  with  but  two  exceptions,  they  have  done  so  without  the 
necessity  of  any  formal  order  on  the  part  of  this  Board. 
/     A  better  understanding  and  feeling  now  exists  between  the  railroad  com- 
panies and  their  customers  than  has  ever  before  existed  in  this  State;  and 
we  will  continue  to  use  our  best  eflForts  to  foster  and  promote  this  under- 
standing and  feeling.     The  most  potent  of  all  factors,  in  settling  the  diffi- 
cult question  of  fares  and  freights,  is  railroad  competition. 

Additional  competitive  lines  across  the  continent  will  soon  enter  this 
State,  and  this  will  promote  the  building  of  local  lines,  in  addition  to  those 
being  now  projected  and  so  energetically  pushed  to  completion. 

We  congratulate  your  Excellency,  ana  the  people  of  California,  upon  the 
bright  prospects  for  the  future  in  the  facilities  for  railroad  transportation.

The  Board  met  in  regular  session,  all  Commissioners  being  present,  \ 
and  elected  the  following  officers:  President,  P.  J.  White,  Second  District;  ^ 
Secretary,  Varney  W.  Gaskill,  Oakland;  Bailiff,  W.  P.  Eldred,  Sacramento. 

TEN  PER  CENT  REDUCTION  CASE. 

On  January  16, 1888,  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held,  it  being  the   * 
day  until  which  the  Order  No.  5,  enforcing  the  proposed  reduced  schedule 
of  rates  on  the  Northern  Division,  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  was 
suspnded. 

Order  No.  5,  above  referred  to,  was  as  follows: 

Office  Board  Railroad  Commissioners,  ) 
San  Francisco,  November  22, 1887.     j 

It  is  ordered  that  a  redaction  of  10  per  cent  be  made  in  the  freight  tariff  of  the  South- 
ern Pacific  Railroad  (Northern  Division),  main  line,  to  and  from  San  Francisco  and  inter- 
mediate points,  at  the  following  stations,  viz.:  Tennant,  Gilroy,  Millers.  Sargents,  and 
Pajaro;  and  that  an  additional  rate  of  one  and  one  half  cents  per  hundred  pounds  be 
added  to  the  Pajaro  rate  for  Watsonville  freight;  provided,  said  one  and  one  half  cents  is 
a  reduction  of  the  rate  now  charg;ed  to  Watsonville  by  the  said  Southern  Pacific  Rail- 
road (Northern  Division);  and  it  is  also  ordered,  that  in  no  instance  after  said  10  per  cent 
reduction,  shall  the  reduced  rate  for  the  long  haul  be  less  than  that  charged  for  the  shorter 
haul;  but  that  the  reduced  long  haul  rate  shall  be  the  maximum  charge  for  the  shorter 
haul,  and  the  Secretary  is  directed  to  prepare  a  schedule  to  be  submitteof  to  this  Commis- 
sion for  approval.

On  motion,  the  case  was  postponed  until  Monday,  February  sixth,  at  11  ■ 
o'clock  A.  M. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  Monday,  February  sixth, 
and  the  Northern  Division  case  was  taken  up.  Comparative  tables  of 
freight  rates  and  classifications  of  the  Wabash  Railway  Company,  and 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  (Northern  Division),  were  examined, 
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/  and  it  was  shown  that  rates  on  the  Northern  Division  were  about  10  per 
cent  higher  than  those  of  the  Wabash  Railway  Company,  These  com- 
parative tables  show  also  the  classifications  of  each  road,  and  are  as  fol-

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At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  on  February  27, 1888,  the  Northern  Division 
case  was  again  taken  up.  Giel  &  Morehouse  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
company,  and  A.  C.  Bassett,  Superintendent,  and  E.  J.  Martin,  Assistant 
General  Freight  Agent,  were  sworn  and  examined,  and  the  following  com- 
munication and  comparative  statement  of  rates  were  presented  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Board:

To  the  honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  Stale  of  California: 

Gentlemen:  Owing  to  the  fact  that  Hon.  Creed  Havmond,  counsel  for  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  is  now  in  Washington  City,  D.  C,  and  Being  unavoidably  detained  there, 
cannot,  therefore,  attend  before  your  honorable  Commission  to  represent  the  interests  oi 
the  Northern  Division  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  as  stated  in  his  letter  of  December 
thirteenth  last,  to  your  honorable  body,  I  beg  leave  to  place  before  you  the  following  reasons, 
together  with  statistics  hereto  attached,  why  your  order  of  November  22, 1887,  and  the 
scoedule  of  reduced  freight  rates  served  upon  the  said  railroad  company,  in  pursuance  of 
the  aforesaid  order,  should  not  be  carried  out  bv  your  honorable  body. 

Owing  to  facts  over  which  we  have  no  control,  the  operating  expenses  of  this  company 
are  much  greater  than  the  eastern  lines  with  which  comparison  of  rates  will  be  made. 
Take,  for  instance,  the  cost  of  fuel,  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  the  same  on  the  Chicago 
and  Northwestern  Railway,  running  through  the  populous  State  of  Illinois.  During  the 
year  1887  the  consumption  of  coal  on  the  Northern  Division  was  twenty  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fourteen  tons,  costing  $6  per  ton.  A  better  class  of  coal  is  readily  obtained 
by  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Xlailway  at  $1  77  per  ton.  Wood  costs  this  company 
|4  75  per  cord.  The  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railwav  pays  $2  56  per  cord.  Then  in 
the  one  item  of  fuel  the  excess  cost  to  this  company,  for  the  year  1887,  is  the  sum  of  |101,- 
12916. 

Again,  in  the  item  of  labor,  the  rate  of  wages  paid  to  railway  employes,  in  California,  is 
36 per  cent  higher  than  is  paid  in  Illinois.  To  obtain  good  service  the  Northern  Division 
paid,  for  wages  alone,  in  lo87,  an  excess  of  $201,503  40  over  wages  paid  in  Illinois  for  the 
same  kind  of  labor.    And  in  cost  of  fuel  and  wages,  an  excess  of  $302,(532  56. 

You  may  ask,  why  not  reduce  these  expenses  ?  We  answer  that  the  item  of  fuel  cannot 
^  reduced,  but  is  liKely  to  be  increased  greatly,  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  and  prosperity 
of  the  State,  whilst  the  cost  per  ton  of  coal,  as' is  well  Known,  is,  at  the  present  time,  mucn 
greater  than  the  figures  here  given.  It  has  ever  been  the  policy  of  the  managers  of  this 
<^ompany  to  maintain  a  good  service  to  the  public,  and  experience  teaches  that  well  paid 
labor  insures  competent  and  contented  employes,  thus  avoiding  all  conflict  between 
employer  and  eminoyed.  The  great  number  of  men  employed  by  this  company  natur- 
ally fixes  the  price  of  mechanical  labor  in  California,  and  it  certainly  is  not  to  the  best 
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interest  of  labor  in  this  State  that  wages  should  be  reduced;  and  vou  cannot,  therefore, 
wish  that  this  companv  should  be  compelled  to  cut  its  expenses  oy  cutting  the  price  of 
labor,  which  would  be  tne  inevitable  result  of  the  enforcement  of  your  order. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  obtains  its  coal  at  |2  per  ton.  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railwav  Company,  using  the  best  bituminous  coal  in  the  world,  pays  less  than  $1. 
The  Union  Facific  Railwav  Company,  using  coal  in  Kansas,  pays  |2  30  per  ton,  and  fur- 
nishes the  public  with  coal  at  |2  85. 

Notwithstanding  our  greater  expense  over  eastern  lines,  we  yet  are  carrying  freight  on 
a  basis  of  rates  below  that  of  the  lines  shown  in  the  accompanying  exhibits — this,  too, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our  road  passes  through  a  sparsely  populated  country, 
while  the  roads  with  which  we  have  compared  ^ass  through  a  crowded  population,  and 
carry,  therefore,  a  much  larger  passenger  and  freight  traffic  than  we  do.  It  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  these  eastern  lines  have  a  through  traffic  while  we  do  not,  and  roads  which 
are  hauling  loaded  cars  both  ways  can  well  afford  to  carry  freight  at  a  much  less  rate  than 
we  can.  To  illustrate :  Suppose  we  wish  to  haul  the  wheat  product  of  Watsonville  or  the 
Salinas  Valley,  we  are  compelled  to  send  a  train  of  empty  cars  to  Watsonville  and  the 
Salinas  Valley  for  that  purpose^thus  having  the  expense  of  running  the  trains  both  ways, 
while  we  only  have  paying  freight  one  wav ;  while  the  eastern  roads  would  send  their 
cars  loaded  with  freight  to  such  points  as  Watsonville  and  the  Salinas  Valley  and  return 
loaded  with  grain,  thus  carrjnng  paying  freight  both  ways.  We  cannot  control  this  con- 
dition of  things,  for  outside  of  San  Jos4  our  trains  pass  through  no  town  of  any  size  nor 
through  any  largely  populated  district  of  country  demanding  a  lar^e  flight  traffic  from 
San  Francisco.  It  will  be  thus  seen  that  the  expense  of  operatmg  on  the  Northern 
Division  of  the  Southern  Pacific  is,  and  until  population  increases  must  remain,  greater 
than  on  the  eastern  roads.  And  yet  our  rates  for  freight  are  below  many  of  the  important 
lines  in  the  Eastern  States,  as  shown  herewith,  and  lower  than  on  any  other  local  line  in 
California.  Is  it  just  and  right  then  that  you  should  cut  our  rates  10  per  cent  when  we 
are  to  so  great  an  expense,  and  are  carrying  freights  on  the  basis  of  only  a  lust  and  rea- 
sonable compensation  for  the  service  rendered,  es{)ecially  when  we  are  alreaay  carrving  at 
the  minimum  price,  and  below  the  other  California  roads,  and  below  eastern  roads  hav- 
ing a  much  larger  freight  and  passenger  traffic? 

Again,  while  it  is  only  intended  by  your  order  to  affect  certain  points  on  our  roads,  yet 
you  must  see  that  such  a  reduction,  while  unjust,  will  subject  us  to  complaints  of  dis- 
crimination, extortion,  and  favoritism.  For  why  should  we  carry  freight  to  and  from 
Watsonville,  or  to  and  from  Gilroy,  or  to  and  from  Sargents,  or  to  and  from  Tennants  or 
Millers,  at  a  rate  10  per  cent  less  than  to  and  from  Castro ville,  or  Monterey,  or  Salinas, 
or  Hollister? 

Does  not  the  Constitution  of  California  prohibit  discrimination?  And  is  this  not  dis- 
crimination ?  But  it  may  be  said,  *•  Why  not  reduce  your  rates  to  these  other  places  also, 
and  thus  avoid  the  unpleasant  consequences  of  our  order?"  Our  answer  is,  that  we  have 
of  our  own  motion,  as  the  records  of  your  office  will  show,  reduced  rates  along  our  lines, 
every  time  that  the  increase  in  our  carrying  trade  warranted  us  in  doing  so,  and  that  we 
are  now  carrying  at  as  low  a  rate  as  we  can  afford  and  maintain  a  good  service  to  the  pub- 
lic. 

The  rate  of  freight  traffic  should  be  based  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  serv- 
ice rendered,  and  I  know  that,  taking  the  cost  of  operating,  our  rates  are  reasonable  and 
just. 

You  are  perfectly  aware  that  the  great  immigration  now  coming  to  California  demands 
the  extension  of  our  roads  and  further  improvements,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  aid  in  the 
development  of  the  resources  of  the  State;  and  if  our  rates,  which  are  now  just  and  rea- 
sonable, are  to  be  cut  to  a  lower  figure,  we  shall  be  injured  to  such  an  extent  that  we  must 
abandon  many  of  these  contemplated  improvements. 

Whatever  builds  up  a  State  builds*up  the  railroad,  and  whatever  helps  to  build  up  the 
railroads  helps  the  State.  If  you  injure  the  one  you  injure  the  other,  and  if  you  cut 
rates  to  so  low  a  point  that  our  road  must  suffer,  you  are  injuring  the  very  people  yon 
intend  to  benefit,  and  destroj'  the  very  industries  you  intend  to  cherish  ;  for*  it  cannot  be 
expected  that  business  men,  having  their  money  invested  in  railroad  enterprises,  can 
afford  to  carry  on  a  business  when  that  business  ceases  to  be  remunerative. 

I,  therefore!  respectfully  submit:  that  there  is  no  exigency  or  urgent  demand  that  calls 
for  any  such  reduction  as  is  proposed  by  your  order  and  schedule ;  and  while  it  is  not  the 
business  of  railroads  to  reduce  tne  rate  on  freights  to  foster  any  one  locality,  or  encourage 
any  one  industry  at  the  expense  of  another,  yet,  if  such  were  the  case,  I  know  of  no  such 
need  at  any  of  the  places  mentioned  in  your  order  and  schedule,  and  sincerely  hope  that 
you  will  countermand  your  order,  and  leave  the  rates  as  they  now  are,  because  such  reduc- 
tion will  be  unjust  discrimination,  contrary  to  law,  wrong  in  fact,  injurious  to  this  com- 
pany, below  a  just  compensation  for  the  service  rendered,  and  the  source  of  ill-feeling 
and  dissatisfaction  to  many  of  the  patrons  of  this  road.

ARGUMENT. 

In  the  Matter  of  a  ten  per  cent  reduction  in  Freight  Bates  to  certain  points  on  the  line  of  the 

Northern  Division  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

7b  the  honorable  the  Railroad  Catnmission  of  the  StcUe  of  California: 

This  honorable  Railroad  Commission,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  on  the  twentv-second  day  of  November,  1887,  made  an  order  reducing  freight 
rates  on  the  line  of  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  ten  per  cent 
to  certain  points,  to  wit:  Tennant's,  Gilroy,  Miller's,  Sargent's,  Pajaro,  and  Watsonville. 
Inpursuanceof  said  order,  the  Secretary  of  said  Commission  thereafter  prepared  a  schedule 
of  freights  in  harmony  with  said  order,  and  the  same  was  served  on  said  company.  This 
order  and  the  said  schedule,  so  made,  and  so  served,  was  the  first  knowledj?e  said  com- 

fany  had  that  any  such  reduction  was  contemplated  by  this  honorable  Commission, 
mmediately  upon  becoming  informed  of  the  purpose  of  this  honorable  Commission  to 
reduce  freight  rates,  Hon.  Creed  Raymond,  solicitor  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
requested  a  hearing  in  behalf  of  this  company,  which  request  was  courteously  granted. 
After  some  delay  as  to  the  time  of  hearing  the  objections  and  reasons  of  this  company, 
the  hearing  was  fixed  for  the  twenty -seventh  of  February,  1888,  at  the  hour  of  11  o'clock 
A.  M.  of  that  day,  at  the  rooms  of  this  honorable  Commission.  At  which  time  this  com- 
Winy  appeared  by  Hon.  A.  C.  Bassett,  Superintendent  of  this  company,  and  E.  J.  Martin, 
Esq.,  Assistant  General  Freight  Agent,  and  Geil  <fc  Morehouse,  the  attorneys  for  said  com- 
pany, and  testimony  of  sworn  witnesses,  and  documentary  evidence  was  introduced  by 
said  company,  showing  why  said  reductions  should  not  be  made. 

ABOUMENT. 

To  the  honorable  Railroad  Commission  of  California: 

Gektlkmen:  It  is  not  our  purpose  in  this  argument  to  enter  into  any  discussion  of  the 
legal  propositions  involved  in  the  order  made  oy  you,  but  to  deal  solely  with  the  facts,  to 
present  reasons  and  surrounding  circumstances  and  conditions  now  affecting  the  freight 
traffic  of  this  road  which,  in  our  judgment,  should  cause  you  to  countermand  this  order. 
You  must  remember  that  mighty  and.  various  interests  are  at  stake,  demanding  of  you 
the  most  careful  deliberation,  and  most  thorough,  prudent,  honest,  and  just  investi- 
gation. The  fixing  of  a  freight  rate  is  not  the  merest  caprice  or  whim.  It  is  not  the 
mad  prejudice  of  some  person  who  dreams  that  he  has  a  grievance  needing  redress; 
but  it  is  a  vital  problem  involving  alike  the  prosperity  and  perpetuity  of  this  com- 
pany and  the  onward  march  and  splendid  progress  of  all  that  part  of  the  State's  ter- 
ritory adjacent  to  this  road,  and  of  which  this  road  is  the  commercial  artery,  carrying  the 
life  blood  of  business  industry  in  all  its  varied  forms.    When  you  touch,  with  the  palsied 
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hand  of  reduction,  the  rates  of  freight  traffic,  you  must  be  exceedingly  careful,  or  else 
that  touch  may  mean  death  to  the  very  industries  which  it  is  now  the  policy  of  this  Golden 
State  to  cherish  into  greatness,  unrivalled  by  any  other  State  in  this  nation.  It  must  be 
admitted,  for  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 

Eany  is  to-day  the  most  important  factor  in  the  development  of  one  of  the  richest  and  most 
ealthful,  productive,  and  fairest  portions  of  the  State.  It  must  be  admitted,  for  it  cannot 
be  successtullv  denied,  that  the  road  itself  is  one  of  the  best  constructed,  most  completely 
equipped,  an^  best  conducted  roads  in  the  United  States.  That  its  arrangement  of  trains, 
their  sufficiency  in  number,  the  time  of  their  running,  both  as  tQ  passenger  and  freight 
traffic,  has  been  controlled  b}'  that  judicious  policy  to  accommodate  every  station  and  local> 
ity  along  its  route,  which  should  best  subserve  the  progress  and  industries  of  these  active 
business  conmiuiiities.  but  at  the  same  time  to  promote  private  enterprises  needing  the 
encouragement  of  quick  transit  and  large  markets.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  poller 
of  the  managers  of  this  road  has  ever  been  to  build  up  the  industries  of  the  communi- 
ties along  its  route  and  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  individuals  engaged  in  business  enter- 
prises. And  what  has  given  it  the  ability  so  to  do,  other  than  a  just  and  reasonable 
freight  rate?  Sh^ll  it  now  be  said  that  without  evidence,  without  a  complaint  setting 
forth  specific  charges — aye!  without  any  complaint,  that  this  Commission  shall  with  the 
rude  power  and  hostile  spirit  of  the  vandals,  destroy  at  one  stroke  of  their  Secretary's 
pen.  the  power  and  efficiency  of  this  road,  and  thus  oreed  the  boisterous  and  angry  out- 
cry of  business  men  against  this  company  ?  Is  this  wisdom  ?  Is  this  that  wise  and  judi- 
cious policy  supposed  to  underlie  the  organic  law  of  this  State  in  making  this  Commission 
a  constitutional  power  standing  between  the  mad  frenzy  of  unreasoning  complainants 
on  the  one  hand  and  corporate  exaction  on  the  other?  Has  not  Hon.  A.  C.  Bassett,  Super- 
intendent of  this  road,  brought  to  the  management  a  lifetime  of  study  and  experience, 
and  should  not  his  sworn  testimony  go  further  than  the  mere  idle  outburst  of  some  man 
whose  private  affairs  he  wants  advanced  and  who  thinks  the  entire  policy  of  the  road 
should  be  changed  to  meet  the  private  ends  he  has  in  view?  Is  not  the  testimony  of  £. 
J.  Martin,  Esq.,  whose  whole  life  is  but  the  study  and  practice  of  freighting  on  railroads, 
entitled  to  greater  weight  than  the  mere  assertion  of  some  man  who,  because  of  a  low 
market  price  of  an  article  in  which  he  deals,  wants  a  reduction  on  that  article,  and  there- 
fore complains  grievously?  To  whom  shall  you  look  for  knowledge?  Shall  it  be  the 
shipper,  whose  self-interest  prompts  him  to  complain?  Or  shall  you  appeal  to  such  wit- 
nesses as  we  placed  on  the  stand  and  who  ^ave  testimony  under  the  sanctity  and  solemn 
obligation  of  an  oath  ?  And  when  these  witnesses  swore,  was  there  any  doubt  as  to  the 
accuracy  or  truthfulness  of  their  testimony?    Then  what  do  we  glean  from  them? 

EXPENSES. 

First,  we  glean  that  the  cost  of  fuel  and  labor  alone  on  this  road  exceeds  eastern  roads 
over  $300,000  per  annum.  Was  this  denied  ?  Can  it  be  denied  ?  Is  it  not  a  known  fact  that 
now,  in  tne  City  of  San  Francisco,  good  coal  costs  not  less  than  |16per  ton?  Is  it  not  an 
evidence  of  good  and  prudent  management  that  this  company,  with  that  prudence  and 
foresight  which  distinguishes  the  owners  of  this  road,  that  they  have  arranged  so  that 
their  coal  only  costs  $6  per  ton?  But  suppose  they  had  not  contemplated  a  raise  in  the  mar- 
ket price  of  coal,  would  yoii  not,  as  just  men  wishing  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  constitutional 
office,  be  compelled  to  allow  them  $16  per  ton  as  a  factor  entering  into  the  expenses  of  this 
company?  Have  we  not  fairly  treated  this  commission  when  we  figure  the  expense  on 
twenty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fourteen  tons  of  coal  on  the  basis  of  only  $6  instead 
of  on  the  market  price  ?  Would  any  merchant  or  dealer  in  coal,  who  had  foreseen  the  rise 
in  the  price  of  coal  from  $6  to  $16,  and  had  therefore  lain  in  a  large  supply  to  meet  the 
great  demand — say  twenty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fourteen  tons-  would  such  mer- 
chant sell  you  coal  at  $6?  Or,  would  he  consider  that  he  was  justly  entitled  to  $10  profit 
on  each  ton,  in  consequence  of  his  foresight?  Try  him  on  to-day  in  this  great  city.  If, 
therefore,  the  merchant  is  entitled  to  such  profits,  by  every  law  of  lousiness  and  trade,  why 
not  this  company  ?  And  yet  this  company  comes  to  you  and  says,  we  ask  nothing  for  our 
prudence — nothing  for  that  judgment  anu  foresight  on  our  part— but  only  ask  that,  as  our 
expenses  are  greater,  more  onerous  and  burdensome  than  eastern  roads,  we  are  entitled 
to  have  our  greater  expenses  considered  as  a  factor  in  our  favor  why  our  rates  should 
exceed  eastern  roads.  And  yet  our  rates  do  not  exceed  eastern  roads.  This  company's 
rates  are  less,  and  that,  too,  over  roads  in  the  populous  State  of  Illinois,  where  the  roads 
are  under  the  dominion  of  a  closely  scrutinizing  Railroad  Commission,  and  under  the 
most  autocratic,  despotic,  and  anti-railroad  legislation,  sustained  by  Courts  held  under 
the  influence  of  a  strongly  marked  antagonistic  public  opinion.  We  then  conclude  that 
no  escape  can  be  made  from  the  conclusion  that  as  this  company's  expenses  are  greater 
than  eastern  roads,  it  has  the  right  to  charge  a  proportionately  higher  rate;  and  as  it 
does  not  do  so  its  rates  cannot  be  said  to  be  excessive,  unjust,  or  oppressive. 

But  can  these  expenses  be  reduced  ?  Certainly  not  on  coal  or  wood,  and  you  certiiinly  do 
not  ask  that  a  reduction  be  made  on  the  wages  of  the  emplov«5s.  The  policy  of  the  South- 
em  Pacific  Company  has  ever  been  to  encourage  labor  by  higher  wages,  always  recognizing" 
that  an  industrious  and  active  laboring  class  is  productive  of  peace  to  the  Stat«  and  pros- 
perity to  the  corporation.  Upon  the  arm  of  labor  is  resting  to-day  the  perpetuity  of 
American  institutions;  and  when  labor  is  well  rewarded  it  is  peaceful,  contented,  and 
happv,  and  becomes  the  foe,  instead  of  the  friend,  of  anarchy,  communism,  crime,  and 
rebellion.    The  very  day  of  this  hearing  a  strike  was  proclaimed  on  the  Burlington  road. 
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and  eleven  thousand  people  are  out  of  employment.  A  few  days  later  and  a  strike  is  pro- 
claimed on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  road.  By  this  means,  which  labor  invokes  for  pro- 
tection, not  only  are  thousands  of  people  impoverished,  but  business  industries  are 
stagnated,  and  freight  and  passenger  traffic  is  suspended  and  bicter  animosity  is  born  and 
nourished  into  existence  between  capital  and  laoor.  Thus  food  is  made  for  the  fierce 
harangues  of  anarchists,  until  bloodshed  crowns  the  whole  and  human  hands  are  crim- 
soned in  crime.  All  men  know  this.  It  is  but  a  political  truism  of  the  day.  Then,  shall 
not  this  company  have  some  credit  for  trying  to  avoid  this  disastrous  consequence  ?  Shall 
it  not  have  credit  for  maintaining  a  higH  rate  of  wages,  even  though  by  so  doing  its  item 
of  expenses  shall  be  increased? 

POPULATION. 

But,  again,  this  company's  road  passes  through  a  sparsely  populated  country,  having 
bat  a  small  freight  ana  passenger  traffic  compared  with  eastern  roads.  Think  of  the  dif- 
ference. Here  the  population  is  only  as  one  to  four, or  one  to  five,  compared  with  eastern 
Fcxads.  Can  it  be  doubted  that  a  road  running  through  a  State  with  a  population  of  fort^y 
people  to  the  square  mile  has  a  freight  and  passenger  traffic  at  least  twice  larger  than  this 
companv,  running  through  a  section  of  country  with  less  than  ten  persons  to  the  square 
mile?  Can  it  be  doubted  that  a  large  population  increases  the  income  of  a  railroad  com- 
pany 7  Who  has  the  temerity  to  deny  it?  And  yet,  comparing  the  rates  of  this  company 
with  the  rates  of  eastern  roaas — notwithstanding  their  advantage  in  population — the  rates 
here  are  less.  Does  not  this  argue  that  the  rates  of  this  company  are  not  excessive  ?  Then 
why  this  proposed  reduction  ?  Does  it  spring  from  necessity  ?  Has  it  an  origin  in  the  just 
wants  of  the  people? 

LOCAL  TRAFFIC. 

Nor  have  we  failed  to  show  you  that  a  vast  difference  in  expense  results  to  the  business 
of  this  company  owing  to  the  fact  that  its  freight  is  purely  local.  To  illustrate:  This  com- 
pany, for  the  want  of  a  dense  population  demanding  a  large  mercantile  freight  to  be  car- 
ried from  San  Francisco  into' the  interior,  is  compelled  to  haul  empty  cars  south,  so  as  to 
haul  the  farm  products  back  to  the  metropolis.  It,  therefore,  hauls  empty  cars  07ie  way» 
and  has  the  expense  of  running  its  cars  both  ways,  while  it  has  paying  freight  but  mie  tcay. 
Thus,  its  expense  is  double  the  eastern  roads,  and  yet  it  charges  no  more.  Does  this  look 
like  excessive  rate  of  charge?  Nay,  does  it  not  clearly  appear  that  this  company  h^s  ever 
been  the  friend  of  its  patrons,  ana  is  now  and  always  nas  been  the  active  agent  in  the 
development  of  that  part  of  the  Sta\e  through  which  the  road  passes  ?  Can  this  company 
become  responsible  for  these  conditions  affecting  its  traffic?  And  when  it  e€[ualizes  those 
conditions  oy  lowering  its  freight  rate  to  a  point  below  that  maximum,  which  the  law  in 
its  justness  allows,  to  wit:  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered,  can  it  then 
be  lustlv  demanded  that  the  rate  should  still  be  lower? 

But  this  companj',  as  we  clearly  showed,  and  the  records  of  your  office  will  ever  show, 
has  of  its  own  motion  reduced  freights  time  and  time  again,  as  the  business  interests  of 
the  road  and  the  rapid  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  adjacent  country  demanded.  It 
has  needed  no  commission  to  act  as  a  spur  to  duty.  It  has  always  sought  to  encourage 
industry,  and  has  made  the  progress  of  the  fc)tate  its  object,  its  aim,  and  its  duty,  well 
knowing  that  the.progress  of  the  State  and  its  road  were  so  interblended  that  an  injury 
to  the  one  was  an  injury  to  both.  Did  this  seem  as  though  this  company  was  assuming 
the  manners  of  an  autocrat,  or  does  it  teach  us  that  this  company  knows  more  about  the 
rights.  dntie.«<.  and  obligations  of  the  railroad  to  the  people  than  all  the  brazen-tongued 
aiiti-rallroad  howlers  m  the  State?  This  circumstance  ought  to  have  great  weight,  tor  it 
clearly  shows  that  this  company  will,  as  .soon  as  the  conditions  will  permit,  reduce  its 
rates,  and  always  reduce  them  without  demand  when  it  can  do  so. 

OTHER  ROADS. 

Bat  we  proved,  and  the  records  of  your  office  will  show,  that  the  other  roads  not  owned 
by  this  company,  and  doin^  business  in  the  State,  are  carrrying  freight  at  a  rate  from  25  to 
50  per  cent  nigher  than  this  road.  These  other  roads  are  laboring  under  like  conditions, 
and  being  so  situated,  how  is  it  that  this  company,  with  a  freight  rate  far  below  these 
other  local  roads,  is  attacked?  If  reductions  should  be  made,  why  is  it  that  the  road  w^ith 
the  lowest  freight  rate  is  the  first  to  be  brought  under  the  ban  of  displeasure?  If  the 
freight  rate  on  these  other  local  roads  is  but  a  just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  the 
services  rendered  by  such  roads,  then  it  is  an  unanswerable  fact  that  the  rates  of  this 
company  are  belowsuch  just  compensation.  But  it  may  be  said  the  rates  charged  by 
these  other  companies  are  unjust  and  unreasonable.  We  answer,  that  the  rates  on  these 
other  roads,  as  the  records  of  your  office  will  show,  were  fixed  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion, and  that  the  Constitution  of  this  State  says  that  when  so  fixed  "  they  shall  be 
deemed  conclusively  just  and  reasonable."  That  is,  no  one  shall  dispute  it.  The}'  are  con- 
clh^vely  just  and  reasonable,  and  being  so,  and  being  also  from  25  to  60  per  cent  higher  than 
on  this  road,  there  is  no  escape  from  the  conclusion  that  the  rates  on  this  road  are  at  a 
basts  below  a  reasonable  compensation,  and  as  testified  by  Mr.  Bussett  are  at  a  point  so 
low  that  a  reduction  would  be  unjust  and  wrong  in  fact.  But  it  may  be  said  that  the 
grade  on  these  other  roads  entitles  these  roads  to  a  greater  freight  rate.  Granted,  for  the 
sake  of  argument,  and  then  we  answer,  their  rates  are  from  25  to  50  per  cent  higher  than  on 
this  road,  which  gives  them  the  full  benefit  of  grades\  and  as  that  is  the  only  different 
factor  in  fixing  rates  on  those  roads,,  it  would  show  that  deducting  the  25  or  50  per  cent 
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from  their  rate  as  an  allowance  for  grades  then  oar  rate  would  be  jutt  and  retuone^le^  as 
the  Constitution  declares  theirs  to  be.  Thus,  by  comparison  there  can  be  found  no  reason 
for  the  cutting  of  rates  on  this  line ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  a  reason  strong,  conciasive, 
and  unanswerable  why  a  reduction  should  not  be  made. 

DISCBIMIITATION. 

But  when  we  look  at  the  effect  of  your  order  upon  such  localities  as  Salinas  City  and 
HoUister,  its  injustice  becomes  apparent  Whv  should  these  places  pay  a  rate  of  freight* 
age  10  per  cent  higher  than  favored  Gilroy  7  Why  should  that  poor  man  Miller  have  the 
benefit  of  a  10  per  cent  reduction  over  HolUster?  Will  these  places  remain  quiet  and 
submit  to  your  order,  or  will  they  come  before  your  honorable  body  and  enter  complaints 
that  this  company  is  discriminating  against  them  ?  If  they  should  complain,  how  could 
this  companv  answer  7  If  we  say,  "  We  are  not  discriminatmg,  we  are  simply  obeying  the 
order  of  the  ^ilroad  Commission,"  will  that  be  an  answer  7  r^ay;  but  as  m  the  Watson- 
vilie  matter  will  you  not  find  that,  though  we  obey  your  order,  yet  we  are  discriminating, 
and  thus  throw  the  blame  on  this  company  7  Wili  such  a  course  be  just 7  Or  shall  this 
company  reduce  rates  10  per  cent  to  UoUister  and  Salinas,  even  though  such  reduction 
shall  cripple  the  business  of  the  road  and  imperil  the  industries  of  the  State?  Are  yon 
aware  that  thirty-one  roads  went  into  bankruptcy  in  the  East  last  year,  and  eight  others 
into  the  hands  of  receivers?  Shall  this  road  be  brought  into  the  same  condition,  or  shall 
it  be  permitted  to  carry,  as  it  now  is  doing,  freights  on  the  basis  of  only  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation 7  Discrimination  is,  as  you  are  aware,  prohibited  by  the  Constitution  of  this 
State,  and  if  this  road  shall  not  discriminate  against  places,  why  shall  an  order  be  made 
by  your  honorable  bod v  compelling  just  such  prohibited  discrimination  7  Is  this  com- 
pany to  be  made  the  subiect  of  complaint  and  ill-feeling,  or  will  this  honorable  body,  with 
that  wisdom  which  should  f^ide  constitutional  officers  in  the  discharge  of  a  great  public 
trust,  countermand  this  unjust,  oppressive,  and  discriminating  order? 

COMPENSATION* 

But  this  company  has  the  right  to  rates  which  shall  be  to  them  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion. And  this  don't  mean  a  certain  per  cent  on  the  investment  Such  a  rule  would 
bankrupt  this  or  any  other  road.  Such  a  rule  is  only  the  meaningless  outcrv  of  the  igno- 
rant, f6r  losses,  damages,  and  improvements  to  be  constantly  made  are  all  factors  in  the 
fixing  of  a  rate.  You  cannot  say,  let  us  take  the  gross  income  of  the  road  and  the  gross 
expense,  and  deducting  the  expense  from  the  income,  say  we  have  now  the  net  income 
and  we  will  find  if  such  net  income  is  only  a  reasonable  per  cent  on  the  investment  This 
rule  is  an  absurdity.  This  rule  would  destroy  and  ruin  every  road  in  California.  This 
rule  is  the  outcry  of  the  man  of  prejudice,  who  neither  thinks,  nor  does  not  want  to  think. 
Why?  Because  under  this  rule  no  road  could  make  improvements,  even  in  anything. 
If  a  smash-up  should  occur,  the  cars  could  net  be  replaced  for  the  want  of  money;  if  a 
depot  should  be  burned,  the  depot  could  not  be  rebuilt;  if  an  accident  should  occur,  the 
damage  could  not  be  remedied;  when  freight  was  lost,  the  company  could  not  compen- 
sate the  loser;  in  an  action  of  damages,  the  judgment  would  stop  the  operation  of  the 
road  under  the  process  of  execution ;  no  new  roads  would  be  built;  no  old  ones  improved ; 
extensions  would  be  unknown,  and  in  a  few  years  decay  and  death  would  mark  every 
railroad  line  in  California.  If  new  improvements  or  inventions  are  needed  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  service  to  the  public,  the  improvement  or  invention  could  not  be  purcha2»ed; 
because  no  man  of  sense  invests  money  in  that  which  does  not  pay,  and  experience  has 
taught  railroad  people  just  what  rale  pays,  and  when  they  testify  they  know  of  what  they 
speak.  Therefore,  when  Mr.  Bassett  testified  that  the  present  rate  is'  only  a  just  and  rea- 
sonable compensation,  his  testimony  becomes  an  admitted  fact,  beyond  controversy.  Unless 
some  attempt  is  made  to  show  to  the  contrary,  and  jione  was  made.  Who  denies  nis  testi- 
mony 7  No  one.  But  if  you  are  to  reduce  rates,  are  you  to  proceed  upon  the  theory  that 
rates  must  downy  or  are  you  to  proceed  upon  evidence*  that  the  rates  are  too  high  7  'When 
you,  as  a  Commission,  cut  rates,  you  must  remenil>er  you  have  the  affirmative  of  the 
proposition.  You  must  show  that  rates  are  too  high;  and  then  this  company  has  the 
right  to  answer  and  show  that  the  rates  are  not  too  high.  Have  you  any  testimony  that 
the  rates  are  too  high?  If  so,  what  is  it?  The  complaint  of  some  shipper?  If  so,  is  his 
testimony  of  any  weight?  Does  he  know  anything  of  railroading?  No.  And  let  us  here 
call  your'attention  to  a  significant  fact,  and  we  appeal  to  your  records.  Was  there  ever  a 
written  statement,  or  schedule,  or  showing  made  by  any  railroad  company  in  this  State 
attempted  to  be  controverted  by  any  one  before  your  honorable  Commission?  No.  Go 
back  over  the  records  of  your  office.  What  does  this  show,  but  that  this  and  the  other 
companies  of  this  Sttite  have  always  presented  the  tnUk  to  your  honorable  body  and  that 
their  cases  have  been  unanswerable?  We  submit  that  we  have  shown  that  our  rates  are 
only  just  and  reasonable,  and  that  no  reduction  should  be  made. 

EXTENSION. 

But  again,  a  great  demand  is  being  made  on  this  company  to  extend  its  road  through  the 
Counties  of  San  Luis  Obispo  and  Santa  Barbara.  Salinas'demands  this  extension,  Santa 
Clara  demands  it,  San  Jose  demands  it,  Watsonville  demands  it,  San  Luis  Obispo  demands 
it, Santa  Barbara  demands  it,  San  Buenaventura  demands  it,  aye!  the  State  demands  it 
The  traveling  public  demands  it    This  great  portion  of  the  State  thus  calling  for  the  exteu- 
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sion  of  this  road  is  the  garden  spot  of  California.  This  road,  if  thus  completed,  would  be 
a  blessing  to  the  State,  and  Central  California  would  loom  up  with  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Diego.  Shall  you  stop  all  this  improvement?  Will  you  say  that  if  rates  are  cut  that  pru- 
dent business  men  will  still  invest  m  an  unpaying enterprise  7  Nay,  gentlemen.  The  riehts 
and  wishes  of  this  State  demand  of  you  tnat  these  contemplated  improvements  shall  be 
cherished,  and  that  you  shall  aid  them,  not  destroy  them ;  that  vou  shall  foster  and  en- 
conraffe  them,  not  smother  and  defeat  them.  We  of  the  Salinas  Valley  see  down  the  vista 
of  thefuture  and  behold  our  country  growing  into  greatness,  our  towns  springing  into  cities, 
our  population  vastly  increased,  our  mines  of  coal  and  iron  developed,  our  great  land  hold- 
ings divided,  and  our  mountain  slopes  and  small  valleys  peopled  and  dotted  with  beautiful 
and  happy  homes.  We  know  we  have  a  climate  unsurpassed,  a  soil  rich  and  productive, 
a  county  vast  in  extent,  and  we  stand  waiting  and  hoping  to  see  this  road  extended  and  a 
coast  route  opened  to  public  travel.  But  if  this  or  similar  orders  are  made  by  this  hon- 
orable Commission,  we  feel  that  a  great  obstacle  will  be  thrown  in  our  way  of  progress. 
We,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  that  this  order  be  annulled,  and  this  company  be  allowed 
eirery  advantage  which  shall  strengthen  its  ability  to  aid  the  upbuilding  of  this  part  of 
the  State. 

CONCLnSIOlTc 

We,  therefore,  conclude  that  we  have  shown  by  the  evidence  before  this  honorable  Com- 
mission, that  great  injustice  would  be  done  this  company  by  the  enforcement  of  this  order: 
and  that  it  appears  that  at  all  times  this  company  has  ever  been  ready 'to  reduce  freight 
rates  on  its  own  motion,  and  that  the  judgment  of  this  company  is  the  best  guide  to  a  cor- 
rect conclusion  in  the  question  of  freight  rates.  This  company  stands  to-day  a  mighty 
factor  in  the  progress  of  the  State.  It  has  stood  the  hard  times  of  the  past.  It  has  borne 
the  diflScuities  of  being  the  pioneer  road,  and  has  invested  millions  of  capital  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  time  when  that  investment  should  be  profitable,  and  now,  as  soon  as  the  time 
hoped  for  is  near  at  hand,  and  the  horizon  of  doubt  and  fear  is  clearing  up  under  the  sun- 
shine of  the  State's  prosperity,  is  it  to  be  robbed  of  the  fruits  of  its  labor,  the  reward  of  its 
enterprise?  Who  has  the  temerity  to  engage  in  vast  enterprises  when  it  is  known  that 
the  moment  the  enterprise  is  at  that  point  where  profit  legitimately  belongs  to  it,  that  the 
reward  shall  be  taken  away  ?  Taken,  too,  without  a  reason  1  Taken  only  to  show  power 
so  to  do!  We  cannot  believe  that  the  effect  of  this  order  was  thoroughly  considered  by 
this  honorable  Commission,  and  we  have  too  much  faith  and  trust  in  the  known  probity 
of  themembers  of  this  honorable  body  to  believe  that  after  our  showing  this  order  will  be 
enforced.  We,  therefore,  leave  the  matter  with  you,  in  fall  confidence  tnat  this  order  will 
be  abrogated — your  schedule  withdrawn — and  that  the  rates  of  freight  traffic  on  this  line 
will  remain  at  rest  until  a  public  exigency  or  the  prosperity  of  this  road  shall  make  a 
reduction  necessary.

LETTER  FROM  JULIUS  LEE. 

WATsoKViUiB,  Cal.,  June  9, 1888. 
V.  W.  Gaskill,  JEjg.,  Secretary: 

Dear  Sib:  Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  fourth  instant,  making  inquiry  as  to  whether 
our  people  are  satisfied  with  the  reduction  the  Southern  Pacific  Kailroud  Company  has 
made  in  its  special  tariff  on  hay  and  straw  in  carloads,  making  a  reduction  on  former 
tariff,  as  is  claimed,  of  from  10  to  50  per  cent,  and  intimating  that  the  Connnissioners  are 
of  the  opinion  that  that  is  all  we  have  ever  claimed  or  asked  for,  I  have  to  suy  that  after 
making  such  inquiry  as  I  have  been  able  from  our  farmers  and  producers,  and  especially 
from  the  warehousemen  who  have  kept  the  warehouses  here  for  many  years  past,  the 
tariff  on  said  commodities  is  virtually  and  practically  of  no  consideration  whatever  here. 

The  warehouseman  has  promised  to  give  me  the  exact  figures  from  the  books  as  to  the 
amount  of  said  articles  shipped  from  here  to  San  Francisco,  which  he  has  not  yet  done, 
but  he  assures  me  the  amount  is  very  trivial^  indeed,  and  this  comports  with  my  own 
observation  and  all  the  information  I  can  obtain  from  others. 

By  reference  to  the  written  complaint  filed  in  the  case,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  complain 
that  freights  generally  are  too  high ;  meaning,  of  course,  freights  on  commodities  in  which 
we  deal  or  are  interested;  but  more  ei^iiecially  we  complained  that  in  these  respects  the 
people  of  Watsonville  and  its  vicinity  were  unjustly  discriminated  against.  We  thought 
the  railroad  company  should  not  cnarge  more  for  carrying  a  piven  commodity  than  it 
charged  others  for  carrying  the  same  article  twenty  or  thirty  miles  further.  We  claimed 
that  this  was  a  discrimination  prohibited  by  the  Constitution  and  law  of  the  State.  But 
more  especially  did  we,  and  do  we,  complain  of  the  want  of  depot  facilities.  I  believe  that 
our  fruit  and  berry  producers  are  now  very  considerably  better  accommodated  by  the 
way  in  which  freight  trains  run,  than  formerly,  and  for  this  we,  of  course,  are  willing  to 
^ve  all  credit;  but  really  the  depot  facilities  are  in  no  manner  improved,  and  as  harvest 
is  again  soon  coming  on,  if  said  facilities  are  not  increased,  many  thousand  tons  of  cereals 
and  other  farm  products  will  have  to  be  this  year,  as  last,  hauled  right  past  our  ware- 
house door  away  around  into  Monterey  County  to  a  steamer  landing.  The  approximote 
amount  that  Was  so  hauled  lust  year,  and  will  have  to  be  this,  cannot  now  be  given.    I 
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can  assure  you  that  it  is  large,  and  must  necessarily  be  large,  until  the  proper  facilities 
are  ifftbrded  here  for  shipping,  and  this,  I  report,  is  now  our  greatest  cause  for  complaint. 
I  believe  there  is  no  especial  complaint  now  on  account  of  passenger  fares  since  the 
reduction,  and  for  this,  of  course,  we  are  very  thankful.  But  that  the  Commissioners 
should  have  thought  that  the  reduction  on  hay  and  straw  would  benefit  us,  1  cannot 
understand.  The  railroad  company,  when  they  made  it,  must  have  known  that  it  did  not 
concern  us  more  than  a  reduction  on  granite,  for  instance,  would  have  done.

Northern  Division  case  now  awaits  decision  of  the  Board. 

Robinson  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Company  et  al. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  February  27,  1888,  the  case 
of  W.  H.  Robinson  vs.  Southera  Pacific  Company  et  al.  came  on  for  hear- 
ing, the  Attorney-General  appearing  on  behali  of  plaintiff.  After  argument 
at  length  of  the  said  case,  tne  Attorney-General  took  the  position  that  the 
case  as  it  noW  stood  could  not  be  won  in  a  higher  Court;  and,  in  conse- 
quence, he  recommended  that  W.  H.  Robinson  commence  a  new  action. 
W.  H.  Robinson,  being  present,  said  that  he  would  at  once  commence  anew 
action. 

The  complaint,  summons,  return  of  service  of  summons,  and  demurrer 
of  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  demurrer  of  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway 
Company  are  as  follows: 

COMPLAINT.

The  above  named  plaintiff  complains  of  the  defendants  above  named,  and  for  cause  of 
complaint  alleges : 

I. — That  he  is  now,  and  at  all  the  times  hereinafter  menti(»ned  was,  a  resident  of  the  State 
of  California,  to  wit:  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Alameda,  in  said  State. 

II. — Upon  information  and  belief  that  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  a  defendant 
herein,  is,  and  was  at  all  the  times  hereinafter  mentioned,  a  railroad  corporation,  organ- 
ized and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  engaged  in  the  business  of  a 
common  carrier  of  passengers  within  said  State  of  California  upon  the  railroad  and  ferry 
lines,  and  between  the  places  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

III. — That  the  defendant,  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Company,  m,  and  was  at  all  the 
times  hereinafter  mentioned,  since  on  or  about  the  twenty-third  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1887j  a 
railroad  corporation,  organized  and  existing  under  the'laws  of  tfie  State  of  California, 
engaged  in  tne  business  of  a  common  carrier  of  passengers  within  said  State  of  California 
upon  the  railroad  and  ferrv  lines,  and  between  tne  places  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

IV. — That  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company  is^  and  was  at  all  times  hereinaft-er 
mentioned,  a  railroad  corporation,  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California,  engaged  in  the  Dusiness  of  a  common  carrier  of  passengers  within  the  State  of 
California,  upon  the  railroad  and  ferry  lines  and  between  the  places  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

V. — That  for  more  than  six  years  prior  to  its  consolidation,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
May,  1887,  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company  was  a 
railroad  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California, 
engaged  in  the  business  of  a  common  carrier  of  passengers  within  said  State  of  California 
upon  the  railroad  and  ferry  lines  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

VI. — ITpon  information  and  belief,  that  on  or  about  the  twenty-third  day  of  May,  1887, 
the  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  and  various  other  corporations  owning 
connecting  railroad  and  ferry  lines  in  the  State  of  California,  did  consolidate  their  capi- 
tal stock,  debts,  liabilities,  property,  assets,  and  franchises  into  a  new  corporation  then 
and  there  and  thereby  createa,  and  named  and  designated  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway 
Company,  a  defendant  herein;  and  that  all  of  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  between  Sail 
Francisco  and  Oakland,  and  between  San  Francisco  and  Alameda,  formerly  owned  and 
operated  by  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  are  now,  and,  ever  since  said 
twenty-third  dav  of  May,  18S7,  have  been  the  property  and  subject  to  the  control  and 
management  of  defendant.  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Company.  That  such  man- 
agement and  control  of  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  by  said  last  mentioned  company. 
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was  exclusive  between  said  twenty-third  day  of  May,  1S87,  and  the  first  day  of  July,  1887, 
when  upon  said  last  named  date,  defendant,  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Company, 
claimed  to  lease  to  defendant.  Southern  Pacific  Company,  for  the  term  of  fifty-five  vears, 
from  the  first  dav  of  July,  1887,  all  of  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  formerly  owned  and 
operated  by  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company;  ana  said  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany does  now,  and  ever  since  said  first  day  of  July,  1887,  has.  by  virtue  of  said  alleged 
lease,  been  in  possession  of,  managed,  and  operated  said  railroad  and  ferrv  lines  last  men- 
tioned, and  does  now  establish,  charge,  and  collect,  and  ever  since  said  first  day  of  July, 
1887,  has  established^  charged,  and  collected,  fares  from  passengers  on  said  last  mentioned 
railroad  and  ferry  lines,  to  wit:  The  railroad  and  ferry  lines  formerly  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  the  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland 
and  San  Francisco  and  Alameda.  And  plamtin  alleges,  upon  information  and  belief. 
that  the  management  and  operation  of  said  last  mentioned  railroad  and  ferry  lines,  and 
the  establishment  of  the  passenger  rates  thereon  by  defendant.  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany, is  now,  and  ever  since  the  first  day  of  July,  1887,  has  been,  subject  to  the  supervi- 
sion and  control  of  defendant.  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Company,  and  that  the  true 
relation  of  taid  carporcUioyu  in  regard  to  the  management  and  operation  of  said  railroad 
and  ferry  lines  is  that  of  principal  and  agent. 

VII.— That  prior  to  January,  1887,  the  said  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  the  com- 

Setitor  of  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  as  hereinafter  stated,  wtu  leaded  to 
efendant,  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and  ever  since  said  lease  the  defendant.  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  has  been  in  possession  of,  operated,  and  managed  all  the  railroad  and 
ferry  lines  belonnng  to  said  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  including  its  said  railroad 
and  ferr>'  lines  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  and  between  San  Francisco  and 
Alameda,  and  does  now  establish,  charge,  and  collect,  and  ever  since  said  lease  has  estab- 
lished, charged,  and  collected,  fares  from  passengers  on  the  railroad  and  ferry  lines  owned 
and  formerly  operated  by  said  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

VIII. — ^Th'at  prior  to  1884,  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company  and  said  Central 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  were,  upon  their  respective  lines  of  railroad  and  ferries,  com- 
mon carriers  of  passengers  between  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  the  town  of  Alameda, 
the  last  named  corporation  being  also  such  common  carrier  between  said  San  Francisco, 
said  Alameda,  and  the  City  of  Oakland,  and  both  of  said  last  named  companies  then 
maintained  the  same  rates  of  passenger  fare  between  said  San  Francisco  and  said  Ala- 
meda. That  on  or  about  the  early  part  of  the  year  1884,  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad 
Company  extended  its  railroad  and  business  as  a  common  carrier  of  passengers  into  said 
City  of  Oakland,  and  thereupon  became,  and  thereafter  was,  a  competing  railroad  and 
common  carrier  with  said  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company  between  said  San  Francisco 
and  Oakland,  and  between  San  Francisco  and  Alameda.  l*hat  prior  to  November,  1884, 
both  of  said  last  mentioned  railroad  companies  had  sold  to  the  public  for  $3  a  so  called 
monthly  commutation  ticket  that  entitled  the  holder  to  as  many  daily  round  trips  between 
the  places  named  on  it,  to  wit:  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  and  between  San 
Francisco  and  Alameda,  as  there  were  days  in  the  month  for  which  it  was  issued.  Among 
the  printed  conditions  on  such  tickets  was  one  that  read:  *'  Good  for  one  round  trip  daily 
from  first  to  thirty-first  of ,"  giving  name  of  month. 

That  for  a  year  or  more  previous  to  November,  1884,  the  said  Central  Pacific  Railroad 
Company,  without  any  change  in  the  words  of  the  rule  on  its  tickets,'*  good  for  one  round 

trip  daily  daring  the  month  of ,"  began  giving  passengers  on  these  tickets  more /«ror- 

able  eondUionty  by  allowing  more  than  one  round  trip  daily,  by  punching  dates  in  advance. 

That  previous  to  November,  1884,  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  without 
any  chan^^e  in  the  wording  of  the  rule  on  its  tickets,  "good  for  one  round  trip  daily  from 

first  to  thirty-first  of ,"  for  the  purpose  of  competing  vnth  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad 

Company,  did  lower  its  rates  of  fare,  giving  the  holders  of  these  tickets  as  many  round 
trips  as  there  were  days  in  the  month,  to  be  taken,  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  one  or  more 
daily;  and  said  rates  of  fare  are  Just  and  reasonable  to  defendants,  being  full  remunera- 
tion for  the  service  rendered,  and  were  just  and  fair  to  said  competing  companies. 

That  for  some  time  before,  and  continuously  since  November,  1884,  until  March  1, 1887, 
said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company  had  allowed  all  holders  of  its  monthly  com- 
rantation  tickets  as  many  rides  as  there  were  days  in  the  month,  one  or  more  daily,  with- 
out any  change  in  the  printing  on  tickets,  "good  for  one  round  trip  daily  from  first  to 
thirty-first  of ,"  giving  name  of  month. 

IX!.— That  on  or  about  the  fourteenth  day  of  February,  1887,  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Rail- 
road Company  and  defendant.  Southern  Pacific  Company,  then  managing  and  operating 
the  railroad  and  ferry  lines  of  said  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  by  mutual  agreement  and  joint  notice,  signed  by  the  oflicers  of  both  roads,  dated 
February  14, 1887,  and  provided  to  take  effect  March  1, 1887,  increased  their  said  rates  of 
fare  between  said  places  by  allowing  only  one  trip  each  day  to  the  holder  of  a  monthly 
commutation  ticket,  and  compelling  the  holder  of  said  ticket  to  lose  all  trips  not  so  taken ; 
that  the  said  competition  between  said  companies  ceased  on  said  first  day  of  March,  1887, 
and  that  the  cessation  of  said  competition  and  the  giving  of  said  notice  were  done  in 

Sursuance  of  the  mutual  agreement  of  said  companies  made  on  or  about  said  fourteenth 
ay  of  February,  1887,  that  such  competition  should  cease,  and  that  both  of  said  companies 
should  come  under  one  management,  to  wit:  under  the  management  of  the  defendant. 
Southern  Pacific  Company,  ana  which  common  management  was  consummated,  as  here- 
inbefore stated. 
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X. — That  the  defendant  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Company,  succeeding  to  the  prop- 
erty, franchises,  and  liabilities  of  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  on  the 
twenty^-third  of  May,  1887,  as  aforesaid,  and  notwithstanding  said  reduction  oi  rates  by 
reason  of  competition  as  aforesaid,  has  ever  since  said  last  named  day,  and  does  now  incrtoM 
said  rates  and  enforce  said  order  of  February  14, 1887,  and  ever  since  said  twentv-third  day 
of  May,  1887,  it  has  and  does  now  require  and  compel  each  passenger  and  holder  of  saiil 
montlTly  commutation  ticket  carried  by  it  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  or  between 
San  Francisco  and  Alameda,  over  the  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  formerly  operated  by 
said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  to  pay  a  rate  of  fare  in  excess  of  said  cora'- 
peting  rate  by  allowing  to  such  ticket  holder  only  one  trip  each  day,  and  compelling  him 
to  lose  all  trips  not  so  taken. 

XI. — That  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1887,  plaintiff  paid  defendant.  South  Pacific  Coast 
Railway  Company,  $3  for  the  usual  monthly  commutation  passenger  ticket  that  entitled 
him  to  thirty  round  trips  between  Alameda  and  San  Francisco^ over  the  said  railroad  and 
ferry  lines  formerly  operated  by  the  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  he  having 
the  right  to  take  said  trips  at  his  option,  for  business  or  pleasure,  one  or  more  daily. 

That  during  the  said  month  of  June  plaintiff  took  twenty-three  round  trips  on  his  said 
monthly  ticket,  and  said  last  named  defendant  refused  to  let  him  have  three  more  round 
trips  demanded  by  him  in  said  month  of  June,  there  being  six  or  more  unpunched  trips 
on  his  ticket,  and  compelled  him  to  pay  75  cents  for  said  three  trips.  Previous  to  March 
first,  plaintiff  would  have  been  permitted  to  take  said  three  trips  precisely  as  he  demanded, 
without  extra  charge.  That  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  said  June  said  last  named  defend- 
ant carried  plaintiff  part  of  the  distance  from  Alameda  to  San  Francisco,  on  his  monthly 
ticket,  and  had  ample  time  and  means  to  carry  him  the  rest  of  the  distance.  The  plaintiff 
then  presented  saia  ticket  to  said  last  named  ciefendant  at  Alameda  Mole^  requesting  to  be 
carried  the  rest  of  the  trip,  but  said  last  named  defendant  refused  to  carry  him,  and  by 
force  prevented  him  ttiking  said  trip,  and  compelled  him  to  pay  extra  fare. 

XII. — That  defendants,  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Company  and  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  operating,  as  aforesaid,  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  formerly  operated  by  said 
South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company',  notwithstanding  said  reduction  of  rates  by  reason 
of  competition,  as  aforesaid,  have,  ever  since  the  first  of  July,  1887^  and  do  now  increase 
said  rates,  and  enforce  said  order  of  February  14, 1887,  and  ever  since  said  first  of  July. 
1887,  they  have  required  and  do  now  require  and  compel  each  passenger  and  holder  of 
said  monthly  commutation  ticket  carried  by  them  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland, 
or  between  San  Francisco  and  Alameda,  over  the  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  formerly 
operated  by  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Compan}',  to  pay  a  rate  of  !are  in  excess  of 
said  competing  rate,  by  allowing  such  ticket  holder  only  one  trip  each  day,  and  compelling 
him  to  lose  all  trips  not  so  taken. 

XIII.— That  on  the  first  of  October,  1887,  plaintiff  purchased  of  defendants,  for  the  sum 
of  $3  then  paid  defendants,  a  so  called  montnly  commutation  ticket  ^or  the  said  month  of 
October,  that  entitled  plaintiff  to  thirty-pne  round  trips  between  Alameda  and  San  Fran- 
cisco over  the  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  formerly  operated  by  the  said  South  Pacific  Coast 
Railroad  Company,  he  having  the  right  by  virtue  ot  said  previous  reduction  of  said  com- 
mutation rates,  as  aforesaid,  to  take  said  thirty-one  trips  at  his  option,  one  or  more  daUy. 
That  on  October  24, 1887,  plaintiff,  after  using  said  ticket  for  one  round  trip  on  that  day, 
between  San  Francisco  and  Alameda,  on  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  so  formerly  operated 
by  the  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  desired  to  take  another  round  trip 
between  San  Francisco  and  Alameda,  and  for  such  round  trip  pas.sage  over  the  said  last 
mentioned  railroad  and  ferry  lines,  he  did,  on  said  last  named  day,  present  to  defendants 
his  said  commutation  ticket  for  the  said  month  of  October,  but  defendants,  althoukh  there 
were  then  on  said  ticket  at  least  six  unpunched  round  trips,  and  although  it  had  ample 
means  and  time  to  so  transport  plaintiff,  and  notwithstanding  the  reduction  of  .said  rate, 
as  aforesaid,  refused  to  allow  plaintifi  to  take  said  second  round  trip  on  said  ticket  on  said 
twenty-fourth  of  October,  1887,  as  aforesaid,  and  by  force  prevented  plaintiff  from  taking 
such  second  round  trip  on  said  ticket  on  that  day;  whereupon,  and  by  reason  of  said 
refusal,  force,  and  violence,  plaintiff  was  by  defendants  compelled  to  pay,  and  he  did,  by 
reason  thereof,  so  pajr  defendants  under  protest,  the  sum  of  25  cents  lor  the  said  second 
round  trip  taken  by  him,  as  aforesaid,  on  said  last  named  day  over  the  said  railroad  and 
ferry  lines  then  operated  by  defendants,  and  formerly  operated  by  the  South  Pacific  Coast 
Railroad  ('onipany,  between  San  Francisco  and  Alanieua. 

XIV.— That  prior  to  the  month  of  October,  1887,  this  plaintiff  filed  with  this  Board  of 
Commissioners  his  complaint  against  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company,  wherein 
he  set  forth  substantially  his  grievances  herein  complained  of  in  regard  to  theraising  of 
said  commutation  rates  above  the  said  lower  competing  rates  as  hereinbefore  stated,  and 
the  enforcement  against  plaintiff  and  the  traveliiifir  public  of  such  raised  rates  by  said 
order  of  February  14, 1887,  by  said  South  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Companj',  and  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company,  a  defendant  herein,  and  thereafter,  such  proceedings  were 
had  and  taken  on  said  complaint  in  and  by  this  Board  that,  on  the  nineteenth  day  oC 
October,  18^7,  a  judgment  and  decision  was  therein  d\x\y  given  and  made  by  this  Board, 
as  follows : 

"The  Board  decided  that  it  had  jurisdiction  and  proceeded  to  try  the  case. 

"The  evidence  offered  by  the  complainant  shows  to  our  full  satisfaction  that  the  custom 
of  allowing  more  than  one  ride  daily  on  said  commutation  tickets,  was  adopted  for  the 
purpose  of  competition,  and  any  change  in  said  tickets  that  was  an  increase  of  rates  to 
the  passenger  is  therefore  a  violation  of  Sec.  20,  Art.  XII  of  the  Constitution,  which  says: 
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**  *  That  whenever  a  railroad  corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  competing  with  any 
other  common  carrier,  lower  its  rates  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight,  from 
one  point  to  another,  such  reduced  rates  shall  not  be  as^ain  raised  or  increased  from  such 
standard  without  the  consent  of  the  governmental  authority  in  which  shall  be  vested  the 
power  to  regulate  fares  and  freights.' 

"  We,  therefore,  find  in  favor  of  the  complainant,  and  order  that  said  defendant,  the 
Sooth  Pacific  Coast  Bailroad  Ck>mpany,  from  and  after  this  date,  allow  the  holders  of  com- 
mutation tickets  between  Oakland  and  Alameda  (places  in  Alameda  County)  and  San 
Francisco  as  many  rides  as  there  are  days  in  the  month,  taken  as  desired.

That  the  subject-matter  of  the  said  former  })roceeding  of  this  plaintifT,  was  substantially 
the  same  as  that  involved  in  this  proceeding,  involving  the  increase  of  rates  over  the  same 
lines  of  travel  and  as  to  the  same  class  of  tickets  as  in  this  proceeding;  that  the  defendants 
in  this  proceeding  are  substantiallv  the  same,  and  the  successors  in  interest  of  the  defend- 
ant in  said  former  proceeding,  and  appear  herein  in  the  same  capacity,  to  wit:  as  common 
carriers,  the  successors  of  the  defenaaut  in  the  former  proceedmg,  over  the  same  lines  of 
railroad  and  ferries  embraced  in  said  former  proceeding.  That  defendant^  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  was  a  party  to  said  notice  of  February  l4, 1887,  and  to  the  increase  of 
rates  complained  of  in  said  former  proceeding;  that  botn  of  these  defendants  herein  had 
actnal  notice  of  the  pendency  of  said  former  proceeding,  and  that  both  of  these  defend- 
ants had  notice  of  the  said  decision  of  this  Board  in  said  former  proceeding,  said  notice, 
so  plaintiff  Is  informed  and  believes,  having  been  served  on  the  defendants  herein  imme- 
diately upon  its  rendition,  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  1887,  and  before  the  illegal 
acts  herein  complained  of  as  occurring  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  said  October,  as  set  forth 
in  paragraph  XIII  herein,  and  which  said  acts  of  defendants  were  in  direct  and  open  oppo- 
sitxon  to,  and  disobedience  of,  said  decision  of  this  Board,  made  by  it  on  said  nineteenth 
day  of  October,  and  of  which  these  defendants  had  full  knowledge  as  aforesaid. 

XV. — Plaintiff  further  shows  that  the  matters  herein  set  forth  and  the  grievances  herein 
complained  of,  are  of  common  and  general  interest  to  many,  to  wit:  at  least  eight  thou- 
sand persons,  who  are,  and  for  several  years  past  have  been^  using  said  monthly  tickets; 
that  said  persons  are  too  numerous  to  be  joined  as  plaintiffs  or  defendants  herein,  and  this 
plaintiff  brings  this  proceeding  for  the  benefit  of  himself  and  all  such  persons;  and  plain- 
tiff alleges  on  information  and  belief  that  defendants  have  refused  to  allow  any  of  the 
holders  of  said  commutation  tickets  to  take  more  than  one  round  trip  daily  thereon,  and 
that  by  reason  of  such  refusal  to  this  plaintiff  and  said  persons,  defendants  have  illegally 
extorted  from  them  a  sum  of  money  which  plaintifl  avers  on  information  and  belief  to  be 
at  least  lltOOO  per  month. 

XVI. — That  the  said  monthly  commutation  rate,  lowered  and  adopted  as  aforesaid  for 
purposes  of  competition,  is  now,  and  ever  since  the  operation  by  these  defendants  or  by 
either  of  them  of  said  railroad  and  ferry  lines  formerly  operated  by  said  South  Pacific 
Coast  Railroad  Company  has  been,  to  defendants  a  full,  fair,  and  reasonable  compensation 
for  the  service  required  therefor ; 

Whebbfore,  plaintiff  prays  this  honorable  Board : 

I. — To  summon  said  defendants  to  answer  this  complaint,  and  on  coming  in  of  said 
answer,  to  find  and  determine  that  the  acts  of  defendants  herein  complained  of  are  in 
violation  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State;  and  plaintiff  also  prays  that  this  hon- 
orable Board  find  and  declare  that  the  regulation  and  notice  of  defendants,  dated  Febru- 
ary fourteenth,  and  which  took  effect  March  1. 1887,  and  all  other  notices  or  instructions 
of  the  same  import,  given  to  defendants'  servants,  or  enforced  by  any  of  them,  were  and 
are  in  violation  of  Article  XII.  Section  20,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  null  and 
void,  and  that  plaintiff,  and  all  other  holders  of  said  monthly  commutation  tickets,  have 
been  since  March  first,  and  now  are  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  they  enjoyed 
on  said  tickets  before  that  date,  to  wit:  as  many  round  trips  as  there  are  days  in  the 
month,  at  option  of  holder,  one  or  more  daily. 

II. — That  this  honorable  Board,  under  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  the  Constitution 
and  statutes  of  this  State,  do  order  and  establish  that  the  rate  of  fare  that  may  be  charged 
by  the  defendants,  for  carrying  passengers  between  Oakland  and  Alameda  (places  in 
iilameda  County)  and  San  Francisco,  shall  not  be  more  than  $3,  for  as  many  round  trips 
between  the  places  named  as  there  are  days  in  the  month,  and  that  passengers  may  take 
these  trips  as  they  see  fit,  one  or  more  daily  during  the  month ;  and  for  general  relief.

Now  comes  W.  H.  Robinson,  the  above  named  plaintiff,  and  moves  that  this  Board, 
before  taking  any  further  action  in  the  above  entitled  matter,  dismiss  and  strike  from  its 
files  those  two  certain  petitions  filed  with  the  Secretarv  of  the  Board  on  the  tenth  day  of 
May,  A.  D.  1888,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants  herein,  ana  purporting  to  be  signed  by  certain 
citizens  of  the  cities  of  Oakland  and  Alameda,  respectively,  and  wherein  and  whereby  this 
Board  is  urged  not  to  reduce  to  former  competing  rates  the  monthly  commutation  pas- 
senger fares  between  the  Cities  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  and  Alameda,  and  which  reduc- 
tion is  contended  for  in  this  proceeding  by  said  plaintiff. 

This  motion  is  made  upon  the  following  grounds : 

I. — That  this  proceeding  between  this  plaintiff  and  said  railroad  companies  can,  under 
Section  22,  Article  XII,  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  Act  of  the  State  Legislature,  approved 
April  15, 1880,  and  the  amended  rules  of  procedure,  adopted  by  this  Board  February  26, 
A.  D.  1883,  be  heard  and  determined  solely  under  the  forms  of  procedure  and  pleadings 
thereui  prescribed. 

II. — Tnat  neither  of  said  petitions  is  competent  as  a  pleading  or  as  evidence  of  the 
question  sought  to  be  presented. 

III. — That  neither  of  said  petitions  is  in  the  nature  of  a  complaint  or  application  for 
relief  against  a  railroad  or  other  transportation  company,  and  hence  under  Section  22, 
Article  XII,  of  said  Constitution,  this  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  of  either  of  said  petitions. 

IV. — That  the  expressed  object  and  purpose  of  each  of  said  petitions  being  to  influence 
the  action  of  this  Board  in  favor  of  the  defendant  railway  companies,  upon  the  issue 
presented  in  this  proceeding,  and  regularly  presented  before  this  Board,  sitting  under  the 
powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution  and  statute  of  the  State,  as  a  judicial  tribunal, 
sworn  to  try  the  issue  according  to  the  prescribed  forms  of  procedure,  and  upon  com- 
petent evidence;  then  each  of  said  petitions  is  an  impertinent,  contemptuous,  and  insult- 
*ing  attempt  corruptly  to  influence  the  action  and  determination  of  this  Board  in  the 
question  presented  in  this  proceeding. 

V. — That  it  would  be  a  useless  waste  of  time  for  this  plaintiff  further  to  prosecute 
before  this  Board  the  question  presented  in  this  proceeding,  should  this  Board  permit 
either  of  said  petitions  to  remain  upon  its  files,  since,  should  the  prayes  of  either  of  said 
petitions  be  granted,  such  action  of  this  Board  would  necessarily  dispose  of  the  entire 
question  presented  by  plaintiff  in  this  proceeding  regularly  instituted  by  him;  and  hence 
this  plaintiff  is  entitlea  to  know,  at  this  time,  wnat  disposition  this  Board  will  make  of 
said  petitions. 

Wherefore,  plaintiff's  said  motion  to  strike  said  petitions  from  the  files  of  this  Board 
is  most  respectfully  submitted.

The  motion  to  strike  from  the  files  was  denied  by  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Commission,  on  the  ground  that  citizens  of  this  State  were  entitled  to  peti- 
tion this  Board  in  all  transportation  matters  affecting  their  interests. 

The  demurrers  were  then  argued,  and  decision  on  same  was  reserved.

On  September  4,  1888,  Commissioner  James  W.  Bea  filed  his  opinion  in 
case  of  Robinson  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Company  et  al.,  as  follows:

The  plaintiff  is  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Alameda,  an<}  the  defendants  are  railroad  cor- 
porations, owning  local  ferry  lines  operated  by  boats  and  trains  between  San  Francisco, 
Oakland,  and  Alameda,  and  which  are  commonly  known  and  designated  as  the  broad 
gauge  and  narrow  gauge  lines. 

This  controversy  involved  the  use  of  individual,  special  rate,  monthly  commutation 
tickets  over  these  fines,  and  in  various  forms;  upon  the  complaint  in  this  action,  and  upon 
other  similar  complaints  by  the  same  plaintiff,  it  has  been  long  pending,  and  has  received 
much  attention  from  the  Board. 

The  plaintiff  claims  to  represent  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Oakland  and  Ala- 
meda, and  he  asks  this  Board  to  make  an  order  and  judginent  which  will  in  effect  compel 
the  defendants  to  return  to  a  former  ferry  service  ana  issue  and  use  of  tickets,  unaer 
^rhich  the  purchaser  of  a  commutation  ticket  was  permitted  to  ride  over  the  single  line 
for  which  Uie  ticket  was  sold,  once  or  oftener  dailv,  until  the  number  of  trips  called  for 
b^  the  ticket  was  exhausted.  Under  this  former  lerry  system  and  service  the  commuta- 
tion tickets  were  good  only  over  the  single  line  by  which  the  tickets  were  issued,  and  were 
not  honored  for  passage  by  the  other  line.  The  result  was  that  the  holders  of  these  tickets 
^vrho  desired  ferry  transportation  were  compelled  to  wait  for  the  train  and  boat  called  for 
by  their  tickets  or  to  pay  full  fare  on  the  otner  line. 

Since  the  controversy' was  first  brought  before  the  Board,  the  railroad  companies,  the 
defendants  herein,  have,  at  the  request  of  the  citizens  of  Oakland  and  Alameda,  made 
much  joint  provisions  in  the  alternate  starting  of  boats  and  trains,  and  in  the  use  of  single 
trip,  round  trip,  and  special  rate  individual  monthly  commutation  tickets,  that  a  train 
and  boat  start  every  fifteen  minutes  during  the  day,  and  the  tickets  over  one  line  are 
honored  for  passage  by  the  other;  but  with  the  limitation  upon  the  individual  monthly 
commutation  ticket  that  it  shall  be  honored  for  passage  for  one  trip  daily  during  the 
month  for  which  it  is  issued.  The  citizens  of  Oakland  and  Alameda  have  thus  been  pro- 
vided with  a  boat  and  train  every  fifteen  minutes  during  the  day,  and  interchangeable 
tickets,  with  a  choice  of  routes,  over  the  broad  and  narrow  gauge  lines.  That  the  result 
of  these  concessions  is  highly  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  Oakland  and  Alameda,  has  been 
shown  by  formal  expressions  of  the.  Boards  of  Trade  of  the  respective  cities,  and  by  the 
petitions  of  many  hundreds  of  their  citizens.  These  petitions,  which  are  authenticated  by 
afiSdavit,  represent  in  express  terms  that  the  local  train  and  ferry  system  between  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland  and  Alameda,  as  it  is  now,  and  since  the  nrst  day  of  November, 
18S7,  has 'been,  operated  with  single  trip,  round  trip,  and  special  rate  individual  monthly 
commutation  tickets,  interchangeable  over  the  broad  and  narrow  gauge  lines,  a  choice  of 
routes,  and  a  train  and  boat  every  fifteen  minutes  during  the  day,  is  the  most  desirable 
and  beneficial  that  has  been  devised;  that  the  ferry  facilities  thus  afforded  and  rates 
of  fare  established  are  entirely  satisfactory;  and  petitioners  request  that  no  action  be 
taken,  nor  order  made,  by  this  Board,  which  may  result  in  a  return  to  any  former  ferry 
service  or  former  issue  or  use  of  ferry  tickets,  but  that  the  sys^m  and  service  now  in 
operation  may  be  permitted  to  continue  and  become  permanent  without  change  or  alter- 
ation in  any  respect.  Among  the  signers  of  these  petitions  are  all  of  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Oakland,  the  principal  city  officers,  and  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  principal  county  officers  residing  in  that  city,  and  the  promi- 
nent bankers,  merchants,  business  men,  and  real  estate  owners:  also,  all  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Alameda,  the  principal  city  ofiicers  of  that  city^  and 
the  prominent  business  men,  merchants,  bankers,  and  real  estate  owners.  I  am  satisfied 
that  these  petitioners  know  better  than  the  Board  can  know  what  is  and  what  is  not  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  communities  in  which  they  live,  and  of  which  they  constitute  so 
large  and  prominent  a  part,  and  whose  material  interests  are  directly  involved  in  the 
controversy. 

A  counter  petition  has  been  filed,  but  it  does  not  purport  to  contradict  the  statement  of 
the  prior  petition,  '*  that  the  local  train  and  ferry  system,  as  now  operated,  is  the  best  and 
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most  beneficial  that  has  been  devised,"  and  besides  it  has  been  to  such  an  extent  impeached 
by  the  affidavits  of  some  of  its  own  signers,  and  otherwise,  that  any  effect  it  mi^t  have 
had  is  greatly  impaired. 

This  controversy  has  been  before  the  Commission  at  various  times.  When  it  was  com- 
menced it  was  considered  a  matter  affecting  the  rights  of  commuters  only,  a  body  consti- 
tuting a  large  and  respectable  portion  of  the  citizens  of  Oakland  and  Alameda,  and  whose 
rights  appeared  to  be  assailed  by  an  arbitrary  action  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  companies. 
Prior  to  the  present  showing  the  railroad  compnnies  made  no  defense,  but  contented 
themselves  with  objecting  to  the  iurisdiction  of  this  Board,  insisting  that  the  Commis- 
sion had  no  right  to  attempt  to  adjust  any  of  the  matters  complained  of  against  them, 
and  declining  and  refusing  to  enter  into  an  investigation  of  the  alleged  charjg^es,  or  to  sub- 
mit themselves  to  the  order  or  process  of  the  Board.  Under  this  state  of  facts  1  then 
decided  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  treating  the  conduct  of  the  railroad  companies  as  contu- 
macious, and  their  refusal  to  answer  and  enter  into  an  investigation  of  the  matter  as  a 
confession  (for  all  purposes  of  the  judgment)  that  the  plaintiff's  complaint  was  not  only 
true,  but  that  he  and  those  he  represented  should  have  the  relief  asked  for. 

I  did  not  think  that  the  conduct  of  the  railroad  companies  before  the  Board— their  reli- 
ance solely  upon  the  objections  of  a  want  of  jurisdiction,  their  declination  to  appear  and 
investigate  the  matter— entitled  them  to  an^  consideration,  and  if  the  case  now  stood 
under  the  same  -circumstances  I  would  decide  as  I  did  then.  I  refer  to  this  at  length 
because  it  is  insisted  that  the  Hoard  is  precluded  bv  its  former  order  from  making  any 
other  or  different  disposition  of  the  matter.  The  force  of  this  objection  is  lost  when  we 
take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  present  hearing  has  been  the*  only  one  which  has 
been  had  upon  a  full  and  fair  investigation  of  the  controversy  upon  its  merits. 

I  think  it  has  been  clearly  developed  at  the  present  hearing  that  this  contest  affects 
rights  and  interests  larger  than  those  of  the  commuters,  and  which  are  equally  entitled 
to  respect  and  protection.  It  affects  the  interests  of  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  Oakland 
and  Alameda,  and  of  the  business  men  of  those  cities^  and  of  that  larger  class  of  local 
passengers  who  travel  upon  single  trip  and  round  trip  tickets,  all  of  whom  are  as  directly 
interested  as  are  the  commuters  in  the  frequency  of  trips,  and  in  the  character  and  qual- 
ity of  the  ferry  service,  and  it  is  evident  from  the  data  furnished  that,  as  it  stands  now, 
the  ferry  service  of  these  defendants  is  the  cheapest  public  ferry  service  in  the  world.  It 
has  become  apparent  that  we  cannot  give  to  the  commuters  all  the  privileges  they  ask  for 
without  endangering  and  injuring  the  privileges  of  these  other  and  larger  classes,  whose 
interest  it  is  to Iceep  up  the  highest  standard  and  quality  of  ferry  service,  and  the  greatest 
facilities  for  availing  themselves  of  it,  and  whose  righf^  at  the  hands  of  this  Board  are 
entitled  to  e^ual  consideration  with  those  of  the  commuters. 

The  Constitution  confers  upon  the  Board  a  large  discretion  in  its  action,  which  is  not 
to  be  hampered  by  the  technical  points  and  strict  legal  forms  which  surround  a  Court. 
In  so  far  as  it  can  lawfully  be  done,  this  Board  should  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the 
people  most  interested  in  the  question  presented,  and  with  a  view  of  securing  the  greatest 
good  to  the  greatest  number.  As  it  manifestly  appears  that  the  present  ferry  system  and 
service  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  citizens  of  Oakland  and  Alameda,  most  interested  and 
best  qualified  to  judge,  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  entirely  satisfactory  and  the  most 
desirable  and  beneficial  that  has  been  devised,  it  is  my  judgment  that  we  should  not  inter- 
fere w^ith  it  by  compelling  a  return  to  the  former  system  of  operation. 

For  these  reasons  I  hold  that  the  present  ferry  system  and  service  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Oakland  and  Alameda,  with  the  present  rates  and  privileges  in  the  use  of  tick- 
ets, should  not  be  disturbed,  and  that  this  action  should  not  be  any  longer  entertained, 
but  should  be  dismissed.

On  October  18, 1888,  Commissioner  Rea  offered  a  resolution,  as  follows: 

In  the  Matter  of  the  Ferry  atid  Local  Trains  between  8ttn  Francisco  and  Oakland  and  Alameda. 

Resolvedf  That  the  present  ferry  and  local  train  service  svstem  and  passenger  rates  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  and  Alameda,  with 
single  trip,  round  trip,  and  special  rate  individual  monthly  commutation  tickets,  ^ood  for 
passage  over  either  the  broad  gauge  line  or  the  narrow  gauge  line,  and  giving  a  choice  of 
routes  and  alternating  boats  and  trains  at  intervals  of  fifteen  minutes  during  the  day,  as 
heretofore  adopted  and  now  in  operation,  have,  and  are  herebjr  declared  to  have,  the  con- 
sent and  approval  of  this  Board.  And,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  it  would  be  detri- 
mental to  the  best  interests  of  the  large  majority  of  the  people  affected  thereby  to  compel 
a  return  to  anv  former  system,  or  service,  under  which  the  issue  and  use  of  tickets  would 
be  limited  to  tne  single  hue  for  which  they  were  sold,  and  which  would  result  in  depriving 
the  ticket-holder  of  a  choice  of  routes,  and  in  forcing  him  either  to  wait  for  the  boat  and 
train  of  the  single  line  for  which  his  ticket  was  purchased,  or  to  purchase  an  additional 
'  ticket  over  the  other  line.  And  it  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  petition  of  W.  H.  Robin- 
son, to  change  the  decision  and  judgment  of  this  Board,  made  and  rendered  on  the  fifth 
day  of  September,  A.  D.  1888,  and  for  a  rehearing  in  the  matter  of  W.  H.  Robinson  vs.  I 
Southern  Pacific  Company  (a  corporation)  and  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Company  (a 
corporation),  be  and  tne  same  is  hereby  denied.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  letter,  under  date  of  the  fourteenth  instant,  from  Secre- 
tary Gaskill  by  order  of  the  Board,  citing  me  to  appear  before  you  on  Monday,  December 
tenth,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m..  and  show  cause,  if  any,  wny  we  should  not  adopt  for  the  use  of 
our  company  and  leased  lines  that  which  is  known  as  the  "  Western  Classification."

COMBiUNICATION  PROM  A.  N.  TOWNE. 

On  December  19, 1888,  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  A.  N,  Towne, 
bearing  on  the  subject-matter  of  the  adoption  of  the  so  called  ^^  Western 
Classification,"  and  as  the  subject  is  of  such  interest  to  the  public,  and  is 
so  exhaustively  treated  in  said  letter,  the  same  is  here  published  in  full: 

December  18,  1888. 
The  honorable  Board  of  State  Railroad  Commiasioners : 

Gentlemen:  1  am  not  unmindful  of  your  kindly  consideration  in  postponing,  at  my 
request,  the  meeting  called  at  your  office  for  the  tenth  instant,  until  after  the  return  from 
the  East  of  our  traffic  officers,  who  are  so  familiar  with  the  subject-matter  relating  to  a 
change  of  classification ;  and  agreeably  to  promise,  I  shall  hasten  to  inform  you  just  as 
soon  as  they  return,  when 'they  will  most  cheerfully  respond  to  your  wishes  shoiild  voa 
still  desire  to  bring  them  before  you  to  consider  this  matter— a  subject  which  has  had 
more  thought,  perhaps,  than  any  other  which  cumes  before  us.  This,  and  the  general 
"railroad  problem,"  which  is  one  of  the  most  complex  and  decidedly  difficult  to  thor- 
oughly understand  and  intelligently  comprehend  of  all  the  questions  of  the  age,  has 
engrossed  the  attention  of  the  wisest  men  of  our  generation.  It  has  taxed  the  untiring 
lawmakers  of  the  various  States  knd  the  Nation  to  their  utmost  to  devise  and  frame  acts, 
whereby  the  roads  of  the  country  shall  be  consistently  controlled  and  successfully  oper- 
ated, under  some  other  law  than  that  which  governs  trade  and  commerce ;  and  until  this 
sophistry  is  abandoned  no  good  will  result  to  the  roads  or  their  patrons. 

in  the  needless  attempt  to  control  the  roads,  the  small  amount  of  dollars  and  cents 
involved,  per  capita  of  the  population,  does  not  ever  seem  to  have  been  considered,  which 
is  only  e<qual  in  the  asgregate  to  the  amount  of  money  expended  annuallj  for  spirituous 
liquors,  including  malt  liquors,  used  in  the  United  States,  which  tax  if  directly  levied  by 
the  Government  at  per  capita  tax  of  $14  33,  would  produce  a  sum  representing  the  entire 
annual  receipts  of  tne  railroads  in  this  country. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  given  uniform  classification  much  considera- 
tion, as  have  the  traffic  managers  of  all  the  lines  of  the  country.  These  men  have  been  in 
conference  at  different  times  for  more  than  a  year;  meetings  have  been  held  at  various 
places  in  the  East,  and  have  resulted  in  a  failure  to  reach  a  satisfactory  conclusion.    The 
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Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  expressed  wishes  that  a  uniform  classification  be 
brought  about  if  possible,  and  to  this  end  these  trafflcmen  have  devoted  their  best  endeav- 
ors. They  found  the  country  too  large,  the  topography  too  varied,  the  resources  too  far 
extended,  the  conditions  of  trade  and  commerce  too  complex,  and  the  railroad  inter- 
ests generally  too  fiH^atly  diversified,  to  classify  and  impartially  measure  them  by  fixed  and 
unyielding  principles.  These  traffic  officers,  by  education  and  constant  training,  have 
acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  trade  and  commerce;  they  are  thoroughlv  mmiliar 
with  the  country  through  which  their  various  roads  run,  and  the  resources  tributary  to 
their  respective  lines ;  they  are  students  of  science,  and  the  basis  of  their  penetrating  and 
comprehensive  information  is  founded  on  life-long  experience,  upon  the  fixed  and  immut- 
able laws  of  nature, and  upon  events  that  are  constantly  changing;  and  I  am  satisfied  when 
you.  gentlemen,  have  listened  to  what  they  have  to  say  on  .the  subject  of  classification, 
applied  alike  to  all  the  roads  and  sections  of  the  country,  that  you  will  be  induced  to 
forego  any  action,  because  it  would  establish  unreasonable  restraint  upon  our  ability  to 
fairly  adjust  the  rates  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public  and  to  the  company's  renuirements ; 
and  you  will  permit  me,  in  this  connection,  to  say  that  it  would  seem  to  be  the  province 
of  the  Commission,  in  its  wisdom,  to  bring  the  people  and  the  roads  into  sympathetic, 
instead  of  hostile  relations,  which  would  likely  follow  the  necessary  advance  in  our  first 
class  rates,  in  order  to  accomplish  the  results  sought  for  by  your  j&onorable  Bk)ard.  No 
person.  Legislature,  or  Congressional  body,  can  fainy  and  honestly  meet  out  even-handed 
justice  to  all  by  arbitrarv  or  ill-considered  acts,  especially  if  unfamiliar  with  all  the  con- 
ditions surrounding  ana  influencing  the  subject,  and  not  particularly  concerned  in  that 
which  they  would  controL 

There  are  few  or  no  complaints  from  our  patrons,  who  are  well  and  cheaply  served,  and 
I  need  not  add  a  word  to  the  universal  testimony  of  the  past  as  to  the  prosperity  and  content- 
ment sure  to  continue  in  the  future  under  our  present  classification;  and  it  follows  that 
every  individual  of  this  vast  State  is  directly  concerned  in  the  welfare,  the  relations,  and 
the  prosperity  of  the  road,  which  are  assurea  with  the  guarantee  of  fixed  and  stable  rates. 
Every  change  that  is  maae  in  rates  or  classification  disturbs  commercial  relations  and 
results  in  annoyance  to  the  people.  Railroad. history  and  practical  experience  has  taught 
all  fair-minded  people  two  great  fundamental  truths  in  respect  to  their  management.  The 
first  is:  That  the  roads  must  be  permitted  to  earn  sufficient  to  meet  their  obligations. 
The  second  is :  That  if  the  first  is  aenied  them,  the  owners  must  be  deprived  of  fair  returns 
upon  their  investment  and  the  people  must  iCccept  an  inferior  ana  very  unsatisfactory 
service.  Therefore,  the  management  cannot,  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  be  subject  to 
arbitrary  and  capricious  rule:  they  should  be  left  to  exercise  as  wide  a  range  of  control  in 
the  internal  affairs  of  the  roads  as  the  circumstances  which  ever  surround  them  will  ad- 
nit,  always  having  due  re^rd  to  the  development  of  the  State  by  establishing  fair,  reason* 
able,  and  stable  rates,  which  are  of  immeasurably  greater  importance  to  the  people  than 
a  classification  which  is  especially  applicable  to  a  section  of  the  country  differing  m  every 
essential  from  our  own. 

That  the  railroads  have,  from  the  beginning  and  everywhere,  been  great  civilizers  and 
distributors  of  the  nation's  wealth,  no  one  will  Question.  They  are  among  if  not  the  most 
potent  agencies  which  have  transformed  outlying,  worthless,  and  uninhabitable  places 
into  empires  of  wealth  and  population :  they  have,  with  their  facilities  for  moving  traffic, 
made  possible  the  settlement  of  all  sections  of  the  republic ;  their  construction  has  made 
us  exceptionally  rich  in  all  that  which  goes  to  make  a  nation  great  and  prosperous. 
Especially  is  this  true  respecting  our  own  California.  This  great  rich  State  has,  within 
its  boundaries,  about  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-four  miles  of  railroad; 
there  are  three  trunk  lines  leading  from  the  great  basin  out  beyond  its  confines,  which, 
tctteth^r  with  all  the  side  and  tributary  lines,  make  up,  so  to  speak,  a  great  harmonious 
whole,  serving  well  and  satisfactorily  the  people  dependent  upon  them.  These  people, 
for  far  and  near,  have  much  to  be  thankful  for  and  little  to  complain  of.  A  change  oi 
classification,  as  proposed,  to  conform  to  that  of  Eastern  States,  would  necessitate  an 
advance  of  the  first-class  rate  above  the  limit  of  those  fixed  by  our  charters  for  short  dis- 
tances, and  which  is  less  by  one  half  than  what  is  allowed  in  many  of  the  States  east  of 
the  Rocky  Mountains. 

Since  commencing  this  communication,  I  have  felt  it  necessary  to  travel  beyond  the 
lines  which  were  contemplated,  and  I  trust  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  a  few  observations 
npon  the  question  of  railroad  rates  and  their  relation  to  the  consumer.  This  is  a  subject 
little  considered  by  those  who  are  constantly  purchasing  of  the  merchants  that  which 
goes  to  make  up  the  requirements  of  the  daily  demand,  which  embraces  nearly  all  the 
articles  of  consumption.  Space  will  not  admit  of  this  being  considered  with  any  com- 
pleteness, but  I  will  make  a  few  illustrations.  Take  the  articles  in  daily  use  in  the  line  of 
clothing:  The  business  suit,  the  retail  price  of  which  would  be,  say,  $25,  the  weight  five 
pounds.  Six  cents  would  cover  the  freight  charges  on  the  suit  for  a  distance  of  more  than 
three  hundred  miles  from  this  city.  No  one  would  expect  a  merchant  to  make  a  reduc- 
tion from  the  price  of  the  suit,  even  though  the  company  should  throw  ofT  all  the  freight 
charges.  The  same  is  applicable  to  boots,  shoe^),  hats  and  caps,  dress  goods  generally, 
groceries,  and  to  nearly  all  the  articles  of  consumption.  The  prevailing  mi.sconception  of 
nulroad  usages,  rights,  and  privileges,  arises  from  the  attempt  to  regulate  them  by  that 
class  of  legislative  enactments  which  are  not  applicable  to  any  other  kind  of  business. 
Apply  the  uniform  classification  principle  to  other  callings,  if  you  will,  and  take  the  press 
u  an  example.  No  two  papers  oi  the  country  enjoy  the  same  patronage  and  circulation, 
Md  no  two  are  burdened  with  the  same  character  of  expenses.    Does  any  one  believe 
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that  tbis  all-powerful  agency  would  not  double-lead  its  columns  in  resistance  to  a  law 
compelling  them,  little  and  large,  in  city  and  hamlet,  to  adopt  a  uniform  classification  of 
prices,  which  the  public  might  enjoy  of  that  which  the  newspapers  have  to  sell,  and  fur- 
ther enforce  upon  them  the' requirement  that  they  should  post  their  rates  and  classifica- 
tions in  a  conspicuous  nlace,  wherever  their  papers  were  for  sale,  the  same  as  required  of 
the  roads  for  tnat  whicn  they  have  to  sell ;  t.  «.,  transportation.  It  might  be  convenient 
to  the  great  army  of  business  men  and  to  servants  seeking  places,  who  may  desire  to  pur- 
chase advertising  space,  to  know  that  the  published  classification  and  schedule  of  rates 
should  be  the  same,  under  all  circumstances  and  in  all  places,  just  alike,  but  I  submit 
that  it  would  not  be  practicable,  nor  would  it  be  right  or  fair  to  the  papers,  any  more 
than  it  would  be  just  or  reasonable  to  enforce  upon  the  roads  this  inconsistent  require- 
luent. 

This  communication  would,  deservedly,  be  deemed  incomplete  did  I  not  at  least  men- 
tion that  important  factor,  the  element  of  cost,  the  expenses  to  which  we  are  subject  and 
from  which  other  roads  are  exempt.  Take,  for  instance,  the  item  of  fuel.  The  average 
cost  per  train  mile,  of  all  the  roads  of  the  United  States,  including  our  own  (according  to 
the  tenth  census  reports,  which  contain  the  latest  complete  compilation  of  such  data),  is 
but  7.01  cents,  while  our  cost  for  the  year  1887  was  21.25  cents  per  mile  run,  which  is  36 
per  cent  greater  than  the  entire  locomotive  expenses  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company,  including  all  items  of  every  kind,  such  as  general  and  running  repairs,  fad, 
light,  waste,  and  engine  men,  and  32  per  cent  greater  than  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Soutnern  Railroad  Company's  entire  locomotive  expenses.  We  are  placed  at  a  still 
greater  disadvantage  when  compared  with  the  Pennsylvania  Central  Railroad,  which 
runs  over  great  coal  deposits  for  nearly  its  entire  length. 

If  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  (Pacific  system)  had  obtained  fuel  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Company's  prices,  its  operating  expenses  would  have  been  decreased,  and  tiie  net 
earnings  increased  over  $2,000,000;  while  on  the  other  haiid^if  the  Pennsylvania  road 
had  paid  our  prices  its  operating  expenses  would  have  been  mcreased  and  its  net  earn- 
ings decreased,  in  round  number^,  $5,(XX),(XX). 

At  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul's  prices,  our  operating  expenses  would  have 
been  decreased  and  the  net  earnings  increased,  even  figures,  |1,8()0,000;  while,  at  our  fuel 
prices,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul's  expenses  would  have  been  increased  and 
its  net  earnings  decreased  |3,000,(X)0. 

At  the  Illinois  Central  fuel  prices,  our  operating  expenses  would  have  been  decreased 
and  the  net  earnings  increased  $2,3(X),0()0;  while,  at  our  prices,  the  Illinois  (Central's 
expenses  would  have'  been  increased  and  the  net  earnings  decreased,  in  even  figures, 
$2,300,000. 

At  the  Chicago  and  North  western's  prices,  our  operating  expenses  would  have  decreased 
and  the  net  earnings  increased  $2,200,000;  while,  at  our  figures,  the  Chicago  and  North- 
western's  expenses  would  have  been  increased  and  its  net  earnings  decreased  $4,2(X),(X)0. 

At  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michig:an  Southern's  prices,  our  operating  expenses  would  have 
been  decreased  and  the  net  earnings  increased  $2,4(X),0(X) ;  wnile  the  LaRe  Shore  and  Mich- 
igan Southern's  expenses,  at  our  prices  for  fuel,  would  have  been  increased  and  its  net 
earning  decreased,  in  round  numbers,  $2,7(X),(XX). 

Certainly,  no  one  would  say  that  it  was  lust  to  reauire  us  to  adopt  a  classification  which 
is  applicable  to  these  great  lines,  especiallv  since  the  traffic  (per  mile  of  road),  is  on  the 
Union  Pacific  road  58.01  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Company's  lines; 
on  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern,  8.83  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company's  lines;  on  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern,  234.13  per  cent  greater  than 
on  the  Southern  Pacific  Company's  lines;  and  on  the  New  York  Central,  388.66  per  cent 
greater  than  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Company's  lines.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  i^e  cost 
of  moving  one  ton  of  freight  or  one  passenger  (either  or  both),  one  mile  on  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company's  lines  (Pacific  system),  is  35.27  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  Union 
Pacific;  42.66  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  (which  carries, 
practically,  the  same  amount  of  traffic);  98.88  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  Lake  Shore  ana 
Michigan  Southern ;  and  54.62  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  New  York  Central.  This  mere 
brief  outline  of  facts  plainly  and  convincingly  demonstrates  that  classifications  and  rates 
reasonable,  fair,  and  just  to  the  public  and  to  the  great  systems  of  railroads  in  the  Eastern 
States,  could  not  be  fairly  and  justly  applied  to  the  traffic  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany's lines. 

In  pas.sing,  I  must  not  forget  to  call  your  attention  to  another  important  factor  enter- 
ing into  the  cost  of  transportation.  None  of  these  great  roads  east  have  so  many  adverse 
physical  characteristics  to  overcome  as  our  own  roads  here.  The  total  rise  of  all  grades 
(or  the  sum  of  the  ascent  plus  the  sum  of  the  descent,  in  feet,)  per  mile  of  road  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company's  lines  is  154.7  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  New  York  Central; 
162.13  per  cent  greater  than  on  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway;  34.40 
per  cent  greater  than  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul;  and  60.5  per  cent  greater 
than  on  the  Illinois  Central. 

We  estimate  by  comparison,  and  as  the  basis  of  value  upon  nearly  all  things  is  founded 
upon  their  relative  worth  or  excellence,  we  will  say,  with  all  these  great  advantages  in  favor 
or  eastern  lines  and  against  our  own,  that  there  should  not  be  urged  upon  us  a  classifica- 
tion in  full  and  perfect  harmony  with  the  conditions  of  population,  traffic,  and  oUier  cir- 
cumstances that  ever  surround  them. 

In  any  and  all  comparisons  with  railroads  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  Atlantic  States, 
and  the  Pacific  Coast  lines,  the  much  higher  cost  of  labor,  fuel,  and  supplies  of  all  kinds  for 
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the  operation  of  the  latter  roads  sboald  be  carefull^r  considered.  In  general,  the  roads 
east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  have  low  and  short  maximum  grades,  and  attain  at  no  point 
any  high  elevation;  while, on  the  other  hand,  the  Central  ana  Southern  Pacific  lines  nave 
maximum  grades  running  up  as  high  as  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  feet  to  the  mile, 
and  in  passing  from  the  great  Central  Valley  of  California  northward,  eastward,  and 
southward^  cross  high  mountain  ranges  which  have  been  very  costly  to  construct  and 
are  expensive  to  operate. 

The  railroads  are  constantly  cheapening  their  charges  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and 
property,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  generous  treatment  accorded  to  other  kinds 
of  business.  They  expect  this,  and  they  ask  for  nothing  further.  Our  own  roads  hern 
are  cheajpening  their  charges  more  in  proportion  than  the  roads  of  the  East  Take,  as  an 
illustratoon,  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1887.  The  average  charge  per  ton  per 
mile  for  freight  transported  was  1.58,  while,  on  our  Southern  Pacific  Company's  lines* (Pa- 
cific system),  it  was  but  1.43.  Their  average  rate  per  mile  for  passengers,  lor  the  same 
perioa,  was  1.^  against  our  own  of  2.09:  and  all  this  with  the  great  disproportionate 
expense  account  running  against  our  roads. 

Some  writer  has  told  us  of  the  decline  of  the  New  England  States.  The  occupation  of 
the  farmer  of  the  past  has  gone;  he  no  longer  "hauls  grist  to  the  nearest  mill;"  all  this  is 
cbang^ ;  the  miller  takes  in  city  boarders,  and  grinds  no  grain ;  the  sturdy  intelligent 
fanner  has  moved  westward.  In  the  West  this  sturdy  farmer  finds  cheap  lands  i^om 
vhich  he  produces  great  food  staples.  The  low  rate  the  railroads  have  quoted  make  pos- 
sible the  profitable  cultivation  of  the  lands  of  the  great  West,  and,  at  the  same  time,  gives 
to  the  consumer  of  New  England  his  food  supplies  cheaper  than  he  can  produce  them  at 
home.  All  will  see  and  admit  that  the  agricultural  decay  of  New  England  has  been  very 
marked,  but  in  its  place  there  comes  a  development  of  other  industries  which  profitably 
occupy  the  people,  who  are  nearly  all  fed  from  the  cultivated  farms  two  thousand  miles 
away. 

Let  us  reflect  upon  the  all-absorbing  topic  which  has  for  years  so  greatly  disturbed  the 
tranquillity  of  that  all-powerful  nation.  Great  Britain.  The  industrious  Irish  tenant 
farmer,  in  his  deplorable  condition,  finds  no  development  of  other  industries,  and  in  bis 
distress  appeals  for  and  demands  oi  the  nearly  bankrupt  landlord,  more  favorable  terms 
for  the  land  he  cultivates  in  competition  with  the  farmer  five  thousand  miles  removed, 
and  with  the  ranchmen  here  in  our  own  State  more  than  seven  thousand  miles  by  the 
shortest  rails  and  ocean  lines  which  separates  the  producer  and  consumer,  all  of  which  is 
overcome  by  the  carriers,  and  the  feeaing  of  millions  of  people  made  possible  by  the  low 
prices  char^red  by  transportation  lines.  The  poor  Irish  tenant  farmer  can  scarcely  live 
m  competition  with  the  American  farmer,  even  in  his  hovel,  poorly  fed  and  ill  clothed. 
The  rents  charged  him,  from  $1  50  to  $1  75  per  acre,  for  lands  superior  to  the  average  cul- 
tirated  by  the  smaller  holdings  of  that  people,  to  us  would  not  seem  unreasonable ;  but 
to  give  to  the  landlords  the  remunerative  rentals  of  the  past,  and  to  once  again  make  a 
successful  agricultural  country  of  Ireland,  the  carriers  of  this  country  will  have  to  be 
regulated  up  instead  of  down,  in  their  rates. 

Karrow-minded  men  say  that  the  railroads  are  reaching  out  to  control  arbitrarily  the 
cost  of  all  the  necessaries  of  life;  they  fear  that  our  republican  institutions  will  sutler 
under  the  present  system  of  tolerating  what  they  term  "  une9ual  opportunities ;"  but  a 
moment's  reflection  will  convince  any  fair-minded  person  that  it  is  the'* unequal  opportu- 
nities" which  make  possible  the  feeding  of  the  hungry  millions  of  Europe  from  the  grain- 
fed  live-stock  farms  of  America. 

I  have  endeavored  to  show  you  how  small  a  factor  the  charges  for  the  carriage  of  freight 
is  in  the  cost  of  articles  purchased  b^  the  consumer  for  what  we  term,  in  this  country,  a 
short  distance,  viz.,  three  hundred  miles.  Apply  this  same  reasoning,  for  example,  to  the 
great  food  staple,  grain,  from  this  country  to  Liverpool,  and  the  fact  remains  that  freight 
rates  cut  little  or  no  figure  in  the  price  paid  by  the  consumer  for  his  daily  supplies.  Wheat 
has  been  taken  by  rail  and  ocean  from  California  to  Liverpool  at  a  rate  which  adds  but 
2.12  mills  to  the  price  of  a  family  loaf  of  bread,  weighing  one-half  pound;  and  in  large 
quantities,  rates  from  Minnesota  to  Liverpool  have  been  so  low  at  times,  as  to  increase  the 
cost  of  the  same  sized  loaf  but  .73  of  a  mill. 

Tniformity  of  reflation,  without  corresponding  uniformity  of  condition,  will  neces- 
sarily be  a  failure,  since  all  regulation  should  have  reference  to  the  condition  which  makes 
it  necessary  or  advisable.  Completely  analagous  conditions  cannot  exist  over  a  widely 
extended  territorial  area,  existing  under  the  same  government.  Governmental  regulation 
nmst,  therefore,  adapt  itself  by  wise  variation,  so  that  the  reason  which  called  forth  the 
regulation,  shall  have  complete  justification  in  the  condition  to  which  such  regulation  is 
addressed. 

In  conclusion,  1  will  add  that  our  State  has  grown  rich  and  prosperous  under  the  classi- 
fication which  was  made  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  arbitrary  and  unreasonable  low 
maximum  for  the  higher  class  of  goods  under  which  our  charters  were  granted ;  and,  in 
view  of  this  and  other  facts  set  forth,  I  am  confident  that  these  reasons  will  be  sufficiently 
clear  to  convince  your  honorable  Board  that  there  should  be  no  change,  and  I  believe  that 
the.^  arguments,  founded  on  facts,  will  persuade  you  to  hesitate  before  introducing  such 
important  innovations.

To  his  Excellency  R.  W.  Waterman,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  this  Commission  has  the  honor  to  present  to  you  herewith,  its  tenth 
(10^  annual  report,  for  the  year  1889. 

The  constitutional  provision  establishing  this  Board,  and  conferring  upon 
it  its  jurisdiction;  and  the  statute  to  organize  and  define  its  powers;  and 
the  rmes  of  procedure  adopted  and  now  in  force  for  its  government,  are  as 
follows: 

[From  the  CoDstttution  of  the  State  of  Calirurnia.] 
ARTICLE  Xn. 

COBPOBATIONS. 

Sscnos  17.  All  railroad,  canal,  and  other  transportation  companies  are  declared  to  be 
oominon  carriers,  and  subject  to  lef^^islative  control.  Any  association  or  corporation 
organized  for  the  purpose,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shaU  have  the  right  to  connect  at 
the  State  line  with  railroads  of  other  States.  Every  railroad  com^tany  shall  have  the  ri^ht 
with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect  with,  or  cross  any  other  railroad,  and  shall  receive 
and  transport  each  the  other's  passengers,  tonnage,  and  cars,  without  delay  or  discrimi- 
nation. 

Sec.  18.  No  President,  Director,  officer,  agent,  or  employ^  of  any  railroad  or  canal  com- 
pany shall  be  interested,  directly'  or  indirectly,  in  the  lurnishing  of  material  or  supplies 
to  Biich  company,  nor  in  the  business  of  transportation  as  a  common  carrier  of  freight  or 
passengers  over  the  works  owned,  leased,  controlled,  or  worked  by  such  company,  except 
such  interest  in  the  business  of  transportation  as  lawfully  flows  from  the  ownership  of 
stock  therein. 

Sic.  19.  No  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes 
or  tickets  at  a  discount,  to  any  person  holding  anv  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  in  this 
State;  and  the  acceptance  of  an^  such  pas3  or  ticket,  by  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  or 
any  public  officer,  other  than  Railroad  Commissioner,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  his  office. 
Sec.  20.  No  railroad  company,  or  other  common  carrier,  shall  combine  or  make  any 
contract  with  the  owners  of  any  vessel  that  leaves  port  or  makes  port  in  this  State,  or 
with  any  common  carrier,  by  which  combination  or  contract  the  earnings  of  one  doing 
the  carrying  are  to  be  shared  by  the  other  not  doin^  the  carrying.  And  whenever  a  rail- 
road corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  competing  with  any  other  common  carrier, 
lower  its  rates  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  from  one  point  to  another,  such 
reduced  rates  shall  not  be  again  raised  or  increased  from  such  standard  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  governmental  authority  in  which  shall  be  vest«<i  the  power  to  regulate  fares 
and  freight. 

Sec.  21.  No  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities  for  transportation  shall  be  made  by 
any  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  between  places  or  persons^  or  in  the  facili- 
ties for  the  transportation  of  the  same  classes  of  freight  or  passengers  within  this  State, 
or  coming  from  or  going  to  any  other  State.  Persons  and  property  transported  over  any 
railroad,  or  by  any  other  transportation  company  or  individual,  shall  be  delivered  at  any 
station,  landing,  or  port,  at  charges  not  exceeding  the  charges  for  the  transportation  of 

Sersons  and  property  of  the  same  class,  in  the  same  direction,  to  any  more  distant  sta- 
OD,  port,  or  landing.    Excursion  and  commutation  tickets  may  be  issued  at  special 
rates. 

Sec.  22.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as 
practicable,  in  each  of  which  onajiiulroad  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  thereof  at  the  regular  aiubernatorial  elections,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  law 
and  whose  term  of  office  shaJr  be  four  years,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  after  the 
first  day  of  January  next  sdcceeding  tneir  election.    Said  Commissioners  shall  be  quali- 
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fied  electors  of  this  State  and  of  the  district  from  inrhich  they  are  elected,  and  shall 
be  interested  in  any  railroad  corporation,  or  other  transportation  company,  as  st 
holder,  creditor,  agent,  attorney,  or  employ^;  and  the  act  of  a  majority  oi  said  Com 
sioners  shall  be  deemed  the  act  of  said  Commission.    Said  Commissioners  shall  havei 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  establish  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportatioo 
passengers  and  freight  by  railroad  or  other  transportation  companies,  and  publish  " 
same  ^om  time  to  time,  with  such  changes  as  they  may  make;  to  examine  the  he 
records,  and  papers  of  ail  railroad  and  other  transportation  companies,  and  for  this^ 
pose  they  shall  nave  power  to  issue  subpoenas  ana  all  other  necessary  process:  to  ' 
and  determine  complaints  against  railroad  and  other  transportation  companies,  to 
for  persons  and  papers,  to  administer  oaths,  take  testimony,  and  punish  for  contempts 
their  orders  and  processes,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  Courts  of  re 
ord.  and  enforce  uieir  decisions  and  correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  GoaitLJ 
Said  Commissioners  shall  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  accounts  to  be  kept  by  all  socfcl 
corporations  and  companies.    Any  railroad  corporation  or  transportation  company  whiokj 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  conform  to  such  rates  as  shall  be  established  by  such  CommisaiooH 
ers,  or  shall  charge  rates  in  excess  thereof,  or  shall  fail  to  keep  their  accounts  in  accor^i 
ance  with  the  system  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  tveo^j 
thousand  dollars  for  each  offense;  and  every  officer,  agent,  or  emplov^  of  any  such  car*i 
poration  or  company,  who  shall  demand  or  receive  rates  in  excess  thereof,  or  who  sbaB 
in  any  manner  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  fivt 
thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  iail  not  exceeding  one  year-    In  all  con- { 
troversies,  civil  or  criminal,  the  rates  of  fares  and  freights  established  by  said  Commisskn  i 
shall  be  deemed  conclusively  just  and  reasonable,  and  in  any  action  against  such  corport- , 
tion  or  company  for  damages  sustained  by  charging  excessive  rates,  t-he  plaintiff,  in  ad<fi- 1 
tion  to  the  actual  damage,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Judge  or  jury,  recover  eicmpUry 
damages.    Said  Commission  shall  report  to  the  Governor,  annually,  their  proceeain^ 
and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  deemed  important.    Nothing  in  this  section  snaU  preveat 
individuals  from  maintaining  actions  against  any  of  such  companies.    The  LegisUtan 
may,  in  addition  to  any  penalties  herein  prescribed,  enforce  this  article  by  forfeiture  <rf ; 
charter  or  otherwise,  and  may  confer  such  further  powers  on  the  Commissioners  as  shaQ 
be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  theta  in  this  and  the  fore- 
going section.    The  Legislature  shall  have  power,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  mcmben 
elected  to  each  house,  to  remove  any  one  or  more  of  said  Commissioners  from  office,  for 
dereliction  of  duty,  or  corruption,  or  incompetency ;  and  whenever,  from  any  cause, » 
vacancy  in  office  shall  occur  in  said  Commission,  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  same  by  toe 
appointment  of  a  qualified  person  thereto,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  residue  ot  the 
unexpired  term,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 
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CHAFfER  LIX. 

An  Act  to  organize  and  define  the  powers  of  tKe  Board  of  Railroad  Commistioners, 

[Approved  April  15, 1880.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Calif  ornia^  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  asfoUoia: 

Section  1.  The  three  persons  elected  Railroad  Commissioners,  pursuant  to  the  proTis- 
ions  of  section  twenty- two  of  article  twelve  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  constitute, 
and  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  "Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State 
of  California."  They  shall  have  power  to  elect  one  of  their  number  President  of  said  Board, 
to  appoint  a  Secretary,  to  appoint  a  BailifiT,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  Janitor;  aUo 
to  employ  a  Stenographer,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient 

Sec.  2.  The  salary  of  each  Commissioner  shall  be  four  thousand  dollars  per  annam: 
the  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  per  annum :  the  salary  of 
the  Bailiff  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  such  salaries  to  be  paid  by  the 
State  of  California  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  State  officers  are  paid.  Tlie 
Stenographer  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services,  the  amount  to  be 
fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  paid  by  the  State.  Said  Commissioners  and 
the  persons  in  their  official  employment,  when  traveling  in  the  {performance  of  their  offi- 
cial duties,  shall  have  their  traveling  expenses  other  than  transportation  paid,  the 
amounts  to  be  passed  on  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  paid  by  the  State.  Said 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  be  allowed  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  ia^ 
office  rent,  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  for  fuel,  lights,  postage,  expressage,  subscriptioos 
to  publications  upon  the  sumect  of  transportation,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  to  be 
paid  by  the  State;  provided.all  moneys  remaining  unexpended  at  the  expiration  of  each 
fiscal  year  shall  be  returned  to  the  State  Treasury.  Said  Board  is  further  authoriied  to 
expend  not  to  exceed  four  hundred  dollars  for  office  furniture  and  fixtures,  to  be  paidbf 
the  State.  The  State  shall  furnish  said  Board  with  all  necessary  stationery  and  printing. 
upon  requisitions  signed  by  the  President  of  said  Board. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Commissioners,  and  the  persons  in  their  official  employment,  shall,  when  in 
the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  have  the  right  to  pass  free  of  charge,  on  all  rail- 
roads, steamers,  ships,  vessels,  and  boats,  and  on  all  vehicles  employed  in  or  by  any  railroad 
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V  other  transx)ortation  company  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers 
Wihin  this  State. 

Skc.  4.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General,  and  the  District  Attorney  in  every 
bounty,  on  request  of  said  Board,  to  institute  and  prosecute,  and  to  appear  and  to  defend,

Skc.  5.  The  office  of  said  Board  shall  be  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  Said  office  shall 
always  be  open  (legal  holidays  and  non-judicial  days  excepted).  The  Board  shall  hold  its 
sessions  at  least  once  a  month  in  said  City  of  San  Francisco  and  at  such  other  times  and 
BQch  other  places  within  this  State  as  may  be  expedient.

Rule  XII. — ^The  complaint,  answer,  and  demurrer  must  be  subscribed 
by  the  party,  his  authorized  agent,  or  attorney.  The  complaint  and  answer 
must  be  verified  as  required  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in  civil  cases. 

Rule  XIII. — Upon  the  appearance,  answer,  or  default  of  defendant,  the 
Commissioners  shall  promptly  hear  and  determine  the  cause  of  complaint, 
and  upon  the  law  and  the  facts  shall  render  and  file  in  their  office  a  decis- 
ion in  writing,  signed  by  the  Commissioners  concurring  therein.

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OOEPORATIONS. 

Returns  have  been  received  by  this  Commission  for  the  year  1888  from 
tarenty-fouT  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State.  Twenty-three  of 
bese  corporations  were  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  one, 
Gbe  Southern  Pacific  Company,  was  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky.  Of  the  whole  number  reporting,  fifteen  are  broad  or  stand- 
^  g&uge  ffour  feet  eight  and  one  half  inches),  and  nine  are  narrow  gauge 
(tiiree  feet).  In  this  report  seven  corporations  appear  that  have  not 
Utherto  reported  to  the  Commission,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  they 
have  been  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

The  names  of  the  corporations  reporting,  history,  description,  and  present 
condition  of  the  same,  are  as  follows: 

SOUTHERN   PAOIPIO    COMPANY. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky.  It  operates,  under  lease,  railroad  lines  in  California,  Nevada, 
Utah,  Oregon,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  and  Louisiana,  and  steamship  lines 
ranning  from  New  Orleans  to  New  York,  Havana,  Vera  Cruz,  Nicaragua, 
etc.  It  also  has  a  proprietary  interest  in  railroad  lines  located  in  Texas. 
These  lines  include  the  Southern  Pacific  transcontinental  line  known  as 
the  "  Sunset  Route."  The  lines  east  of  El  Paso  are  known  as  the  Atlantic 
System,  and  those  west  of  that  place  are  known  as  the  Pacific  System.

System  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  are  the  following:

There  are  also  7.72  miles  of  second  track  in  California. 

To  reach  San  Francisco  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  a  fleet  of  passenger 
ferry  steamers  and  freight  transfer  steamers  on  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco, 
which  make  connection  with  all  trains  at  the  Oakland  terminal  depot, 
and  make  half-hourly  trips  during  the  day  for  the  accommodation  of  sub- 
tnban  travel.  The  steamers  employed  in  passenger  traffic  are  the  "Ala- 
meda,'' '* Amador,"  "  El  Capitan,"  "  Oakland,'^  "  Piedmont;"  and  in  freight 
traffic,  the  "Thoroughfare'^  and  " Transit." 

In  connection  with  its  railroad  lines,  there  is  operated  on  the  Sacra- 
mento River  a  line  of  steamers  plying  between  San  Francisco  and  Sacra- 
mento. Employed  in  this  traffic  are  tne  steamers  "Apache  "  and  "  Modoc  " 
and  the  barges  "Ace  of  Spades"  and  "Yolo." 

OATiTFOBNIA   PAOIPIO   RAILROAD. 

This  road  as  it  now  exists  was  organized  December  23,  1869,  by  con- 
solidation and  amalgamation  of  the  then  existing  California  Pacific  Rail- 
Toad  Company  and  California  Pacific  Railroad  Extension  Company,  which 
in  turn  had  been  consolidated;  the  former  on  January  6,  1865,  with  the 
San  Francisco  and  Marysville  Railroad  and  the  Sacramento  and  San 
Francisco  Railroad;  the  latter  on  April  5,  1869,  with  the  Napa  Valley 
Railroad.  This  road  is  wholly  located  in  the  State  of  California,  is  of 
standard  gauge,  and  its  mileage  as  follows:

For  that  pi 
the  steamer  "  Solano"  was  constructed,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  fei 
steamers  in  the  world,  having  a  tonnage  of  three  thousand  five  hundj 
and  fifty  tons.  In  1888,  the  increase  in  traflic  between  West  Oakland 
Port  Costa  necessitated  the  constructiou  of  a  second  track,  which  wasco] 
pleted  and  put  in  operation  November  1,  1888. 

On  May  15,  1888,  the  Northern  Railway  was  consolidated  with  the  Wii 
ters  and  Ukiah  Railway,  Woodland,  Capay,  and  Clear  Lake  Railroadi

Under  the  Acts  of  Congress  of  July  27, 1886,  and  March  3, 1871,  this 
ranpany  was  aided  in  the  construction  of  its  line  by  a  land  grant,  cover- 
iag  the  road  from  San  Jose,  via  Goshen,  to  the  Colorado  River. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  is  divided  into  two  divisions  for  operating 
poiposes:  The  Coast  Division,  from  San  Francisco  to  Santa  Margarita, 
nith  branches  to  Tres  Pinos,  Monterey,  Santa  Cruz,  and  Almaden;  the 
Soathem  Division,  from  Goshen  to  Yuma,  together  with  the  various 
Ikrancbes.  The  Coast  Division  was  completed  to  Soledad  and  Tres  Pinos 
August  12,  1873.  In  1886,  construction  was  resumed  at  Soledad,  to 
extend  the  line  down  the  coast  to  a  connection  with  the  Southern  Division, 
the  present  terminus  being  Santa  Margarita,  to  which  point  the  road  was 
oompleted  for  operation  January  31,  1889. 

The  Southern  Division  commences  at  Goshen,  where  it  forms  a  junction 
nith  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad.  Construction  on  this  division  was 
oommenced  in  1872,  reaching  Caliente  April  26,  1875;  from  Caliente 
through  the  Tehachapi  Pass  a  great  many  difficulties  were  encountered, 
on  account  of  the  rugged  nature  of  the  country.  Seventeen  tunnels  had 
to  be  constructed  in  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles,  and  it  is  here  the  cel- 
ebrated loop  is  located.  In  the  meantime  construction  was  carried  on 
from  Los  Angeles,  south  toward  the  Colorado  River,  and  work  was  being 
pushed  at  the  San  Fernando  tunnel,  which  was  constructed  at  an  enor- 
mous cost,  being  6,966.5  feet  in  length,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to 
timber  the  whole  of  it.  On  September  6, 1876,  connection  was  made  at 
the  San  Fernando  tunnel  between  the  lines  constructed  from  San  Francisco 
south  and  from  Los  Angeles  north,  completing  the  all  rail  line  between 
the  two  points.  The  construction  of  the  line  was  rapidly  carried  on  across 
the  Colorado  desert,  where  it  passes  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  feet  below 
the  sea  level.  The  Colorado  River  was  reached  May  23,  1877,  and  the 
road  opened  for  traffic.  At  the  Colorado  River  connection  is  made  with  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  of  Arizona,  thus  forming  the  Southern  Pacific 
trauficontinental  line,  popularly  known  as  the  '*  Sunset  Route." 

In  1882  construction  was  commenced  on  a  line  from  Mojave  to  The 
Needles,  at  the  Colorado  River,  and  it  was  opened  for  traffic  on  August  9, 
1883,  making  connection  at  The  Needles  with  the  line  of  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Railroad  Company.    On  August  20, 1884,  an  agreement  of  sale  for

.    This  had  to  be  done  to  take  the  road  out  of  the  valley  and  over- 
lands  along  the  river,  where  it  was  subject  to  continual  attack  from 
mer,  and  its  maintenance  was  difficult  and  expensive.    The  line  has 
t  fourteen  hundred  wooden  bridges;  and  as  an  illustration  of  the  fact 
they  have  been  fully  and  carefully  maintained,  it  is  stated  that  there 
not  been  a  case  known  since  the  road  has  been  in  operation  where  a 
gave  way  under  a  train.    The  only  danger  to  these  bridges  is  from 
f,  where  ignition  occurs  so  easily  from  the  extreme  dryness  of  the  timber, 
is  met  by  the  use  of  fire-proof  paint,  to  some  extent,  and  a  strict 
lllance  by  track-walkers,  day  and  night.

Thence  it  passes  down  the  west  slope  of  the  San 

Fmncisco  Mountains  through  Johnson's  Calion,  reaching  the  plateau  at 

the  head  of  the  Rio  Verde  at  an  elevation  of  about  five  thousand  two 

hoodred  feet  above  the  sea.    It  is  on  the  west  slope  of  these  mountains 

that  the  heaviest  grade  is  encountered:  i,  6.,  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight 

feet  per  mile. 

At  a  point  near  the  east  line  of  Mojave  County  the  road  commences  the 
deeceDt  westward  to  the  Colorado  River,  reaching  an  elevation  at  the  Colo- 
rado River  of  a  little  over  five  hundred  feet. 

Prom  Needles  to  Mojave  the  line  passes  over  what  is  essentially  a  desert, 
attaining  a  higher  elevation  than  two  thousand  four  hundred  feet  above  sea 
level,  until  reaching  Mojave,  at  an  elevation  of  three  thousand  feet. 

Fuel  in  unlimited  quantity  exists  on  the  line.  A  light  lignite  coal,  very 
wod  for  locomotive  use,  is  to  be  had  at  Gallup  Station,  New  Mexico,  where 
feuiorfive  coal  mines  are  in  operation.  Wood  is  found  in  abundance 
about  the  San  Francisco  Mountains. 

Timber  (pine  and  spruce)  is  found  in  great  profusion  at  the  latter  point, 
where  are  situated  large  mills  for  cutting  the  same.

The  item  of  water  for  locomotive  purposes  is  one  of  the  most 
some  and  expensive  matters  with  which  the  road  is  obliged  to 
and  which  adds  largely  to  the  cost  of  operation.     There  are 
of  from  forty  to  ninety  miles  where  water  does  not  exist,  and  where 
to  be  distributed  by  train,  entailing  large  expense.    The  water  su] 
some  points  has  been  secured  at  immense  cost,  nearly  $100,000 
been  expended  in  one  case  and  to  supply  one  station.     When  it  is 
ered  that  water  stations  are  needed  at  a  mean  distance  not  to  exceed 
miles,  in  consequence  of  much  high  grade,  it  will  be  seen  how  Beriousi 
expense  is. 

POINTS  OP    INTEREST. 

The  Pueblo  villages  of  New  Mexico,  and  the  Pueblo  Indians  (. 
and  Acomas) ;  next,  the  Navajos,  a  nomadic  tribe,  and  the  Supais,  Mi 
and  Mojaves,  of  Arizona,  are  among  the  matters  of  interest,  the  latter, 
ticularly*,  being  good  railroad  laborers  on  the  desert. 

The  whole  country  is  mountainous  and  volcanic,  and  very  intei 
geologically.    Seventy-five  miles  west  of  Albuquerque  the  line 
river  of  lava  in  the  position  that  it  ceased  to  flow — one  of  the  best  exei 
fications  of  a  lava  flow  in  this  country.    Near  Amboy  and  Lavic,  on 
California  Division,  are  two  recent  cones  within  sight  of  the  track. 

At  Barstow  the  line  crosses  the  Mojave  River,  which  at  that  point 
in  the  sand,  and  is  lost. 

At  Peach  Springs  the  road  approaches  within  eighteen  miles  of 
Grand  Cai)on  of  the  Colorado,  a  sight,  perhaps,  as  stupendous  and 
inspiring  as  is  to  be  seen  on  the  continent. 

On  the  plain  east  of  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  the  line  crosses  Ci 
Diablo — a  great  crack  in  the  limestone  rock  extending  many  miles 
way— on  a  trestle  bridge  of  iron,  two  hundred  and  thirty  feet  above 
bottom  of  the  cafion. 

The  Needles  Mountains,  from  which  Needles  Station  takes  its  name, 
succession  of  sharp  peaks,  presenting  to  the  eye  a  most  remarkable  a^ 
ance.  The  Colorado  River  passes  through  this  range  in  a  very  m 
cafion. 

The  line  in  Arizona  and  California  passes  in  sight  of  many  moon! 
ranges,  in  which  there  are  numerous  leads  of  the  precious  metals;  but, 
account  of  the  meager  supply  of  water,  these  are  developed  but  slowly

The  California  Southern  was  chartered  January  10,  1882,  and  was  coflh-j 
pleted  from  National  City,  on  San  Diego  Bay,  via  Temecula  Cafion,  to! 
Colton  and  San  Bernardino  in  September,  1883,  and  extended  through  tb»j 
Cajon  Pass  to  Barstow,  a  junction  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  RailrwMi,ift. 
November,  1885,  making  a  total  main  line  mileage  of  210.61  miles.  Ift 
September,  1885,  the  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific,  from  Colton  to  Los  An- 
geles, a  distance  of  58  miles,  was  leased  with  equal  rights  and  privileges,  and 
used  until  the  completion  of  the  California  Central's  line  between  San  B&- 
nardino  and  Los  Angeles,  in  June,  1887.    The  mountainous  region  throu^ 
which  the  California  Southern  line  passes,  both  north  and  south  of  San 
Bernardino,  testify  to  great  difficulty  and  expensiveness,  both  of  constrnc- 
tion  and  operation. 

In  June,  1887,  the  California  Central  Railway  completed  its  line  from 
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kAngeles  to  San  Bernardino,  a  distance  of  62.84  miles,  part  of  the  same 
■g  the  old  Los  Angeles  and  San  Gabriel  Valley  Railroad,  acquired  by 
l^uise;  and  in  August,  1888,  the  California  Central  completed  its  Coast 
^sion  south  from  Los  Angeles  to  a  junction  with  the  California  Southern 
Mfoad  near  Oceanside,  a  distance  of  80.90  miles.  These  two  divisions 
kprise  the  main  line  of  the  California  Central,  forming,  in  connection 
Bi  the  California  Southern,  a  direct  line  between  Southern  California 
jpl  the  'East  by  way  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific,  and  Atchison,  Topeka, 
i  Santa  Fe  Railroads. 

Other  branches  of  the  California  Central  were  completed  as  follows: 
From  East  Riverside  to  Orange,  42.88  miles,  in  September,  1887. 
From  Ballona  Junction  to  Pt.  Ballona,  15.05  miles,  in  September,  1887. 
From  lEscondido  Junction  to  Escondido,  21.23  miles,  in  December,  1887. 

from  San  Bernardino  to  Mentone,  12.50  miles,  in  February,  1888. 
rom  Perris  to  San  Jacinto,  19.38  miles,  in  April,  1888. 
From  IngleWood  to  Redondo  Beach,  10.81  miles,  in  April,  1888;  making 
^tal  mileage  of  265.59  for  the  California  Central. 
,.The  country  traversed  by  the  California  Central,  with  the  exception  of 
San  Jacinto  and  Escondido  branches,  which  are  located  in  mountain 
cts,  difTers  widely  from  that  through  which  the  California  Southern 
ds  its  course.    Easier  grades,  and  long  stretches  of  straight  track,  mark 
ke  path  of  the  former,  whose  lines,  radiating  from  the  beautiful  City  of 
MOB  Angeles,  look  out  on  charming  suburbs,  frequent  towns  and  villages, 
ind  broad  and  fertile  valleys  devoted  to  grain,  fruit,  and  stock  raising. 
^  The  opening  of  the  California  Central's  lines  was  attended  by  a  large 
Immigration  to  the  entire  region  of  Southern  California,  and  changed 
l^ces  like  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  Pasadena,  and  San  Bernardino  from 
•ID&II  towns  to  flourishing  cities,  and  peopled  the  districts  lying  between 
item  and  other  favored  localities  with  thrifty  and  industrious  settlers. 

Both  roads  are  entirely  laid  with  heavy  steel  rails  and  otherwise  sub- 
at&ntially  constructed  in  all  respects,  and  equipped  with  rolling  stock  to 
liandle  a  large  amount  of  business.  Large  and  permanent  shops  and 
engine  houses  have  been  erected  at  San  Bernardino,  Los  Angeles,  and 
K&tional  City,  and  convenient  and  attractive  stations  ornament  the  lines 
irom  end  to  end.  The  terminal  facilities  at  Barstow,  Los  Angeles,  and 
Sational  City  are  extensive  and  valuable,  and  in  addition  thereto  these 
companies  own  two  wharves  in  San  Diego  Bay — one  at  San  Diego,  the 
other  at  National  City. 

The  development  of  Southern  California  in  less  than  five  years,  from  an 
tmknown  and  isolated  region  to  a  position  of  renown  and  commercial 
importance,  is  but  another  illustration  of  the  results  which  have  followed 
the  daring  and  aggressive  policy  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka,  and  Santa  Fe 
Railroad  Company  through  the  past  decade.  In  the  past  year  the  expec- 
tations of  increased  business  have  not  been  realized,  and  as  the  reaction 
which  follows  a  season  of  real  estate  speculation  in  a  new  country  seldom 
subsides  within  several  years,  it  is  doubtful  if  a  profitable  showing  can 
•  immediately  be  made  by  these  roads.  Still  great  things  are  hoped  for  in 
the  near  future  from  Southern  California,  and  the  management  is  leaving 
nothing  undone  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  people  and  foster  their  interests.

Railroad  Company,  the  Marin  and  Napa  Railroad,  built  in  1888  from 
cio  to  Sears  Point,  7.5  miles,  the  Cloverdale  and  Ukiah  Railroad,  built

The  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Railroad  Company  (one  of  the 
consolidated  companies),  108.5  miles,  was  incorporated  June  29,  1877, and 
formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Sonoma  and  Marin  Railroad,  chartered 
November  13,  1874,  and  the  Fulton  and  Guerneville,  chartered  May  23, 
1877.  Road  opened  from  Donahue  to  Santa  Rosa  (23  miles),  January  1, 
1870;  to  Windsor  (9  miles),  March  1,  1871;  to  Grant's  (4  miles),  April 
10,  1871;  to  Healdsburg  (2  miles),  July  1,  1871;  and  to  Cloverdale  (W 
miles),  April  15, 1872.  The  Guerneville  branch  was  opened  May  29,1876\ 
and  the  Petaluma  branch  June  2, 1879.  Included  in  the  main  line  wa^a 
section  of  9  miles,  Point  Tiburon  to  San  Rafael,  leased. 

The  Sonoma  Valley  Railroad  Company  (also  one  of  the  consolidated 
companies),  21.43  miles,  was  incorporated  July  24,  1878;  road  opened 
August  23,  1880.  The  Sonoma  and  Santa  Rosa  Railroad  was  opened 
August  15,  1882.    The  two  companies  were  consolidated  during  1885. 

The  branch  from  Santa  Rosa  to  Sebastopol,  6  miles,  is  not  at  this  wiit- 
ing  (November  1,  1889)  quite  completed,  but  will  be  finished  and  put  in 
operation  at  an  early  date.

The  North  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated  under 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  May  20,  A.  D.  1861,  relative  to  railroads, 
December  16,  1871.

The  road  from  San  Rafael  to  San  Quentin  is  operated  under  a  lea^e 
forty-three  years  from  March  11, 1885,  at  an  annual  rental  of  fl; 
that  from  Duncans  to  Cazadero,  under  one  of  ten  years,  from  April  1, 1 
at  an  annual  rental  of  $2,900,  with  the  privilege  of  purchase  of  same 
the  sum  of  $58,000  any  time  during  the  life  of  the  lease. 

The  capital  stock  authorized  is  $3,000,000,  of  which  only  $2,500,000 
been  issued. 

The  total  cost  of  the  road,  from  San  Francisco  to  Duncans,  is  $3,155j 
373  90. 

During  the  past  year  several  permanent  improvement*  have  been  m 
thereby  enabling  the  company  to  rapidly  and  safely  transport  their  inc 
ing  passengers  and  freight. 

The  road  passes  through  some  of  the  most  picturesque  scenery,  for  whi 
this  State  is  so  famous,  and  can  boast  of  having  a  greater  number  of  sunn 
mer  resorts  than  any  other  road  out  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

Two  years  ago  the  management  decided  to  abandon  *' Sunday  picnics* 
(and  was  followed  the  very  next  vear  by  other  railroads),  and  although  al 
first  it  was  feared  that  such  sudden  action  might  destroy  the  patronage  rf 
the  pleasure  seekers,  it  has  proved  exactly  as  they  hoped,  and  to-day  th« 
records  show  a  steady  increase  of  travel.

«in,  the  open  country  of  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Sierra  Nevadas,  travers- 
ic  a  number  of  extensive  and  productive  farming  and  grazing  valleys, 
dl  watered  by  the  Carson,  Wafeer,  and  Owens  Rivers,  and  their  tribu- 
iiies,  all  having  source  in  the  Sierras. 

The  mountain  ranges  on  each  side  of  the  line  embrace  a  number  of  well 
nown  mining  districts,  producing  gold,  silver,  lead,  and  copper,  while 
urge  deposits  of  salt,  borax,  and  soda  are  found  in  the  low  valleys,  or 
alkali  flats,"  as  they  are  termed,  adjacent  to  the  line. 
At  Owens  Lake  extensive  earth  vats  have  been  built,  into  which  the 
jlkaline  water  of  the  lake  is  pumped,  thousands  of  tons  of  soda  being  made 
iy  precipitation.  The  waters  of  this  lake  contain  decided  curative  powers, 
particularly  for  catarrh  and  cutaneous  affections. 

The  line  runs  about  seventy-five  miles  through  Owens  River  Valley, 
irhich  contains  many  fine  farms  and  many  thousands  of  acres  of  unappro- 
JRiated  government  land,  suitable  for  farming,  fruit  raising,  and  grazins;. 
Apples,  pears,  peaches,  plums,  apricots,  nectarines,  figs,  as  well  as  grapes, 
Sourish  finely.    No  valley  on  the  coast  contains  such  a  bountiful  water 
supply,  coming  from  the  Owens  River  and  the  many  creeks  having  their 
source  in  the  Sierras,  which  here  rise  precipitously  and  reach  their  greatest 
height.  Mount  Whitney  having  an  altitude  of  fifteen  thousand  and  eighty- 
eight  feet,  being  the  highest  summit  in  the  United  States.    This  summit  can 
be  reached  by  a  good  trail  from  the  village  of  Lone  Pine.     A  well  known 
mountain  traveler,  who  lately  made  the  ascent  of  Mount  Whitney,  writes  as 
follows:  "  The  panorama  from  such  a  height  was  exceedingly  expansive. 
We  stood  on  the  first  born  sun  of  light  of  the  State  and  country,  where  at 
sunrise  he  can  daily  literally  see  the  *  opening  eyelids  of  the  morn.'    The 
look  over  the  edge  of  the  mountain  was  down  the  most  profound  gorge 
seen  in  the  Sierras.    That  from  Glacier  Point,  or  over  the  clean-cut  wall  of 
the  South  Dome,  Yosemite  Valley,  does  not  equal  it."    The  "Whitney 
region,"  embracing  Whitney  and  other  creeks,  and  the  head  waters  of  Kern 
River,  about  40  miles  from  Lone  Pine,  afibrds  the  finest  fishing  grounds 
for  brook  and  river  trout  to  be  found  in  the  entire  Sierras. 

The  Carson  and  Colorado  Railroad  is  maintained  in  Al  condition,  the 
equipment  being  first  class  throughout,  and  consists  of  eight  locomotives, 
nine  passenger  and  express,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty  freight  cars. 

Without  doubt  the  road  will  soon  be  extended  southerly  to  a  connection 
with  the  several  trunk  lines  running  into  Southern  California,  when  a 
marked  increase  of  trafl&c,  arising  from  the  development  of  this  new  and 
heretofore  almost  unheard  of  section,  can  be  expected. 

ARCATA   AKD   MAD   RIVER   RAILROAD. 

First  railroad  in  Humboldt  County,  California.  Incorporated  in  this 
State,  December  15, 1854;  called  Union  Plank  Walk  Rail  Track  Companv. 
Building  the  track  from  Areata  to  the  flats  in  Humboldt  Bay,  to  the  ship

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1  channel,  two  miles  long,  for  carrying  passengers  and  merchandise, 

track  was  made  of  wooden  rails;  gauge,  forty-five  inches,  with  a 
wheeled  car,  drawn  by  one-horse  power.    In  the  year  1875  the  rail 
was  extended  from  Areata  northeast  three  quarters  of  a  mile  to  J 
Giant,  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  lumber  from  the  mill  to  the  wharf, 
the  year  1876  the  railroad  was  extended  northwest  to  the  **  Dolly  V 
Mill,"  one  half  mile  from  Areata,  for  hauling  lumber.     During  these  y 
all  lumber  and  merchandise  were  hauled  on  wooden  track  rails,  four 
four  pine,  on  cars  drawn  by  a  horse.    This  year  they  built  the  first 
dummy,  called  the  ''  Black  Diamond,"  working  by  two  oscillating  en 

Eulling  about  six  cars  on  a  level  track;  capacity  of  cars,  two  thousand 
undred  feet.     This  was  the  first  locomotive  in  the  county. 
In  the  year  1878  the  Union  Plank  Walk  Railroad  was  sold.     The 
pany  then  formed,  and  incorporated  on  the  fifteenth  of  June,  1878, 
was  called  the  Areata  Transportation  Company.    This  company  extend 
the  railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  lumber  from  Dolly  Varden 
four  miles  into  the  woods,  where  a  mill  was  built,  called  the  "  W 
Creek  Mill,"  cutting  about  thirty  thousand  feet  per  day. 

In  the  year  1881  the  first  locomotive  was  ordered  from  Pittsburg,  weig 
ing  four  tons,  and  called  the  Areata.    This  year  the  Areata  Transpo] 
tion  was  sold,  and  a  new  company  was  organized,  called  the  Areata 
Mad  River  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  in  this  State,  Decern 
30,  1881. 

In  1883  the  Areata  and  Mad  River  Railroad  was  sold,  and  a  new  com-' 
pany  organized.  Improvements  were  made;  cars  and  engines  ordered; 
new  passenger  coaches  between  Areata  and  the  wharf,  running  with  locomo- 
tive; general  repairs  made  over  the  entire  road;  the  railroad  extended  from 
Warren  Creek  north  seven  miles  to  the  redwoods,  where  a  sawmill  wm 
erected;  new  town  settlement  made,  and  called  North  Fork.  This  mill 
cuts  about  seventy  thousand  feet  per  day.    Roadbed  was  constructed  of 

■  six  by  eight  inches  by  eight  feet  long  redwood  ties;  thirty-five-pound  steel 

rails.     All  the  wooden  track  between  Areata  and  Warren  Creek  was  ex- 
changed for  steel  rails.    Ordered  a  new  locomotive  of  eighteen  tons  weight " 
A  new  combination  bridge,  over  seven  hundred  feet  long,  was  built  over  ! 
Mad  River.     Passenger  travel  was  commenced  in  December  of  this  year, 

}  from  North  Fork  to  Areata,  and  general  freight  and  lumber  carried. 

In  the  year  1885  a  sidetrack  was  built,  one  quarter  of  a  mile  long,  to 

!  Glendale,  where  a  mill  was  built,  cutting  forty-five  thousand  feet  per  daj. 

I  In  the  year  1886  a  sidetrack  was  built  to  Riverside,  also  one  quarter  of  a 

mile  long,  to  the  sawmill,  cutting  about  forty  thousand  feet  per  day. 
This  railroad  is  built  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  lumber  from  mills  built 
along  the  line,  to  the  railroad  company's  wharf,  which  is  2^  miles  long, 
trestle  work;  mooring  thirteen  sailing  vessels  conveniently.  Length  of 
main  line  from  Areata  to  North  Fork,  12  miles,  with  3  miles  of  sidetrack: 
thirty-five-pound  steel  rails.  The  fences  are  kept  in  good  repair.  System 
of  locks  prevents  the  switches  being  left  open  on  the  line.

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This  road  was  constructed  under  two  charters,  one  known  as  the  National 

ty  and  Otay  Railway  Company,  and  the  other  as  the  Otay  Railway  Com- 

ly,  later  consolidated,  October,  1888,  under  the  name  of  the  "  National 

ty  and  Otay  Railway  Company,"  all  the  said  charters  being  under  the 

Ifeneral  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

Work  began  upon  this  road  in  1886,  and  proceeded  until  June,  1888,  the 

ions  sections  being  opened  for  traffic  as  construction  advanced,  from 

Hay,  1887,  to  June,  1888.    Its  cost,  including  equipment,  to  date,  is  about 

|4&,493  44,  all  of  said  money  being  advanced  by  the  San  Diego  Land 

and  Town  Company,  with  a  view  to  the  development  of  the  agricultural 

and  commercial  territory  south  of  the  line  of  San  Diego  upon  San  Diego 

Bay,  and  with  reference  to  its  possible  extension  to  some  eastern  point. 

The  track  is  of  standard  gauge,  and  is  equipped  at  present  with  light 

material  and  rolling  stock,  adapted  to  the  economical  conduct  of  local 

basinet,  both  freight  and  passenger.    The  principal  branches  of  its  traffic 

are  the  local  travel  between  National  City,  Chula  Vista,  Tia  Juana,  on  the 

Mexican  boundary,  and  the  Sweetwater  Valley,  together  with  the  hauling 

to  market  of  fruit,  hay,  grain,  brick,  ores  for  reduction,  coal,  and  stone  for 

paying  purposes,  a  valuable  quarr}^  of  this  material  being  situated  in  the 

Sweetwater  Valley.    All  the  securities  issued  by  the  company  are  owned 

by  and  held  in  the  treasury  of  the  San  Diego  Land  and  Town  Company, 

and  the  property  is  maintained  in  excellent  condition. 

NEVADA  COUNTY   NARROT^  GAUO-B  RAH. ROAD. 


This  road  was  built  under  a  special  charter  or  franchise  granted  by  the 
legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  approved  by  the  Hon.  Newton  Booth, 
Governor,  March  20, 1874.    The  construction  was  commenced  in  January, 

1875,  and  the  road  opened  for  travel  and  freight  to  Grass  Valley  April  17, 

1876,  and  to  Nevada  City  May  24,  1876.  Colfax,  the  initial  point,  is  a 
fitation  on  the  Central  Pacific  Kailroad,  54  miles  northeasterly  from  Sac- 
ramento; thence  the  road  runs  through  Grass  Valley,  a  town  of  some 
eeven  thousand  population,  to  Nevada  City,  a  place  of  nearly  six  thousand 
population.  The  road  is  a  heavy  piece  of  construction,  owing  to  the 
mountainous  character  of  the  country,  and  has  about  7,000  degrees  of 
curvatures,  and  an  almost  continuous  succession  of  heavy  grades,  both 
ascending  and  descending,  as  it  passes  over  two  ridges,  one  two  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  and  the  other  two  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  seventy-two  feet  above  sea  level;  whilst  the  height  of  Colfax  is  two 
thousand  four  hundred  and  sixteen.  Bear  River,  two  thousand  and  seventv- 
six,  Grass  Valley,  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  Nevada 
City  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-four  feet  above  the  same  base. 
The  road  was  originally  laid  with  thirty-five-pound  iron  rails,  but  six  miles 
have  been  relaid  with  thirty-five-pound  steel;  the  roadbed,  bridges,  etc., 
are  in  first  class  condition,  and  it  is  the  intention  to  put  down  some  three 
miles  of  thirty-five-pound  steel  during  the  present  year.  Some  seven  thou- 
sand cedar  ties  were  used  in  renewal  during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed to  use  cedar  ties  in  future  for  such  renewals  as  may  be  neeaed. 
Three  round  trips  daily  are  made  by  the  passenger  trains,  connecting  with 
the  Southern  Pacific  trains.

I  Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  the  second  official  railroad  map 
ilECLed  by  the  Board.  This  map  represents  the  different  railway  systems 
bf  the  State  as  they  existed  on  November  15, 1889.  As  compared  with  the 
pap  of  last  year,  this  map  shows  seven  new  railroad  systems,  and  also 
jpbowB  the  changes  in  names  of  corporations,  by  the  formation  of  new  cor- 
porations, and  by  consolidations. 


TRACK  MILEAGE. 

The  miles  of  road  owned  by  corporations  reporting  to  this  office  for  1888 
were  3,986.59,  an  increase  upon  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year  of  544.86. 
This  results  from  the  fact  oi  seven  new  systems  of  roads  being  for  the  first 
time^  shown  by  reports  of  this  Commission,  increasing  the  mileage  by 
183.73  miles,  and  also  by  added  mileage  in  1888  amounting  to  361.13 
DttDes. 

Of  the  total  mileage  of  3,986.59,  513.79  miles  are  narrow  gauge.

The  current  year  will  show  a  marked  falling  off  from  the  year  II 
addition  to  the  railroad  lines  of  the  State.    The  added  mileage  is 
tributed  as  follows:  Southern  Pacific  Company,  63.90;  San  Francisco 
North  Pacific  Railway  Company,  9  miles — making  a  total  of  72.90.

Dkab  Sib  :  I  would  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  what  appears  to  my  mind 
to  be  an  act  of  injustice  to  the  shippers  of  brandy  by  the  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  (the  Donahue  line).  Within  the  last  few  months  the  carload  (of  ten 
tons)  Tate  from  H^ldsburg  to  ban  Francisco  has  been  raised  from  $38  to  ^U  per  car.  Is 
there  not  a  clause  in  the  new  Constitution  of  California  prohibiting  railroad  companies 
from  raising  their  rates  after  haying  once  lowered  them.  The  highest  rate  that  1  have 
paid  in  the  past  five  years  has  been  |35  per  car.

On  March  15, 1889,  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held,  at  which 
meeting  the  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Railroad  Company  appeared 
in  answer  to  complaint  of  James  Finlayson  and  filed  the  comparative 
statements  which  follow.  These  comparative  statements  showing  a  reduc- 
tion of  88  cents  per  ton  since  the  western  classification  took  effect  on  July 
23, 1888,  and  beijig  a  reduction  of  nearly  20  per  cent  on  former  rates,  the 
complaint  of  James  Finlayson  was  dismissed.

On  January  29,  1889,  J.  F.  Cunningham  et  al.  filed  a  complaint  agi 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company  (the  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Di^ 

5 raying  that  freight  rates  on  certain  material  from  Boulder  Creek  to 
ose  be  fixed  at  former  rates. 

The  complaint,  summons,  return  of  service  of  summons,  answer,  1< 
of  E.  J.  Martin,  letter  of  Richard  Gray,  tariff  with  reductions,  dhmu 
of  plaintiff'^s  attorneys,  letter  of  Creed  Haymond,  dismissal  of  the  actic 
are  as  follows: 

COMPLAINT.

That  the  defendant  is  now,  and  for  more  than  six  months  continuously  last  past  haj 
been,  a  railroad  corporation,  carrying  passengers  and  freight  for  hire,  as  a  common  ctf*| 
rier,  between  the  Town  of  Boulder  Creek,  in  the  County  of  Santa  Cruz,  and  theOtTcTl 
San  Jos^,  in  the  County  of  Santa  Clara,  and  other  points  within  the  State  of  Califomii.    j 

That  the  plaintiffs  are  residents  of  said  Town  of  Boulder  Creek  and  vicinity,  and  p70>| 
ducers  and  interested  in  the  production  of  cord  wood*  shingles,  and  split  material,  at  said 
Town  of  Boulder  Creek  and  its  vicinity,  and  the  shipment  thereot  by  the  railroad  of 
defendant,  commonly  know  as  the  "l^arrow  Gauge"  rtoad,  from  said  Town  of  BooUer-i 
Creek  to  said  City  of  San  Jos^. 

That  for  many  months  last  past  the  rates  of  freight  upon  said  cordwood  and  other 
material  established,  charged,  and  collected  by  the  defendant,  and  paid  by  these  plaintiib, 
between  said  points,  have  been,  and  up  to  December  1, 1888,  continued  to  be,  as  follows: 

For  redwood,  per  cord - - |1  J* 

For  pine  and  rough  hardwood,  per  cord 18*. 

For  peeled  oak,  per  cord - 210

That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1888,  the  defendant  arbitrarily  cbani^ 
the  said  rates  of  freight  to  the  following,  and  immediately  put  the  same  into  bperatioB. 
and  is  now  charging  and  collecting  the  same,  to  wit:

For  pine  and  rough  hardwood,  per  cord 210 

For  peeled  oak,  per  cord 24It 

For  split  material,  per  cord — 280 

For  split  madrona,  per  cord 2471

Such  old  rates  and  new  rates  being  for  transportation  of  such  material,  by  the  railn»^ 
of  defendant,  from  said  Boulder  Creek  to  said  San  Jos^. 

That  said  old  rate  of  freight  was  a  fair  and  just  rate,  so  far  as  the  defendant  is  cos- 
cerned ;  and  as  these  plaintins  are  informed  and  believe,  and  upon  such  information  vA 
belief  aver,  are  an  ample  compensation  for  the  service  rendered  in  such  transportation. 

That  relying  upon  the  continuance  of  such  old  rates,  these  plaintiffs,  and  many  other 
inhabitants  and  property  owners  of  said  Town  of  Boulder  Creek,  have  invested  large  sows 
of  money  in  the  ousmess  of  manufacturing  the  said  articles  ana  shipping  the  same  bv  toe 
said  railroad  of  defendant,  to  San  Jos4  for  sale.  That  with  the  said  old  rat«s  of  freicihtiQ 
force,  said  materials  could  be  sold,  and  were  constantly  sold  at  San  Jos^,  at  a  small  but 
reasonable  profit  to  said  producers  and  shippers.  That  said  City  of  San  Jos4  is  tbepnn* 
cipal  available  market  thereof.  That  with  the  new  freight  rates  in  force,  such  materials 
cannot  be  manufactured  at  Boulder  Creek,  and  shipped  to  San  Jos4,  and  Uiere  sold  at  any 
profit;  on  the  contrary,  the  same  will  entail  a  loss  upon  the  producers  and  shippers. 

And  these  plaintiflTs  allege  that  said  new  rates  exacted  by  defendant  are  unjust  and 
extortionate,  and,  as  these  plaintiffs  are  informed  and  believe,  and  upon  such  information 
and  belief  allege,  greatly  in  excess  of  a  fair  compensation  to  the  defendant  for  its  servicw 
in  transporting  said  material ;  and  are  a  direct  injur}'  and  damage  to  these  plaintifisand 
the  other  inhabitants  and  property  owners  of  said  Town  of  Boulder  Creek,  and  ought  not 
to  be  allowed  or  approved,  or  permitted  to  continue  by  this  honorable  Commission. 
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liat  such  increase  of  rates  has  been  made  by  defendant,  and  actually  nat  into  effect  by 
rithoat,  as  these  plaintiffs  are  informed  and  believe,  the  consent,  oraer,  or  allowance 
his  honorable  Commission. 

Hierefore^  the  plaintiffs  pray  that,  pending  the  examination  of  the  matter  herein  com- 
rned  of,  the  defendant  be  required  to  maintain  its  former  schedule  of  freight  rates 
i  in  this  complaint  set  forth ;  and  that  the  rate  of  freight  upon  such  material,  from 
ilder  Creek  to  San  Josd,  be  fixed  and  maintained  at  such  former  rate,  or  at  such  rate, 
i  exceeding  Uie  same,  as  Uiis  honorable  Commission  may  deem  reasonable.

COMPLAINT. 

Santa  Babbaba,  April  26, 1889. 

To  the  Eonorable  the  Railroad  Commisaioners  of  the  State  of  Calif  omias 

Gkstleven:  On  or  about  the  twentieth  of  March  last,  a  shipment  of  olive  trees  was 
made  to  me  from  Pomona,  weighing  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five  pounds.  The  rate 
from  Pomona  to  Santa  Barbara  is  71  cents,  hence  the  total  freigliton  the  shipment  would 
be|6  14.  But  I  was  compelled  to  pay  |8  52,  a  difference  of  %2  38  in  favor  of  the  company. 
The  explanation  for  the  overcharge  is,  that  where  trees  are  shipped  in  bundles  that  do 
pot  weigh  one  hundred  pounds,  the  freight  thereon  is  collected  on  one  hundred  pounds : 
in  other  words,  the  company  arbitrarily  raises  the  weight  of  the  shipment.  •This,  of 
course,  is  a  gross  abuse,  and  is  not  supported  by  a  shadow  of  reason,  or  rijjht,  or  law. 
The  absurdity  of  the  thing  must  be  apparent  to  the  railroad  even,  if  it  is  considered  that 
▼ere  Uiis  shipment  divided  into  eight  nnndred  and  sixty-five  bundles,  instead  of  twelve, 
the  total  assumed  weight  would  be  eighty-six  thousand  five  hundred  pounds. 

1  have  the  honor  to  request,  therefore,  that  you  will  investigate  the  subject  and  cause 
the  amount  unlawfully  collected  to  be  refunded.

"But  in  no  instance  will  the  charges  on  a  shipment  of  bales  weighing  less  than 
hundred  pounds  each  exceed  the  charges  on  same  at  estimated  weight  of  one  hi 
pounds  each  at  first  class  rate." 

If  the  western  classification  did  not  have  such  a  clause  shippers  would  tender  us 
plants,  which  require  greater  care  and  extra  labor  in  handling,  and,  under  the  mont  fai 
able  circumstances,  the  chances  for  damage  would  be  greater  than  if  several  plants  in ( 
package,  in  a  compact  form,  weighing  one  hundred  pounds  or  over,  were  shipped. 

As  we  can  handle  a  package  of  one  hundred  pyounds  or  over  at  less  cost  than  if  se| 
in  packages  of  five  or  ten  pounds  each,  we  ofier  as  an  inducement  for  such  a  package' 
lower  rate,  and  charge  double  first  class  rate  on  the  actual  aggregate  weight  of  a  smij 

Sackage  of  trees.    If,  however,  by  using  double  first  class  rates  on  the  actual  weight 
nd  we  are  charging  more  in  the  agjB^regate  than  we  would  by  estimating  each  package) 
one  hundred  pounds  and  charging  first  class  rates  thereon,  we  use  the  latter.    It  was 
in  this  case.    First  class  rate  from  Pomona  to  Santa  Barbara  is  71  cents  per  one  hnndi 
pounds,  and  double  first,  |1  42.    The  actual  weight  of  the  shipment  was  eight  handi 
and  sixty-five  pounds,  which,  at  |1  42,  equals  $12  2d;  while  applying  an  estimate  of  a 
hundred  pounds  on  each  of  the  twelve  bundles  and  using  a  rate  of  first  class,  or  71  cent 
on  the  estimate  of  twelve  hundred  pounds,  we  find  the  charges  to  be  $8  52,  and  this  beii^l 
less  than  the  above  at  double  first  we  collected  $8  52,  which  is  correct  according  to  tki>| 
classification  and  tariff  in  force  at  the  present  time.

About  a  month  ago  Charles  Weile,  of  Santa  Barbara,  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion a  complaint  setting  forth  that  he  had  been  overcharged  $2  38  by  the  Soothem 
Pacific  Compaiiv  on  a  shipment  of  olive  trees  from  Pomona  to  Santa  Barbara.  Yesterday 
Richard  Gray,  General  Freight  Agent  of  the  Southern  Pacific,  filed  an  answer.  He  shows 
that  according  to  the  western  classification  system,  which  is  used  in  Southern  California* 
trees  in  bales,  completely  wrapped,  over  one  hundred  pounds  each,  take  a  first  class  rate; 
in  bales  less  than  one  hundred  pounds  each  they  take  double  first  class  rates;  bat  in  do 
cade  shall  the  charges  on  a  shipment  of  bales  weiehin^  less  than  one  hundred  pounds  e»cb 
exceed  the  charges  on  the  same  at  the  estimatea  weight  of  one  hundred  pounds  each  at 
first  class  rate.

Eackage  of  trees.  It,  however,  by  using  double  first  class  rates  on  the  actual  weight  we 
nd  we  are  charging  more  in  the  aggregate  than  we  would  by  estimating  each  package  at 
one  hufidred  pounds  and  chargingfirst  class  rates  thereon,  we  use  the  latter.  It  was  so 
in  this  case.  First  class  rate  from  Pomona  to  Santa  Barbara  is  71  cents  per  one  hundred 
pounds,  and  double  first,  $1  42.  The  actual  weight  of  the  shipment  was  eight  hundred 
and  sixty -five  pounds,  which,  at  $1  42,  equals  |12  28;  while  applying  an  estunate  of  one 
hundred  pounds  on  each  of  the  twelve  bundles, and  using  a  rate  of  first  class,  or  71  cents* 
on  the  estimate  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  pounds,  we  find  the  charges  to  be  |8  53; 
and  this  being  less  than  the  above  at  double  first,  we  collected  $8  52,  which  is  correct^ 
according  to  the  classification  and  tariff  in  force  at  the  present  time."

m  of  the  conductor  of  the  train  to  this  fact,  and  he  replied,  that  there  was  lots  of  other 

infss  wanting  what  ought  to  be  there  (besides  the  bell  cord).  There  was  about  ten  to 
kweive  cars  in  that  train,  and  when  we  reached  the  down-grade  between  Whites  Hill  and 
Ban  Geronimo,  the  conductor  tried  to  stop  the  train,  but  could  not  do  so  until  we  rode  at 
least  five  miles  from  the  place  be  motioned  to  the  engineer  to  slacken.  If  a  wheel  or  rail 
[]had  broken  at  any  one  place  there,  not  a  splinter  of  the  whole  train  would  have  reached 
the  next  station,  and  probably  five  hundrea  people  more  or  less  injured,  or  killed. 

I  again  boarded  the  same  day  train,  leaving  Camp  Taylor  at  6:10  p.  m.,  took  a  seat  in 
•the  middle  of  train,  and  found  no  bell  cord  in  my  car. 

Taking  the  extraordinary  curves  this  railroad  describes  along  the  hillsides  of  Marin 
County,  it  ought  to  be  better  equipped,  as  it  is  and  ought  to  be  run  in  a  civilized  commu- 
nity as  ours  with  more  consideration  as  to  the  personal  safety  of  the  patrons  of  the  rond.

We  have  carefully  investigated  complaint  filed  with  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners by  Mr.  Miguel  Ilinchta,  of  San  Fernando,  and  beg  to  report  the  following  facts: 
On  the  sixteenth  of  October  Mr.  Ilinchta  ordered  from  our  agent  at  San  Fernando  three 
Urge  box  cars  to  load  with  hay,  stating,  at  the  same  time,  that  three  cars  would  complete 
bis  shipment  The  cars  duly  arrived,  were  loaded,  and  billed  from  Fernando  on  the  nine- 
teenth of  October. 

Mr.  Ilinchta  then  ordered  three  cars  more,  and  our  agent  immediately  made  a  requisi- 
tion for  them,  and  informed  Mr.  Ilinchta  at  the  time  that  he  couldn't  advise  him  when 
the  cars  would  arrive,  but  would  get  them  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Ilinchta  did  not  wait  for  the  cars  to  arrive,  but  oegan  hauling  his  hay  to  the  depot, 
and  piling  it  on  the  platform,  until  he  had  brought  in  about  a  carload,  or  one  hundrea 
and  seventy-five  bales. 

It  commenced  raining  on  the  twentieth,  and  Mr.  Ilinchta  ,and  his  men  left  and  did  not 
show  up  again  until  after  the  storm  was  over. 

Oar  agent  secured  a  car  on  the  twenty-first  or  twenty-second,  and  held  it  twenty-four 
hours  for  him,  but  he  did  not  put  in  an  appearance,  and  the  next  time  our  agent  was 
able  to  see  him  in  person,  he  reguested  him  to  either  ship  the  hay  or  remove  it  from  the 
platform,  but  he  refused  to  do  either. 

Mr.  Ilinchta's  statement,  that  he  was  promised  the  cars  twenty-four  hours  from  the 
time  ordered,  is  incorrect,  as  our  agent  was  very  careful  to  show  him  plainly  cars  could 
not  be  promised  for  any  specified  time ;  but  orders  were  always  filled  with  as  much  dis- 
patch as  possible. 

The  claim  filed  is  for  1300 ;  the  quantitv  of  hay  damaged  is  estimated  to  be  about  ten 
tons,  and  we  are  informed  that  Mr.  Ilincnta  is  selling  his  hay  at  $6  50  per  ton,  represent- 
ing a  total  value  of  $55  for  the  hay  claimed  entirely  damaged.

Defendant  avers  that  its  rates  from  the  vicinity  of  San  Jos^  to  San  Bruno  are  reason- 
able and  just,  and  are  maintained  and  business  is  done  under  them  while  there  is  active 
competition  by  water  between  said  i>oints. 

IX. 

Defendant  avers  that  a  reduction  of  50  cents  per  ton  on  all  carload  freip^hts  from  San 
Jos€  to  San  Bruno  would  make  the  rate  on  hay  (the  distance  being  thirty-six  miles)  $1  per 
ton.  or  2f^  cents  per  ton  per  mile ;  a  lower  rate  than  is  charged  for  the  longer  haul 
to  San  Francisco,  to  wit:  3  cents  per  ton  per  mile;  and  avers  that  such  a  reduction  would 
be  arbitrary  and  a  reversal  of  the  principles  ordinarily  governing  freight  rates. 

X. 

Fnrther  answering  the  petition,  defendant  avers  that  it  never  has  intended  to  and  never 
has,  in  fact,  discriminatea  against  the  plaintiff,  as  charged  in  the  petition,  or  in  any  other 
manner  whatever. 

XI. 

Defendant  avers  that  its  rate  on  hay,  in  carload  lots,  from  Mayfield  to  San  Francisco,  a 
distance  of  thirty-five  miles,  is  |I  40  per  ton :  that  its  rate  on  hay,  carload  lots,  from 
Mountain  View  to  San  Francisco,  a  distance  of  thirty-nine  miles,  is  $1  50  per  ton ;  and  that 
the  rate  from  San  Jos^  to  San  Bruno,  a  distance  of  thirty-six  miles,  is  $1  50  per  ton. 
Defendant  further  avers  that  shipments  of  hay  from  Mayneld  and  Mountain  View  are 
very  large,  and  that  the  business  done  between  these  p6ints  and  San  Francisco  is  in  direct 
competition  with  schooners,  and  yet  San  Bruno  Station  and  the  residents  thereabout,  in- 
elodmg  the  plaintifi,  enjoy  substantially  the  same  rate  for  the  same  distance. 


XII. 

Defendant  avers  that  the  comparative  rates  set  out  in  the  exhibit  attached  to  the  petition , 
from  various  points  to  San  Bruno,  are  not  correct.  It  avers  that  on  the  contrary  the 
bighest  rate  between  any  of  the  points  named  and  San  Bruno  is  11^  cents  per  ton  per 
mUe,  and  avers  that  where  the  distance  from  station  to  station  on  any  line  of  railroad  is 
▼er?  short,  it  is  impossible  for  such  railroad  to  compete  with  teams  in  the  transportation 
of  freight  over  sucn  short  distance,  as  when  the  freight  is  once  loaded  on  teams  for  haul- 
ing to  the  initial  station  the  haul  can  usually  be  continued  to  the  next  station,  if  the  dis- 
tance is  short,  at  less  cost  than  the  shipment  can  be  made  by  rail. 

And  further  answering  plaintiff's  petition,  defendant  avers  that  the  charges  complained 
of  by  plaintiff,  and  all  of  the  charges,  afford  but  a  reasonable  and  just  compensation  for 
tile  service,  and  that  it  has  not  in  this  respect  or  in  any  other  been  guilty  of  any  unjust  dis- 
crimination; and  hence  it  prays  that  the  said  petition  be  dismissed.

In  reply  to  Section  3  of  the  defendant's  answer,  as  follows :  "  As  a  rule  defendant  ii 
enabled  to  secure  return  loads  for  its  cars  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Jos4,  or  intense^ 
•diate  stations,"  plaintiff  offers  the  correspondence  of  A.  C.  Bassett,  and  Messrs.  Geil  9l 
Morehouse,  attorneys,  in  relation  to  your  order  of  November  22,  1887,  reducing  freigiit 
rates  at  Tennants,  Gilroy,  Millers,  Sargents,  Pajaro,  and  Watsonville,  10  per  cent,  m 
wherein  they  claim  that  the  defendant  '* hauls  empty  cars  one  way,  and  has  theerpensssf 
rmminq  its  cars  both  ways,  while  it  ha^  paying  freight  but  one  way"  and  which  proves  rwh 
■clusively  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff,  that  on  account  of  the  heavy  grade  (two  hundred  and 
ninety-three  feet  above  tide)  between  San  Bruno  and  San  Francisco,  and  the  fact  thai  a 
large  portion  of  the  cars  went  empty  from  the  cit}^  it  would  be  a  great  relief  to  the  defend- 
ant to  drop  offloaded  cars,  coming  north,  at  San  Bruno,  and  for  which  about  50  cents  per 
ton  should  be  allowed  on  all  freight,  coming  from  the  south. 

II. 

•^  Referring  to  defendant's  answer,  Section  10:  "Further  answering  the  petition,  the  de- 
fendant avers  that  it  never  has  intended  to,  and  never  has  in  fact  discriminated  against 
the  plaintiff,  as  charged  in  the  petition,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever." 

Plaintiff,  in  proof  of  the  contrary,  offers  Section  489,  Deering's  Civil  Code,  Califomit 
Statutes,  which  provides  the  discrimination  allowed  under  our  laws: 

"  All  railroad  corporations  must  fix  and  publish  their  rates  of  charges  for  freightage  and 
fares  from  one  depot  to  another  on  their  various  lines  of  road  in  this  State,  graduated  as 
follows: 

*'First — One  rate  of  charges  per  mile  for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  miles  or  over. 

**Second — One  rate  for  a  aistance  of  seventy-five  and  less  than  one  hundred  miles,  chanp- 
ing  not  exceeding  10  per  cent  per  mile  more  than  the  first  rate. 

''Third — One  rate  for  a  distance  of  fifty  and  less  than  seventy-five  miles,  charging  not 
exceeding  15  per  cent  per  mile  more  than  the  first  rate. 

"Fourth— One  rate  for  a  distance  of  twenty-five  and  less  than  fifty  miles,  charging  not 
-exceeding  20  per  cent  per  mile  more  than  the  first  rate. 

''Fifth— One  rate  for  a  distance  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  miles,  charging  not  exceed- 
ing 25  per  cent  per  mile  more  than  the  first  rate. 
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[*Bnt  Id  no  case,  nor  in  any  class  of  charges  hereinbefore  named,  shall  any  railroad  cor- 
^'Tation  charge  or  receive  more  than  10  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger,  nor  15  cents 
r  mile  for  each  ton  of  freight  transported  on  its  road.  For  every  transgression  of  these 
iltotloiis  the  corporation  is  liable  to  the  party  suffering  thereby  treble  the  entire  amount 
fare  or  freightage  so  charged  to  such  party.  In  no  case  is  the  corporation  required  to 
■^ve  less  than  25  cents  for  any  one  lot  of  freight  for  any  distance. 

III. 

The  difference  as  fixed  by  the  law  between  long  and  short  haul  rates  is  arbitrarv  after 
tiie  first  rate  of  one  hundred  miles  or  over  has  been  fixed,  and  to  illustrate  this,  plaintiff 
ofiien  the  rates  now  established  for  the  first  one  hundred  miles  or  over  from  San  Frnn- 
d9co.  and  to  the  following  stations,  on  defendant's  line  of  road  south,  on  hay  and  grain :

ayers  that  plaintiff  has  a  large  number  of  teams  constantly  employed  in  hauling  the 
prodncts  of  his  dairy  at  San  Bruno  to  the  San  Francisco  market,  and  that  they  usunlly 
P)  hack  empty ;  that  by  means  of  said  teams  plaintiff  could  do  his  hauling,  and  would 
do  it  if  the  service  by  rail  were  not  cheaper."    Plaintiff  admits  that  he  has  four  four-

Plaintiff  further  avers  that  the  road  of  defendant  (Coast  Division)  runs  through  a  5S«- 
cession  of  rich,  populous,  and  productive  valleys,  and  i^umerous  prosperous  uiwn^  an4 
cities,  and  that  by  reason  of  nearly  a  level  grade  the  cost  and  operation  of  such  a  r>y^ 
should  be  far  less  than  the  average  road  of  the  Eastern  States,  and  which,  together  silk 
extremely  favorable  climatic  conditions,  should  enable  the  defendant  to  afford  tran«p»ir- 
tation  on  equally  favorable  terms.  Therefore  plaintiff  denies  the  defendants  averrueal 
that  freight  to  San  Bruno  "cannot  be  reduced  and  leave  defendant  any  margiu  of  pronx 
for  the  services."  i 

VI. 

Plaintiff  is  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  promoters  of  the  defendant's  corpnrat.w>a  ' 
in  the  early  days  of  California,  and  their  successors,  are  entitled  to  the  highest  resp"^ 
and  well-earned  gratitude  of  this  people  for  their  ^reat  spirit  of  enterprise,  heroic  \abon, 
and  constant  devotion  to  the  wants  of  California  in  the  matter  of  safe,  speedy,  snd 
convenient  railroad  communication  throughout  nearly  all  the  important  valleys  of  tiiif 
State.     But  plaintiff  suggests  that  in  the  magnitude  of  their  affairs  in  reaching  outoTCf  •. 
this  continent  and  the  great  mountains  and  the  deep  recesses  of  California  and  Oref^  \ 
they  have,  perhaps,  overlooked  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of  the  people  of  this  State  area 
and  near  San  Francisco  County,  and  that  their  wants  and  necessities,  if  properly  cared 
for,  would  greatly  enlarge  the  business  of  the  defendant  and  materially  augment  the  pros- 
perity of  the  people. 

In  proof  of  which,  plaintiff,  from  information  and  belief,  avers  that  there  are  about  ?e^r«i 
thousand  five  hundred  dairy  cows  kept  within  the  suburbs  of  the  City  of  San  FrancLHV 
that  would  necessarily,  in  all  probability,  be  removed  from  the  city  and  along  the  lineoT 
the  defendant's  road  further  into  the  country,  were  it  not  for  the  prohibitory  charee^  ^ 
the  defendant,  who  has  control  of  the  only  railroad  communication  south  from  SanTrao-  , 
Cisco.  j 

Plaintiff  further  avers  that  the  weight  of  an  average  dairy  cow's  food  is  40  ponnJ*.  , 
which,  multiy^lied  by  7,500,  would  be  a  consumption  of  300,000  pounds,  or  a  train  !o;ul  tiaily 
of  fifteen  cars  of  ten  tons  each,  on  which  the  defendant  might  secure  a  freight  of  50«nw 
per  ton,  in  place  of  $1.  which  is  now  charged,  and  which  w^ould  amount  to  $27,375  annuaiiy 
And  plaintiff  avers  further,  that  the  product  of  milk  from  said  cows  would  avernire  abc-ut 
two  gallons  each  daily,  which,  multiplied  by  7.500,  and  by  3(>5  days  in  the  year,  would  ei]iwJ 
1,875.000  cans  of  three  gallons  each,  and  for  which,  as  a  return  freight,  at  2  cents  per  can-of 
less  than  half  of  the  defendant's  j)resent  tariff — the  revenue  would  be  |37.5«XI,  and  whi'li. 
together  with  the  outward  freight,  and  omitting  the  probable  increase  in  transportifl? 
passengers  and  merchandise,  would  furnish  a  total  of  $64,875  for  new  businei-s. 

Plaintiff  further  avers  in  this  connection,  that  the  establishment  of  large  hay  and  frraia 
barns  and  warehouses  along  the  line  of  defendant's  road  would  furnish  storage  cnjiadty 
for  lari^e  quantities  of  feed,  and  that  relief  would  thus  be  afforded,  whenever  there  ffas 
a  glut  in  the  market,  and  the  defendant's  cars  and  grounds  were  overwhelmed  with  »fl 
over  supply  of  products  from  the  country.  And  plaintiff  further  avers,  that  the  nurlvft 
prices  for  those  products  fluctuate  violently  and  disastrously  to  the  producer,  by  reason  | 
of  the  failure  of  the  defendant  to  provide  convenient  and  ample  facilities  for  niovin? 
freight,  such  as  hay  particularly,  out  of  the  city,  at  a  rea.sonable  charge,  and  its  failure  w 
allow  a  connection  between  the  rail  and  the  ship. 


VII. 

Plaintiff  avers  that  the  charge  made  by  defendant  of  $3  per  car  demurrage  daily,  f'^^ 
not  receiving  freight  after  twenty-four  hours'  notice,  is  inequitable  and  unjust,  and  a  "ten- 
ons loss  to  the  producer,  when  the  delay  is  caused  in  a  great  measure  by  the  defendanii 
prohibitory  rate  of  charges  on  freight  out  of  the  city  for  short  distances.

flkintiff  avers  that  the  charge  of  |2  50  for  simply  switching  a  car  for  a  block  or  two,  on 
k  defendant's  line  of  road,  without  loading  or  unloading  the  same,  is  far  in  excess  of 
ereal  valae  of  the  service,  and  a  vexatious  loss  to  the  proancer  or  consumer,  and  equals 
iiaul  of  a  ten-ton  car  twenty-five  miles,  at  the  average  charge  for  transportation 
roughout  the  United  States. 

IX. 

Plalntifif  avers  that  there  is  a  large  extent  of  country  within  the  southern  limits  of  the 
ity  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  ten  miles  beyond,  on  the  line  of  the  defendant's 
Mbd,  where  tlie  soil  is  sandy  and  impoverished  by  cropping,  that  would  support  comfort- 
bly  a  TuuUitude  of  people,  if  proper  fertilizing  material  could  be  procured  economically; 
Od  plaintiff  avers  that  there  is  a  large  quantity  of  such  material  in  San  Francisco,  now 
masij  of  festering  filth,  menacing  the  health  and  lives  of  her  citizens;  and  that  defend- 
at,  having  sole  control  of  the  only  avenue  by  rail  out  of  the  city,  is,  and  should  be,  in 
iaty  bound  to  remove  the  same  to  the  country,  at  such  reasonable  rate  of  charges  as  may 
enecessarv. 

Plaintiff'  further  avers,  from  information  and  belief,  that  there  would  be  return  freights, 
n^in  a  reasonable  time,  from  the  district  just  mentioned,  of  vegetables,  small  fruits,  and 
iowers,  to  the  extent  of  one  train  daily,  provided  the  freight  charges  were  reasonable. 

X. 

Plain tifT  avers  that,  by  cleansing  the  city  thoroughly,  and  removing  so  many  animals, 
Vlth  their  consequent  filth,  and  with  the  production  of  a  more  wholesome  milk,  the 
Improved  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  would  be  such  as  to  warrant  the  defendant,  and 
all  other  good  people,  to  publish  the  fact  that  San  Francisco  was  by  far  the  healthiest  city 
in  the  world  for  its  population,  and  thereby  gain  a  recognition  of  great  and  enduring 
value  to  the  people  o!  the  coast 

XI. 

As  proof  of  the  fact  that  defendant  is  not  serving  the  public,  or  itself  either,  to  the  best 
ef  its  ability,  plaintifl!'  avers,  from  information  and  belief,  that  in  building  the  new  Uni- 
tarian Charcn  building  of  this  city  from  stone  obtained  near  the  defendant's  line  of  road, 
and  about  nine  miles  from  the  city,  from  quarries  controlled  by  the  promoters  of  defend- 
ant's corporation,  that  by  reason  of  the  prohibitory  charges  of  defendant  all  of  said  stone 
so  used  was  hauled  on  wagons. 

And  plaintiff  further  avers  that  said  stone  is  extremelv  abundant,  and  valuable  for 
building,  macadamizing  suburban  streets,  and  various  other  purposes ;  and  it  being  a 
down  grade  all  the  way  from  the  mountain  to  the  sea,  that  said  stone  could  be  moved  at, 
or  about,  10  cents  per  ton,  and  delivered  all  through  the  improved  southern  part  of  the 
city,  for  a  distance  of  four  miles,  and  thereby  encourage  the  erection  of  substantial  fire- 
proof buildings,  in  place  of  the  dangerous  and  flimsy  wooden  structures  now  found  in 
that  quarter. 

XII. 

Plaintiff  avers  that  during  the  season  of  1838  that  he  purchased  more  than  one  thou- 
sand tons  of  h&y  on  the  line  of  defendant's  road,  south  of  San  Bruno,  and  that  by  reason 
of  a  deficiency  in  the  number  of  cars  necessary  for  the  current  business  of  defendant, 
and  the  great  uncertainty  and  irregularity  of  the  service  of  the  defendant,  that  plaintiff 
suffered  serious  loss  on  account  of  the  idleness  of  a  large  number  of  men  and  teams  that 
plaintiff  was  obliged  to  keep  to  provide  against  the  constant  gluts  at  San  Bruno  Station, 
caused  by  defendant's  irregular  service. 

Andplaintiff  further  avers  that,  from  lack  of  rolling  stock  and  needful  facilities,  pro- 
ducers generally  met  with  large  and  irreparable  losses  oy  not  being  able  to  sell  and  deliver 
their  products  when  the  markets  were  favorable  to  them,  or  when  they  were  in  pressing 
need  financially. 

XIII. 

Plaintiff  submits  that  defendant  is  prosperous  financially,  and  largely  so  from  its  Coast 
Birision  line,  and  that  producers  of  hay  and  grain  along  the  line  of  said  road  are  in 
straightened  circumstances  by  reason  of  the  extremely  low  market  prices  ruling  for  their 
products,  and  that  it  would  be  a  great  relief  to  them  to*  be  assured  of  a  living  in  their  voca- 
t\on  by  a  material  reduction  in  the  defendant's  charges  for  freight,  which  are  and  must 
be  considered  high. 

Plaintiff  therefore  prays  your  honorable  body,  that  in  place  of  his  original  request,  that 
yoiwill  fix  the  maximum  hundred-mile  or  over  rate,  at  2  cents  per  ton  per  mile  on 
carload  lots  for  hay  and  grain,  and  for  any  lesser  distance  that  you  will  consider  Section 
489  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  as  the  law  in  discriminating  between  long  and  short 
hauls.

We  are  therefore  astoo' 
that  plaintiff  should  come  now,  after  making  a  long  address  before  your  honorable 
and  file  a  new  document,  denominated  by  him  as  a  "  reply  "  to  our  "answer,"  which  "n 
is  but  a  rehash  of  his  speech  made  before  your  honorable  body  in  favor  of  his  privates 
against  San  Francisco  dairies.  It  requires  no  stretch  of  the  imagination,  no  flights 
intellectual  fancy,  to  see  that  the  plaintiff  has  not  been  heretofore  and  is  not  now  mr~ 
by  the  public  interest  in  his  pretended  grievances  against  the  defendant  railroad.bat 
owing  to  the  fact  that  his  dairy  is  situated  several  miles  out  of  the  City  of  San  Fran 
he  is  therefore,  by  reason  of  some  fourteen  miles  carriage,  nut  at  a  aisad vantage 
compelled  to  compete  with  city  dairies ;  and  his  whole  action  herein  is  to  have  the  defe 
ant  company  to  favor  him  personally  and  privately.  He  desires  to  supply  San  Frandi 
with  milk.  He  finds  that  San  Francisco  dairies  interfere  with  him.  He  has  foarb 
miles  to  haul  his  products.  These  San  Francisco  dairies  he  kindly  and  generously  desc 
inates  in  his  friendly,  business  sort  of  way,  "  slop  "  dairies.  He  gave  you,  gratmtoasly,i 
lecture,  to  which  your  honorable  body  listened  with  a  calmness  ana  consideration  ^ 
tremely  remarkable,  wherein  he  informed  you  of  the  cost  of  raising  cows,  and  how  mi 
better  nis  cows  were  than  those  of  the  city  aairies,  and  what  choice,  clean,  sweet  bntter  I 
made,  and  the  superiority  of  his  milk  over  what  he  denominates  the  ''swiU  milk  "of 
city  dairies.

He  outlined  how  the  defendant  railroad  company  mi|bit 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  San  Francisco  if  they  would  only  build  up  his  dairr 
ana  help  him  to  grow  rich,  and  weed  out  those  noxious  and  disease  engendering  dtr 
dairies.  Thus  he  went  on  for  over  an  hour,  and  to  what  purpose?  Simply  to  satiny  ati 
fair  minded  people  that  he  is  a  cold-blooded  business  man,  actuated  by  purely  and  solelrl 
his  ow^n  selfish  ends  and  purposes.  He  has  no  public  grievance;  but  if  the  defendant  noM 
road  would  do  him  the  favor  to  build  up  his  private  enterprise  at  the  expense  of  similtf;^ 
enterprises  in  San  Francisco,  then  he  would  be  nappy.  This  complaint  is  frivolous,  unjust^i 
and  unworthy  of  vour  attention,  and  would  not  be  brought  by  any  one  except  a  man  likti 
plaintiff,  whose  selfishness  is  so  great  that  he  cannot  resist  the  temptation  of  trying upj 
make  your  honorable  body  believe  that  his  private  desires  are  matters  of  public  concem. 

I. 

As  to  his  written  statement  under  Subdivision  "I"  of  his  pretended  reply, we  have 
only  to  say  that  the  conditions  and  factors  controlling  fares  and  freights  in  tiie  Watson- 
vllle  case  are  not  the  same  as  in  this. 

II. 

As  to  his  "  II "  statement,  wherein  he  refers  to  Section  489  of  Deering's  Civil  Code,  we 
have  only  to  say  that  that  section  was  long  since  repealed  by  the  adoption  of  the  nev 
Constitution. 

III. 

As  to  his  "  III "  point  in  his  "reply,"  the  same  rule  applies  as  hereinbefore  stated, that 
is,  that  Section  489  of  Deering's  Civil  Code  is  now  repealed. 

IV. 

Plaintiff's  "IV"  point  is  untrue,  as  the  defendant  company  has  not,  persistcnUror 
otherwise,  refused  to  allow  hay  to  be  transferred  from  vessels  to  its  cars  at  Mission  wy 
wharf,  where  other  products,  such  as  grain,  coal,  and  lumber,  are  constantly  received  and 
discharged,  and  where  hay  can  readily  be  received  and  discharged;  but  defendant  has 
refused  to  receive  hay,  or  allow  it  to  be  piled  in  front  of  Mission  Bay  Warehouse  Ko.  1, 
which  is  leased  to  a  private  party,  for  the  reason  that  the  risk  of  fire  is  so  great  that  the 
insurance  on  the  lar^e  warehouse  at  that  point,  and  the  insurance  on  the  grain  stored 
therein,  would  be  vitiated,  and  to  permit  hay  to  be  received  and  piled  in  front  of  said 
warehouse  would  virtually  render  said  warehouse  useless  and  unprofitable. 

V. 

As  to  plaintiffs  "  V"  point  the  same  is  only  an  argument  on  the  part  of  plaintiff,  and 
simply  amounts  to  a  showing  that  the  conditions  of  his  business  are  such  that  plaintiff 
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m  no  need  for  the  railroad  company,  for  he  makes  |5,000  to  $6,000  j>er  annum  by  using 
•ms,  and  that  he  is  actuated  by  only  one  motive — and  that  motive  is  the  private 'gain  oi 
r.  R.  O.  Sneath. 

PlaintifTs  comparison  of  this  company*s  charge  for  freight  from  San  Bruno  to  San 
nmcisco,  with  the  average  charge  on  all  freight  moved  in  tne  United  States  and  certain 
jdividual  States,  is  specious  and  unfair  to  this  comnany. 

The  traffic  of  our  Coast  Division  is  entirely  local,  tne  hauls  short,  and  the  country 
■red  bat  sparsely  populated  when  compared  with  the  States  cited  in  nis  answer. 
Itis  manifestly  absurd  to  make  any  comparison  between  a  local  rate  in  California  for  a 
ptance  of  only  fourteen  miles,  with'the  rates  charged  on  the  traffic  of  a  continent,  or  by 
creat  eastern  trunk  lines,  such  as  the  New  York  Central,  the  Erie,  the  Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  the  great  coal-carrying  roads  of  the  Eastern  and  Middle 


■  It  is  not  trae,  as  plaintiff  avers,  that  our  expenses  are  lower  than  on  eastern  roads.  On 
Ibe  contrary,  as  has  been  so  often  shown  your  honorable  body,  the  expenses  of  California 
jMds  are  much  greater  for  labor,  fuel,  and  all  other  supplies,  while  the  volume  of  traffic  is 
inch  less.  And  we  are  astonished  that  plain tifi  should  assume  ignorance  of  a  fact  so 
Mtent  to  all  intelligent  persons. 

VI. 

We  are  much  obliged  for  the  complimentary  introductory  part  of  plaintiff's  "VI"  sub- 
Bvision  of  his  pretended  reply;  but  we  cannot  see  how  the  company  is  to  be  benefited  by 
ftie  removal  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  cows  to  the  vicinitv  of  San  Bruno.  It  is  a 
Hell  known  fact  that  this  road  brings  into  this  market  two  thirds  of  the  hay  consumed 
kere.  If  a  large  portion  of  this  ha}r  is  to  be  stopped  at  San  Bruno  in  consequence  of  the 
dairy  industry  centering  at  that  point,  there  will  be  but  little  hay  to  ship  from  San  Fran- 
tiaco  to  San  Bruno.  It  is  plain  that  Mr.  Sneath's  real  motive  m  asking  this  honorable 
Commission  for  a  reduction  of  50  cents  per  ton  from  producing  points  on  this  line,  and 
file  establishment  of  a  rate  of  50  cents  per  ton  from  San  Francisco,  is  to  enable  him  to 
take  advantage  of  the  necessities  of  the  producer  on  the  one  hand  or  a  glut  in  the  San 
Prancisco  market  on  the  other,  to  the  manifest  inji^ry  and  loss  of  the  producer,  for  whose 
welfare  he  pretends  to  be  so  solicitous. 

VII 

As  to  plaintiff's  *'VII"  complaint,  the  defendant  is  compelled  to  this  regulation,  because 
^>therwise  defendant  would  have  to  build  and  construct  warehouses,  simply  to  hold  freight 
which  people  neglected  to  take  when  delivered  at  defendant's  depots,  and  defendant  is  a 


consignee  of  the  arrival  of  the  freight:  and  it  can  be  readily 
seen  that  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  defendant,  as  a  common  carrier,  to  keep  warehouses  for 
the  shippers  of  freight,  but  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  consignee  to  be  ready  to  take  in  his 
imght  immediately  upon  delivery;  and  a  regulation  that  the  consignee  is  required  to 
receive  and  take  away  his  freight  in  twenty-four  hours  after  notice  of  arrival,  is  certainly 
just  and  reasonable,  as  the  consignee  is  presumed  to  know  when  freight  is  shipped,  and 
when  it  will  arrive,  and  should  be  prepared  to  receive  the  same.  Any  other  regulation 
wonld  put  the  defendant  to  large  and  unreasonable  expense,  and  at  the  mercy  of  dilatory 
and  unreasonable  men,  and  delay  the  speedy  and  proper  action  of  its  large  business. 

VIII. 

As  to  plaintiff's  "VIII"  objection,  we  simply  say,  this  is  the  rule  of  all  railroads,  and  is 
^nly  a  just  and  rei^onable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered. 

IX. 

The  '*IX"  complaint  of  plaintiff  is  imaginary  and  illusive,  and  no  part  of  the  business 
^  defendant;  ana  whenever  there  is  a  demand,  for  fertilizing  material,  as  spoken  of  by 
lA&intiff,  then  there  will  be  time  enough  to  consider  the  proposition,  and  besides,  it  is  not 
the  business  of  defendant  to  make  a  market  for  fertilizing  material  by  a  reduction  of  rates 
01  charges  below  the  point  of  a  reasonable  compensation.  We  might  say,  that  if  plaintiff 
^U  furnish  better  milk  and  butter  to  San  Francisco  than  San  Francisco  dairies,  and  at  a 
wte  much  cheaper  than  Spring  Valley  water,  that  in  all  probability  it  will  greatly  build 
lip  his  business  and  destroy  these  "slop"  dairies  of  which  he  so  much  complains.  This 
^rgoment  is  equally  as  reasonable  as  plaintiff^s.  Now,  plaintiff  knows  that  he  cannot 
Inrnish  milk  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  below  the  price  of  San  Bruno  water,  and 
^i^on  his  business,  and  that  he  is  not  the  especial  agent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
^^rancisco  on  the  subject  of  sanitary  regulations. 

The  latter  part  of  complaint  "IX"  is  readily  answered  by  saying  that  the  distance  is 
wo  short  for  the  railroad  to  compete  with  vegetable  wagons,  and  by  saying  that  there  is 
no  demand  for  the  transportation  by  rail  of  vegetables  from  the  close  (district  mentioned 
^y  plaintiff,  and  his  asking  the  regulation  of  freight  upon  articles  which  have  no  exist- 
ence, is  puerile  and  unfair. 
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X. 

As  to  plaintifTs  "X"  complaint,  we  would  respectfully  state  that  the  defendant  ii 
the  Board  of  Health  of  San  Francisco,  nor  endowed  by  law  with  any  of  its  powers,! 
that  this  honorable  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  to  enforce  on  the  defendant  the  ' 
of  tixing  and  regulating  the  quality  of  milk  or  improving  the  sanitary  condition  oi 
Francisco  as  to  the  deposit  of  filth. 

XI. 

As  to  plaintiff's  "  XI  "  charge,  in  the  hauling  of  stone  from  some  quarry  for  the 
ing  of  tne  Unitarian  Church,  we  simply  say  that  we  know  nothing  about  it    That 
short  distances,  as  we  have  heretofore  stated,  no  railroad  can  compete  with  veiget 
wagons.    That  rates  and  charges  are  not  made  and  based  upon  short  distances  to  ai 
bid  vehicles,  but  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered. 

XII. 

As  to  the  "  XII "  charge,  we  admit  that  such  a  condition  of  things  will  sometimes  occad 
and  does  occur,  not  only  with  defendant,  but  with  all  railroads.  But  the  defendant  cUmss 
that  no  railroad  is  required  by  law,  and  no  lust  man  will  expect  that  this  defendant  wi]|| 
keep  on  hand  a  large  number  of  idle  and  empty  cars,  simply  to  meet  an  unexpected] 
demand  because  of  an  unusual  or  extraordinary  season,  or  an  unusual  market.  Defe 
ant  has  on  hand  cars  and  rolling  stock  sutficient  in  quantity  and  capacity  to  tranjq 
every  pound  of  freight  produced  along  its  line  in  reasonable  time  for  tne  accommodati0ii1 
of  ail  Its  customers.  Railroads  are  not  run  upon  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  market  price ofl 
products,  but  upon  the  supposed  necessary  and  just  demands  of  the  business  along  ii8| 
road.  Defendant  has  all  the  cars  necessary,  and  is  doing  and  has  done  all  the  freijshtaj 
of  the  road  with  fairness,  impartiality,  and  dispatch,  and  at  a  just  and  reasonable, 
only  a  just  and  reasonable,  rate  of  charg«. 

XIII. 

In  reply  to  plaintifTs  "  XIII"  and  last  charge,  we  deny  that  the  producers  of  hay  audi 
grain  along  the  line  of  its  Coast  Division  road  are  in  straightened  circumstances  by  reasonl 
of  the  freight  rates  charged  by  defendant.  j 

And  we  aver  that  plaintiff's  gratuitous  interference  in  behalf  of  the  producers  along tbej 
line  of  defendant's  road  does  not  spring  from  any  want  of  reduction  of  rates  in  behalf 
the  producer,  who  presents  no  complamt  before  your  honorable  body,  but  from  a  selfi?] 
desire  on  the  part  of  Mr.  R.  G.  Sneath  to  accomplish  his  private  and'  selfish  purpoeea  by] 
making  it  appear  that  the  producers  are  intere&ted  in  his  unjust  complaint 

Not  recognizing  the  document  filed  by  plaintiff*  as  a  pleading,  but  looking  upon  thei 
as  an  argument,  we  respectfully  request  that  its  prayer  be  denied.

As  to  his  "II"  statement,  wherein  he  refers  to  Section  489  of  Deering's  Civil  Code,  we 
have  only  to  say,  that  that  section  was  long  since  repealed  by  the  adoption  of  the  new 
Constitation. 

III. 

As  to  his  "III"  point  in  his  "reply,"  the  same  rule  applies  as  hereinbefore  stated,  that 
IB,  that  Section  489  of  Deering's  Civil  Code  is  now  repealed. 

IV. 

Plaintiff's  "IV"  point  is  untrue,  as  the  defendant  company  has  not,  persistently  or 
otherwise,  refused  to  allow  hay  to  be  transferred  from  vessels  to  its  cars  at  Mission  !Buy 
wharf,  where  other  products,  such  as  grain,  coal,  and  lumber  are  constantly  received  and 
discharged,  and  where  hay  can  niadily  be  received  and  discharged ;  but  defendant  has 
refused  to  receive  hay,  or  allow  it  to  be  piled  in  front  of  Mission  Bay  Warehouse  No.  1, 
which  is  leased  to  a  private  party,  for  the  reason  that  the  risk  of  fire  is  so  great  that  tlie 
insurance  on  the  lar^e  warehouse  at  that  point,  and  the  insurance  on  the  grain  stored 
therein,  would  be  vitiated,  and  to  permit  hay  to  be  received  and  piled  in  front  of  said 
warehouse  would  virtually  render  said  warehouse  useless  and  unprofitable. 

V. 

Ajs  to  the  plaintiff's  "V"  point,  the  same  is  only  an  argument  on  the  part  of  plaintiff, 
and  simply  amounts  to  a  showing  that  the  conditions  of  his  buniness  are  such  that  plaint- 
iff has  no" need  fpr  the  railroad  company,  for  he  makes  $5,000  to  $6,000  per  annum  by 
asing  teams. 

Plaintiff's  comparison  of  this  company's  charge  for  freight  from  San  Bruno  to  San 
Francisco,  with  the  average  charge  on  airfreight  moved  in  the  United  States  and  cerUiin 
individual  States,  is  specious  and  unfair  to  this  company. 

The  traffic  of  our  Coast  Division  is  entirely  local,  the  hauls  short,  and  the  country 
served  but  sparsely  populated,  when  compared  with  the  States  cited  in  his  answer. 

It  is  manifestly  absurd  to  make  any  comparison  between  a  local  rate  in  California  for 
&  distance  of  only  fourteen  miles  with  the  rates  charged  on  the  traffic  of  a  continent,  or 
by  the  great  eastern  trunk  lines,  such  as  the  New  York  Central,  the  Erie,  the  Pennsylva- 
nia, the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  the  great  coal-carrying  roads  of  the  Eastern  and  Middle 
States. 

It  is  not  true,  as  plaintiff  avers,  that  our  expenses  are  lower  than  on  eastern  roads.  On 
the  contrary,  as  has  been  so  often  shown  your  honorable  body,  the  expenses  of  California 
roads  are  much  greater  for  labor,  fuel,  and  all  other  supplies,  while  the  volume  of  traffic 
IS  mach  less,  and  we  are  astonished  that  plaintiff  should  assume  ignorance  of  a  fact  so 
patent  to  all  intelligent  persons,  and  that  he  is  actuated  by  only  one  motive,  and  that 
niotiye  is  the  private  gain  of  Mr.  R.  G.  Sneath. 


VI. 

We  are  much  obliged  for  the  complimentary  introductory  part  of  plaintiff^s  "  VI "  sub-

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well  known  fact  that  this  road  brings  into  this  market  two  thirds  of  the  hay  coi 
here.    If  a  large  portion  of  this  hay  is  to  be  stopped  at  San  Bruno  in  consequence) 
dairy  industry  centering  at  that  point,  there  will  oe  but  little  hay  to  ship  from  San! 
Cisco  to  San  Bruno.    It  is  plain  that  Mr.  Sneath's  real  motive  in  asking  this  boiM 
Commission  for  a  reduction  of  50  cents  per  ton  from  producing  points  on  this  line,) 
the  establishment  of  a  rate  of  50  cents  per  ton  from  San  Francisco,  is  to  enable  him  toj 
advantage  of  the  necessities  of  the  producer  on  the  one  hand  or  a  glut  in  the  San  " 
Cisco  market  on  the  other,  to  the  manifest  injury  and  loss  of  the  producer,  for  whoae* 
fare  he  pretends  to  be  so  solicitous. 

VIL 

As  to  plaintifl's  *'  VII"  complaint,  the  defendant  is  compelled  to  this  regulatioii, 
cause  otherwise  defendant  would  have  to  build  and  construct  warehouses,  simply  to' 
freight  which  people  neglected  to  take  when  delivered  at  defendant's  depots;  and  d 
ant  IS  a  common  carrier  and* not  conducting  the  business  of  controllingand  mai 
warehouses.    Besides  defendant's  regulation  is  not  as  stated  by  plaintiff;  bat  tW' 
four  hours  after  service  of  notice  upon  the  consignee  of  the  arrival  of  the  freight,  i 
can  be  readily  seen  that  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  aefendant  as  a  common  earner  to 
warehouses  for  the  shipper's  freight,  but  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  consignee  to  be 
to  take  in  his  freight  immediately  upon  delivery;  and  a  regulation  that  the  consignee 
required  to  receive  and  take  away  his  freight  in  twenty-four  hours  after  notice  of  arriTi 
is  certainly  just  and  reasonable,  as  the  consignee  is  presumed  to  know  when  freight 
shipped,  and  when  it  will  arrive,  and  should  be  prepared  to  receive  the  same.    Any 
regulation  would  put  the  defendant  to  large  and  unreasonable  expense,  and  at  the  mer^J 
of  dilatory  and  unreasonable  men,  and  delay  the  speedy  and  proper  action  of  its 
business. 

VIII. 

As  to  plaintiffs  **  VIII"  objection,  we  simply  say  this  is  the  rule  of  all  railroads,  and 
only  a  just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  rendered. 

IX. 

The  "  IX  "  complaint  of  plaintiff  is  imaginarv  and  illusive,  and  no  part  of  the  busiL 
of  defendant,  and  when.ever  there  is  a  demand  for  fertilizing  material,  as  spoken  of 
plaintiff,  then  there  will  be  time  enough  to  consider  the  proposition,  and  besides  it  is 
the  business  of  defendant  to  make  a  market  for  fertilizing  material  by  a  redaction  of 
of  charges  below  the  point  of  a  reasonable  compensation.    We  might  say  that  if  plain 
will  furnish  better  muk  and  butter  to  San  Francisco  than  San  Francisco  dairies,  and  at 
rate  much  cheaper  than  Spring  Valley  water,  that  in  all  probability  it  will  greatly  ' 
up  his  business  and  destrov  "slop"  dairies  of  which  he  so  much  complains.    This     ^ 
ment  is  equally  as  reasonable  asplaintiff^s.    Now  plaintiff  knows  that  he  cannot  fumisl 
milk  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  below  the  price  of  San  Bruno  water  and  carry  on  his 
business,  and  that  he  is  not  the  especial  agent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Franc; 
on  the  subject  of  sanitary  regulations. 

The  latter  part  of  complaint  "  IX"  is  readily  answered  by  saving  that  the  distance  is 
short  for  the  railroad  to  compete  with  vegetaole  wagons,  and  by  saying  that  there  is  oo-l 
demand  for  the  transportation  by  rail  of  vegetables  from  the  close  district  mentioned  br 
plaintiff,  and  his  asking  the  regulation  of  freight  upon  articles  which  have  no  existence,  u 
puerile  and  unfair. 

X. 

As  to  plaintiff's  "  X  "  complaint,  we  would  respectfully  state  that  the  defendant  is  not 
the  Board  of  Health  of  San  Francisco,  nor  endowed  by  law  with  any  of  its  powers;  and 
that  this  honorable  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  to  enforce  on  the  defendant  the  daty 
of  fixing  and  regulating  the  quality  of  milk,  or  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  San 
Francisco  as  to  the  deposit  of  filth. 

XI. 

As  to  plaintiff's  "  XI "  charge,  in  the  hauling  of  stone  from  some  quarry  for  the  building 
of  the  Unitarian  Church,  we  simply  say  we  know  nothing  about  it  That  for  short  dis- 
tances, as  we  have  heretofore  stated,  no  railroad  can  compete  with  wagons.  The  rates 
and  charges  are  not  made  and  based  upon  short  distances  to  underbid  vehicles,  but  upon 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered. 


XII. 

As  to  the  "Xll"  charge,  we  admit  that  such  a  condition  of  things  will  sometimes  occur, 
not  only  with  the  defendant,  but  with  all  railroads.  But  the  defendant  claims  that  no 
railroad  is  required  by  law,  and  no  just  man  will  expect,  that  this  defendant  will  keep  on 
hand  a  large  number  of  idle  and  empty  cars,  simply  to  meet  an  unexpected  demand, 
because  of  an  unusual  or  extraordinary  season,  or  an  unusual  market.  Defendant  has 
on  hand  curs  and  rolling  stock  sufficient  in  quantity  and  capacity  to  transport  every 
pound  of  freight  produced  along  its  line  in  reasonable  time  for  the  accommodation  of  all 
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•ostomers.  Railroads  are  not  run  npon  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  market  price  of  Prod- 
is bxit  upon  the  supposed  necessary  and  just  demands  of  the  business  along  its  road. 
pnda.nt  nas  all  the  cars  necessary,  and  is  doing  and  has  done  all  the  freightage  of  the 
At  witli  fairness,  Impartiality,  and  dispatchi  and  at  a  just  and  reasonable,  and  only  a 
t  and  reasonable,  raie  of  charge. 

XIII. 

n  reply  to  plaintiff's  "XIII "  and  last  charge,  we  deny  that  the  producers  of  hay  and 
dn  along  the  line  of  its  Coast  Division  road  are  in  straightened  circumstances  by  rea- 
1  of  the  freight  rates  charged  by  the  defendant:  and  we  a?er  that  plaintiff's  gratuitous 
ierference  in  behalf  of  the  producers  along  the  line  of  defendant's  road  does  not  spring 
nn  any  want  of  a  reduction  of  rates  in  behalf  of  the  producer,  who  presents  no  com- 
lint  biefore  your  honorable  body,  but  from  a  selfish  desire  on  the  part  of  Mr.  R.  G.* 
teath  to  accomplish  his  private  and  selfish  purposes,  by  making  it  appear  that  the  pro- 
BDers  are  interested  in  his  unjust  complaint 

Not  recognizing  the  document  filed  by  plaintiff  as  a  pleading,  but  looking  upon  the  • 
me  as  an  argument,  we  respectfully  request  that  its  prayer  be  denied.

BRIEF  of  PBFENDANT. 

B^r  request  of  your  honorable  body  we  file  this  brief  as  to  the  one  legal  proposition,  that 
Section  488  of  Deering's  Civil  Code  is  repealed  by  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution. 

It  will  be  observed  that  by  Section  489  of  the  Civil  Code,  that  the  Legislature  had  the 
power  to  fix  and  did  fix  the  charges  for  freight  and  fares.  Before  the  adoption  of  the  new 
Constitation,  the  Legislature  made  the  rules  by  which  railroads  were  to  regulate  the 
charges  of  fares  or  freights,  and  the  railroads  looked  to  the  Le^slature. 

Bat  by  Section  22  of  Article  XII  of  the  new  Constitution,  this  right  was  taken  from  the 
I<q[islatnreand  given  solely  and  exclusively  to  your  honorable  body,  and  the  Constitution 
says,  ^*it  shall  be  their  dvty  to  estaMish  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
fr^ht  by  railroad  or  other  transportation  companies^ 

For  this  "purpose"  you  have  power  to  "issue  subpoenas,"  to  "hear  and  determine  com- 
plaints," ana  to  act  in  "  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  Courts  of  record," 
and  in  the  event  of  a  railroad  company  failing  to  conform  to  the  rates  of  charges  fixed  by 
voD,  the  railroad  company  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  $20,000,  and  the  rates  of  charges 
fixed  by  you  shall  in  all  controversies  be  deemed  conclusively  just  and  reasonable. 

Now,  then,  this  constitutional  provision  puts  the  defendant  company  under  the  abso- 
lute control  of  your  honorable  body,  and  the  only  power  left  the  Legislature  is  that  it 
niav  district  the  State  into  Railroad  Districts  (Section  23,  Article  XII,  new  Constitution), 
ana  that  it  shall  have  power  to  pass  laws  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  22,  Article  XII  (Section  24,  Article  XII,  new  Constitution),  and  it  is  provided 
by  Section  1,  Article  XXII,  new  Constitution,  that  "  the  provisions  of  all  laws  which  are 
inconsistent  with  this  Constitution  shall  cease  upon  the  adoption  thereof." 

This  law  is  inconsistent,  because  by  it  the  defendant  railroad  company  would  have  to 
obey  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  fixing  the  rate  of  charges,  instead  of  an  order  of  your  hon- 
oraolebody;  because  the  Legislature,  after  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution,  has  no 
power  to  fix  rates  of  charges ;  because  there  is  a  diflerent  penalty  fixed  for  the  violation  of 
Section  489  by  the  defendant  company,  than  to  an  order  of  your  honorable  body;  because 
TOOT  honorable  body  has  the  right  to  fix,  and  you  have  fixed,  different  rates  ot  charges; 
(>ecaQse  the  rates  fixed  by  you  snail  be  deemed  conclusively  just  and  recuonable^  while  the 
rates  fixed  by  Section  489,  U.  C,  have  no  such  presumj>tio7i  attending  them. 
.  We  need  not  cite  other  inconsistencies,  because  it  is  perfectly  apparent  that  the  inten- 
tion of  the  framers  of  the  new  Constitution  was  to  take  the  rigut  of  fixing  the  rates  of 
charges  of  fares  or  freights  away  from  the  Legislature  and  delegate  and  remand  this  whole 
question  to  your  honorable  body— a  body  created  and  established  for  no  other  purpose — 
ftnd  when  such  is  the  case  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  falls. 

in  the  case  of  the  People  vs.  Martin,  60  Cal.  153,  Section  12  of  Article  XI  of  the  new 
Constitution  was  held  to  have  repealed  Section  3360  of  the  Political  Code,  because  it  was 
apparent  that  it  loas  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  new  Constitution  "  to  take  the  power  of 
«»pnji^  license  taxes  from  the  Legislature  and  vest  it  in  the  local  authorities.''^

BBIEF  OF  PLAINTIFF. 

The  defendant  claims  that  Section  489  of  the'  Civil  Code,  and  every  part  thereof, 
repealed  and  rendered  inoperative  by  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitation,  while 
plaintiff  maintains  that  the  provisions  of  the  said  section  and  of  the  new  C-onstiti ' 
may  readily  be  so  harmonizea  that  thev  may  stand  together  as  the  law  of  the  State. 

Section  1  of  the  schedule  of  the  new  Constitution  provides  that  all  laws  '*  in  force  at  i 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,"  not  inconsistent  therewith,  shall  remain  in  fall  force 
effect  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legisii^ture.    Only  such  laws  as  were  incoz 
with  its  provisions  were  repealed  by  its  adoption. 

In  Re  Stuart,  53  Cal.  745. 

This  is  simply  a  statement  of  the  rule  applicable  to  changes  in  statutory  law  by  sal 
quent  enactments.  The  true  meaning  of  this  rule  will  be  shown  by  a  brief  examinat 
of  leading  authorities. 

A  statute  can  be  repealed  only  by  an  express  provision  of  a  subsequent  law,  or  by  nf 
sary  implication  through  a  positive  repugnancy  between  the  provisions  of  the  latter 
former  enactments  to  such  an  extent  that  they  cannot  stand  together,  or  be  consist^t 
reconciled. 

Connors  vs.  Carp  River  Iron  Oo.,  54  Mich.  168. 

In  the  case  now  presented  to  your  honorable  body  there  is  no  repeal  in  express 
and,  if  any  exists,  it  must  be  because  of  inconsistency  and  repugnancy  between  the  .

In  Groxhy  Ys.  Patch,  18  Cal.  439,  Chief  Justice  Field  says  that  *' repeals  by  implicatioi 
are  not  favored."  Such  is  the  universal  doctrine  of  the  authorities.  "  Whenever  tw 
Acts,"  says  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  "  can  be  made  to  stand  together,  it  is  tlie 
duty  of  the  Judge  to  give  both  of  them  full  effect.  Even  when  they  are  seemingly  repv/gwi^ 
they  must,  if  possible,  have  such  a  construction  that  one  may  not  he  a  repeal  of  the  other,Mt9ias 
the  latter  one  contains  negative  words,  or  the  intention  to  repeal  is  made  manifest  by  some  iatdH' 
gihleform  of  expression.^'  Brown  vs.  County  Commissioners,  21  Penn.  43.  T*ne  following  from 
the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York  is  also  quoted  with  approval  by  the  learned  Chief  Justice: 
"The  invariable  rule  of  construction  in  respect  to  the  repeaUng  of  statutes  by  implica- 
tion is  that  the  earliest  Act  remains  in  force^  unless  the  two  are  manifestly  inconsisteot 
with  and  repugnant  to  each  other;  or  unless  in  the  latest  Act  some  express  notice  is  taken 
of  the  former,  plainly  indicating  an  intention  to  abrogate  it.  As  laws  are  presumed  to  be 
passed  with  deliberation  and  with  full  knowledge  of  all  existing  ones  on  the  same  subject, 
it  is  but  reasonable  to  conclude  that  the  Legislature^  in  passing  a  statute,  did  not  intend 
to  interfere  with  or  abrogate  any  former  law  relating  to  the  same  matter,  unless  the 
repugnancy  between  the  two  is  irreconcilable."

The  case  of  Crosby  vs.  Patch,  18  Cal.  439,  is  very  instructive  in  connection  with  the  pres- 
ent inauiry,  because  it  answers  one  of  the  principal  arguments  presented  in  thebnefoi 
letirnea  attorneys  for  the  defendant  founded  upon  a  revision  oi  the  subject-matter.  In 
that  case  it  was  held  that  Article  VI  of  the  Revenue  Act  of  1854  was  not  repealed  by  th«

The  rule  is  very  neatly  and  concisely  stated  in  the  New  York  case  of  Matter  of  Curser: 
*A  rnteal  by  imp'lication  must  be  the  necessary  solution  of  an  inconsistency  not  othetuise  to  be 

liel  us  now  apply  these  principles  to  the  case  in  hand.    Section  489  of  the  Civil  Code 
provides  that  rates  of  charges,  on  the  various  railroad  iines  in  this  State  shall  be  gradu- 
ated in  a  certain  manner.    Under  this  section  the  railroad  companies  were  to  tiz  the 
tharges.    The  main  object  of  the  section  seems  to  have  been,  however,  to  secure  uniform 
rates  throughout  the  State,  and  to  prevent  discrimination.    One  rate  of  charges  is  estab- 
lished for  a  distance  of  one  hundrea  miles  or  over;  one  rate  for  a  distance  of  seventy-five 
and  less  than  one  hundred  miles,  to  be  not  more  than  10  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  first  rate, 
etc.    The  section,  therefore,  has  an  object  of  its  own,  which  is  distinct  from  that  of  any 
section  in  the  new  Constitution.    Now,  using  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  foregoing  cases, 
have  the  sections  of  the  new  Constitution,  and  particularly  Sections  22  and  23  of  Article 
Xll,**  scope  to  operate,  and  an  apparent  purpose  of  their  own,  without  working  a  repeal 
of*'  Section  489,  Civil  Co<1e  ?    The  answer  seems  plain.    By  the  new  Constitution,  the  work 
a  of  fixing  rates  and  charges  was  taken  from  the  railroad  companies  and  conferred  upon 
vour  honorable  body,  but  vour  action  should  be  subject,  as  that  of  the  companies  was 
before  1S79,  to  the  rules  laid  down  in  Section  489.    Your  honorable  body  have,  the  most 
important  duties  to  perform  under  the  new  Constitution,  even  if  the  limitation  prescribed 
by  said  section  remain  in  force.    On  the  other  hand,  there  is  reason  for  the  section,  which 
is  not  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  new  Constitution  referred  to.    This  construction 
of  Section  489  and  of  tne  new  Constitution  is  "reasonable,"  and  it  is  possible  to  reconcile 
and  harmonize  the  prior  and  subsequent  enactment  in  this  way.    It  is  to  be  presumed 
Ihat  the  Constitutional  Convention  and  the  people,  in  framing  and  in  ratifying  the  new 
Constitution,  had  the  former  law  in  view,  and,  no  express  repeal  having  been  made,  and 
the  former  and  later  enactment  being  susceptible  to  such  interpretation  as  we  have  given» 
boUi  must  stand  together  as  the  law  of  the  State. 

It  is  not  true  that  the  constitutional  provisions  cover  the  entire  ground.  We  have 
shown  suificient  reason  for  the  enactment  of  the  section  outside  of  any  purpose  which 
actuated  the  framers  of  that  instrument.  The  following  from  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  is  in  direct  point:  "A  repeal  by  implication  must  be  by  necessary  implication,  for 
it  is  not  sufficient  to  establish  that  subsequent  laws  cover  some^  or  even  all,  tne  cases  pro- 
vided for  by  it,  for  they  may  be  merely  affirmative,  or  cumulative,  or  auxiliary."

Section  489  and  the  new  Constitution  are  not,  then,  inconsistent.  The  repugnanc^^  is 
not  plain  and  manifest,  the  conflict  is  not  irreconcilable.  On  the  contrary,  reconciliation 
uid  harmony  are  possible,  and  that  upon  a  reasonable  construction.

AR(iUMENT. 

The  defendant  avers  that  the  rale  of  ?1  per  ton  per  carload  lots  from  San  Pra' 
San  Bruno  (shipper  loading  and  unloading)  cannot  be  reduced  and  leave  defend 
margin  of  prolil  for  the  service — distance  fourteen  miles. 

It  has  been  proved  conclusivelv  by  letters  in  vour  [Mjssession  from  the  Snperir 
and  attorney  of  the  defendant,  tliat  freight  cars  generally  go  empty  from  San  P 
NriutliwanI  and  past  San  Bruno.  It  would,  therefore,  be  greatly  to  the  interes 
defendant  to  secure  more  freight  bv  reilucing  rates  on  freight  southward  from  I 
as  well  as  to  leave  off  curs  at  Kan  BriiMoin  coming  north,  and  thus  be  relieved  fr.> 
porting  freight  over  the  only  beavv  grade  on  their  Coast  Division  road,  and  for  i 
allowance  is  now  made. 

We  can  ascertain  the  relative  value  of  the  service  of  tbiscompany's  Coast  Divis 
by  comparing  the  service  and  charges  of  other  roads  of  our  country  witli  its  chni 
Ilina  approach  the  question  an  to  what  defendant  can  do  profitably.    The  aver^^ 
tier  ton  per  mile  of  all  the  roads  in  tbe  United  StiiteH,  according  to  Poor's  Miir 
best  authority,  is  less  than  1  cent,  viz.:  .WT  of  1  cent,  which  includes  all  classes  of 
and  small  as  well  as  large  quantities,  with  warehousing  and  handling,  while  raai 
charge  much  less,  or  as  follows:  New  York  Central,  .TT  of  1  cent;  Peiinsvlvania, . 
York.  Lake  Erie,  and  Western,  .(Ki;  Philadelphia  and  Krie.  .51 ;  Lake  Shore  and  Mii-liina 
.(B;  Michigan  Central,  .'S;  Chicago,  Rock   Island,  and   Pacific,  .93;  Pittsburg  and  tin 
Wayne,  .*H;  or  an  average  for  tbe  above  eight  rouc^  of  about  .08  of  u  cent  for  all  kindii 
ipiantilies  of  freight.

tri.'ight,as  well  as  short  and  long  hauls,  and  uuiounts  to  less  than  50  per  cent  on  the  lui 

r,  on  the  Caiiadian  Pacific  Railroad,  their  charges  on  1" 
tetition,  riinges  on  farmers"  produce  ot  various  kind-t  fn 
,.!.;  Mj.ni  ui  n  i;mii.  [ler  uiii  [ler  mile,  according  to  distance;  and  yet,  notwiihslandinpi 
niiscttied  condition  of  that  country,  severe  winters,  and  heavy  grades,  they  report  (b 
earnings  for  the  past  year  to  be  3|  [>er  cent  on  their  capital  stock. 

The  combination  rate  on  grain  from  Chicago  to  New  York,  about  one  thousanil  mil 
is  (a  per  ton,  or  one  Inilf  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  and  apiiears  to  give  entire  siiiiif»oii 
to  (be  eastern  roads,  for  the  reason,  no  doubt,  that  the  rate  has  generally  ruled  lowei. 
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j^tli  ^ese  facts  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  the  foliowinef  furnished  by  the  Inter- 
y  Commerce  Commission  for  the  year  1888,  and  relating  to  the  operations  of  136,883.53 
fki  of  road,  is  measurably  correct,"  but,  perhaps,  higher  in  average  than  if  the  whole 
■fcl>er  of  miles  in  operation  were  reported :

tFour  Secretary.  Mr.  Qaskill.  shows  that  the  coal  usectin  a  mile  run  of  defendant's  train 
Mijct^r-seven  and  twenty-eight  one  hundredths  pounds,  which,  at  $6  72  per  ton,  the  cost 
»tba^  company  would  be,  at  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  pounds  per  ton,  about 
ioents  per  mile  for  a  full  train  of  cars. 

Tbese  ngures  are  instructive,  especiallv  to  the  people  of  California,  whose  experience  in 
Sroading  is  limited.  That  f  reignt  could  be  carried  at  a  cost  of  one  half  cent  per  ton  per 
iHe  seems  incredible,  and  yet  from  the  best  authorities  we  have  on  the  subject,  there  is  a 
jtr  i>rofit  to  many  roads  at  that  rate. 

e  rate  of  freight  to  San  Jos6,  according  to  the  defendant's  schedule,  on  grain,  carload 
loaded  by  shipper,  is^|l  75  per  ton,  or  3^  cents  per  ton  per  mile  for  fifty  miles  to  this 
r^ .  or  more  man  seven  times  the  average  cost  to  them.  This  portion  of  defendant's  road 
Atmost  a  dead  level,  except  the  grade  from  San  Bruno  north,  and  yet  the  same  charge 
made  to  San  Bruno  from  San  Jos^,  a  distance  of  thirty-six  miles  on  a  dead  level,  and 
c^  equals  4.86  cents  per  mile,  or  nearly  ten  times  the  probable  cost  of  the  service. 
i.  A  few  years  aeo  the  orchardists  of  Santa  Clara  County,  in  order  to  utilize  the  ground  in 
^eir  young  orcnards,  planted  many  acres  of  squash  and  raised  hundreds  of  tons  more 
Iban  could  he  used  in  tneir  county.  They  sought  a  market  for  the  surplus  at  San  Bruno 
■PhI  this  city,  and  could  have  sold  many  hundred  tons  that  rotted  in  the  field  had  the 
Veif^bt  been'reduced  to  3  cents  per  ton  per  mile  to  San  Bruno. 

Trom  defendant's  report  to  the  Interstate  Commission  the  cost  of  running  a  freight 
train  one  mile  is  $1  17,  and  on  such  a  level  road  as  that  to  San  Jos6,  two  hundred  tons 
alioiild  not  be  rated  as  a  heavy  load  for  ^one  locomotive.  Now,  the  distance  being  fifty 
miles,  the  total  cost  would  be  $58  50  for  a  train  load,  and  the  net  profit  would  be  |291  50 
each  trip.  Estimating  the  cost  per  ton  per  mile  at  one  half  cent,  which  is  liberal,  or  25 
cents  per  ton  to  San  Jos^,  fifty  miles,  the  cost  of  a  train  load  would  be  $50,  and  the  receipts 
$3.10,  or  just  $300  profit  on  grain.  And  if  we  add  50  per  cent  more  for  classified  goods, 
the  profit  would  be  $475  over  cost  on  one  train  load. 

Now,  applying  this  condition  to  the  thirty-six  miles  between  San  Jos^  and  San  Bruno, 
we  have  two* hundred  tons  at  $1  75  per  ton  equals  $350  for  grain,  cost  to  defendant;  two 
bundred  tons  at  18  cents,  or  one  half  cent  per  ton,  $36,  leaving  a  profit  of  $314,  or  $489  for 
classified  goods  over  operating  cost.    The  cnarges,  therefore,  are  on  classified  goods  $10  50 

Ser  train  per  mile,  or  ten  times  as  much  as  the  average  cost  of  the  roads  of  the  United 
tates  for  a  like  service,  and  within  a  portion  of  nine  times  as  mnch  as  the  cost  is 
admitted  to  be  by  defendant  on  its  Pacific  system  of  roads,  which  includes,  of  course,  its 
heavy  mouutein  grades. 

The  rate  on  gram,  you  will  notice,  from  San  Jos4  to  San  Bruno,  is  $1  75  per  ton;  for 
thirty-six  mUes  of  service,  is  at  the  rate  of  4^-^  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  or  nearly  ten  times 
the  cost  of  the  service;  and  the  rate  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Bruno — $1  for  fourteen 
miles— equals  over  fourteen  times  the  cost  And  when  you  consider  the  charge  of  $1  per 
ton  to  Ocean  View,  a  distance  of  seven  miles  from  the  city,  you  will  no  doubt  be  sur- 
prised to  find  the  rate  is  nearly  twenty-nine  times  the  average  cost  of  railway  freight 
service. 

The  average  annual  net  earnings,  as  set  forth  in  Poor's  Manual,  of  the  railroads  of  the 

United  States  is  $2,045  per  mile;  the  net  earnings  of  defendant's  Pacific  Svstem,  $3,050  83; 

those  of  the  Central  Pacific  alone  being  $1,561  86.  and  of  the  Union  Pacific,  $4,451  89.    The 

net  earnings  of  defendant's  Pacific  System  is  50  per  cent  greater  than  the  average  of  the 

United  States,  and  is  about  6  per  cent  on  a  cost  or  $50,000  per  mile  of  road.    The  earnings 

of  the  Central  Pacific  are  125per  cent  more  than  the  average  of  other  roads,  and  e(}uals 

about  5  per  cent  on  a  cost  of  $90,000  per  mile  of  road.    The  figures  for  the  Coast  Division 

are  not  given  separately,  but  we  may  safely  estimate  that  its  earnings  per  mile  are  fully 

an  average  of  the  whole  system,  or  $3,050  83  per  mile;  and  as  the  roadbed  is  nearly  level, 

the  cost  of  the  road  and  equipment  at  $20,000  per  mile  would  no  doubt  be  a  full  figure. 

These  figures  would  show  that  the  net  earnings  would  be  about  15  per  cent  on  cost  of  road, 

but  judging  from  their  schednle  rates,  and  the  rate  of  3  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  which  the 

defendant  admits,  we  can  fairly  say  that  the  actual  rates  collected  on  the  Coast  Division 

Ibe  are  far  greater  than  reported.    You  will  find  the  average  of  their  schedule  rates  within 

the  first  hundred  miles  south  from  this  city,  for  the  nineteen  principal  stations,  to  be  4^j^ 

cents  on  grain  per  ton  per  mile,  or  on  all  goods  at  a  50  per  cent  higher  rate,  7^^  cents  per 

mile,  or  two  and  one  half  times  as  much  as  the  mile  rate  defendant  admits  in  their  report 

to  the  "Manual."    Now  if  the  amount  they  admit,  $3,050  83  per  mile,  be  increased  two  and 

one  half  times  to  correspond  with  their  schedule  rates,  we  would  have  $7,627  06  per  mile, 

or  a  profit  of  over  33J  per  cent  per  mile  net  on  cost  of  road  over  operating  expenses.

defendant's  reply. 

(Orally  delivered  by  H.  V.  Morehouse.) 

May  it  please  your  Honors:  In  reply  to  Mr.  Sneath's  written  argument,  and  also  to  the 
li»timony  of  the  witnesses  presented  by  him  this  morning,  permit  me  to  say,  that  1  am 
glad  that  this  is  the  final  chapter  in  this  hearing. 

We  were  summoned  to  appear,  under  a  complaint  of  Mr.  Sneath.    To  that  complaint 
we  filed  a  verified  answer,  and  the  cause  was  set  for  trial.    At  the  time  appointed  we 
appeared  and  testimony  was  taken,  and  the  cause  was  submitted,  but  behold  Mr.  Sneath 
amends  his  complaint  with  new  charges,  which  we  again  answered.    He  then  came  again 
mto  Court,  and  subpcenaed  some  twelve  witnesses  to  prove,  as  he  says,  that  the  giant 
monopoly,  the  defenaant,  is  trespassing  upon  the  farmers,  and  that  the  farmers  are  com- 
plaining.   How  has  he  snown  this?    By  presenting  twelve  commission  merchants  and 
not  one  farmer,  because,  as  he  says,  the  farmers  don't  know  enough,  and  can't  explain 
•  their  grievances.    I  submit  that  he  has  not  proven  his  charge.    No  farmer  complains. 
The  proof  is  clear  that  the  hay  and  barley  crop  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  poor,  and 
the  prevailing  market  price  below  the  maximum  cost  of  production,  and  that  if  the  defend- 
ant had  carried  the  products  of  the  farm  for  nothing,  the  farmers  would  not  have  shipped 
either  hay  or  barley,  the  two  articles  of  shipment  complained  of  by  Mr.  Sneath.    Tnen 
this  testimony  of  witnesses  needs  no  farther  answer  from  us,  as  it  proves  nothing,  and 
shows  that  Mr.  Sneath  is  entirely  mistaken  and  is  actuated  by  some  other  motive  than 
the  wants  of  the  farmers. 

The  next  point  urged  by  Mr.  Sneath  has  no  merit,  because  Section  489  of  the  Civil  Code 
of  this  State  has  long  since  been  repealed,  not  by  implication,  but  directly  by  the  adoption 
of  the  new  Constitution  of  this  State.    That  Section  489  is  inconsistent  with  the  new 
Constitution  seems  to  me  puerile  to  deny,  for  the  Constitution  has  organized  your  hon- 
orable body  for  the  very  purpose  of  fixing  rates  and  charges,  both  of  fares  and  freigbts. 
This  question  is  now  taken  from  the  Legislature  and  from  the  railroad  company  and 
given  to  you,  so  that  neither  the  Legislature  nor  the  defendant  has  any  power  to  fix  rates 
of  charges.    For  instance,  Section  489  says:  "All  railroad  corporations  must  fix  and  pub- 
lish their  rates  of  charges,"  etc.    Now  then,  under  the  new  Constitution,  the  railroad  can 
not  fix  rates  of  charges  at  all.    Is  not  this  an  inconsistency  ?    The  statute  gives  the  rail- 
road the  right  to  fix  charges,  but  the  Constitution  gives  you  the  right.    Thus  the  statute 
conflicts  with  the  Constitution  and  must  fall.    Besides,  there  is  not  now  a  single  schedule 
of  rates  of  charges  since  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution,  in  use  by  the  defendant, 
but  that  you  have  made  and  compelled  the  defendant  to  put  in  use.    Can  Mr.  Sneath  deny 
that?    Can  you  deny  it?    No.    Then  why  does  any  sane  man,  actuated  by  honorable 
motives,  claim  that  tne  defendant  must  disobey  the  imperative  orders  and  decrees  of  your 
honorable  body  and  subject  itself  to  the  action  of  damages  provided  for  in  the  new  Con- 
stitution?   I  need  not  review  the  authorities  cited  by  Mr.  Sneath,  because  I  do  not  deny 
that  the  Courts  do  not  favor  repeals  by  implication.    But  here  is  no  implication,  no  doubt, 
but  an  express  repeal,  by  actually  prohioiting  the  railroad  company,  defenaant,  from 
making,  adopting,  or  putting  in  use  any  schedule  of  rates  other  than  such  schedule  as  you 
shall  command ;  and  this  defendant  is  obeying  and  using  your  schedule.    Does  Mr.  Sneath 
deny  that?    No.    Does  not  Mr.  Sneath  know  that  your  fates  when  fixed  are  conclusively 
nut  and  re€uonablef    Does  he  not  know  that  he  comes  in  this  form,  that  is,  before  vour 
nonorable  body,  and  enters  his  complaint?    Why  don't  he  go  to  the  Legislature?    Why 
does  he  not  enter  the  Courts  for  the  relief  he  claims?    Because  he  knows  that  under  the 
Conatitiition  this  whole  question  of  rates  has  been  taken  from  the  Courts  and  from  the 
Legislature  and  given  to  your  honorable  body.    Then,  sirs,  by  his  very  acts  he  admits 
that  Section  489  has  ceased  to  be  the  law  of  the  land.    This  shows  not  only  the  inconsist- 
ency of  the  statute  with  the  Constitution,  but  also  shows  the  inconsistency  of  Mr.  Sneath.

I  need  not  argue  this  proposition  further,  for  the  whole  law  of  the  case,  as  to  the  rep-ea^l  f^ 
Section  489,  is  fully  .^et  forth  in  my  brief  on  file  herein,  and  1  need  not  worry  your  patieis*  s 
with  further  review  of  the  authorities. 

In  returning  to  the  cliarge  that  this  company's  rate  of  $1  per  ton  for  carload  freiizht* 
from  San  Francisco  to  San  Brinio  is  an  excessive  one,  Mr.  Sneath  gives  you  elaborate  nz- 
ures  drawn  from  Poor's  Manual,  and  other  sources,  as  to  the  average  charge  for  ruoviiig 
freight  upon  "all  the  roads  in  the  United  States."'  Is  there  anything  in  this  beyond  s-^ 
attempt  on  his  part  to  impose  upon  the  credulity  of  the  public  and  to  mislead  your  honor- 
able body?  He  seeks  to  prove  that  there  is  a  reasonable  margin  of  profit  in  niovinir 
freight  at  the  rate  of  ^V/n  ^^  1  ^^^^^  P^r  m\\e  per  ton.  This  would  give  u.s  from  Snn  t  rmf  •- 
Cisco  to  San  Bruno,  a  distance  of  fourteen  miles,  a  rate  of  not  quite  $1  27  jx^r  carIoii»-i  «.-f 
ten  tons.  We  certaiidy  are  unwilling  to  tax  the  patience  of  your  honorable  b<Kly  by  fnr- 
ther  illustrations  of  the  absurdity  of  such  arguments.  Mr.  Sneath  also  draws  upon  sta- 
tistics furnished  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  to  show  that  the  averape  c*><T 
of  running  a  freight  train  in  California  is  $1  17  per  mile.  If  the  Interstate  Commerrc 
Commission  has  succeeded  in  ascertaining  the  cost  of  moving  freight  trains  upon  a  i«ine*e 
track  road,  it  has  accomplished  something  which  has  heretofore  been  regarded  as  irrip>:>>- 
sible  by  practical  railroad  men,  and  which  has  baffled  the  efforts  of  the  most  expert  rzifi- 
way  accountiints  in  this  country.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  these  gentleiuen  in  their  \&^x 
report  (Kep.  1888,  p.  fi7)  admit  that  the  apportionment  of  expenses  between  the  pas^en^tr 
and  freight  service  must,  to  a  large  extent,  be  '*  upon  some  arbitrary  rule.*'  fc>o  arbitrary 
is  the  ride  adopted,  that  no  railroad  man  would  feel  safe  in  using  the  figures  deduced  fruni 
its  application. 

As  to  Mr.  Sneath's  specific  allegation,  that  squash  could  not  be  shipped  from  Santa  Clara 
Count}*^  on  account  or  the  high  rate  of  charges  charged  by  this  company :  At  the  time 
referred  to  (in  1885)  we  gave  shippers  of  this  article  at  San  Jos6  and  Santa  Clara  reiu*  ed 
rates  to  San  Francisco,  San  Bruno,  and  other  dairy  points,  and  under  these  rate^j  sever_l 
thousand  tons  were  marketed  at  a  reasonable  profit  to  producers,  and  the  surplus  pretty 
effectually  disposed  of.  The  principal  shippers  were  consulted,  and  practicidly  fixed  the 
rates  themselves. 

Plaintiff's  rambling  statement  as  to  rates,  earnings,  etc.,  has  been  answered  by  u^  in 
the  earlier  stages  of  the  case,  and  we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  submit  any  further  fig- 
ures in  support  of  the  fact  that  this  company's  charges  are  just  and  reasonable,  and  com- 
pare very  favorably  with  rates  charged  by  other  California  and  many  eastern  roads  for 
eqiial  distances. 

rlaintiff*'s  allegation  that  the  "excessively  high  rate  of  charges  on  this  road  are  impov- 
erishing the  farming  class,  and  greatly  retarding  the  general  prosperity  of  the  State*  is 
the  product  of  his  own  fertile  imagination,  and  we  believe  your  honorable  body  will  agree 
with  us  that  he  has  signally  failed  to  establish  this  fact  by  his  own  witnesses,  summoned 
for  that  purpose,  and  who  testified  at  the  last  hearing  of  the  case.  It  is  a  fact  beyond 
dispute  tnat  the  farmers  owning  land  along  the  line  ot  the  Coast  Division  are  grenerally 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  The  substantial  farm  houses  and  barns,  the  well  fenced 
fields,  the  fine  county  and  private  roads,  the  numerous  school  houses  and  churches  to  be 
seen  on  every  hand,  are  all  evidences  of  prosperity,  which  cannot  fail  to  impress  the  mi>«t 
casual  observer,  and  which  convict  Mr.  Sneath  with  coloring  his  statement  to  suii  the 
exigencies  of  his  case. 

We  cannot  frame  a  serious  reply  to  Mr.  Sneath's  eloquent  harangue  as  to  the  fearfnl 
results  to  flow  from  the  continued  operation  of  this  road,  unless  rates  are  made  in  accord- 
ance with  his  ideas.  The  part  which  this  road  has  played  in  the  development  of  the  coun- 
try through  which  it  runs,  and  the  great  material  wealth  which  it  has  adaed  to  the  rei^ources 
of  the  State,  are  too  well  known  to  the  members  of  your  honorable  body.  But  the  honor- 
able gentleman  makes  us  smile  when  he  talks  of  "grim,  hollow-eyed  poverty,  and  wild, 
unclad  children,  which  shall  be  seen  among  the  wrecks  of  uncared-for  tenements^  along 
the  line  of  defendant's  road." 

Indeed,  who  has  made  prosperity  possible  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Marguerit:i?    It 
was  not  Mr.  Sneath,  but  it  was  the  defendant  company.    This  great  enterprise  opened  up 
the  valleys  of  the  coast  and  planted  the  wealth  of  San  Mateo  and  Santa  Clara  Counties 
along  its  road.    What  would  San  Jos^  be  to-day  but  a  little  country  village  had  it  not  been 
for  the  defendant  company?     What  has  changed  the  great  plains  of  Santa  Clara,  Gilroy, 
San  Benito,  Pajaro,  and  Salinas,  from  lands  over  wdiich  roamed  great  herds  of  Sp.'inish 
cattle,  and  planted  them  w^ith  beautiful  towns,  filled  them  with  thousands  of  people,  and 
increased  tne  wealth  from  nothing  to  colossal  fortunes  and  opened  up  a  market  for  the 
labor  of  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  people?    This  defendant.    Who  came  into  Monterey 
and  opened  up  a  pleasure  resort  which  added  millions  to  the  wealth  of  the  countv  nnd 
advertised  California  to  the  civilized  world?    This  defendant.    Who  has  enriched   Mr. 
Sneath  and  made  it  possible  for  him  to  sell  the  milk  of  a  dairy  of  one  thousand  four  hun- 
dred cows,  by  bringing  into  San  Francisco  thousands  and  thousands  of  people  to  buy  the 
products  of  his  dairy  ?    This  defendant.    Why,  sirs,  Mr.  Sneath  has  grown  rich  through  the 
agency  of  this  road,  and  his  florid  talk  of  hollow-eyed  poverty,  rotting  products  of  the 
soil,  weeping  children,  crying  babies,  should  in  fact  be  applied  only  to  the  weeping  children 
and  crynig  babies  who  are  yelling  with  all  their  might  for  the  good,  sweet  milk  of  Mr. 
Sneath's  dairy.    He  has  mistaken  his  theme.    But  I  need  not  talk  longer.    I  have  no  fear 
of  the  terrible  results  seen  by  Mr.  Sneath  through  his  diseased  imagination.    Neither  has 
Mr.  Sneath  nor  you.    I,  therefore,  submit  this  cause  in  the  full  belief  that  you  wiU  ^ive 
judgment  dismissing  the  case.

Nkw  Road  put  iw  Operation— Ceniroi  Pacific  Railroad.— On  October  20, 1888,  the  Alameda 
local  track  was  removed  on  Alice  Street,  causing  a  reduction  in  mileage  of  ,Va  ^^  a  mile. 

Northern  Railway. — On  May  31,  1888,  the  line  from  Napa  Junction  to  Santa  Ko«n  was 
opened  for  business,  36.70  miles.  The  following  lines  were  opened  for  business  on  July  1,

Important  Changes  During  the  Year. 

Change  of  Road.— On  October  20, 1888,  the  Alameda  local  track  on  Alice  Street,  OakUDi 
was  removed,  reducing  the  mileage  Mj  miles. 

Funded  Debt— On  May  1, 1888,  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Income  bonds  matured,  and 
on  July  1, 1888,  the  extended  California  State  Aid  bonds  matured.  Provision  for  tbe^y- 
ment  of  these  bonds  had  been  made  by  existing  sinking  funds,  which  contained  soffioeflk 
amounts  to  meet  all  of  the  bonds.  The  former  were  all  redeemed ;  of  the  latter,  $5jX0stJS. 
remain  in  the  fund  to  meet  |5,000  California  State  Aid  bonds  when  presented  for  redemp* 
tion.

Abstracts  of  Laws  of  States  Creating  Rail- 
road Commission,  showing  Powers  and  Duties. 


AN  ACT  TO  REGULATE  COMMERCE. 

[As  amended  March  2, 1889.] 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  provieions  of  this  Act 
shall  apply  to  any  common  carrier  or  carrierB  engaged  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  railroad,  or  partly  by  railroad  and 
partly  by  water  when  both  are  used,  under  a  common  control,  manage- 
ment, or  arrangement,  for  a  continuous  carriage  or  shipment,  from  one  State 
or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  any  other 
State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or 
from  any  other  place  in  the  United  States  to  an  adjacent  foreign  country, 
or  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  country  to  any 
other  place  in  the  United  States,  and  also  to  the  transportation  in  like 
manner  of  property  shipped  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  to  a  for- 
eign country  and  carried  from  such  place  to  a  port  of  transshipment,  or 
shipped  from  a  foreign  country  to  any  place  in  the  United  States  and  car- 
ried to  such  place  from  a  port  of  entry  either  in  the  United  States  or  an 
adjacent  foreign  country;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  or  to  the 
receiving,  delivering,  storage,  or  handling  of  property,  wholly  within  one 
State,  and  not  shipped  to  or  from  a  foreign  country  from  or  to  any  State  or 
Territory  as  aforesaid. 

The  term  ^'  railroad  "  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include  all  bridges  and 
ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection  with  any  railroad,  and  also  all  the 
road  in  use  by  any  corporation  operating  a  railroad,  whether  owned  or 
operated  under  a  contract,  agreement,  or  lease;  and  the  term  "transporta- 
tion "  shall  include  all  instrumentalities  of  shipment  or  carriage. 

All  charges  made  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property  as  aforesaid,  or  in  connection 
therewith,  or  for  the  receiving,  delivering,  storage,  or  handling  of  such 
property,  shall  be  reasonable  and  just;  and  every  unjust  and  unreasonable 
charge  for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  drawback,  or  other 
device,  charge,  demand,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a 
greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  service  renderea,  or  to  be  rendered,  in 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  than  it  charges,  demands,  collects,  or  receives  from  any  other  person 
or  persons  for  doing  for  him  or  them  a  like  and  contemporaneous  service  in 
the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic  under  substantially  similar  cir- 
cumstances and  conditions,  such  common  carrier  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  unjust  discrimination,  which  is  hereby  prohibited  and  declared  to  be 
unlawful. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  to  make  or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  prefer- 
ence or  advantage  to  any  particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation,  or 
locality,  #r  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  in  any  respect  whatsoever, 
or  to  subject  any  particular  person,  company, -firm,  corporation,  or  locality, 
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or  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  to  any  undue  or  unreasonable  preju- 
dice or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatsoever. 

Every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall,  accord- 
ing to  their  respective  powers,  afford  all  reasonable,  proper,  and  equal 
facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic  between  their  respective  lines,  and 
for  the  receiving,  forwarding,  and  delivering  of  passengers  and  property  to 
and  from  their  several  lines  and  those  connecting  therewith,  and  snall'not 
discriminate  in  their  rates  and  charges  between  such  connecting  lines;  but 
this  shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  any  such  common  carrier  to  give 
the  use  of  its  tracks  or  terminal  facilities  to  another  carrier  engaged  in  like 
business. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  in  the 
S'ggregate  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  of  like  kind  of  property, 
under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  for  a  shorter 
than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  in  the  same  direction,  the 
shorter  being  included  within  the  longer  distance;  but  this  shall  not  be 
construed  as  authorizing  any  common  carrier  within  the  terms  of  this  Act 
to  charge  and  receive  as  great  compensation  for  a  shorter  as  for  a  longer 
distance;  provided,  however,  that  upon  application  to  the  Commission 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  such  common  carrier  may,  in 
special  cades,  after  investigation  by  the  Commission,  be  authorized  to 
charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  property;  and  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe the  extent  to  which  such  designated  common  carrier  may  be  relieved 
from  the  operation  of  this  section  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  to  enter  into  any  contract,  agreement,  or  combina- 
tion with  any  other  common  carrier  or  carriers  for  the  pooling  of  freights 
of  different  and  competing  railroads,  or  to  divide  between  them  the  aggre- 
gate or  net  proceeds  of  the  earnings  of  such  railroads,  or  any  portion  thereof; 
and  in  any  case  of  an  agreement  for  the  pooling  of  freights  as  aforesaid, 
each  day  of  its  continuance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  6.  (Amended,)  That  every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Act  shall  print  and  keep  open  to  public  inspection  schedules 
showing  the  rates  and  fares  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers and  property  which  any  such  common  carrier  has  established  and 
which  are  in  force  at  the  time  upon  its  route.  The  schedules  printed  as 
aforesaid  by  any  such  common  carrier  shall  plainly  state  the  places  upon 
its  railroad  between  which  property  and  passengers  will  be  carried,  and 
shall  contain  the  classification  of  freight  in  force,  and  shall  also  state  sep- 
arately the  terminal  charges,  and  any  rules  or  regulations  which  in  any 
wise  change,  affect,  or  determine  any  part  or  the  aggregate  of  such  afore- 
said rates  and  fares  and  charges.  Such  schedules  shall  be  plainly  printed 
in  large  type,  and  copies  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  posted  in  two 
public  and  conspicuous  places,  in  every  depot,  station,  or  office  of  such 
carrier  where  passengers  or  freight,  respectively,  are  received  for  transport!- 
tion,  in  such  form  that  they  shall  be  accessible  to  the  public  and  can  he 
conveniently  inspected. 

Any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  receiving 
freight  in  the  United  States  to  be  carried  through  a  foreign  country  to  any 
place  in  the  United  States,  shall  also  in  like  manner  print  and  keep  open 
to  public  inspection,  at  every  depot  or  office  where  such  freight  is  received 
for  shipment,  schedules  showing  the  through  rates  established  and  charsed 
by  such  common  carrier  to  all  points  in  the  United  States  beyond  the  lor 
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eign  country  to  which  it  accepts  freight  for  shipment;  and  any  freight 
shipped  from  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  country  into  the  United 
States,  the  through  rate  on  which  shall  not  have  been  made  public  as 
required  by  this  Act,  shall,  before  it  is  admitted  into  the  United  States 
from  said  loreign  country,  be  subject  to  customs  duties  as  if  said  freight 
were  of  foreign  production;  and  any  law  in  conflict  with  this  section  is 
hereby  repealed. 

No  advance  shall  be  made  in  the  rates,  fares,  and  charges  which  have 
been  established  and  published  as  aforesaid  by  any  common  carrier  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  except  after  ten  days' 
public  notice,  which  shall  plainly  state  the  changes  proposed  to  be  made  in 
the  schedule  then  in  force,  and  the  time  when  the  increased  rates,  fares,  or 
charges  will  go  into  effect;  and  the  proposed  changes  shall  be  shown  by 
printing  new  schedules,  or  shall  be  plainly  indicated  upon  the  schedules 
in  force  at  the  time  and  kept  open  to  public  inspection.  Reductions  in 
such  published  rates,  fares,  or  charges  shall  only  be  made  after  three  days' . 
previous  public  notice,  to  be  given  in  the  same  manner  that  notice  of  an 
advance  in  rates  must  be  given. 

And  when  any  such  common  carrier  shall  have  established  and  pub- 
lished its  rates,  fares,  and  charges  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  common  carrier  to  charge,  demand, 
collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less  compensa- 
tion for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  or  for  any  services  in 
connection  therewith,  than  is  specified  in  sudi  published  schedules  of  rates, 
fares,  and  charges  as  may  at  the  time  be  in  force. 

Every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  file  with 
the  Commission,  hereinafter  provided  for,  copies  of  its  schedules  of  rates, 
fares,  and  charges  which  have  been  establisned  and  published  in  compli- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  and  shall  promptly  notify  said 
Commission  of  all  changes  made  in  the  same.  Every  such  common  car- 
rier shall  also  file  with  said  Commission  copies  of  all  contracts,  agreements, 
or  arrangements  with  other  common  carriers  in  relation  to  any  traffic 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  which  it  may  "be  a  party.  And  in 
cases  where  passengers  and  freight  pass  over  continuous  lines  or  routes 
operated  by  more  than  one  common  carrier,  and  the  several  common  car- 
riers operating  such  lines  or  routes  establish  joint  tariffs  of  rates  or  fares  or 
charges  for  such  continuous  lines  or  routes,  copies  of  such  joint  tariffs  shall 
also,  in  like  manner,  be  filed  with  said  Commission.  Such  joint  rates,  fares, 
and  charges  on  such  continuous  lines  so  filed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made 
public  by  such  common  carriers  when  directed  by  said  Commission,  in  so 
far  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  be  deemed  practicable; 
and  said  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  the  measure  of 
publicity  which  shall  be  given  to  such  rates,  fares,  and  charges,  or  to  such 
part  of  them  as  it  may  deem  it  practicable  for  such  common  carriers  to 
publish,  and  the  places  in  which  they  shall  be  published. 

No  advance  shall  be  made  in  joint  rates,  fares,  and  charges  shown  upon 
joint  tariffs,  except  after  ten  days'  notice  to  the  Commission,  which  shall 
plainly  state  the  changes  proposed  to  be  made  in  the  schedule  then  in 
force,  and  the  time  when  the  increased  rates,  fares,  or  charges  will  go  into 
effect.  No  reduction  shall  be  made  in  joint  rates,  fares,  and  charges,  except 
after  three  days'  notice,  to  be  given  to  the  Commission,  as  is  above  provided 
in  the  case  of  an  advance  of  joint  rates.  The  Commission  may  make  public 
such  proposed  advances,  or  such  reductions,  in  such  manner  as  may,  in  its 
judgment,  be  deemed  practicable,  and  may  prescribe  from  time  to  time 
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the  measure  of  publicity  which  common  carriers  shall  give  to  advances  or 
reductions  in  joint  tariffs. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  party  to  any  joint  tariff,  to 
charge,  demand,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or 
less  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  or  for  any 
services  in  connection  therewith,  between  any  points  as  to  which  a  joint 
rate,  fare,  or  charge  is  named  thereon,  than  is  specified  in  the  schedule  filed 
with  the  Commission  in  force  at  the  time. 

The  Commission  may  determine  and  prescribe  the  form  in  which  the 
schedules  required  by  this  section  to  be  kept  open  to  public  inspection  shall 
be  prepared  and  arranged,  and  may  change  the  form  from  time  to  time  as 
shall  be  found  expedient. 

If  any  such  common  carrier  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  file  or  publish  its 
schedules  or  tariffs  of  rates,  fares,  and  charges,  as  provided  in  this  section, 
or  any  part  of  the  same,  such  common  carrier  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
penalties  herein  prescribed,  be  subject  to  a  writ  of  mandamus,  to  be  issued 
by  any  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  judicial  district  wherein 
the  principal  office  of  said  common  carrier  is  situated,  or  wherein  such 
offense  may  be  committed,  and  if  such  common  carrier  be  a  foreign  cor- 
poration in  the  judicial  circuit  wherein  such  common  carrier  accepts  traf- 
fic and  has  an  agent  to  perform  such  service,  to  compel  compliance  with 
the  aforesaid  provisions  of  this  section;  and  such  writ  shall  issue  in  the 
name  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  at  the  relation  of  the  Commis- 
sioners appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and  that  the  failure  to 
comply  with  its  requirements  shall  be  punishable  as  and  for  a  contempt; 
and  the  said  Commissioners,  as  complainants,  may  also  apply,  in  any  such 
Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  for  a  writ  of  injunction  against  such 
common  carrier,  to  restrain  such  common  carrier  from  receiving  or  traos- 
porting  property  among  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the  United 
States,  or  between  the  United  States  and  adjacent  foreign  countries,  or 
between  porte  of  transshipment  and  of  entry  and  the  several  States  and 
Territories  of  the  United  States,  as  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this 
Act,  until  such  common  carrier  shall  have  complied  with  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  this  section  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  to  enter  into  any  combination,  contract,  or  agree- 
ment, expressed  or  implied,  to  prevent,  by  change  of  time  schedule,  car- 
riage in  different  cars,  or  by  other  means  or  devices,  the  carriage  of  freights 
from  being  continuous  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the  place  of  destina- 
tion; and  no  break  of  bulk,  stoppage,  or  interruption  maae  by  such  com- 
mon carrier  shall  prevent  the  carriage  of  freights  from  being  and  being 
treated  as  one  continuous  carriage  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the  place 
of  destination,  unless  such  break,  stoppage,  or  interruption  was  maae  in 
good  faith  for  some  necessary  purpose,  and  without  any  intent  to  avoid  or 
unnecessarily  interrupt  such  continuous  carriage  or  to  evade  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  case  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  do,  cause  to  be  done,  or  permit  to  be  done,  any  act,  matter, 
or  thing  in  this  Act  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  shall  omit  to 
do  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  in  this  Act  required  to  be  done,  such  common 
carrier  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  or  persons  injured  thereby  for  the  fiill 
amount  of  damages  sustained  in  consequence  of  any  such  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  together  with  a  reasonable  counsel  or  attorney's  fee, 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Court  in  every  case  of  recovery,  which  attorney's  fee 
shall  be  taxed  and  collected  as  part  of  the  coste  in  the  case. 
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Sec.  9.  That  any  person  or  persons  claiming  to  be  damaged  by  any 
common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  may  either  make 
complaint  to  the  Commission  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  or  may  bring 
Buit  in  his  or  their  own  behalf  for  the  recovery  of  the  damages  for  which 
such  common  carrier  may  be  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in 
any  District  or  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion; but  such  person  or  persons  shall  not  have  the  right  to  pursue  both 
of  said  remedies,  and  must  in  each  case  elect  which  one  of  the  two 
methods  of  procedure  herein  provided  for  he  or  they  will  adopt.  In  any 
such  action  brought  for  the  recovery  of  damages  the  Court  before  which 
the  same  shall  be  pending  may  compel  any  director,  oflBcer,  receiver,  trus- 
tee, or  agent  of  the  corporation  or  company  defendant  in  such  suit  to  at- 
tend, appear,  and  testify  in  such  case,  and  may  compel  the  production  of 
the  books  and  papers  of  such  corporation  or  company  party  to  any  such 
suit;  the  claim  that  any  such  testimony  or  evidence  may  tend  to  criminate 
the  person  giving  such  evidence  shall  not  excuse  such  witness  from  tes- 
tifying, but  such  evidence  or  testimony  shall  not  be  used  against  such  per- 
son on  the  trial  of  any  criminal  proceeding. 

Sec.  10.  (Amended,)  That  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  pro- 
rifiions  of  this  Act,  or,  whenever  such  common  carrier  is  a  corporation, 
any  director  or  officer  thereof,  or  anv  receiver,  trustee,  lessee,  agent,  or 
person  acting  for  or  employed  by  sucn  corporation,  who,  alone  or  with  any 
other  corporation,  company,  person,  or  party,  shall  willfully  do  or  cause 
to  be  done,  or  shall  willingly  suffer  or  permit  to  be  done,  any  act,  matter, 
or  thing  in  this  Act  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  who  shall 
aid  or  abet  therein,  or  shall  willfully  omit  or  fail  to  do  any  act,  matter,  or 
thing  in  this  Act  required  to  be  done,  or  shall  cause  or  willingly  suffer  or 

Sermit  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  so  directed  or  required  by  this  Act  to  be 
one  not  to  be  so  done,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  any  such  omission  or  failure, 
or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  infraction  of  this  Act,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  therein, 
Bhall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  any  District  Court  of  the  United  States  within  tne  jurisdiction 
of  which  such  offense  was  committed,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed 
five  thousand  dollars  for  each  offense;  provided,  that  if  the  offense  for 
which  any  person  shall  be  convicted  as  aforesaid  shall  be  an  unlawful  dis- 
crimination in  rates,  fares,  or  charges,  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
or  property,  such  person  shall,  in  addition  to  the  fine  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  be  liable  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court. 

Any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or,  whenever 
such  common  carrier  is  a  corporation,  any  officer  or  agent  thereof,  or  any 
person  acting  for  or  employed  by  such  corporation,  who,  by  means  of  false 
oilling,  false  classification,  false  weighing,  or  false  report  of  weight,  or  by 
^y  other  device  or  means,  shall  knowingly  and  willfully  assist,  or  shall 
willingly  suffer  or  permit,  any  person  or  persons  to  obtain  transportation 
^or  property  at  less  than  the  regular  rates  then  established  and  in  force  on 
the  line  of  transportation  of  such  common  carrier,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  Court  of  the 
United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction  within  the  district  in  which  such 
offense  was  committed,  be  subject  to  a  fine*  of  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  exceeding 
two  years,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  for  any  offense. 
Any  person  and  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  corporation  or  company  who 

8hall  deliver  property  for  transportation  to  any  common  carrier,  subject  to 
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the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  for  whom  as  consignor  or  consignee  any  such 
carrier  shall  transport  property,  who  shall  knowingly  and  willfully,  by 
false  billing,  false  classitication,  false  weighing,  false  representation  of  the 
contents  of  the  package,  or  false  report  of  weight,  or  by  any  other  device 
or  means,  whether  with  or  without  the  consent  or  connivance  of  the  car- 
rier, its  agent  or  agents,  obtain  transportation  for  such  property  at  leas 
than  the  regular  rates  then  established  and  in  force  on  the  line  of  trans- 
portation, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  fraud,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  Court  of  the 
United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction  within  the  district  in  which  such 
offense  was  committed,  be  subject  for  each  offense  to  a  fine  of  not  exceed- 
ing five  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term 
of  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

If  any  such  person,  or  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  such  corporation  or 
company,  shall,  by  payment  of  money  or  other  thing  of  value,  solicitation, 
or  otherwise,  induce  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  agents,  to  discriminate  unjustly  in  his,  its,  or 
their  favor  as  against  any  other  consignor  or  consignee  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  property,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  any  common  carrier  in  any  such 
unjust  discrimination,  such  person  or  such  officer  or  agent  of  such  corpo- 
ration or  company  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  Court  of  the  United  States  of  competent 
jurisdiction  within  the  district  in  which  such  offense  was  committed,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceedinj?  five  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court,  for  each  offense;  and  such  person,  corporation,  or 
company  shall  also,  together  with  said  common  carrier,  be  liable,  jointly 
or  severally,  in  an  action  on  the  case  to  be  brought  by  any  consignor  or 
consignee  discriminated  against  in  any  Court  of  the  United  States  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  for  all  damages  caused  by  or  resulting  therefrom. 

Sec.  11.  That  a  Commission  is  hereby  created  and  established  to  be 
known  as  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  which  shall  be  composed 
of  five  Commissioners,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  Commissioners  first  appointed 
under  this  Act  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of  two,  three,  four,  five, 
and  six  years,  respectively,  from  the  first  day  of  January,  anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  the  term  of  each  to  be  designated  by 
the  President;  but  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  six 
years,  except  that  anv  person  chosen  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  appointed 
only  for  the  unexpired  time  of  the  Commissioner  whom  he  shall  succeed. 
Any  Commissioner  may  be  removed  by  the  President  for  inefficiency, 
neglect  of  duty,  or  malfeasance  in  office.  Not  more  than  three  of  the  Com- 
missioners shall  be  appointed  from  the  same  political  party.  No  person 
in  the  employ  of  or  holding  any  official  relation  to  any  common  carrier 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  owning  stock  or  bonds  thereof,  or 
who  is  in  any  manner  pecuniarily  interested  therein,  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  or  hold  such  office.  Said  Commissioners  shall  not  engage  in  any 
other  business,  vocation,  or  employment.  No  vacancy  in  the  Commission 
shall  impair  the  right  of  the  remaining  Commissioners  to  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  the  Commission. 

Sec.  12.  (Amended.)  That  the  Commission  hereby  created  shall  have 
authority  to  inquire  into  the  management  of  the  business  of  all  common 
carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall  keep  itself  informed 
as  to  the  manner  and  method  in  which  the  same  is  conducted,  and  shall 
have  the  right  to  obtain  from  such  common  carriers  full  and  complete 
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iDformation  necessary  to  enable  the  Commission  to  perform  the  duties  and 
carry  out  the  objects  for  which  it  was  created;  and  the  Commission  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  execute  and  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Act;  and,  upon  the  request  of  the  Commission,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
any  District  Attorney  of  the  United  States  to  whom  the  Commission  may 
apply  to  institute  in  the  proper  Court  and  to  prosecute  under  the  direction 
of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States,  all  necessary  proceedings  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  for  the  punishment  of  all 
violations  thereof;  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  prosecution  shall  be 
paid  out  of  tlie  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the  Courts  of  the  United 
States;  and  for  tne  purposes  of  this  Act  the  Commission  shall  have  power 
to  require,  by  subpoena,  the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  all  books,  papers,  tariffs,  contracts,  agreements,  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  any  matter  under  investigation,  and  in  case  of  disobedi- 
ence to  a  subpoena,  the  Commission,  or  any  party  to  a  proceeding  before 
the  Commission,  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any  Court  of  the  United  States  in 
requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of 
books,  papers,  and  documents  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

And  any  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  United  States  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  which  such  inquiry  is  carried  on  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or 
refusal  to  obey  a  subpoena  issued  to  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  other  person,  issue  an  order  requiring  such  common 
carrier  or  other  person  to  appear  before  said  Commission  (and  produce 
books  and  papers  if  so  ordered)  and  give  evidence  touching  the  matter  in 
question;  and  any  failure  to  obey  such  order  of  the  Court  may  be  punished 
by  such  Court  as  a  contempt  thereof.  The  claim  that  any  such  testimony 
or  evidence  may  tend  to  criminate  the  person  giving  such  evidence  shall 
not  excuse  such  witness  from  testifying;  but  such  evidence  or  testimony 
shall  not  be  used  against  such  person  on  the  trial  of  any  criminal  proceeding. 

Sec.  13.  That  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  or  any 
mercantile,  agricultural,  or  manufacturing  society,  or  any  body  politic  or 
municipal  organization  complaining  of  anything  done  or  omitted  to  be 
done  by  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  contra- 
vention of  the  provisions  thereof,  may  apply  to  said  Commission  by  petition, 
which  shall  briefly  state  the  facts;  whereupon  a  statement  of  the  charges 
thus  made  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Commission  to  such  common  carrier, 
who  shall  be  called  upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint  or  to  answer  the  same  in 
writing  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  Commission.  If 
such  common  carrier,  within  the  time  specified,  shall  make  reparation  for 
the  injury  alleged  to  have  been  done,  said  carrier  shall  be  relieved  of  lia- 
bility to  the  complainant  only  for  the  particular  violation  of  law  thus  com- 
plained of.  If  such  carrier  shall  not  satisfy  the  complaint  within  the  time 
specified,  or  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  reasonable  ground  for  investigating 
Raid  complaint,  it  shall  oe  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  investigate  the 
matters  complained  of  in  such  manner  and  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem 
proper. 

Said  Commission  shall  in  like  manner  investigate  any  complaint  for- 
warded by  the  Railroad  Commissioner  or  Railroad  Commission  of  any  State 
w  Territory,  at  the  request  of  such  Commissioner  or  Commission,  and  may 
institute  any  inquiry  on  its  own  motion  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  effect  as  though  complaint  had  been  made. 

No  complaint  shall  at  any  time  be  dismissed  because  of  the  absence  of 
direct  damage  to  the  complainant. 

8kc.  14.     (Amended.)     That  whenever  an  investigation  shall  be  made 
l>y  said  Commission,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  make  a  report  in  writing  in 
15  • 
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respect  thereto,  which  shall  include  the  findings  of  fact  upon  which  the 
conclusions  of  the  Commission  are  based,  together  with  its  recommendation 
as  to  what  reparation,  if  any,  should  be  made  by  the  common  carrier  to 
any  party  or  parties  who  may  be  found  to  have  been  injured;  and  such 
findings  so  made  shall  thereafter,  in  all  judicial  proceedings,  be  deemed 
prima  facie  evidence  as  to  each  and  every  fact  found. 

All  reports  of  investigations  made  by  the  Commission  shall  be  entered 
of  record,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  party  who  may  have 
complained,  and  to  any  common  carrier  that  may  have  been  complained  of. 

The  Commission  may  provide  for  the  publication  of  its  reports  and  decis- 
ions in  such  form  and  manner  as  may  be  best  adapted  for  public  informa- 
tion and  use,  and  such  authorized  publications  shall  be  competent  evidence 
of  the  reports  and  decisions  of  the  Commission  therein  contained,  in  all 
Courts  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  several  States,  without  any  further 
proof  or  authentication  thereof.  The  Commission  may  also  cause  to  be 
printed  for  early  distribution  its  annual  reports. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  in  any  case  in  which  an  investigation  shall  be  made 
by  said  Commission  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commission,  either  by  the  testimony  of  witnesses  or  other  evidence,  that 
anything  has  been  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  of  any  law  cognizable  by  said  Commission,  by  any  common 
carrier,  or  that  any  injury  or  damage  has  been  sustained  by  the  party  or 
parties  complaining,  or  by  other  parties  aggrieved,  in  consequence  of  any 
such  violation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  forthwith  cause  a 
copy  of  its  report  in  respect  thereto  to  be  delivered  to  such  common  carrier, 
together  with  a  notice  to  said  common  carrier  to  cease  and  desist  from  such 
violation,  or  to  make  reparation  for  the  injury  so  found  to  have  been  done, 
or  both,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  Commission;  and 
if,  within  the  time  specified,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission 
that  such  common  carrier  has  ceased  from  such  violation  of  law,  and  has 
made  reparation  for  the  injury  found  to  have  been  done,  in  compliance  with 
the  report  and  notice  of  the  Commission,  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  party 
complaining,  a  statement  to  that  effect  shall  be  entered  of  record  by  the 
Commission,  and  the  said  common  carrier  shall  thereupon  be  relieved  fix)m 
further  liability  or  penalty  for  such  particular  violation  of  law. 

Sec.  16.  {Aviended.)  That  whenever  any  common  carrier,  as  defined  in 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  violate  or  refuse  or  neglect 
to  obey  or  perform  any  lawful  order  or  requirement  of  the  Commission 
created  by  this  Act,  not  founded  upon  a  controversy  requiring  a  trial  by 
jury,  as  provided  by  the  seventh  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commission  or  for  any  company 
or  person  interested  in  such  order  or  requirement,  to  apply  in  a  summary 
way,  by  petition,  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  sitting  in  equity 
in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  common  carrier  complained  of  has  its 
principal  office,  or  in  which  the  violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or 
requirement  shall  happen,  alleging  such  violation  or  disobedience  as  the 
case  may  be;  and  the  said  Court  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine 
the  matter,  on  such  short  notice  to  the  common  carrier  complained  of  as 
the  Court  shall  deem  reasonable;  and  such  notice  may  be  served  on  such 
common  carrier,  his  or  its  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Court  shall  direct;  and  said  Court  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine 
the  matter  speedily  as  a  Court  of  equity,  and  without  the  formal  plead- 
ings and  proceedings  applicable  to  ordinary  suits  in  equity,  but  in  such 
manner  as  to  do  justice  in  the  premises;  and  to  this  end  such  Court  shall 
have  power,  if  it  think  fit,  to  direct  and  prosecute,  in  such  mode  and  by 
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such  persons  as  it  may  appoint,  all  such  inquiries  as  the  Court  may  think 
needful  to  enable  it  to  form  a  just  judgment  in  the  matter  of  such  petition; 
and  on  such  hearing  the  findings  of  fact  in  the  report  of  said  Commission 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  matters  therein  stated;  and  if  it  be 
made  to  appear  to  such  Court,  on  such  hearing  or  on  report  of  any  such 
person  or  persons,  that  the  lawful  order  or  requirement  of  said  Cotnmission 
drawn  in  question  has  been  violated  or  disobeyed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
such  Court  to  issue  a  writ  of  injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatorv 
or  otherwise,  to  restrain  such  common  carrier  from  further  continuing  sucn 
violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or  requirement  of  said  Commission, 
and  enjoining  obedience  to  the  same;  and  in  case  of  any  disobedience  of 
any  such  writ  of  injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  other- 
wise, it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Court  to  issue  writs  of  attachment,  or  any 
other  process  of  said  Court  incident  or  applicable  to  writs  of  injunction  or 
other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  against  such  common  carrier, 
and  if  a  corporation,  against  one  or  more  of  the  directors,  officers,  or  agents 
of  the  same,  or  against  any  owner,  lessee,  trustee,  receiver,  or  other  person 
failing  to  obey  such  writ  of  injunction,  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory 
or  otherwise;  and  said  Court  may,  if  it  shall  think  fit,  make  an  order 
directing  such  common  carrier  or  other  person  so  disobeying  such  writ  of 
injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  pay  such 
sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  for  each  carrier  or  person  in  default  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  every  day,  after  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  order, 
that  such  carrier  or  other  person  shall  fail  to  obey  such  injunction  or  other 
proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise;  and  such  moneys  shall  be  payable 
as  the  Court  shall  direct,  either  to  the  party  complaining  or  into  Court,  to 
abide  the  ultimate  decision  of  the  Court,  or  into  the  Treasury;  and  pay- 
ment thereof  may,  without  prejudice  to  any  other  mode  of  recovering  the 
same,  be  enforced  by  attachment  or  order  in  the  nature  of  a  writ  of  execu- 
tion, in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  had  been  recovered  by  a  final  decree  in 
personam  in  such  Court.  When  the  subject  in  dispute  shall  be  of  the 
value  of  two  thousand  dollars  or  more,  either  party  to  such  proceeding 
before  said  Court  may  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
under  the  same  regulations  now  provided  by  law  in  respect  of  security  for 
such  appeal;  but  such  appeal  shall  not  operate  to  stay  or  supersede  the 
order  of  the  Court  or  the  execution  of  any  writ  or  process  thereon;  and 
such  Court  may,  in  every  such  matter,  order  the  payment  of  such  costs 
and  counsel  fees  as  shall  be  deemed  reasonable.  Whenever  any  such 
petition  shall  be  filed  or  presented  by  the  Commission  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  District  Attorney,  under  the  direction  of  the' Attorney-General  of  the 
United  States,  to  prosecute  the  same;  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such 
prosecution  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Courts  of  the  United  States. 

If  the  matters  involved  in  any  such  order  or  requirement  of  said  Com- 
mission are  founded  upon  a  controversy  requiring  a  trial  by  jury,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  seventh  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  any  such  common  carrier  shall  violate  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  or 
perform  the  same,  after  notice  given  by  said  Commission  as  provided  in 
the  fifteenth  section  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  company  or  per- 
son interested  in  such  order  or  requirement  to  apply  in  a  summary  way 
by  petition  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  sitting  as  a  Court  of 
law  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  carrier  complained  of  has  its  prin- 
cipal office,  or  in  which  the  violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or 
requirement  shall  happen,  alleging  such  violation  or  disobedience  as  the 
case  may  be;  and  said  Court  shall  by  its  order  then  fix  a  time  and  place 
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for  the  trial  of  said  cause,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  forty  days  from  the  time  said  order  is  made,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Marshal  of  the  district  in  which  said  proceeding  is  pending  to  forth- 
with serve  a  copy  of  said  petition,  and  of  said  order,  upon  each  of  the 
defendants,  and  it  shall  be  tne  duty  of  the  defendants  to  nle  their  answers 
to  said  petition  within  ten  days  after  the  service  of  the  same  upon  them  as 
aforesaid.  At  the  trial  the  findings  of  fact  of  said  Commission  as  set  forth 
in  its  report  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  matters  therein  stated, 
and  if  either  party  shall  demand  a  jury  or  shall  omit  to  waive  a  jury  the 
Court  shall,  by  its  order,  direct  th^  Marshal  forthwith  to  summon  a  jury 
to  try  the  cause;  but  if  all  the  parties  shall  waive  a  jury  in  writing,  then 
the  Court  shall  try  the  issues  in  said  cause  and  render  its  judgment  thereon. 
If  the  subject  in  dispute  shall  be  of  the  value  of  two  thousand  dollars  or 
more  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
under  the  same  regulations  now  providea  by  law  in  respect  to  security  for 
such  appeal;  but  such  appeal  must  be  taken  within  twenty  days  from  the 
day  of  the  rendition  of  the  judgment  of  said  Circuit  Court.  If  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  party  complaining,  he  or 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  a  reasonable  counsel  or  attorney's  fee,  to 
be  fixed  by  the  Court,  which  shall  be  collected  as  part  of  the  costs  in  the 
case.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  excepting  its  penal  provisions,  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  shall  be  deemed  to  be  always  in  session. 

Sec.  17.  {Amended,)  That  the  Commission  may  conduct  its  proceed- 
ings in  such  manner  as  will  best  conduce  to  the  proper  dispatch  of  business 
and  to  the  ends  of  justice.  A  majority  of  the  Commission  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  no  Commissioner  shall  par- 
ticipate in  any  hearing  or  proceeding  in  which  he  has  any  pecuniary  inter- 
est. Said  Commission  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  or  amend  such 
general  rules  or  orders  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  order  and  regulation  of 
proceedings  before  it,  including  forms  of  notices  and  the  service  thereof,  • 
which  shall  conform,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  those  in  use  in  the  Courts  of 
the  United  States.  Any  party  may  appear  before  said  Commission  and  be 
heard,  in  person  or  by  attorney.  Every  vote  and  official  act  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  entered  of  record,  and  its  proceedings  shall  be  public 
upon  the  request  of  either  party  interested.  Said  Commission  shall  have 
an  official  seal,  which  shall  be  judicially  noticed.  Either  of  the  members 
of  the  Commission  may  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  and  sign  sub- 
poenas. 

Sec.  18.  {Amended,)  That  each  Commissioner  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  Judges  of  the  Courts  of  the  United  States.  The  Commission  shall 
appoint  a  Secretary,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  like  manner.  The  Commission  shall  have 
authority  to  employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  such  other  employes  as  it 
may  find  necessary  to  the  proper  performance  of  its  duties.  Until  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  the  Commission  may  hire  suitable  offices  for  its  use, 
and  shall  have  authority  to  procure  all  necessary  office  supplies.  Wit- 
nesses summoned  before  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  and 
mileage  that  are  paid  witnesses  in  the  Courts  of  the  United  States. 

All  of  the  expenses  of  the  Commission,  including  all  necessary  expenses 
for  transportation  incurred  by  the  Commissioners,  or  by  their  employ^ 
under  their  orders,  in  making  any  investigation,  or  upon  official  business 
in  any  other  places  than  the  City  of  Washington,  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  on  the  presentation  of  itemized  vouchers  therefor  approved  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission. 
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Sec.  19.  That  the  principal  office  of  the  Commission  shall  be  in  the 
City  of  Washin^n,  where  its  general  sessions  shall  be  held;  but  when- 
ever the  convenience  of  the  public  or  of  the  parties  may  be  promoted,  or 
delayer  expense  prevented  thereby,  the  Commission  may  hold  special  ses- 
sions in  any  part  of  the  United  States.  It  may,  by  one  or  more  of  the 
Commissioners,  prosecute  any  inquiry  necessary  to  its  duties,  in  any  part 
of  the  United  States,  into  any  matter  or  question  of  fact  pertaining  to  the 
business  of  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  annual 
reports  from  all  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to 
fix  the  time  and  prescribe  the  manner  in  whicn  such  reports  shall  be 
made,  and  to  require  from  such  carriers  specific  answers  to  all  questions 
upon  which  the  Commission  may  need  information.  Such  annual  reports 
shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  of  capital  stock  issued,  the  amounts  paid 
therefor,  and  the  manner  of  payment  for  the  same;  the  dividends  paid, 
the  surplus  fund,  if  any,  and  the  number  of  stockholders;  the  funded  and 
floating  debts  and  the  interest  paid  thereon;  the  cost  and  value  of  the  car- 
rier's property,  franchises,  and  equipments;  the  number  of  employes  and 
the  salaries  paid  each  class;  the  amounts  expended  for  improvements  each 
year,  how  expended,  and  the  character  of  such  improvements;  the  earn- 
ings and  receipts  from  each  branch  of  business  and  from  all  sources;  the 
operating  and  other  expenses;  the  balances  of  profit  and  loss;  and  a  com- 
plete exhibit  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  carrier  each  year,  including 
an  annual  balance  sheet.  Such  reports  shall  also  contain  such  informa- 
tion in  relation  to  rates  or  regulations  concerning  fares  or  freights,  or  agree- 
ments, arrangements,  or  contracts  with  other  common  carriers,  as  the 
Commission  may  require;  and  the  said  Commission  may,  within  its  dis- 
cretion, for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  the  better  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  this  Act,  prescribe  (if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  it  is  prac- 
ticable to  prescribe  such  uniformity  and  methods  of  keeping  accounts)  a 
period  of  time  within  which  all  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  have,  as  near  as  may  be,  a  uniform  system  of  accounts, 
and  the  manner  in  which  such  accounts  shall  be  kept. 

Sec.  21.  (Amended.)  That  the  Commission  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year,  make  a  report,  which  shall  be  transmitted 
to  Congress,  and  copies  of  which  shall  be  distributed  as  are  the  other 
reports  transmitted  to  Congress.  This  report  shall  contain  such  informa- 
tion and  data  collected  by  the  Commission  as  may  be  considered  of  value 
in  the  determination  of  questions  conne(Jted  with  the  regulation  of  com- 
merce, together  with  such  recommendations  as  to  additional  legislation 
relating  thereto  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary ;  and  the  names 
and  compensation  of  the  persons  employed  by  said  Commission. 

Sec.  22.  {Amended.)  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  the  car- 
riage, storage,  or  handling  of  property  free  or  at  reduced  rates  for  the 
United  States,  State,  or  municipal  government,  or  for  charitable  purposes, 
or  to  or  from  fairs  and  expositions  for  exhibition  thereat,  or  the  free  car- 
riaee  of  destitute  and  homeless  persons  transported  by  charitable  societies, 
and  the  necessary  agents  employed  in  such  transportation,  or  the  issuance 
of  mileage,  excursion,  or  commutation  passenger  tickets;  nothing  in  this 
Act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  common  carrier  from  giving  reduced 
rates  to  ministers  of  religion,  or  to  municipal  governments  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  indigent  persons,  or  to  inmates  of  the  National  Homes  or  State 
Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  and  of  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Orphan  Homes,  including  those  about  to  enter  and  those  returning  home 
after  discharge,  under  arrangements  with  the  Boards  of  managers  of  said 
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Homes;  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  railroads  from 
giving  free  carriage  to  their  own  officers  and  employes,  or  to  prevent  the 
principal  officers  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies  from  exchanging 
passes  or  tickets  with  other  railroad  companies  for  their  officers  and  em- 
ployes; and  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  in  any  way  abridge  or 
alter  the  remedies  now  existing  at  common  law  or  by  statute,  but  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  are  in  addition  to  such  remedies;  provided,  that  no 
pending  litigation  shall  in  any  way  be  afiFected  by  this  Act. 

{New  section.)  That  the  Circuit  and  District  Courts  of  the  United  States 
shall  have  jurisdiction  upon  the  relation  of  any  person  or  persons,  firm,  or 
corporation,  alleging  such  violation  by  a  common  carrier,  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  and  all  Acts  amenda- 
tory thereof,  as  prevents  the  relator  from  having  interstate  traffic  moved 
by  said  common  carrier  at  the  same  rates  as  are  charged,  or  upon  terms 
or  conditions  as  favorable  as  those  given  by  said  common  carrier  for  like 
traffic  under  similar  conditions  to  any  other  shipper,  to  issue  a  writ  or  writs 
of  mandamus  against  said  common  carrier,  commanding  such  common 
carrier  to  move  and  transport  the  traffic,  or  to  furnish  cars  or  other  facili- 
ties for  transportation  for  the  party  applying  for  the  writ;  provided^  that  if 
any  question  of  fact  as  to  the  proper  compensation  to  the  common  carrier 
for  the  service  to  be  enforced  by  the  writ  is  raised  by  the  pleadings,  the 
writ  of  peremptory  mandamus  may  issue,  notwithstanding  such  question  of 
fact  is  undetermined,  upon  such  terms  as  to  security,  payment  of  money 
into  the  Court,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Court  may  think  proper,  pending  the 
determination  of  the  question  of  fact;  provided,  that  the  remedy  hereby 
given  by  writ  of  mandamus  shall  be  cumulative,  and  shall  not  be  held  to 
exclude  or  interfere  with  other  remedies  provided  by  this  Act  or  the  Act 
to  which  it  is  a  supplement.

ABSTRACl^  OF  LAWS  OF  OTHER  STATES  CREATING  RAILROAD 
COMMISSIONERS.  SHOWING  THEIR  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 


Herewith  will  be  found  a  synoptical  statement  of  the  laws  of  States 
relating  to  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Railroad  Commissions  exist  in  thirty-one  States  and  Territories,  the  pro- 
visions of  law  relating  to  the  general  duties  and  powers  of  which  are  of  the 
same  general  tenor.  In  some,  however,  the  power  of  the  Commissioners 
over  the  subject  of  rates  of  charges  for  transportation  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty is  greater  than  in  others. 

ALABAMA. 

The  law  provides  for  three  Commissioners,  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine 
all  the  railroads  in  the  State  as  often  as  they  deem  proper.  They  have 
access  to  any  and  all  books  and  papers  of  any  railroad  company  in  the 
State,  and  they  may  make  such  recommendations  in  respect  to  repairs  upon 
any  railroad,  and  the  adoption  of  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  in  their 
judgment  will  promote  the  public  safety  and  interest.  All  tariffs  must  be 
submitted  to  them  for  examination,  and  if  need  be,  revision,  and  they 
recommend  such  changes  therein  as  they  deem  proper.  The  certificate  of 
the  Commissioners  certifying  their  approval  oi  a  tariff  of  rates  is  made 
prima  facie  evidence  that  such  rates  are  not  extortionate. 

Unjust  discrimination,  or  the  charge  of  more  than  a  just  compensation 
(the  facts  being  determined  by  a  jury),  is  pronounced  extortion,  for  which 
aamages  may  be  recovered. 

Special  rates  may  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  develop- 
ment of  any  industrial  enterprise.  Railroads  whose  net  earnings  other- 
wise would  not  amount  to  a  fair  and  just  return  on  their  value,  may  charge 
rates  which  under  other  circumstances  would  be  excessive. 

CALIFORNIA. 

# 
The  Commissioners  are  elected  in  this  State,  who  derive  their  powers 
from  the  Constitution,  which  provides:  "  The  Commissioners  shall  have  the 
power,  and  it  is  their  duty,  to  establish  rates  of  charges  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  and  freight;  to  examine  the  books,  records,  and  papers 
of  all  transportation  companies,  and  for  this  purpose  they  shall  have  power 
to  issue  subpoenas  and  all  other  necessary  process;  to  hear  and  determine 
complaints  against  railroads  and  all  other  transportation  companies;  to 
send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  administer  oaths,  take  testimony,  and  pun- 
ish for  contempt  of  their  orders  and  processes  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  extent  as  Courts  of  record,  and  enforce  their  decisions  and  cor- 
rect abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  Courts.  They  shall  prescribe  a  uni- 
form system  of  accounts  to  be  kept  by  all  such  corporations  and  companies, 
and  establish  rates  of  fares  and  freights.  Any  railroad  corporation  or 
transportation  company  which  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  conform  to  such  rates, 
or  keep  their  accounts  in  accordance  with  the  system  prescribed  by  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars 
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for  each  offense.  In  all  controverEdes,  civil  or  criminal,  the  rates  of  fares 
and  freights  established  by  said  Commission  shall  be  deemed  conclusively 
just  and  reasonable." 

The  law  further  provides,  that  **  When  jurisdiction  is,  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, conferred  on  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  all  the  means 
necessary  to  carry  it  into  effect  is  also  conferred  upon  said  Board;  and 
when,  in  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  within  the  purview  of  the  authority 
conferred  on  said  Board  by  the  Constitution,  the  course  of  proceeding  is 
not  specifically  pointed  out,  any  suitable  process  or  mode  of  proceeding 
may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  which  may  appear  most  conformable  to  the 
spirit  of  the  Constitution." 

Discrimination  in  charges  and  facilities  of  transportation  between  per- 
sons and  places  is  forbidden. 

The  Commission  is  required  to  report  annually  to  the  Grovernor. 

CONNECTICUT 

Has,  also,  three  Commissioners,  whose  powers  extend  to  the  following  sub- 
ject-matter: General  supervision  of  railroads  in  the  State.  It  examines 
the  roads,  equipments,  and  books  at  least  twice  a  year.  The  Commission 
has  the  power  to  issue  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  a  road  is  in  a  safe  and 
suitable  condition;  until  which  time,  and  the  giving  of  such  certificate,  no 
part  of  any  railroad  can  be  opened  for  public  travel.  The  location  of 
tracks,  bridges,  signals,  etc.,  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commission- 
ers, and  also  the  abandonment  of  stations,  or  the  issuing  of  extra  stock  by 
any  railroad  company. 

The  railroad  companies  are  required  to  make  annual  returns  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  They  have  power  to  summon  and  examine  witnesses 
under  oath. 

GEORGIA. 

Three  Commissioners  are  appointed  in  this  State.  The  Commissioners 
are  required  to  make  for  each  railroad  doing  business  in  the  State  a  sched- 
ule of  just  and  reasonable  rates,  and  to  revise  the  same  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary.  They  also  have  the  power  to  investigate  the  books  of  the  com- 
panies, and  to  make  other  examinations,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  there  have  been  any  violations  of  the  rules  and  regulations  against 
unjust  discriminations.  All  agreements  between  companies  as  to  rates  of 
transportation,  or  in  respect  to  a  division  of  earnings  by  competing  roads, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  for  examination  and  approval, 
and  any  agreement  not  approved  by  them,  or  which  provides  for  rates 
exceeding  those  fixed,  is  declared  illegal  and  void.  Penalties  are  pro- 
vided against  violations  of  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Board,  which  are 
prosecuted  by  the  Attorney-General.  Freights  which  come  from,  or  go 
beyond,  the  boundaries  of  the  State,  are  excepted  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Commission. 

ILLINOIS. 

Three  Commissioners  are  appointed  in  this  State,  whose  duties  require 
them  to  examine  into  the  condition  and  management  and  all  other  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  operation  of  railroads  and  the  business  warehouses, 
and  to  prosecute  any  violation  by  them  of  State  laws. 

The  railroads  operating  in  the  State  are  required  to  make  annual  returns 
of  their  business  for  the  preceding  year  to  the  Board,  in  accordance  with 
forms  prescribed  by  the  Legislature;  also  the  manager  of  every  public 
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warehouse  in  the  State  is  required  by  law  to  submit  to  the  Board,  when- 
ever required  to  do  so,  a  written  and  sworn  statement,  showing  the  condi- 
tion and  management  of  his  business. 

The  Commissioners  were  directed  by  the  Act  of  May  2,  1873,  to  make 
for  each  of  the  railroads  doing  business  in  the  State  a  schedule  of  reason- 
able maximum  rates  for  the  transportation  of  freights,  passengers,  and 
cars,  which  schedule  should  be  taken  in  all  Courts  as  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  rates  prescribed  therein  are  not  extortionate. 

IOWA 

Has  three  Commissioners,  who  are  given  general  supervision  over  all  rail- 
roads in  the  State  operated  by  steam.  They  have  the  power  to  require, 
whenever  in  their  judgment  the  public  safety  or  convenience  may  show  it 
to  be  necessary,  any  improvements  or  repairs  upon  any  railroad.  It  is 
their  duty  to  investigate  all  charges  of  extortion  and  unjust  discrimination, 
and  to  order  the  correction  of  any  abuse  by  parties  operating  railroads. 
They  prescribe  the  forms  in  which  railroad  companies  make  their  returns 
to  them  of  their  annual  business,  and  the  Commissioners  report  to  the 
Legislature. 

They  have  the  power  to  stop  the  running  of  trains  over  any  bridge 
deemed  by  them  unsafe,  if  the  company,  after  having  been  notified  of  its 
condition  by  the  Board,  neglects  to  repair  it 

KANSAS 

Has  three  Commissioners,  who  are  intrusted  with  the  general  supervision 
of  all  railroads  in  the  State  operated  by  steam,  and  all  other  corporations 
doing  business  as  common  carriers. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  examine,  from  time  to  time, 
the  condition  of  each  railroad  in  the  State  and  its  equipment,  and  to  notify, 
in  writing,  the  persons  operating  any  such  road  of  any  repairs  to  its  road, 
or  any  additions  to  or  change  of  its  station  houses,  or  additions  to  its  roll- 
ing stock,  or  any  changes  in  its  rates  for  transporting  freight,  or  in  the 
mode  of  operating  its  road  and  conducting  its  business,  that  they  may  deem 
desirable  or  necessary,  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience,  and 
accommodation  of  the  public. 

They  may  also  inquire  into  any  neglect  or  failure  of  any  such  corpora- 
tion to  comply  with  the  terms  of  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the  State,  and 
take  measures  for  the  correction  of  the  same. 

They  have  the  power  to  investigate  charges,  extortion,  unjust  or  unreason- 
able charges,  ana  unjust  discrimination  by  any  railroaa  company,  and 
require  the  correction  of  any  abuse  of  the  kind;  also  to  require,  upon  com- 
plaint made  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  any  city,  or  the  Trustees  of  any 
township  through  which  any  part  of  a  railroad  may  run,  a  modification  of 
any  freight  rates  deemed  by  them  unreasonable  or  extortionate,  and  they 
have  the  power  to  decide  what  is  a  reasonable  charge  and  rate,  which 
decision  establishes  prima  facie  the  reasonableness  of  such  rate  or  charge. 

The  Commissioners  have  the  power  to  examine  the  books,  papers,  and 
documents  of  any  railroad  company,  and  to  examine,  under  oath  or  other- 
wise, any  of  the  oflScers,  Directors,  or  employes  of  the  same;  to  issue  sub- 
poenas, administer  oaths,  and  punish  for  contempt  of  their  orders  and 
process. 

All  railroad  companies  are  required  to  make  annual  reports  to  the  Board 
in  such  forms  as  the  latter  shall  prescribe,  and  the  Board  reports  annually 
to  the  Governor. 
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MAINE. 

The  law  provides  for  three  Commissioners,  whose  duty  it  is  to  make 
annual  examinations  of  railroad  tracks,  rolling  stock,  bridges,  etc.,  of  all 
railroads  within  the  State,  and  to  give  a  certificate  of  the  condition  of  the 
road  to  the  clerk  of  each  company,  which  certificate  is  by  him  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  before  the  first  day  of  December. 

They  have  the  power  to  order,  in  writing,  any  railroad  company  to  repair 
its  road,  and  to  reduce  the  speed  of  its  trains  until  such  repairs  are  made, 
and  to  prosecute  any  company  failing  to  make  them. 

They  also  possess  the  power,  upon  complaint  of  any  interested  and 
lesponsible  party  that  a  railroad  charges  unreasonably  high  rates,  after 
dne  notice  and  hearing,  to  revise  and  establish  rates  for  a  time  not  exceed- 
ing one  year. 

Also,  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  managers  of  connecting  lines  to  agree 
upon  joint  rates  of  transportation,  the  Commissioners  may  establish  them. 

The  Commissioners  may,  from  time  to  time,  call  upon  the  managers  for 
Buch information  as  they  may  require;  and  the  Board  makes  an  annual 
report  to  the  Governor  of  their  ofiicial  doings,  with  such  facts  as  they  may 
deem  of  public  interest. 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Has  three  Commissioners.  They  have  general  supervision  over  all  rail- 
roads and  street  railways  in  the  State,  which  they  are  required  to  examine 
as  often  as  necessary  to  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  their  condition  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated  with  reference  to  the  public  safety 
and  convenience.  They  are  also  to  see  that  the  several  corporations  of  the 
State  comply  with  the  terms  of  their  charters  and  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  in  the  case  of  the  violation  of  either,  to  give  notice  to  the 
corporation  in  fault,  and  if  such  neglect  or  violation  continues  after  such 
notice,  to  report  the  same  to  the  Attorney-General  for  such  action  as  he 
may  deem  expedient. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Board,  whenever  it  deems  that  repairs  are 
necessary  on  any  railroad,  or  that  an  addition  to  its  rolling  stock,  or  an 
addition  to  or  change  of  its  station  or  station  houses,  or  a  change  in  its 
rates  of  fares  for  transporting  freight  or  passengers,  or  in  the  mode  of  oper- 
ating its  road  and  conducting  its  business,  is  reasonable  and  expedient  in 
order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience,  and  accommodation  of  the 
imblic,  to  inform  the  corporation  of  the  improvements  and  changes  it  con- 
siders to  be  proper.  The  official  action  of  the  Board  in  respect  to  examin- 
ing the  condition  and  operation  of  any  railroad  may  be  invoked  with  like 
effect  by  the  Mayor  ana  Aldermen  of  a  city  or  Selectmen  of  a  town,  upon 
complaint  to  the  Board.  The  Board  has  the  power  to  summon  witnesses, 
take  testimony,  and  administer  oaths;  also,  to  examine  the  books  and 
accounts  of  all  corporations  operating  railroads,  and  see  that  the  same  are 
kept  upon  a  uniform  system  prescribed  by  the  Board.  They  may  also  be 
required  by  a  Director,  or  by  any  person  owning  one  fifth  part  of  the  paid 
in  capital  stock  of  a  railroad  or  street  railway  company,  upon  request  in 
writing,  to  examine  the  books  and  financial  condition  of  such  corporation, 
and  make  the  result  of  such  examination  public. 

The  Board  may  also  fix  the  route  of  a  railroad  in  a  city  or  town  when 
the  city  or  town  authorities  can  not  agree  with  the  Directors  concerning  it. 
No  railroad  can  be  open  for  public  use  until  the  Board  has  examined  it 
and  certified  to  its  safe  condition. 

The  Board  makes  an  annual  report  of  its  doings  to  the  Legislature, 
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including  such  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  workings 
of  the  system  of  railroad  transportation  in  the  State.  They  prescribe  the 
forms  01  annual  returns  to  be  made  by  the  railroad  companies,  and  include 
statistics  prepared  from  them  in  their  report. 

MICHIGAN. 

The  law  provides  for  one  Commissioner.  It  is  his  duty  to  examine  into 
the  condition  and  management  of  railroads,  and  their  business  within  the 
State;  to  inspect  the  tracks,  bridges,  and  other  structures,  and  to  require 
the  same  to  be  repaired  whenever  deemed  necessary,  and  to  this  end  he 
may  wholly  stop  the  running  of  trains  over  defective  tracks  and  bridges. 

Each  railroad  company  is  required  to  furnish  him  with  a  sworn  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  its  affairs  at  the  close  of  each  calendar  year,  and 
such  other  information  as  he  may  demand.  He  calls  upon  them  for 
monthly  statements  of  their  earnings,  and  prescribes  a  uniform  system  of 
accounts  for  use  by  all  railroad  companies  doing  business  in  the  State. 

The  amount  of  tax  due  annually  from  each  company  is  computed  by 
him,  and  the  amount  certified  to  the  Auditor-General. 

He  prosecutes  companies  violating  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  makes  an 
official  report  annually  to  the  Legislature. 

MINNESOTA 

Has  one  Commissioner,  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  into  any  neglect  or 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  by  railroad  companies  doing  business 
therein.  Also,  to  examine  and  inspect  the  condition  of  each  road,  and  the 
manner  of  its  conduct  and  management  with  reference  to  the  public  safety 
and  interest. 

Unjust  discrimination  and  extortionate  charges  are  declared  unlawful. 
The  Commissioner  has  the  power  to  examine  any  books,  papers,  or  docu- 
ments of  any  railroad  corporation,  or  to  interrogate  any  of  its  officers;  to 
issue  subpoenas,  administer  oaths,  and  examine  witnesses.  Railroad  com- 
panies are  required  to  make  annual  returns  to  him  in  such  form  as  he  may 
prescribe,  and  the  Commissioner  makes  his  annual  report  to  the  Governor, 
containing  such  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  workings 
of  the  system  of  railroad  transportation  in  the  State,  and  its  relation  to  the 
general  business  and  prosperity  of  its  citizens,  together  with  such  sugges- 
tions and  recommendations  in  respect  thereto  as  may  seem  appropriate. 

MISSOUBI 

• 

Has  three  Commissioners,  to  whom  the  railroad  companies  doing  business 
in  the  State  transmit  their  annual  reports.  The  Commissioners  may  clas- 
sify certain  freight,  and,  whenever  in  their  judgment  it  can  be  equitably 
done,  may  reduce  rates  on  any  railroad  or  part  thereof,  either  generally  or 
in  special  classes.  It  is  their  duty  to  examine  the  condition  of  the  several 
railroads  of  the  State  as  often  as  they  may  deem  it  necessary,  and  when- 
ever they  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe,  whether  complaint  be  made 
or  not,  that  any  of  the  tracks,  bridges,  or  other  structures  of  any  railroads 
in  the  State  are  in  a  conditition  which  render  any  of  them  dangerous  or 
unfit  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  over  them  with  reasonable  safety, 
to  examine  the  same,  and  order  the  necessary  repairs  to  be  made  thereoot 
and  to  direct  the  speed  of  trains  until  repairs  are  made.  The  Commission- 
ers may  wholly  stop  the  running  of  trains  over  defective  tracks,  bridges, 
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etc.,  unta  they  are  put  into  proper  repair,  and  heavy  penalties  are  incurred 
for  di8obe3nng  the  orders  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  decision  of  the  Commissioners  in  respect  to  rates  is  binding  on  the 
ndlroad  companies,  and  penalties  are  imposed  for  charging  higher  rates. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Three  Commissioners  exist  in  this  State,  who  have  general  supervision 
over  all  railroads,  examine  them,  and  keep  informed  as  to  their  condition 
and  management,  and  see  that  the  companies  conform  to  the  terms  of  their 
charters  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  either  reporting  violations  to  the  Attor- 
ney-General, or  instituting  corrective  proceedings  themselves,  as  they  deem 
most  appropriate. 

The  Commissioners  have  power  to  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  accounts 
for  the  different  railroads,  and  also  the  forms  in  which  annual  returns  are 
to  be  made  to  them. 

Also,  to  establish  maximum  tables  of  transportation  charges,  both  pas- 
senger and  freight.  They  may  also  require  any  railroad  company  to  make 
repairs  to  its  road,  additions  to  its  rolling  stock,  changes  in  its  rates  or 
iDode  of  operating  its  road  and  conducting  its^  business,  whenever  the  same 
is  necessary  to  promote  the  public  security  and  convenience. 

NEW  YORK 

Has  three  Commissioners.  They  have  the  power  to  administer  oaths  in 
all  matters  relating  to  their  duties.  They  are  given  the  general  supervision 
of  raUroads  so  far  as  the  same  respects  their  duties  and  functions,  and  it  is 
their  duty  to  examine  them  and  keep  informed  as  to  their  condition  and 
maimer  of  operation,  with  reference  to  the  public  security  and  convenience. 
They  are  also  to  see  that  the  several  corporations  comply  with  their  char- 
ters and  the  laws  of  the  State;  to  investigate  the  causes  of  accidents  which 
result  in  the  loss  of  life  or  other  personal  injury. 

Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  any  railroad 
company  is  in  fault,  either  in  violating  any  provision  of  law,  or  the  terms 
of  its  charter,  or  unjustly  discriminates  in  its  charges  for  services,  or  refuses 
to  obey  any  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  Or  comply  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  notice,  in  writing,  is  given  by  the 
Board  to  the  company  in  fault  of  the  subject-matter  of  complaint,  and  if 
Buch  violation  or  neglect  is  continued  after  such  notice,  the  Board  may  at 
once  present  the  fact  to  the  Attorney-Greneral  for  his  action,  or  may  take 
such  proceedings  thereon  themselves  as  will  afford  protection  to  public 
interests. 

Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  Board,  after  a  personal  examina- 
tion of  the  same,  and  notice  of  such  examination  given  to  the  company 
interested,  that  repairs  are  necessary  upon  any  railroad  within  the  State, 
or  additions  are  needed  to  the  rolling  stock,  or  any  additions  to  or  change 
in  the  station  houses  of  any  company,  or  that  additional  terminal  facili- 
ties ought  to  be  afforded,  or  that  any  change  in  the  rates  for  transporting 
passengers  or  freight,  or  any  change  in  the  mode  of  operating  its  road  and 
coDducting  its  business,  is  necessary  in  order  to  promote  the  public  security 
and  accommodation,  the  Board  in  like  manner  give  notice  to  the  corpora- 
tion concerned  of  the  improvements,  repairs,  or  changes  desired,  and  if, 
after  a  full  hearing,  such  corporation  neglects  to  comply  with  the  orders  or 
^recommendations  of  the  Board,  the  facts  of  such  non-compliance  are  laid 
before  the  Attorney-General  for  his  action,  and  also  ei;nbodied  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Board  to  the  Legislature. 
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The  Commissioners  prescribe  the  forms  in  which  the  railroad  companiee 
make  their  returns  to  them,  and  the  Board  report  annually  to  the  Legisla- 
ture their  doings,  with  such  facts,  statements,  and  explanations  as  will 
serve  to  throw  light  upon  the  question  of  railroad  transportation,  and  its 
relations  to  the  business  and  prosperity  of  the  State. 

OHIO 

Has  a  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraph,  who  is  invested  with 
general  supervisory  powers  over  the  same.  It  is  his  duty  to  examine  them 
as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  keep  informed  of  their  condition.  When- 
ever he  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe,  either  on  complaint  or  othe^ 
wise,  that  any  of  the  tracks,  bridges,  or  other  structures  of  any  railroad 
in  the  State  are  in  a  condition  rendering  them  dangerous  or  unfit  for  use 
in  the  transportation  of  passengers,  it  is  his  duty  to  inspect  the  same,  and 
if  found  unsafe,  to  notify  the  company  affected  to  make  such  repairs  as 
are  deemed  necessary,  and  may  prescribe  the  speed  of  trains,  or  cause  them 
to  stop  running  altogether,  over  the  defective  track  or  bridge  until  it  is 
repaired. 

He  has  the  power  to  issue  subpoenas,  administer  oaths,  and  to  examine 
witnesses,  and  to  call  upon  all  railroad  companies  operating  a  railroad  in 
the  State  to  furnish  him  with  copies  of  all  leases,  contracts,  and  agree- 
ments with  express,  sleeping  car,  freight,  or  rolling  stock  companies,  or 
other  companies  doing  business  upon,  or  in  connection  with,  such  road. 
It  is  his  duty  to  examine  into  the  causes  of  all  fatal  railroad  accidents, 
and  report  annually  to  the  Governor  the  affairs  and  condition  of  all  rail- 
roads and  telegraph  lines  in  the  State. 

RHODE   ISLAND 

Has  one  Railroad  Commissioner  of  very  limited  powers.  The  law  pro- 
vides that  he  shall  be  informed  of  any  railroad  accident  occurring,  and 
shall  then  examine  into  the  cause  of  the  same.  He  shall,  whenever  he 
shall  deem  it  expedient,  personally  examine  into  the  proceedings  of  any  rail- 
road corporation  established  in  the  State,  and  report  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, from  time  to  time,  whether  such  facilities  and  accommodations  as  are 
required  by  law  are  furnished,  and  all  other  acts  and  doings  of  such  cor- 
porations by  which  the  rights  of  the  State  or  any  of  its  citizens  are  affected. 

Said  Commissioner  may,  on  application  of  the  authorities  of  any  town, 
and  after  due  hearing,  require  a  company  to  alter  the  grade  of  a  highway 
crossing  its  road,  so  that  said  highway  shall  pass  over  or  under  said  railroaa. 

The  companies  report  to  the  Commissioner  such  facts  as  he  may  require, 
and  the  latter  reports  annually  to  the  General  Assembly. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  law  provides  for  three  Commissioners,  who  are  intrusted  with  the 
general  supervision  of  railroads  in  the  State  operated  by  steam,  and 
whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  same,  and  keep  informed  of  their  condi- 
tion, and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated  with  reference  to  the 
public  safety  and  accommodation,  and  may  order  such  repairs  to  tracks, 
bridges,  etc.,  as  they  may  deem  the  public  safety  and  interest  require. 
They  may  establish  reasonable  rates  for  transportation  of  freight  upon 
railroads.  All  pooling  contracts  must  be  submitted  to  them  for  inspection 
and  approval.    They  have  power  to  examine  books,  papers,  and  documents 
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belonging  to  any  railroad  compapy,  and  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses.  All  railroad  companies  report  to  them,  and  they  to  the 
Legislature.

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  this  State  is  composed  of  three 
members. 

They  have  power  to  examine  and  revise  tariffs,  and  to  hear  and  investi- 
gate complaints  and  to  take  such  action  thereon  as  may  be  necessary  to 
correct  abuses. 

The  rates  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  are  made  prima  facie  evidence  of 
their  reasonableness,  and  rates  found  by  a  jury  to  oe  extortionate,  subject 
the  railroad  company  to  ten  times  the  amount  of  the  actual  damages  sus- 
tained, unless  the  rates  so  adjudged  extortionate  have  been  approved  by 
the  Commissioners,  in  which  case  actual  damages  only  are  recoverable. 

(This  last  provision  of  the  law  has  since  been  declared  invalid  by  the 
Qrcuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  Tennessee.  Among  other  elements 
of  viciousness  contained  in  the  provision  was  the  one  that  gave  to  every 
jury  in  every  county  through  which  a  railroad  should  run  the  power  to 
make  a  tariff  for  the  road — an  ingenious  device  for  breaking  down  all 
tariffs.) 

The  law  requires  the  Commission  to  inspect  railroads,  to  ascertain  their 
condition  and  mode  of  operation,  to  investigate  all  accidents  occurring  on 
them,  and  require  such  repairs  to  be  made  as  may  be  necessary  to  pro- 
mote the  public  security,  and  such  changes  in  the  mode  of  operation  as 
the  public  accommodation  demands.  The  Commission  is  invested  with 
the  right  to  examine  stock  books  of  railroad  companies,  and  with  power  to 
confer  with  Commissioners  of  other  States,  with  a  view  to  securing  uni- 
formity of  laws  relating  to  railroads. 

(The  provision  stated  in  the  last  paragraph  has  also  been  declared  un- 
constitutional by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  Tennessee,  on  the  ^ 
ground  that  it  sought  to  confer  upon  the  State  Board  power  to  regulate 
rates  upon  interstate  commerce.) 

All  railroads  in  process  of  building,  or  which  should  theifeafter  be  con- 
structed in  the  State,  are  exempted  by  law  from  the  operation  of  the  Act 
until  ten  years  after  the  completion  of  such  new  railroad.  The  Commis- 
sion report  annually  to  the  Legislature. 

VERMONT 

Has  one  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  whose  duty  it  is  to  report  biennially 
to  the  Government  any  neglect  or  infringement  of  the  laws  for  the  regula- 
tion of  railroads  by  officers,  employes,  or  agents  of  such  road;  the  condi- 
tion of  each  railroad,  and  its  management  and  operation  as  they  respect 
the  public  safety;  the  financial  management  of  the  roads,  and  pecuniary 
conaition  of  each  company  for  each  of  the  two  preceding  years;  and,  also, 
any  additional  laws  which,  in  his  opinion,  should  be  adopted  for  the  regu- 
lation of  railroads. 

The  Commissioner  mav  establish  a  uniform  system  of  keeping  railroad 
accounts,  and  also  the  forms  in  which  companies  operating  in  the  State 
Qiake  returns  to  him. 

VIRGINIA 

Has  one  Commissioner,  who  has  general  supervision  of  all  railroads  in  the 
State.    It  is  his  duty  to  examine  them  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  to 
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keep  himself  informed  of  their  physical  condition,  and  the  maniMir  in 
which  they  are  operated.  Also,  to  see  that  railroad  companies  complj 
with  the  terms  of  their  charters  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  report  sngr 
violation  of  either  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  J 

Whenever,  in  his  judgment,  repairs  to  road,  bridges,  etc.,  are  neededJ 
or  additions  are  deemed  expedient  and  reasonable  to  promote  the  com 
venience  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  it  is  his  duty  to  inform  tho^ 
corporation  interested  of  the  nature  of  such  repairs  or  additions;  and  upon 
failure  to  adopt  the  Commissioner's  requirements,  he  reports  such  faikira 
to  the  authority  above  referred  to. 

It  is  also  his  duty  to  examine  the  condition  of  any  road  whenever  com* 
plaint  is  made  by  any  city,  county,  or  town  authority,  and  to  require,  if 
the  cause  of  complaint  exist,  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany as  will  remove  the  grievance. 

The  Legislature  prescribes  the  forms  in  which  railroad  companies  lOBki 
their  annual  returns  to  the  Commissioner;  and  he  is  required  to  repo: 
annually  to  the  Legislature  such  statements,  statistics,  and  facts  as  wi 
disclose  the  actual  workings  of  the  system  of  railroad  transportation  in^ 
relations  and  bearings  upon  the  business  and  prosperity  of  the  State.  ~ 
is  to  investigate  all  railroad  accidents,  and  report  the  same  in  his  ami 
report. 

WISCONSIN 

Has  one  Railroad  Commissioner,  who  is  given  general  powers  of  supei 
vision  over  railroads  in  the  State,  and  whose  duty  it  is  to  inspect  and 
examine  the  condition  of  each  road  in  the  State,  and  its  equipment,  and  ' 
the  manner  in  which  the  same  are  managed  and  operated,  with  referenoe  . 
to  the  safety,  convenience,  and  accommodation  of  the  public.     It  is'  also  -;* 
his  duty  to  examine  and  ascertain  the  pecuniary  condition  and  financial  =j 
management  of  such  railroads.    He  is  also  required  ^  inquire  into  any 
^  neglect  to  comply  with  any  legal  provision  pertaining  to  railroads,  or 

violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State;  and  upon  complaint  of  any  citizen  of 
the  State  complaining  of  any  violation  of  a  State  law  by  a  railroad  cor- 
poration, specifying  the  acts  complained  of,  the  Commissioner  is  required 
to  investigate  the  same;  and  if  he  shall  find  the  cause  of  the  complaint 
to  exist,  he  may  report  the  fact  to  the  Attorney-General  for  appropriate 
action  of  that  ofiicer.  He  is  required  to  ascertain  from  each  railroad 
company  operating  in  the  State,  from  statements  furnished  him  by  them, 
their  receipts,  earnings,  expenses,  and  indebtedness,  which  are  forwarded 
to  the  State  Treasurer,  ana  he  is  also  required  to  report  annually  to  the 
Governor.

T^o  his  Excellency  R.  W.  Waterman,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
•State,  this  Commission  has  the  honor  to  present  to  you  herewith,  its 
eleventh  annual  report,  for  the  year  1890. 

The  constitutional  provision  establishing  this  Board,  and  conferring 
upon  it  its  jurisdiction;  and  the  statute  to  organize  and  define  its  pow- 
ers; and  the  rules  of  procedure  adopted  and  now  in  force  for  its  govern- 
ment, are  as  follows: 

[From  the  Constitutton  of  the  State  of  California.] 
ARTICLE  XII. 

C0BP0KATI0N8. 

Section  17.  All  railroad,  canal,  and  other  transportation  companies  are  declared  to 
be  common  carriers,  and  subject  to  legislative  control.  Any  association  or  corporation 
organized  lor  the  purpose,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  have  the  right  to  connect 
at  the  State  line  with  railroads  of  other  States.  Every  railroad  company  snaU  have  the 
right  with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect  with,  or  cross  any  other  railroad,  and  shall 
receive  and  transport  each  other's  passengers,  tonnage,  and  cars,  without  delay  or  dis- 
crimination. 

Sec.  18.  No  President,  Director,  officer,  agent,  or  em  ploy  4  of  any  railroad  or  canal 
company  shall  be  interested^  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  furnishing  of  material  or  sup- 
plies to  such  company,  nor  m  the  business  of  transportation  as  the  common  carrier  of 
freight  or  passengers  over  the  works  owned,  leased,  controlled,  or  worked  by  such  com- 
pany, except  such  interest  in  the  business  of  transportation  as  lawfully  flows  from  the 
ownership  of  stock  therein. 

Sec.  19.  No  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes 
or  tickets  at  a  discount,  to  any  person  holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  m  this 
State;  and.  the  acceptance  of  any  such  pass  or  ticKet,  by  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  or 
-any  public  officer,  other  than  Railroad  Commissioner,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  his  office. 

Sec.  20.  No  railroad  company,  or  other  common  carrier,  shall  combine  or  make  any 
contract  with  the  owners  of  any  vessel  that  leaves  port  or  makes  port  in  this  State^  or 
with  any  common  carrier,  by  wnich  combination  or  contract  the  earnings  of  one  domg 
the  carrying  are  to  be  sharea  by  the  other  not  doinej  the  carrying.  And  virhenever  a  rail- 
road corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  competing  with  any  other  common  carrier, 
lower  its  rates  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  from  one  point  to  another,  such 
reduced  rates  shall  not  be  again  raised  or  increased  from  such  standard  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  governmental  authority  in  which  shall  be  vested  the  power  to  regulate  fares 
and  freight. 

Sec.  21.  No  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities  for  transportation  shall  be  made  by 
any  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  between  places  or  persons,  or  in  the  facili- 
ties for  the  transportation  of  the  same  classes  of  freight  or  passengers  within  this  State, 
or  coming  from  or  going  to  any  other  State.  Persons  and  property  transnorted  over  any 
railroad,  or  by  any  other  transportation  company  or  individual,  shall  be  aelivered  at  any 
station,  landing,  or  port,  at  charges  not  exceeding  the  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
persons  and  property  of  the  same  class,  in  the  same  direction,  to  any  more  distant  sta- 
tion, port,  or  landing.  Excursion  and  commutation  tickets  may  be  issued  at  special 
rates. 

Sec.  22.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as 
practicable,  in  each  of  which  one  Railroad  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  tne  qualified 
•electors  thereof  at  the  regular  gubernatorial  elections,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  law 
and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  yeaijs,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  after  the 
first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  their  election.  Said  Commissioners  shall  be  Quali- 
fied electors  of  this  State  and  of  the  district  from  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  not 
be  interested  in  any  railroad  corporation,  or  other  transportation  company,  as  stock- 
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holder,  creditor,  agent,  attorney,  or  employ^;  and  the  act  of  a  majority  of  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  deemed  the  act  of  said  Commission.  Said  Commissioners  shall  have  the 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  establish  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  and  freight  by  railroad  or  other  transportation  companies,  and  publish  the 
same  from  time  to  time,  witli  such  changes  as  they  ma^  make;  to  examine  the  books, 
records,  and  papers  of  all  railroad  and  other  transportation  companies,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose they  shall  nave  power  to  issue  subpoenas  and  all  other  necessary  process;  to  near 
and  determine  complaints  against  railroad  and  other  transportation  companies,  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers,  to  administer  oaths,  take  testimonv,  and  punish  u)r  contempt  of 
their  orders  and  processes,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  tne  same  extent  as  Courts  of 
record,  and  enforce  their  decisions  and  correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  Courts. 
Said  Commissioners  shall  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  accounts  to  be  kept  by  all  such 
corporations  and  companies.  Any  railroad  corporation  or  transportation  company  which 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  conform  to  such  rates  as  shall  be  established  by  such  Commission- 
ers, or  shall  charge  rates  in  excess  thereof,  or  shall  fail  to  keep  their  accounts  in  accord- 
ance with  the  system  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  shall  be  nned  not  exceeding  twenty 
thousand  dollars  for  each  offense;*  and  every  officer,  agent,  or  employ^  of  any  such  cor- 
poration or  company,  who  shall  demand  or  receive  rates  in  excess  thereof,  or  who  shall 
in  any  manner  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year.  In  all  con- 
troversies, civil  or  criminal,  the  rates  of  fares  anH  freights  established  by  said  Commission 
shall  be  deemed  conclusively  just  and  reasonable,  ana  in  any  action  against  such  corpora- 
tion or  company  for  damages  sustained  by  charging  excessive  rates,  the  plaintiff,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  actual  damage,  mav,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Judge  or  jury,  recover  exemplary 
damages.  Said  Commission  snail  report  to  the  Governor,  annually,  their  proceeoings, 
and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  deemed  important.  Nothing  in  this  section  snail  prevent 
individuals  from  maintaining  actions  against  any  of  such  companies.  The  Legislature 
may,  in  addition  to  any  penalties  herein  prescribed,  enforce  this  article  by  forfeitmne  of 
charter  or  otherwise,  and  may  confer  such  further  powers  on  the  Commissioners  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  in  tljis  and  the  fore- 
going section.  The  Legislature  shall  have  power,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  house,  to  remove  any  one  or  more  of  said  Commissioners  from  office,  for 
dereliction  of  duty,  or  corruption,  or  incompetency;  and  whenever,  from  any  cause,  a 
vacancy  in  office  snail  occur  in  said  Commission,  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  same  by  the 
appointment  of  a  qualified  person  thereto,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  residue  of  the 
unexpired  term,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 


CHAPTER  LIX. 

An  Act  to  organize  and  define  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commiitnoners. 

[Approved  April  15, 1880.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Oalifomia,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assejnbly,  do  enact  cufoBoKt: 

Section  1.  The  three  persons  elected  Railroad  Commissioners,  pursuant  to  the  provis- 
ions of  section  twenty-two  of  article  twelve  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  constitute 
and  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  "Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State 
of  California."  They  shall  have  power  to  elect  one  of  tlieir  number  President  of  said 
Board,  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  to  appoint  a  Bailiff,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  Jani- 
tor; also  to  employ  a  Stenographer,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  2.  The  salary  of  each  Commissioner  shall  be  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum; 
the  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  twentv-four  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  the  salary 
of  the  Bailifi'  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  such  salaries  to  be  paid  by  the 
State  of  California  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  State  officers  are  paid.  The 
Stenographer  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services,  the  amount  to  be 
fixed  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  paid  by  the  State.  Said  Commissioners  and 
the  persons  in  their  official  employment,  when  traveling  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties,  shall  have  their  traveling  expenses  other  than  transportation  paid,  the 
amounts  to  be  passed  on  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  paid  by  the  State.  Said 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  be  allowed  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  for 
office  rent,  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  for  fuel,  lights,  postage,  expressage,  subscriptions 
to  publications  upon  the  subject  of  transportation,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  to  be 

Eaid  by  the  State ;  provided,  all  moneys  remaining  unexpended  at  the  expiration  of  each 
seal  year  shall  be  returned  to  the  State  Treasury.  Said  Board  is  further  authorized  to 
expend  not  to  exceed  four  hundred  dollars  for  office  furniture  and  fixtures,  to  be  paid  by 
the  State.  The  State  shall  furnish  said  Board  with  all  necessary  stationery  and  printing, 
upon  requisitions  signed  by  the  President  of  said  Board. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Commissioners,  and  the  persons  in  their  official  employment,  shall,  when 
in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  have  the  right  to  pass  free  of  charge,  on  all 
railroaos,  steamers,  ships,  vessels,  and  boats,  and  on  ail  vehicles  employed  in  or  bv  any 
railroad  or  other  transportation  company  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  freight  axid 
passengers  within  this  State. 
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8ec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attomey-Qeneral,  and  the  District  Attorney  in  every 
coun^,  on  request  of  said  Board,  to  institute  and  prosecute,  and  to  appear  and  to  defend 
for  said  Board,  in  any  and  all  suits  and  proceedings  -wbicli  they  or  eitner  of  them  shall  be 
requested  by  said  Board  to  institute  and  prosecute,  and  to  appear  in  all  suits  and  proceed- 
ing to  which  the  Board  is  a  party,  shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  business  except 
cnminal  business;  provided j  tnat  said  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  additional 
counsel  to  assist  said  Attorney-General,  or  said  District  Attorney,  or  otherwise,  when,  in 
their  Judgment,  the  exigencies  of  the  case  mav  so  require.  The  fees  and  expenses  of  said 
additional  counsel  to  be  determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  paid  by  the 
State. 

6ec.  5.  The  office  of  said  Board  shall  be  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  Said  office  shall 
always  be  open  (legal  holidays  and  non-judicial  days  excepted).  The  Board  shall  hold  its 
sessions  at  least  once  a  month  in  said  city  of  San  Francisco  and  at  such  other  times  and 
such  other  places  within  this  Slate  as  may  be  expedient.  The  sessions  of  said  Board  shall 
be  pablic,  and  when  held  at  a  place  other  than  the  office  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  before  the  com- 
mencement of  such  session,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  such  session  is 
to  be  held ;  and  if  no  newspaper  is  published  in  such  county,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  an  adjacent  county.  Such  publication  to  be  paid  by  the  State  in  the  manner  as 
other  publications  authorized  by  law  are  paid. 

Skc.  6.  The  Board  shall  have  a  seal,  to  he  devised  by  its  members,  or  a  majority  thereof. 
Such  seal  shall  have  the  following  inscription  surrounding  it:  "  Railroad  Commission, 
State  of  California."  The  seal  shall  be  affixed  only  to,  first,  writs ;  second,  authentications 
of  a  copy  of  a  record  or  other  proceeding,  or  copy  of  a  document  on  file  in  the  office  of 
said  Commission. 

Sec.  7.  The  process  issued  by  said  Board  shall  extend  to  all  parts  of  the  State.  The 
Board  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  summons  and  of  subpoena  in  like  manner  as 
Courts  of  record.  The  summons  shall  direct  the  defendant  to  appear  and  answer  within 
fifteen  days  from  the  day  of  service.  The  necessary  process  issued  by  the  Board  may  be 
served  in  any  countv  in  this  State  by  the  Bailiif  of  the  Board,  or  by  any  perton  authorized 
to  serve  process  of  Courts  of  record. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  said  Board  shall  issue  all  process  and  notices  required  to  be 
issued,  and  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  prescribe.  The  BailifiT 
shall  preserve  order  during  the  sessions  of  said  Board,  and  siiall  have  authority  to  make 
arrests  for  disturbances.  He  shall  also  have  authority,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  serve 
all  process,  orders,  and  notices  issued  by  said  Board  when  directed  by  the  President,  and 
make  return  of  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  All  complaints  before  said  Board  shall  be  in  writing  and  tinder  oath.  All  decis- 
ions of  said  Board  shall  be  given  in  writing,  and  the  grounds  of  the  decision  shall  be 
stated.  A  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Board  shall  he  kept,  and  the  evidence  of  per- 
sons appearing  before  said  Board  snail  be  preserved. 

Sec.  10.  whenever  the  Board  shall  render  any  decision  within  the  purview  and  pur- 
suant to  the  authority  vested  in  said  Board  by  section  twenty-two  of  article  twelve  or  the 
Constitution,  said  Board,  or  the  person,  copartnership,  company,  or  corporation  making 
the  complaint  upon  which  such  decision  was  rendered,  is  authorized  to  sue  upon  such 
decision  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  State. 

Sec  11.  Wnenever  said  Board,  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  shall  establish  or  adopt 
rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight,  pursuant  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Constitution,  said  Board  shall  serve  a  printed  schedule  of  such  rates,  and  of 
any  changes  that  may  be  made  in  such  rates,  upon  the  person,  copartnership,  company, 
or  corporation  affected  thereby ;  and  upon  sucn  service  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  per- 
son, copartnership,  company,  or  corporation  to  immediately  cause  copies  of  the  same  to 
be  posted  in  all  its  offices,  station  houses,  warehouses,  and  landing  offices  affected  by  such 
rates,  or  changes  of  rates,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  accessible  to  public  inspection  during 
usual  business  hours.  Said  Board  shall  also  make  such  further  publication  thereof  as 
they  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  the  public  good.  If  the  party  to  be  served,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  be  a  corporation,  such  service  may  be  made  upon  the  President, 
Vice-President.  Secretary,  or  Managing  Agent  thereof,  arid  if  a  copartnership,  upon  any 
partner  thereoi.  The  rates  of  charges  established  or  adopted  by  said  Board,  pursuant  to 
the  Constitution  and  this  Act,  shall  go  into  force  and  effect  on  the  twentieth  day  after 
service  of  said  schedule  of  rates,  or  changes  in  rates,  upon  the  person,  copartnership, 
company,  or  corporation  affected  thereby, "as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Skc.  12.  When  iurisdiction  is,  hy  the  Constitution,  conferred  on  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  all  the  means  necessary  to  carry  it  into  effect  are  also  conferred  on  said 
Board,  and  when  in  the  exercise  of  juri'sdiction  within  the  purview  of  the  authority  con- 
ferred on  said  Board  by  the  Constitution,  the  course  of  proceedings  be  not  specifically 
pointed  out,  any  suitable  process  or  mode  of  proceedings  hiay  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
which  may  appear  most  conformable  to  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec  13.  Tne  said  Board  shall  immediately  after  entering  iipon  the  performance  of  its 
duties,  demand  and  receive  from  the  Transportation  Commissioner,  appointed  under  an 
Act  approved  April  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  section  nine,  chapter  one, 
all  puhlic  property  belonging  to  the  office  of  said  Transportation  Commissioner,  in  his 
possession,  or  under  his  control,  and  it  is  hereby  made  his  duty  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
said  Board. 

Sec  14.    The  term  **  transportation  companies  "  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  and  include : 
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First — All  companies  owning  and  operating  railroads  (other  than  street  railroads) 
within  this  State. 

Second — All  companies  owning  and  operating  steamships  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  freight  or  passengers  from  and  to  ports  within  this  State. 

Third — All  companies  owning  and  operating  steamboats  used  in  transporting  freight  or 
passengers  upon  the  rivers  or  inland  waters  oi  this  State. 

The  word  "company,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  and  include  cor- 
porations, associations,  partnerships,  trustees,  agents,  assignees,  and  individuals.  When- 
ever any  railroad  company  owns  and  operates,  in  connection  with  its  road  and  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  its  cars,  freight,  or  passengers,  any  steamer  or  other  waterfcraft, 
such  steamer  or  other  watercraft  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  its  said  road.  Whenever  any 
steamship  or  steamboat  company  owns  and  operates  any  barge,  canal  boat,  steamer. 
tug,  lerryboat,  or  lighter,  in  connection  w^ith  its  ships  or  boats,  the  things  so  owned  and 
operated  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  its  main  line. 

Sec.  15.  The  salaries  of  the  Commissioners,  Secretary,  Bailiff,  and  all  other  officers  and 
attaches  in  any  manner  employed  by  the  Board  of  Cbmmissioners,  and  all  expenses. of 
every  kind  created  under  this  Act,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  General  Fund 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  the  ControUer  of  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  draw  his  warrants  from  time  to  time  for  such  purposes,  and  the  State  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  16.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


RULES  OF  PROCEDURE  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Rule  I. — To  regulate,  establish,  or  change  the  rates  of  charges  and 
schedules  of  fares  or  freights  of  any  transportation  company  in  this 
State,  said  Commissioners  will  proceed  upon  their  own  motion,  or  upon 
the  complaint  of  any  person  or  persons  demanding  relief,  and  having 
an  interest  therein. 

Rule  II. — In  any  case  of  alleged  extortion,  discrimination,  or  other 
abuse,  by  any  transportation  company  in  this  State,  subject  to  the  cogni- 
zance and  control  of  said  Commissioners,  they  will  proceed,  upon  the 
complaint  of  the  person  or  persons  injured  thereby,  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  cause  of  such  complaint,  and  will  exercise  the  remedial  and 
judicial  powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution,  as  required  thereby,  to 
wit:  "In  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  Courts  of  record, 
and  enforce  their  decisions  and  correct  abuses  through  the  mediums  of 
the  Courts." 

Rule  III. — Such  complaint  as  aforesaid,  when  presented  at  the  oflBce 
of  said  Commissioners,  shall  be  filed  by  the  Secretary,  who  shall,  at  the 
request  of  the  complainant,  issue  a  summons  thereon. 

Rule  IV. — The  summons  must  be  directed  to  the  defendant,  must  be 
signed  by  the  Secretary,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Commissioners, 
and  must  contain: 

1.  The  names  of  the  parties  t/O  the  proceeding. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  complaint. 

3.  A  direction  that  the  defendant  appear  and  answer  it  within  fifteen 
days  after  service  hereof. 

»  _ 

Rule  V. — The  summons  may  be  served  by  the  Bailifi*  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, or  by  any  citizen  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  served  by  delivering 
a  copy  thereof,  together,  w^ith  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  to  the  defendant, 
or  if  the  defendant  is  a  corporation,  to  the  President,  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, or  Managing  Agent  thereof.  Proof  of  service  of  summons  and 
complaint  must  be  as  follows: 

1.  If  made  by  the  Bailiff,  his  certificate  thereof. 

2.  If  by  any  other  person,  his  affidavit  thereof. 

Rule  VI. — From  the  time  of  the  service  of  the  summons  and  the  copy 
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of  complaint,  the  Commissioners  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired  juris- 
diction of  the  parties  and  subject-matter.    The  voluntary  appearance 
of  the  defendant  is  equivalent  to  personal  service. 
Rule  VII. — The  complaint  must  contain: 

1.  The  names  of  the  parties  to  the  proceeding. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  cause  of  complaint,  in  ordinary  and  concise  lan- 
guage, giving  such  particulars  of  time,  place,  and  circumstances  as  may 
enable  the  defendant  to  answer  the  same  intelligently. 

3.  A  demand  of  the  relief  claimed. 

Rule  VIII. — The  defendant  may,  within  the  time  required  in  the 
Bunamons  to  answer,  object  to  the  complaint  upon  the  following  grounds: 

1.  That  it  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  authorize  the  proceedings. 

2.  That  it  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Section  9,  Chapter 
69,  Statutes  of  1880. 

Rule  IX. — If  the  objection  be  sustained,  the  complainant  may  amend 
his  complaint.  If  the  objection  be  overruled,  the  defendant  may  answer 
the  complaint. 

Rule  X. — The  answer  of  the  defendant  may  contain: 

1.  A  general  or  specific  denial  of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  con- 
troverted by  him. 

2.  A  statement  of  any  new  matter  of  defense  in  mitigation  or  explana- 
tion of  the  charges  made  in  the  complaint. 

Rule  XI. — ^The  complainant  may,  upon  service  of  the  answer,  object 
to  the  same  as  insufficient,  and  if  the  objection  is  sustained  the  defend- 
ant may  amend  his  answer. 

Rule  XII. — The  complaint,  answer,  and  demurrer  must  be  subscribed 
by  the  party,  his  authorized  agent,  or  attornev.  The  complaint  and 
answer  must  be  verified  as  required  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in 
civil  cases. 

Rule  XIII. — Upon  the  appearance,  answer,  or  default  of  defendant, 
the  Commissioners  shall  promptly  hear  and  determine  the  cause  of  com- 
plaint, and  upon  the  law  and  the  facts  shall  render  and  file  in  their 
office  a  decision  in  writing,  signed  by  the  Commissioners  concurring 
therein.  Within  ten  days  thereafter,  upon  a  petition  by  either  party 
based  upon  the  record  in  the  case,  such  decisions  may  be  modified  or 
changed  by  order  of  the  Commissioners,  setting  forth  the  reasons  there- 
for. 

Rule  XIV. — The  Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  must  keep  a  calendar 
of  cases  pending  before  them,  in  their  chronological  order;  and  in  a  suit- 
able book,  properly  indexed,  shall  enter  all  orders  and  decisions  of  the 
Board. 

Rule  XV. — The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
relating  to  the  general  principles,  kinds,  and  degrees,  production,  and 
effect  of  evidence,  and  of  the  rights  and  duties  of  witnesses,  shall  be 
applicable  to  proceedings  before  these  Commissioners. 

Rule  XVI. — These  rules  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Commissioners,  and  amendments  so  made  shall  go  into  effect  in  ten 
days  thereafter. 

Rule  XVII. — These  rules  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  March,  1883. 
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ADDITIONAL  RULES  OF  PROCEDURE. 

Whereas,  By  Section  11,  Chapter  59,  of  the  Statutes  of  1880,  entitled 
"  An  Act  to  organize  and  define  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,"  it  is  provided  that  "  whenever  said  Board,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  its  duties,  shall  establish  or  adopt  rates  of  charges  for  trans- 
portation of  passengers  or  freight,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  said  Board  shall  serve  a  printed  schedule  of  such  rates,  and 
of  any  changes  that  may  be  made  in  such  rates,  upon  the  person,  copart- 
nership, company,  or  corporation  affected  thereby;  and  upon  such 
service  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person,  copartnership,  company,  or 
corporation  to  immediately  cause  copies  of  the  same  to  be  posted  in  all 
of  its  offices,  station  houses,  warehouses,  and  landing  offices  affected  by 
such  rates,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  accessible  to  public  inspection 
during  usual  business  hours."  And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  in 
said  section  and  Act  that  "  the  rates  of  charges  established  or  adopted 
by  said  Board  pursuant  to  the  Constitution  and  this  Act  shall  go  into 
force  and  effect  the  twentieth  day  after  service  of  said  schedule  of  rates 
or  changes  of  rates  upon  the  person,  copartnership,  company,  or  corpora- 
tion affected  thereby,  as  herein  provided."  And  whereas,  unless  waived 
by  the  party  to  be  affected  thereby,  as  aforesaid,  the  mode  and  time 
prescribed  exclude  all  others.  And  whereas,  it  is  optional  with  such 
party  to  waive  said  time,  and  also  service  of  printed  copy  of  said  sched- 
ule. And  whereas,  it  is  competent  and  proper  for  this  Commission, 
when  it  shall  "  establish  or  adopt "  rates  of  charges  as  aforesaid,  to  con- 
sult the  convenience  and  preference  of  such  party  as  to  the  form  and 
clerical  preparation  of  the  schedule  it  is  required  to  copy  and  post  for 
inspection  and  use  as  aforesaid. 

Now,  therefore^  it  is  hereby  ordered^  That  in  pursuance  of  said  section 
of  said  Act,  this  Commission  can  and  will  establish  or  adopt  rates  of 
charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  only  by  sched- 
ule; and  that  in  the  preparation  thereof,  in  the  usual  form  for  con- 
venient use  as  aforesaid,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  avail  himself  of  such  form  or  draft  of  such 
schedule  as  may  be  most  conveniently  copied  and  used  by  the  party  to 
be  most  affected  thereby. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  upon  the  completion  of  any  schedule 
of  rates  of  charges,  so  drafted  and  prepared  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Commission,  and  it  shall  be  "established  and 
adopted,"  as  aforesaid.  A  certified  copy  of  the  order  adopting  the  same 
shall  be  served  by  said  Secretary  upon  the  party  to  be  affected  thereby; 
and  in  case  such  party  shall  prefer  for  its  own  convenience,  and  to  sim- 
plify the  duties  of  all  concerned,  to  make  its  own  copies  of  all  such 
schedules,  and  shall  consent  to  put  the  same  in  operation  within  twenty 
days  from  and  after  the  service  of  said  order,  and  in  accordance  there- 
with, it  may  do  so  without  further  preliminary  process  or  proceeding  to 
enforce  the  same;  provided,  that  said  party,  or  its  general  manager, 
shall,  within  three  days  from  and  after  the  service  of  said  order,  acknowl- 
edge the  service  of  said  schedule  by  printed  copy,  expressly  waiving  all 
other  service  or  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  addressed  to  said  Commission, 
and  to  be  filed  and  remain  of  record  in  its  office. 

And  it  is  further  ordered.  That  if  such  acknowledgment  and  waiver, 
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as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  filed  in  said  office  within  three  days  from  and 
after  the  service  of  such  order  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  that  case,  said 
Secretary  shall  immediately  proceed  to  print  such  schedule  and  order, 
and  to  serve  printed  copies  thereof  on  the  parties  to  be  aflfected  thereby, 
and  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  action  in  the  minutes  of  said  Commission. 


OOEPOEATIONS. 


Returns  have  been  received  by  this  Commission  for  the  year  1889 
from  twenty-six  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State.  Twenty-five 
of  these  corporations  were  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and, 
one,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  was  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky. 

A  brief  history  is  given  below  of  each  company  reporting  to  this  Com- 
miss  ion  viz.* 

SOUTHERN   PACIFIC  COMPANY. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky.  It  operates  under  lease  railroad  lines  in  California, 
Nevada,  Utah,  Oregon,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  and  Louisiana,  and  steam- 
ship lines  running  from  New  Orleans  to  New  York,  Havana,  Vera  Cruz, 
Nicaragua,  etc.  It  also  has  a  proprietary  interest  in  railroad  lines 
located  in  Texas.  These  lines  include  the  Southern  Pacific  transconti- 
nental line,  known  as  the  "  Sunset  Route."  The  lines  east  of  El  Paso 
are  known  as  the  Atlantic  System,  and  those  west  of  that  place  are 
known  as  the  Pacific  System.  The  railroad  lines  operated  in  California 
by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  which  are  included  in  the  Pacific 
System,  are  as  follows:

In  connection  with  the  railroad  lines  in  California,  there  are  also 
operated  ferry  and  transfer  steamers  on  the  bay  of  San  Francisco  and 
tributaries;  also,  river  steamers  on  the  Sacramento  and  Feather  Rivers.

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The  following  is  a  brief  history  of  these  lines: 

CENTRAL    PACIFIC    RAILROAD. 

The  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company  of  California  was  chartered 
June  28,  1861,  to  bnild  a  railroad  from  Sacramento  to  the  State  line  of 
Nevada.  In  1862,  Congress  passed  an  Act  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
a  Pacific  railroad,  and  authorized  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  to  con- 
struct its  road  to  the  westerly  line  of  the  State  of  California,  and  there 
meet  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  thus  forming  a  through  overland  road. 
Subsequently  the  limitation  to  build  to  the  westerly  line  of  the  State  of 
California  was  removed,  and  the  Central  Pacific  was  authorized  to  build 
eastward  from  California  to  a  connection  with  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad. 
In  1863  the  work  of  construction  was  commenced,  and  the  through  line 
was  completed  in  May,  1869 — seven  years  less  time  than  had  been  allowed 
by  the  Acts  of  Congress.  The  obstacles  encountered  in  the  tunneling 
of  mountains^  bridging  and  filling  of  ravines,  was  accomplished  at  an 
enormous  cost,  and  when  the  snow  line  was  reached  it  became  evident 
that  the  only  means  of  protecting  the  road  from  the  heavy  snowfalls, 
and  keep  it  open  for  traffic,  would  be  the  construction  of  substantial 
snowsheds  and  galleries,  which  were  constructed  for  a  distance  of  nearly 
forty  miles.  The  road  was  completed  to  Newcastle  on  November  1, 1864; 
to  Auburn,  May  14,  1865;  to  Clipper  Gap,  June  19,  1865;  to  Colfax^ 
September  11, 1865;  to  Dutch  Flat,  July  5, 1866;  to  Alta,  July  11, 1866; 
to  Cisco,  December  3, 1866;  to  Truckee,  April  3, 1868;  to  Reno,  June  19, 
1868;  to  Wadsworth,  July  22,  1868;  to  Browns,  August  21,  1868;  to 
Oreana,  September  29, 1868;  to  Winnemucca,  October  1, 1868;  to  Argenta, 
November  19,  1868;  to  Elko,  January  25,  1869;  to  Carlin,  March  15, 
1869;  to  Terrace,  May  7,  1869;  to  Promontory,  May  9,  1869,  to  a  con- 
nection with  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  thus  completing  the  first  over- 
land railroad.  Subsequently  the  road  from  Promontory  to  Ogden  was 
acquired  from  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

On  June  23, 1870,  the  Western  Pacific  Railroad,  organized  to  construct 
a  line  from  San  Jose  to  Sacramento  and  San  Francisco,  was  consoli- 
dated with  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  of  California,  forming  the  Central 
Pacific  Railroad  Company.  On  August  22,  1870,  the  California  and 
Oregon  Railroad,  operating  a  line  from  Roseville  north  toward  Oregon; 
the  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  and  Alameda  Railroad,  operating  ferry 
steamers  on  the  bay  of  San  Francisco,  and  local  lines  of  railroad  in 
Oakland  and  Alameda,  and  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railroad,  organized 
to  construct  a  line  through  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  were  consolidated 
with  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  under  the  name  of  the  Central  Pacific 
Railroad  Company. 

Construction,  which  had  ceased  on  the  Oregon  Division  at  Redding, 
was  resumed  in  1884  with  the  intention  of  pushing  the  line  to  a  connec- 
tion with  the  Oregon  and  California  Railroad,  thus  forming  a  through 
rail  connection  between  San  Francisco,  California,  and  Portland,  Ore- 
gon. The  Siskiyou  Mountains  required'grades  of  174.24  feet  to  the  mile, 
and  curvature  with  a  radius  of  409.51  feet  to  reach  the  summit  of  the 
Siskiyou  Mountains.  The  whole  road  was  solidly  constructed,  all  cul- 
verts and  openings  being  built  of  stone,  and  the  river  crossings  are 
bridged  with  iron  bridges — the  Sacramento  River  being  crossed  eighteen 
times — and  on  October  5,  1887,  the  line  was  completed  to  the  State  line 
of  California  and  Oregon.     On  December  17, 1887,  the  Oregon  and  Call- 
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fornia  Railroad  completed  its  road  to  the  State  line,  making  connection 
with  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  thus  uniting  California  and  Oregon. 
All  the  lines  of  this  company  are  of  standard  gauge.     The  mileage,  as 
operated,  is  as  follows:

There  are  also  7.72  miles  of  second  track  in  California. 

To  reach  San  Francisco  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  a  fleet  of  passenger 
ferry  steamers  and  freight  transfer  steamers  on  the  bay  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, which  make  connection  with  all  trains  at  the  Oakland  terminal 
depot,  and  make  half-hourly  trips  during  the  day  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  suburban  travel.  The  steamers  employed  in  passenger  traffic 
are  the  "  Alameda,"  "  Amador,"  "  El  Capitan,"  "  Oakland,"  "  Piedmont;" 
and  in  freight  traffic,  the  "  Thoroughfare"  and  " Transit." 

In  connection  with  its  railroad  lines,  there  is  operated  on  the  Sacra- 
mento River  a  line  of  steamers  plying  between  San  Francisco  and 
Sacramento.  Employed  in  this  traffic  are  the  steamers  "  Apache  "  and 
"  Modoc,"  and  the  barges  "  Ace  of  Spades  "  and  "  Yolo." 

CALIFORNIA  PACIFIC  RAILROAD. 

This  road  as  it  now  exists  was  organized  December  23, 1869,  by  con- 
solidation and  amalgamation  of  the  then  existing  California  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  and  California  Pacific  Railroad  Extension  Company, 
which  in  turn  had  been  consolidated;  the  former  on  January  6,  1865, 
with  the  San  Francisco  and  Marysville  Railroad  and  the  Sacramento 
and  San  Francisco  Railroad;  the  latter  on  April  5,  1869,  with  the  Napa 
Valley  Railroad.  This  road  is  wholly  located  in  the  State  of  California, 
is  of  standard  gauge,  and  its  mileage  is  as  follows:

In  connection  with  its  railroad  the  California  Pacific  operates  a  ferry 
line  from  Vallejo  to  Vallejo  Junction,  connecting  there  with  the  North- 
ern Railway  for  San  Francisco  and  other  points  on  the  lines  operated  by 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company. 


16  REPORT   OF  BOARD   OF   RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 

NORTHERN  CALIFORNIA  RAILWAY. 

This  company  was  organized  September  3, 1888,  and  acquired  by  pur- 
chase the  Northern  California  Railroad,  which  was  organized  September 
6,  1884,  and  had  acquired  the  California  Northern  Railroad  on  January 
1,  1885.  The  California  Northern  Railroad  was  chartered  June  29, 1860, 
and  in  February,  1864,  opened  its  road  to  Oroville.  It  went  into  the 
hands  of  a  Receiver,  and  was  sold  at  Commissioner's  sale  January  22^ 
1881.  It  was  operated  under  its  old  corporate  title  until  absorbed  by  the 
Northern  California  Railway.  It  is  of  standard  gauge.  The  present 
mileage  operated  is  from  Marysville  to  Oroville,  25.90  miles.  The  com- 
pany has  completed,  during  1889,  the  construction  of  a  line  from 
Marysville  to  Knight's  Landing,  a  distance  of  27.70  miles,  which,  how- 
ever, is  not  yet  in  operation;  giving  it  a  total  of  53.60  miles,  all  in  the 

State  of  California. 

NORTHERN  RAILWAY. 

This  road  was  organized  July  19,  1871,  and  opened  its  line  for  traflBc 
from  Woodland,  the  junction  point  with  the  California  Pacific  Railroad, 
to  Williams,  July  1,  1876;  from  Williams  to  Willows,  October  3,  1878; 
to  Or  land,  July  31,  1882;  to  Tehama,  the  junction  point  with  Central 
Pacific  Railroad,  September  27,  1882.  From  West  Oakland  to  Shell 
Mound  the  road  was  opened  August  16,  1876;  to  Martinez,  January  9, 
1878;  to  Suisun,  December  28,  1879,  joining  there  the  California  Pacific 
Railroad,  and  forming  a  short  line  from  San  Francisco  to  Sacramento, 
in  connection  with  the  ferry  system  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad.  At 
Port  Costa  extensive  wharves  were  built,  and  a  ferry  established  to 
transfer  freight  and  passenger  trains  across  the  Straits  of  Carquinez  to 
Benicia.  For  that  purpose  the  steamer  "  Solano"  was  constructed,  which 
is  one  of  the  largest  ferry  steamers  in  the  world,  having  a  tonnage  of 
three  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  tons.  In  1888,  the  increase  in 
traffic  between  West  Oakland  and  Port  Costa  necessitated  the  construc- 
tion of  a  second  track,  which  was  completed  and  put  in  operation 
November  1,  1888. 

On  May  15,  1888,  the  Northern  Railway  was  consolidated  with  the 
Winters  and  Ukiah  Railway,  Woodland,  Capay,  and  Clear  Lake  Rail- 
road, West  Side  and  Mendocino  Railroad,  Vaca  Valley  and  Clear  Lake 
Railroad,  San  Joaquin  and  Sierra  Nevada  Railroad  (narrow  gauge), 
Sacramento  and  Placerville  Railroad,  Shingle  Springs  and  Placerville 
Railroad,  Santa  Rosa  and  Carquinez  Railroad,  Amador  Branch  Railroad, 
and  Berkeley  Branch  Railroad,  forming  the  Northern  Railway  Company. 
The  lines  of  this  road  are  wholly  located  in  California,  and  the  mileage 
at  the  present  time  is  as  follows:

All  of  the  above  are  standard  gauge,  with  the  exception  of  the  line 
from  Bracks  to  Valley  Springs,  which  has  a  gauge  of  three  feet. 

SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  RAILROAD  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

This  road  was  incorporated  December  2, 1865,  and  on  October  12, 1870, 
consolidated  with  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Jose  Railroad,  the  Santa 
Clara  arid  Pajaro  Valley  Railroad,  and  the  California  Southern  Railroad. 
On  August  19,  1873,  the  Southern  Pacific  Branch  Railroad  was  consoli- 
dated with  this  road.  On  December  18,  1874,  the  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Pedro  Railroad  was  consolidated  with  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad. 
On  May  14, 1888,  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad,  San  Jose  and  Almaden 
Railroad,  Pajaro  and  Santa  Cruz  Railroad,  Monterey  Railroad,  Monterey 
Extension  Railroad,  Southern  Pacific  Branch  Railway,  San  Pablo  and 
Tulare  Railroad,  San  Pablo  and  Tulare  Extension  Railroad,  San  Ramon 
Valley  Railroad,  Stockton  and  Copperopolis  Railroad,  Stockton  and 
Tulare  Railroad,  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  Yosemite  Railroad,  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Diego  Railroad,  Los  Angeles  and  Independence  Rail- 
road, Long  Beach,  Whittier,  and  Los  Angeles  County  Railroad,  Long 
Beach  Railroad,  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Extension,  and  Ramona  and 
San  Bernardino  Railroad,  were  consolidated  under  the  name  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

Under  the  Acts  of  Congress  of  July  27, 1886,  and  March  3, 1871,  this 
company  was  aided  in  the  construction  of  its  line  by  a  land  grant,  cover- 
ing the  road  from  San  Jose,  via  Goshen,  to  the  Colorado  River. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  is  divided  into  two  divisions  for  operat- 
ing purposes:  the  Coast  Division,  from  San  Francisco  to  Santa  Mar- 
garita, with  branches  to  Tres  Pinos,  Monterey,  Santa  Cruz,  and  Almaden; 
the  Southern  Division,  from  Goshen  to  Yuba,  together  with  the  various 
branches.  The  Coast  Division  was  completed  to  Soledad  and  Tres  Pinos 
August  12,  1873.  In  1886,  construction  was  resumed  at  Soledad  to 
extend  the  line  down  the  coast  to  a  connection  with  the  Southern 
Division,  the  present  terminus  being  Santa  Margarita,  to  which  point 
the  road  was  completed  for  operation  January  31,  1889. 

The  Southern  Division  commences  at  Goshen,  where  it  forms  a  junc- 
tion with  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad.  Construction  on  this  division 
was  commenced  in  1872,  reaching  Caliente  April  26, 1875;  from  Caliente 
through  the  Tehachapi  Pass  a  great  many  difficulties  were  encountered, 
on  account  of    the  rugged  nature  of  the  country.     Seventeen  tunnels 
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had  to  be  constructed  in  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles,  and  it  is  here 
the  celebrated  loop  is  located.  In  the  meantime  construction  was  car- 
ried on  from  Los  Angeles  south  toward  the  Colorado  River,  and  work 
was  being  pushed  at  the  San  Fernando  tunnel,  which  was  constructed 
at  an  enormous  cost,  being  6,966.5  feet  in  length,  and  it  was  found  nec- 
essary to  timber  the  whole  of  it.  On  September  6, 1876,  connection  was 
made  at  the  San  Fernando  tunnel  between  the  lines  constructed  from 
San  Francisco  south  and  from  Los  Angeles  north,  completing  the  all  rail 
line  between  the  two  points.  The  construction  of  the  line  was  rapidly 
carried  on  across  the  Colorado  Desert,  where  it  passes  two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  feet  below  the  sea  level.  The  Colorado  River  was  reached 
May  23,  1877,  and  the  road  opened  for  traffic.  At  the  Colorado  River 
connection  is  made  with  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  of  Arizona,  thus 
forming  the  Southern  Pacific  transcontinental  line,  popularly  known  as 
the  "  Sunset  Route." 

In  1882  construction  was  commenced  on  a  line  from  Mojave  to  The 
Needles,  at  the  Colorado  River,  and  it  was  opened  for  traffic  on  August 
9,  1883,  making  connection  at  The  Needles  with  the  line  of  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Railroad  Company.  On  August  20,  1884,  an  agreement  of 
sale  for  this  portion  of  the  road  from  Mojave  to  The  Needles  was  made 
with  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  that  company  is 
now  operating  it.  All  the  lines  located  in  the  State  of  California  are 
standard  gauge,  and  the  number  of  miles  in  operation  at  the  present 
time  is  as  follows:

ATLANTIC    AND    PACIFIC    RAILROAD. 

The  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad  was  built  under  a  charter  granted 
by  the  United  States  Government  in  1866  for  an  overland  road  from 
Springfield,  Missouri,  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  at  San  Francisco.  The  charter 
carried  with  it  a  land  grant  of  all  the  odd  numbered  sections  forty  miles 
on  each  side  of  the  line.  Surveys  were  made  in  the  following  year  or  two 
covering  the  whole  distance,  passing  southwesterly  through  the  State  of 
Missouri,  Indian  Territory,  Panhandle  of  Texas,  Territories  of  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona,  and  State  of  California,  to  San  Francisco.    The  line 
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touched  Vinita,  Indian  Territory,  Albu<^uerque,  New  Mexico,  Needles, 
on  the  Colorado  River;  thence  to  the  Pacific  Ocean.  That  portion  of  the 
line  from  Springfield  to  Vinita  was  built  in  1871-72,  and  that  portion 
from  Albuquerque  to  the  Colorado  River  in  1879-83,  and  from  Mojave, 
in  California,  to  The  Needles  in  1882-83;  the  line  from  Albuquerque  to 
Mojave  being  known  as  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad  (Western 
Division).  This  portion  of  the  line  was  built  by  money  furnished  by 
New  York  and  Boston  capitalists,  the  former  being  those  interested 
in  the  road  from  St.  Louis  to  Vinita,  and  the  latter  representing  mainly 
the  Atchison,  Topeka,  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company,  the  stock  being 
held  and  funds  furnished  jointly  by  these  interests.  Since  its  comple- 
tion in  1883,  the  road  has  been  operated  by  these  interests  jointly,  the 
division  in  California  being  purchased  from  the  Southern  Pacific  Rail- 
road Company  in  the  year  1884. 

While  this  road  was  unusually  expensive  to  construct,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  the  great  amount  of  grade  expensive  to  operate,  it  has  the 
further  drawback  of  being  built  through  a  country,  a  small  portion  of 
which  was  very  sparsely  populated,  the  balance  being  a  desert.  The  land 
grant,  while  large  in  acreage,  was  found  to  be  of  little  immediate  value, 
and  much  of  it  will  never  pay  the  expense  of  survey. 

Because  of  the  above,  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  road 
could  not  be  financially  successful;  consequently  it  has  been  necessary 
for  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  (Eastern  Division),  now  known  as  the  St. 
Louis  and  San  Francisco  Company,  and  the  Atchison,  Topeka,  and  Santa 
Fe  Railroad  Company,  to  sustain  the  property  jointly,  drawing  heavily 
on  both  to  meet  the  annual  deficit. 

The  line  was  originally  constructed  in  first  class  manner,  with  good 
roadbed  carefully  laid,  and  track  laid  mostly  with  fifty-six-pound  steel 
rails,  and  it  had  been  kept  fully  up  to  the  standard  of  western  railroads. 

Several  large  iron  bridges  were  built  on  the  line  during  its  construc- 
tion, and  at  the  most  important  point,  viz.:  the  crossing  of  the  Colorado 
River,  near  Needles,  a  bridge  is  now  being  built  at  a  cost  of  nearly  half 
a  million  dollars.  This  had  to  be  done  to  take  the  road  out  of  the 
valley  and  overflowed  lands  along  the  river,  where  it  was  subject  to 
continual  attack  from  the  river,  and  its  maintenance  was  difficult  and 
expensive.  The  line  has  almost  fourteen  hundred  wooden  bridges;  and 
as  an  illustration  of  the  fact  that  they  have  been  fully  and  carefully 
maintained,  it  is  stated  that  there  has  not  been  a  case  known  since  the 
road  has  been  in  operation  where  a  bridge  gave  way  under  a  train.  The 
only  danger  to  these  bridges  is  from  fire,  where  ignition  occurs  so  easily 
from  the  extreme  dryness  of  the  timber.  This  is  met  by  the  use  of  fire- 
proof paint,  to  some  extent,  and  a  strict  surveillance  by  track  walkers, 
day  and  night.  The  property  is  now  in  good  condition,  with  ample 
equipment  for  its  present  business,  and  the  local  traffic  is  gradually 
growing,  so  that  the  hope  of  a  better  outlook  is  a  reasonable  one. 

The  line  commencing  at  Albuquerque  passes  over  twelve  miles  of  the 
track  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka,  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company,  operated 
under  a  lease;  thence,  by  its  own  road,  over  the  divide  of  the  Rio  Puerco; 
thence  up  the  valley  of  the  Rio  San  Jose  to  its  head  at  the  Continental 
Divide,  which  it  crosses  at  an  elevation  of  seven  thousand  two  hundred 
and  forty-eight  feet  above  sea  level;  thence  down  the  valley  of  the  Rio 
Puerco  of  the  west  to  its  junction  with  the  Rio  Colorado  Chiquito,  cross- 
ing the  latter  near  Winslow  at  an  elevation  of  about  four  thousand 
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seven  hundred  feet  above  the  sea.  It  ascends  the  inclined  plain,  rising- 
to  the  base  of  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  near  Flagstaff,  where  it 
attains  an  elevation  at  the  Arizona  Divide  of  seven  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five  feet  above  the  sea  level.  Thence  it  passes  down  the 
west  slope  of  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  through  Johnson's  Cafion, 
reaching  the  plateau  at  the  head  of  the  Rio  Verde  at  an  elevation  of 
about  five  thousand  two  hundred  feet  above  the  sea.  It  is  on  the  west 
slope  of  these  mountains  that  the  heaviest  grade  is  encountered,  i.  e.y 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  feet  per  mile. 

At  a  point  near  the  east  line  of  Mojave  County,  the  road  commences 
the  descent  westward  to  the  Colorado  River,  reaching  an  elevation  at 
the  Colorado  River  of  a  little  over  five  hundred  feet. 

From  Needles  to  Mojave  the  line  passes  over  what  is  essentially  a 
desert,  attaining  a  higher  elevation  than  two  thousand  four  hundred 
feet  above  sea  level,  until  reaching  Mojave,  at  an  elevation  of  three 
thousand  feet. 

Fuel  in  unlimited  quantity  exists  on  the  line.  A  light  lignite  coal^ 
very  good  for  locomotive  use,  is  to  be  had  at  Gallup  Station,  New 
Mexico,  where  four  or  five  coal  mines  are  in  operation.  Wood  is  found 
in  abundance  about  the  San  Francisco  Mountains. 

Timber  (pine  and  spruce)  is  found  in  great  profusion  at  the  latter 
point,  where  are  situated  large  mills  for  cutting  the  same. 

Stone  of  great  variety,  some  of  it  the  finest  building  stone  in  the 
country  or  world,  is  found  in  vast  deposits. 

The  item  of  water  for  locomotive  purposes  is  one  of  the  most  trouble- 
some and  expensive  matters  with  which  the  road  is  obliged  to  contend, 
and  which  adds  largely  to  the  cost  of  operation.  There  are  stretches  of 
from  forty  to  ninety  miles  where  water  does  not  exist,  and  where  it  has 
to  be  distributed  by  train,  entailing  large  expense.  The  water  supply 
for  some  points  has  been  secured  at  immense  cost,  nearly  $100,000  hav- 
ing been  expended  in  one  case  and  to  supply  one  station.  When  it  is 
considered  that  water  stations  are  needed  at  a  mean  distance  not  to 
exceed  fifteen  miles,  in  conse'quence  of  much  high  grade,  it  will  be  seen 
how  serious  this  expense  is. 

POINTS   OF   INTEREST. 

The  Pueblo  villages  of  New  Mexico,  and  the  Pueblo  Indians  (Lagunas 
and  Acomas);  next,  the  Navajoes,  a  nomadic  tribe,  and  the  Supais, 
Moquis,  and  Mojaves,  of  Arizona,  are  among  the  matters  of  interest,, 
the  latter,  particularly,  being  good  railroad  laborers  on  the  desert. 

The  whole  country  is  mountainous  and  volcanic,  and  very  interesting 
geologically.  Seventy-five  miles  west  of  Albuquerque  the  line  skirts  a 
river  of  lava  in  the  position  that  it  ceased  to  flow — one  of  the  best 
exemplifications  of  a  lava  flow  in  this  country.  Near  Amboy  and  Lavic, 
on  the  California  Division,  are  two  recent  cones  within  sight  of  the  track. 

At  Barstow  the  line  crosses  the  Mojave  River,  which  at  that  point 
sinks  in  the  sand,  and  is  lost. 

At  Peach  Springs  the  road  approaches  within  eighteen  miles  of  the 
Grand  Canon  of  the  Colorado,  a  sight,  perhaps,  as  stupendous  and  awe 
inspiring  as  is  to  be  seen  on  the  continent. 

On  the  plain  east  of  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  the  line  crosses 
Canon  Diablo — a  great  crack  in  the  limestone  rock  extending  many 
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miles  each  way^-on  a  trestle  bridge  of  iron,  two  hundred  and  thirty 
feet  above  the  bottom  of  the  cafion. 

The  Needles  Mountains,  from  which  Needles  Station  takes  its  name, 
are  a  succession  of  sharp  peaks,  presenting  to  the  eye  a  most  remarkable 
appearance.  The  Colorado  River  passes  through  this  range  in  a  very 
narrow  canon. 

The  line  in  Arizona  and  California  passes  in  sight  of  many  mountain 
ranges,  in  which  there  are  numerous  leads  of  the  precious  metals;  but, 
on  account  of  the  meager  supply  of  water,  these  are  developed  but 
slowly. 

CALIFORNIA     SOUTHERN     RAILROAD  — CALIFORNIA      CENTRAL 

RAILWAY  (Santa  Fe  Route). 

The  California  Southern  was  chartered  January  10,  1882,  and  was 
completed  from  National  City,  on  San  Diego  Bay,  via  Temecula  Cafion, 
to  Colton  and  San  Bernardino  in  September,  1883,  and  extended 
through  the  Cajon  Pass  to  Barstow,  a  junction  of  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Railroad,  in  November,  1885,  making  a  total  main  line  mileage 
of  210.61  miles.  In  September,  1885,  the  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific, 
from  Colton  to  Los  Angeles,  a  distance  of  58  miles,  was  leased,  with 
equal  rights  and  privileges,  and  used  until  the  completion  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Central's  line  between  San  Bernardino  and  Los  Angeles,  in  June, 
1887.  The  mountainous  region  through  which  the  California  Southern 
line  passes,  both  north  and  south  of  San  Bernardino,  testifies  to  great 
■difl&culty  and  expensiveness,  both  of  construction  and  operation. 

In  June,  1887,  the  California  Central  Railway  completed  its  line  from 
Los  Angeles  to  San  Bernardino,  a  distance  of  62.84  miles,  part  of  the  same 
being  the  old  Los  Angeles  and  San  Gabriel  Valley  Railroad,  acquired  by 
purchase;  and  in  August,  1888,  the  California  Central  completed  its  Coast 
Division  south  from  Los  Angeles  to  a  junction  with  the  California  South- 
ern Railroad  near  Oceanside,  a  distance  of  80.90  miles.  These  two  divis- 
ions comprise  the  main  line  of  the  California  Central,  forming,  in 
connection  with  the  California  Southern,  a  direct  line  between  Southern 
California  and  the  East  by  way  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific,  and  Atchison, 
Topeka,  and  Santa  Fe  Railroads. 

Other  branches  of  the  California  Central  were  completed  as  follows: 

From  East  Riverside  to  Orange,  42.88  miles,  in  September,  1887. 

From  Ballona  Junction  to  Pt.  Ballona,  15.05  miles,  in  September,  1887. 

From  Escondido  Junction  to  Escondido,  21 .23  miles,  in  December,  1887. 

From  San  Bernardino  to  Mentone,  12.50  miles,  in  February,  1888. 

From  Perris  to  San  Jacinto,  19.38  miles,  in  April,  1888. 

From  Inglewood  to  Redondo  Beach,  10.81  miles,  in  April,  1888,  making 
a.  total  mileage  of  265.59  for  the  California  Central. 

The  country  traversed  by  the  California  Central,  with  the  exception  of 
the  San  Jacinto  and  Escondido  branches,  which  are  located  in  mountain 
-districts,  differs  widely  from  that  through  which  the  California  Southern 
winds  its  course.  Easier  grades,  and  long  stretches  of  straight  track, 
mark  the  path  of  the  former,  whose  lines,  radiating  from  the  beautiful 
<;ity  of  Los  Angeles,  look  out  on  charming  suburbs,  frequent  towns  and 
villages,  and  broad  and  fertile  valleys  devoted  to  grain,  fruit,  and  stock 
raising. 

The  opening  of  the  California  Central's  lines  was  attended  by  a  large 
immigration  to  the  entire  region  of  Southern  California,  and  changed 
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places  like  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  Pasadena,  and  San  Bernardino  from 
small  towns  to  flourishing  cities,  and  peopled  the  districts  lying  between 
them  and  other  favored  localities  with  thrifty  and  industrious  settlers. 

Both  roads  are  entirely  laid  with  heavy  steel  rails,  and  otherwise  sub- 
stantially constructed  in  all  respects,  and  equipped  with  rolling  stock  to 
handle  a  large  amount  of  business.  Large  and  permanent  shops  and 
engine  houses  have  been  erected  at  San  Bernardino,  Los  Angeles,  and 
National  City,  and  convenient  and  attractive  stations  ornament  the 
lines  from  end  to  end.  The  terminal  facilities  at  Barstow,  Los  Angeles, 
and  National  City  are  extensive  and  valuable,  and  in  addition  thereto 
these  companies  own  two  wharves  in  San  Diego  Bay — one  at  San  Diego, 
the  other  at  National  City. 

The  development  of  Southern  California  in  less  than  five  years,  from 
an  unknown  and  isolated  region  to  a  position  of  renown  and  commer- 
cial importance,  is  but  another  illustration  of  the  results  which  have 
followed  the  daring  and  aggressive  policy  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka,  and 
Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company  through  the  past  decade.  In  the  past 
year  the  expectations  of  increased  business  have  not  been  realized,  and 
as  the  reaction  which  follows  a  season  of  real  estate  speculation  in  a 
new  country  seldom  subsides  within  several  years,  it  is  doubtful  if  a 
profitable  showing  can  immediately  be  made  b}'^  these  roads.  Still, 
great  things  are  hoped  for  in  the  near  future  from  Southern  California, 
and  the  management  is  leaving  nothing  undone  to  meet  the  necessities 
of  the  people  and  foster  their  interests..

This  company  was  formed  in  March,  1^9,  by  the  consolidation  of  the 
San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  the  Sonoma  Valley 
Railroad  Company,  the  Marin  and  Napa  Railroad,  built  in  1888  from 
Ignacio  to  Sears  Point,  7.5  miles,  the  Cloverdale  and  Ukiah  Railroad, 
built  in  1888  from  Cloverdale  to  Hopland,  14.5  miles,  and  extended  14 
miles  to  Ukiah  early  in  1889,  and  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Rafael 
Railroad,  formerly  leased. 

The  consolidated  company  issued  $6,000,000  stock  and  $4,000,000  first 
mortgage  5  per  cent,  thirty-year,  $1,000  bonds,  due  January  1,  1919, 
interest  payable  in  New  York  City,  or  in  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  on  the 
first  of  January  and  first  of  July.  The  mortgage  further  provides  for  an 
additional  issue  of  $500,000  on  extensions,  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding 
$25,000  per  mile  of  railroad  in  excess  of  160  miles  already  constructed. 
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The  bonds  are  coupon,  with  privilege  of  registration.  Provision  is  made 
for  a  sinking  fund  of  $25,000  per  annum  for  purchase  of  the  bonds  in  the 
market  at  not  exceeding  110  and  interest.

The  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Railroad  Company  (one  of  the 
consolidated  companies),  108.5  miles,  was  incorporated  June  29,  1877, 
and  formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Sonoma  and  Marin  Railroad, 
chartered  November  13,  1874,  and  the  Fulton  and  Guerneville,  chartered 
May  23,  1877.  Road  opened  from  Donahue  to  Santa  Rosa  (23  miles), 
January  1,  1870;  to  Windsor  (9  miles),  March  1,  1871;  to  Grant's  (4 
miles),  April  10,  1871;  to  Healdsburg  (2  miles),  July  1,  1871;  and  to 
Cloverdale  (18  miles),  April  15,  1872.  The  Guerneville  branch  was 
opened  May  29,  1876,  and  the  Petaluma  branch  June  2, 1879.  Included 
in  the  main  line  was  a  section  of  9  miles.  Point  Tiburon  to  San  Rafael, 
leased. 

The  Sonoma  Valley  Railroad  Company  (also  one  of  the  consolidated 
companies),  21.43  miles,  was  incorporated  July  24,  1878;  road  opened 
August  23, 1880.  The  Sonoma  and  Santa  Rosa  Railroad  was  opened 
August  15,  1882.     The  two  companies  were  consolidated  during  1885. 

The  branch  from  Santa  Rosa  to  Sebastopol,  6  miles,  is  not  at  this 
writing  (November  1,  1889)  quite  completed,  but  will  be  finished  and 
put  in  operation  at  an  early  date. 

Passengers  and  freight  are  transferred  between  San  Francisco  and 
Point  Tiburon  by  the  company's  steamers  "Tiburon"  and  "James  M. 
Donahue,*'  and  the  company  now  has  another  steamer  under  construc- 
tion at  Point  Tiburon  to  be  used  in  this  service. 

The  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Railway  is  situated  in  the  State 
of  California,  running  through  the  important  counties  of  Marin,  Sonoma, 
and  Mendocino,  and  traverses  this  rich  and  fertile  country  from  San 
Francisco  north  to  Ukiah,  a  distance  of  about  165  miles,  including  all 
branches  now  constructed. 

The  properties  are  all  in  good  physical  condition. 

EEL    RIVER    AND    EUREKA    RAILROAD 

Company  was  incorporated  November  14, 1882,  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing freight  (principally  lumber),  logs,  and  passengers;  to  be  run  from  a 
point  on  the  eastern  line  of  Township  1  North,  of  Range  2  East,  of 
Humboldt  Meridian,  to  Eureka,  Humboldt  County,  distant  40  miles; 
and  was  supplied  with  one  passenger  car  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
passengers.  Although  the  bulk  of  the  freight  is  still  in  carrying 
lumber,  other  traffic  is  gradually  increasing,  and  the  road  is  in  first  class 

condition. 

SOUTH  PACIFIC  COAST  RAILWAY. 

This  company  was  organized  May  21, 1887,  forming  the  South  Pacific 
Coast  Railway  Company,  by  consolidation  of  the  South  Pacific  Coast 
Railroad,  Santa  Cruz  and  Felton  Railroad,  Bay  and  Coast  Railroad, 
Oakland  Township  Railroad,  San  Francisco  and  Colorado  River  Rail- 
road, Felton  and  Pescadero  Railroad,  and  Almaden  Branch  Railroad.

The  line  extends  from  San  Francisco  to  Santa^Cruz,  with  several  branches, 
and  was  opened  for  traffic  from  Santa  Cruz  to  Felton,  October  13, 1875; 
from  Alameda  Point  to  Los  Gatos,  June  1,  1878;  to  Alma,  August  1, 
1878;  to  Wrights,  May  1, 1879;  to  Felton,  May  15,  1880;  from  Alameda 
Point  to  Twelfth  and  Webster  Streets,  Oakland,  May  30, 1881;  to  Four- 
teenth and  Franklin  Streets,  Oakland,  October  1,  1886;  from  Newark 
to  Center ville,  February  18, 1882;  from  Alameda  Mole  to  Alameda  Point, 
March  15,  1884;  from  Felton  Junction  to  Boulder  Creek,  May  1,  1885; 
from  Campbells  to  Almaden,  June  15,1886.  The  mileage  as  now  operated 
is  as  follows:

The  above  lines  are  entirely  located  in  California,  and  are  of  three-foot 
gauge. 

In  connection  with  its  railroad  line  to  San  Francisco,  the  South  Pacific 

Coast  Railway  maintains  a  ferry  system  to  carry  passengers  and  freight 

from  the  terminal  depot  on  the  Alameda  mole,  across  the  bay  of  San 

Francisco.     The  steamers  employed  in  this  service  are  the  "Bay  City," 

"Encinal,"  "Garden  City,"  and  "Newark,"  which  make  connections 

with  all  trains,  and  make  half  hourly  trips  for  the  benefit  of  suburban 

travelers.

The  North  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated  under 
an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  May  20,  A.  D.  1861,  relative  to  railroads, 
on  December  16,  1871. 

The  road  was  opened  from — 

San  Francisco  to  Tomales January  11, 1876. 

Tomales  to  Howards October  16, 1876. 

Howards  to  Tyrone April  2, 1877. 

Tyrone  to  Duncans Ma^  15, 1877. 

Duncans  to  Cazadero  ._ April  11, 1886. 

The  road  from  San  Rafael  to  San  Quentin  is  operated  under  a  lease  of 
forty -three  years  from  March  11,  1885,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $1;  and 
that  from  Duncans  to  Cazadero,  under  one  of  ten  years,  from  April  1, 
1886,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $2,900,  with  the  privUege  of  purchase  of 
same  for  the  sum  of  $58,000  any  time  during  the  life  of  the  lease. 
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The  capital  stock  authorized  is  $3,000,000,  of  which  only  $2,500,000 
have  been  issued. 

The  total  cost  of  the  road,  from  San  Francisco  to  Duncans,  is  $3,155,- 
373  90. 

During  the  past  yeanr  several  permanent  improvements  have  been 
made,  thereby  enabling  the  company  to  rapidly  and  safely  transport 
their  increasing  passengers  and  freight. 

The  road  passes  through  some  of  the  most  picturesque  scenery,  for 
which  this  State  is  so  famous,  and  can  boast  of  having  a  greater  number 
of  summer  resorts  than  any  other  road  out  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco. 

Three  years  ago  the  management  decided  to  abandon  "Sunday  picnics" 
(and  was  followed  the  very  next  year  by  other  railroads),  and  although 
at  first  it  was  feared  that  such  sudden  action  might  destroy  the  patronage 
of  the  pleasure  seekers,  it  has  proved  exactly  as  they  hoped,  and  to-day 
the  records  show  a  steady  increase  of  travel.

ARCATA  AND  MAD    RIVER  RAILROAD. 

First  railroad  in  Humboldt  County,  California.  Incorporated  in  this 
State,  December  15,  1854;  called  Union  Plank  Walk  Rail  Track  Com- 
pany. Building  the  track  from  Areata  to  the  flats  in  Humboldt  Bay,  to 
the  ship  channel,  two  miles  long,  for  carrying  passengers  and  merchan- 
dise. This  track  was  made  of  wooden  rails;  gauge,  forty-five  inches, 
with  a  four-wheeled  car,  drawn  by  one  horse-power.  In  the  year  1875 
the  railroad  was  extended  from  Areata  northeast  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  to  Jolly  Giant,  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  lumber  from  the  mill  to 
the  wharf.  In  the  year  1876  the  railroad  was  extended  northwest  to  the 
"  Dolly  Varden  Mill,"  one  half  mile  from  Areata,  for  hauling  lumber. 
During  these  years  all  lumber  and  merchandise  were  hauled  on  wooden 
track  rails,  four  by  four  pine,  on  cars  drawn  by  a  horse.  This  year 
they  built  the  first  steam  dummy,  called  the  "  Black  Diamond,"  working 
by  two  oscillating  engines,  pulling  about  six  cars  on  a  level  track; 
capacity  of  cars,  two  thousand  five  hundred  feet.  This  was  the  first 
locomotive  in  the  county. 

In  the  year  1878  the  Union  Plank  Walk  Railroad  was  sold.  The 
company  then  formed,  and  incorporated  on  the  fifteenth  of  June,  1878, 
and  was  called  the  Areata  Transportation  Company.  This  company 
extended  the  railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  lumber  from  Dolly 
Varden  north  four  miles  into  the  woods,  where  a  mill  was  built,  called 
the  "  Warren  Creek  Mill,"  cutting  about  thirty  thousand  feet  per  day. 

In  the  year  1881  the  first  locomotive  was  ordered  from  Pittsburg, 
weighing  four  tons,  and  called  the  Areata.  This  year  the  Areata 
Transportation  was  sold,  and  a  new  company  was  organized,  called  the 
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Areata  and  Mad  River  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  in  this  State, 
December  30,  1881. 

In  1883  the  Areata  and  Mad  River  Railroad  was  sold,  and  a  new  com- 
pany organized.  Improvements  were  made;  ears  and  engines  ordered; 
new  passenger  coaches  between  Areata  and  the  wharf,  running  with 
locomotive;  general  repairs  made  over  the  entire  road;  the  railroad 
extended  from  Warren  Creek  north  seven  miles  to  the  redwoods,  where 
a  sawmill  was  erected;  new  town  settlement  made,  and  called  North 
Fork.  This  mill  cuts  about  seventy  thousand  feet  per  day.  Roadbed 
was  constructed  of  six  by  eight  inches  by  eight  feet  long  redwood  ties; 
thirty-five-pound  steel  rails.  All  the  wooden  track  between  Areata  and 
Warren  Creek  was  exchanged  for  steel  rails.  Ordered  a  new  locomotive 
of  eighteen  tons  weight.  A  new  combination  bridge,  over  seven  hun- 
dred feet  long,  was  built  over  Mad  River.  Passenger  travel  was  com- 
menced in  December  of  this  year  from  North  Fork  to  Areata,  and  general 
freight  and  lumber  carried. 

In  the  year  1885  a  sidetrack  was  built,  one  quarter  of  a  mile  long,  to 
Glendale,  where  a  mill  was  built,  cutting  forty-five  thousand  feet  per 
day.  In  the  year  1886,  a  sidetrack  was  built  to  Riverside,  also  one 
quarter  of  a  mile  long,  to  the  sawmill,  cutting  about  forty  thousand  feet 
per  day.  This  railroad  is  built  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  lumber  from 
mills  built  along  the  line  to  the  railroad  company's  wharf,  which  is  2| 
miles  long,  trestle  work;  mooring  thirteen  sailing  vessels  conveniently. 
Length  of  main  line  from  Areata  to  North  Fork,  12  miles,  with  3  miles 
of  sidetrack;  thirty-five-pound  steel  rails.  The  fences  are  kept  in  good 
repair.    System  of  locks  prevents  the  switches  being  left  open  on  the  line.

This  road  was  constructed  under  two  charters,  one  known  as  the 
National  City  and  Otay  Railway  Company,  and  the  other  as  the  Otay 
Railway  Company,  later  consolidated,  October,  1888,  under  the  name  of 
the  "  National  City  and  Otay  Railway  Company,"  all  the  said  charters 
being  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

Work  began  upon  this  road  in  1886,  and  proceeded  until  June,  1888, 
the  various  sections  being  opened  for  traffic  as  construction  advanced, 
from  May,  1887,  to  June,  1888.  Its  cost,  including  equipment,  to  date, 
is  about  $446,493  44,  all  of  said  money  being  advanced  b}'  the  San  Di^o 
Land  and  Town  Company,  with  a  view  to  the  development  of  the  agri- 
cultural and  commercial  territory  south  of  the  line  of  San  Diego  upon 
San  Diego  Bay,  and  with  reference  to  its  possible  extension  to  some 
eastern  point.  The  track  is  of  standard  gauge,  and  is  equipped  at 
present  with  light  material  and  rolling  stock,  adapted  to  the  economics  1 
conduct  of  local  business,  both  freight  and  passenger.  The  principal 
branches  of  its  traffic  are  the  local  travel  between  National  City,  Chula 
Vista,  Tia  Juana,  on  the  Mexican  boundary,  and  the  Sweetwater  Valley, 
together  with  the  hauling  to  market  of  fruit,  hay,  grain,  brick,  ores  for 
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reduction,  coal,  and  stone  for  paving  purposes,  a  valuable  quarry  of  this 
material  being  situated  in  the  Sweetwater  Valley.  All  the  securities 
issued  by  the  company  are  owned  by  and  held  in  the  treasury  of  the 
San  Diego  Land  and  Town  Company,  and  the  property  is  maintained 
in  excellent  condition. 

NEVADA    COUNTY    NARROW    GAUGE    RAILROAD.

This  road  was  built  under  a  special  charter  or  franchise  granted  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  approved  by  the  Hon.  Newton 
Booth,  Governor,  March  20, 1874.  The  construction  was  commenced  in 
January,  1875,  and  the  road  opened  for  travel  and  freight  to  Grass  Val- 
ley, April  1 7, 1 876,  and  to  Nevada  City,  May  24, 1 876.  Colfax,  the  initial 
point,  is  a  station  on  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  54  miles  northeasterly 
from  Sacramento;  thence  the  road  runs  through  Grass  Valley,  a  town  of 
some  seven  thousand  population,  to  Nevada  City,  a  place  of  nearly  six 
thousand  population.  The  road  is  a  heavy  piece  of  construction,  owing 
to  the  mountainous  character  of  the  country,  and  has  about  7,000  degrees 
of  curvatures,  and  an  almost  continuous  succession  of  heavy  grades,  both 
ascending  and  descending,  as  it  passes  over  two  ridges,  one  two  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  and  the  other  two  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  seventy-two  feet  above  sea  level;  whilst  the  height  of  Colfax 
is  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixteen;  Bear  River,  two  thousand 
and  seventy-six;  Grass  Valley,  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty- 
eight;  and  Nevada  City  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-four  feet 
above  the  same  base.  The  road  was  originally  laid  with  thirty-five- 
pound  iron  rails,  but  six  miles  have  been  relaid  with  thirty-five-pound 
steel;  the  roadbed,  bridges,  etc.,  are  in  first  class  condition,  and  it  is  the 
intention  to  put  dJwn  some  three  miles  of  thirty-five-pound  steel  during 
the  present  year.  Some  seven  thousand  cedar  ties  were  used  in  renewal 
during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  proposed  to  use  cedar  ties  in  future  for 
such  renewals  as  may  be  needed.  Three  round  trips  daily  are  made  by 
the  passenger  trains,  connecting  with  the  Southern  Pacific  trains. 

NEVADA  AND  CALIFORNIA  RAILROAD. 

The  Nevada-California-Oregon  Railway  (three-foot  gauge)  commences 
at  a  point  in  Reno,  Washoe  County,  Nevada,  alongside  the  Central  Pacific 
Railroad,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty  feet  above  sea  level; 
thence  for  two  thousand  two  hundred  feet  on  an  approximating  level 
grade;  thence  rising  on  a  continuous  grade  (much  of  it  one  hundred  feet 
per  mile)  for  9.7  miles  to  first  summit,  five  thousand  two  hundred  and 
thirty  feet  above  sea;  thence  descending  on  varying  grades  of  one 
hundred  feet  and  less  for  4.62  miles  to  Sway,  four  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventy -eight  feet  above  sea;  thence  ascending  one  mile  on  a  one 
hundred-foot  grade,  and  for  3.45  miles  farther  over  light  and  undulating 
grades  (together  4.45  miles)  to  foot  of  mountain,  four  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  forty-three  feet  above  sea;  thence  up  a  varying  grade, 
mostly  ninety-five  feet  per  mile,  3.23  miles  to  second  summit,  five  thou- 
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sand  th^ee  hundred  and  seventy  feet  above  sea;  thence  descending  on  a 
varying  grade  from  ninety-seven  feet  to  fifty-three  feet  for  3^  miles  to 
five  thousand  one  hundred  and  eleven  feet  above  sea;  thence  over  a 
nearly  level  grade  for  If  miles,  and  a  rising  grade  of  eighty-five  feet  for 
two  thirds  of  a  mile  (together  2i  miles)  to  the  line  between  Nevada  and 
California,  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  feet  above  sea; 
thence  descending  for  .52  miles  rapidly  into  Long  Valley  to  five  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  twenty-three  feet  altitude;  thence  down  said  valley 
on  a  descending  undulating  grade,  average  thirty-four  feet  per  mile, 
8.24  miles  to  Chat,  altitude  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six 
feet.  Chat  is  2  miles  east  of  Crest,  in  Beckwith  Pass.  From  Crest  the 
water  flows  west  to  Feather  River,  and  with  the  valley  of  that  stream, 
offers  a  practical  route,  with  grade  not  over  one  hundred  feet  per  mile, 
into  Plumas  County,  and  to  Sacramento  and  tide. 

From  Reno  for  19  miles  the  general  direction  of  the  road  is  a  little 
west  of  north,  and  its  southern  half  exceedingly  sinuous.  Thence  north- 
west for  2  miles;  thence  northwest,  west,  and  southwest  to  28th  mile  at 
State  line,  2  miles  farther  south  than  at  the  19th  mile.  This  last  sec- 
tion is  much  like  the  first  or  Reno  section  in  curvature.  Thence  9 
miles  to  Chat,  or  37th  mile,  on  a  little  west  of  north  course.  Between 
Reno  and  Chat  there  are  many  curves  (some  as  sharp  as  18  degrees). 
Curves  on  grades  are  so  compensated  that  they  do  not  offer  more  resist- 
ance than  straight  grades.  Only  22  miles  of  the  37  are  tangents,  and 
the  curvature  aggregates  6,578  degrees. 

In  1887-88  the  road  was  extended  north  through  Long  Valley  into 
Honey  Lake  Valley,  33  miles.  There  is  no  ascending  grade  going  north 
on  this  section,  as  the  valley  descends  at  the  rate  of  twenty-four  feet  to 
the  mile.  The  physical  features  of  the  valley  made  necessary  a  descent 
in  three  places  at  the  rate  of  seventy  feet.  In  the  alignment  there  are 
but  few  curves,  and  they  generally  are  of  large  radius;  and  of  the  sharper 
none  are  more  than  10  degrees.  Of  this  33  miles  25|  are  straight,  there 
being  only  1,246  degrees  of  curvature. 

There  are  neither  tunnels  nor  a  truss  bridge  on  the  whole  70  miles. 
Between  Reno  and  Chat  there  are  twenty-three  trestles,  and  four  on  the 
new  road  north  of  Chat — in  all,  twenty-seven — twenty  of  which  can  be 
filled  w^ith  earth,  only  seven  passing  water.  The  present  north  end  of 
the  road  is  called  Liegan,  70  miles  from  Reno,  four  thousand  and  fifty- 
eight  feet  above  sea,  in  Section  13,  Township  16,  Range  17  east,  Mt. 
Diablo  Meridian,  midway  between  the  Nevada  line  and  Honey  Lake, 
California,  6^  miles  west  from  120th  meridian,  latitude  40.9}  degrees, 
as  determined  by  the  scientific  party  stationed  at  the  north  end  of  the 
road  (Liegan)  for  the  purpose  of  observing  the  sun's  total  eclipse.

Line  in  Nevada,  191  miles;  in  California,  108  miles.  Follows,  in  the 
main,  the  open  country  of  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Sierra  Nevadas, 
crossing  in  Nevada,  the  Carson  and  Walker  Rivers,  which  irrigate  the 
extensive  agricultural  and  grazing  valleys  of  the  same  names;  thence 
follows  for  30  miles  the  eastern  shore  line  of  Walker  Lake  to  town  of 
Hawthorne.  Near  Nevada-California  State  line  the  road  crosses  the 
White  Mountain  Range  and  follows  the  Owens  River  through  the  fertile 
Owens  Valley,  about  75  miles. 

The  mountain  ranges  on  either  side  of  the  line  between  Hawthorne 
and  Keeler  embrace  the  following  well  known  and  productive  mining 
districts:  Aurora,  Bodie,  Lundy,  Garfield,  Santa  Fe,  Downey ville,  Ells- 
worth, lone,  Grantsville,  Belmont,  Belleville,  Candelaria,  Columbus,  Sil- 
ver Peak,  Montezuma,  Alida  Valley,  Palmetto,  Sylvania,  Gold  Mountain, 
Benton,  Cerro  Gordo,  Darwin,  Lookout,  Coso,  and  Panamint.  At  Rhodes 
Marsh,  Teals  Marsh,  and  Columbus  Marsh  in  Esmeralda  County,  Nevada, 
and  at  Saline  Valley,  in  Inyo  County,  California,  extensive  and  pro- 
ductive deposits  of  borax,  borate  of  lime,  soda,  and  salt  are  found  and 
profitably  worked. 

Near  Keeler,  along  the  shore  of  Owens  Lake,  the  Inyo  Development 
Company  has  about  twenty  acres  of  earth  vats,  into  which  the  alkaline 
waters  of  Owens  Lake  are  pumped,  and  by  evaporation  and  precipita- 
tion, during  the  dry  and  hot  summer  months,  form  deposits  of  soda,  in 
crusts  several  inches  in  thickness,  making  an  annual  crop  of,  several 
thousand  tons  available  for  shipment  to  commercial  centers;  also,  near 
and  on  the  eastern  side  of  Owens  Lake,  in  the  foothills  of  the  Inyo  Range 
of  mountains,  are  found  the  famous  Inyo  marble  quarries,  from  which 
white,  black,  yellow,  and  agate  marble  of  the  finest  quality  are  being 
produced  and  shipped.  Owens  Valley  contains  many  fine  farms,  and 
many  thousand  acres  of  uncultivated  lartd  suitable  for  agricultural, 
fruit,  and  grazing  purposes;  corn,  wheat,  oats,  and  barley  are  sure  and 
remunerative  crops;  apples,  pears,  peaches,  plums,  prunes,  apricots,  nec- 
tarines, and  figs  flourish  finely;  and  the  best  and  most  successful  results 
are  predicted  from  the  many  acres  of  grapes  now  being  set  out  and 
cultivated. 

No  valley  on  the  entire  Pacific  Coast  is  so  well  watered.  Owens  River, 
and  the  many  creeks  having  source  in  the  Sierra  Range  afford  an  abund- 
ant and  constant  supply  of  water,  and  make  Owens  Valley  a  most  delight- 
ful spot  to  visit  or  locate.  Mount  Whitney,  the  '*  nose  "  of  the  Sierra 
Nevadas,  having  an  altitude  of  fifteen  thousand  and  eighty-eight  feet, 
is  distinctly  seen  from  the  car  windows  along  the  line  between  Inde- 
pendence and  Lone  Pine  Stations,  the  summit  being  about  twenty  miles 
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(west)  from  the  latter.  The  Whitney  region,  embracing  Whitney  and 
many  other  creeks,  and  the  headwaters  of  Kern  River,  is  reached  by  a 
good  trail  from  the  village  of  Lone  Pine,  and  affords  the  very  finest 
fishing  grounds  for  brook  and  river  trout  imaginable — a  region  that  is, 
in  fact,  "  not  fished  out." 

The  Carson  and  Colorado  Railroad  and  its  first  class  equipment  are 
maintained  in  Al  condition;  the  country  it  penetrates  is  steadily  increas- 
ing in  prosperity,  and  with  the  road^s  proposed  early  southerly  extension 
to  a  connection  with  the  several  trunk  lines  running  into  (and  projected) 
Southern  California,  a  veritable  "  boom,"  arising  from  the  development 

of  the  resources  of  this  new  and  hitherto  almost  unheard  of  countnr,

TRACK  MILEAGE. 

There  is  an  increase,  as  reported,  in  track  mileage,  of  201.18  miles. 
This  includes  side  tracks,  yard  tracks,  and  spurs. 


EMPLOYES. 

• 

The  total  number  of  employes  now  engaged  by  the  several  railroad 
corporations  in  California  and  reported  to  this  Commission  in  1889,  was 
20,574,  a  decrease  of  58. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  reduced  its  force  from  16,854  in  1888, 
to  14,131  in  1889,  a  decrease  of  2,723.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
large  falling  off*  from  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  was  nearly  over- 
come by  the  other  companies. 


EQUIPMENT. 

Table  No.  14  shows  the  equipment  of  the  various  companies.  In 
1889  there  were  operated  by  the  various  companies,  836  locomotives,  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  33.  There  were  1,093  passenger  cars,  an  in- 
crease over  last  year  of  64.  In  1889  there  were  in  operation  9,488  freight 
cars  (box),  an  increase  over  last  year  of  1,088.  There  were  also  8,642 
platform  and  fruit  cars,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  1,856. 


STATIONS. 

There  were,  in  1889, 1,379  stations,  as  reported  to  this  Commission;  an 
increase  of  297. 


WAGES. 


In  Table  No.  15  will  be  found  the  wages  received  by  the  various  classes 
of  employes  in  the  State. 


FUEL. 

There  w^ere  consumed  by  all  the  railroads  reporting  to  this  Commission 
in  1889,  728,412  tons,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  86,295  tons. 
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There  was  a  decrease  in  the  consumption  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  alone  of  120,158;  and,  in  connection  with  this  decrease,  we 
would  state  that  two  roads  failed  to  report  entirely,  hence  the  additional 
decrease. 

The  average  cost  of  coal  per  ton  was  $7  90.  The  average  cost  per 
cord  of  wood,  $3  85. 


TUNNELS. 

For  1889  there  were  81  tunnels,  with  an  aggregate  length  of  62,875 
feet,  an  increase  of  the  number  over  1888  of  5,  and  an  increase  in  the 
aggregate  length  of  4,432  feet.  The  maximum  length,  6,966.5  feet,  and 
the  minimum  length,  85  feet. 


BRIDGES. 

The  total  number  of  iron  bridges  reported  in  1889,  was  38,  an  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year  of  2.  The  total  number  of  wooden  bridges 
reported  is  1,400,  an  increase  of  9.  There  are  9  combination  bridges 
reported. 


TRESTLES. 
The  total  length  of  trestles  reported  is  382,024  feet,  or  72.353  miles. 


ACCIDENTS. 

Attention  is  called  to  Table  17  for  a  detailed  statement  of  accidents 
for  1887, 1888,  and  1889.  The  total  number  killed  in  1888  was  175;  in 
1889,  108,  a  decrease  of  67.  The  total  number  injured  in  1888  was  838; 
in  1889,  644,  a  decrease  of  194.

The  track  mileage  of  the  United  States,  which  includes  second,  third, 
and  fourth  tracks,  sidings,  and  spurs,  is  191,iX)1.40  miles. 

The  number  of  bridges  is  found  to  be  40,600,  of  which  17,042  are  con- 
structed of  wood,  8,185  of  stone,  11,838  of  iron,  and  3,535  being  a  com- 
bination of  wood  and  iron.. 

There  are  1,371  railroads  in  the  United  States  that  use  the  standard 
gauge,  4  feet  8^  inches,  representing  93.3  per  cent  of  the  total  mileage. 

The-  3-foot  narrow  gauge  track  in  1889  was  used  by  234  companies, 
representing  6  per  cent  of  the  total  mileage  of  the  country.  « 

It  thus  appears  that  99  per  cent  of  the  railway  mileage  in  the  United 
States  is  adjusted  to  what,  for  all  practical  purposes,  may  be  regarded 
as  two  gaugeB  of  roadway. 

The  railway  property  of  the  United  States  was  represented  on  June 
30,  1889,  by  1,705  organizations,  which  for  one  purpose  or  another  are 
obliged  to  maintain  a  corporate  existence.

The  five-foot  gauge,  which  in  1880  was 
used  by  ninety-one  roads,  and  represented  11.4  per  cent  of  total  mileage, 
has  nearly  disappeared.  The  gauges,  4  feet  8^  inches  to  4  feet  9  inches, 
inclusive,  which  in  1880  were  adopted  by  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  roads,  representing  79.8  per  cent  of  total  mileage,  are  now  used  by 
one  thousand  three,  hundred  and  seventy-one  roads,  representing  93.3 
per  cent  of  total  mileage.  The  three-foot  narrow  gauge  track  in  1880 
was  used  by  one  hundred  and  forty-four  companies;  in  1889,  this  gauge 
was  used  by  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  companies,  representing  6  per 
■cent  of  the  total  mileage  of  the  country.  It  thus  appears  that  at  the 
present  time  over  99  per  cent  of  railway  mileage  in  the  United  States  is 
iuijusted  to  what,  for  all  practical  purposes,  may  be  regarded  as  two 
gauges  of  roadway.  This  fact  is  significant  for  two  reasons.  It  shows, 
in  the  first  place,  that  the  railways  of  the  United  States  are  being  welded, 
by  the  need  of  interchange  of  traffic,  into  a  system,  so  far  at  least  as 
conditions  of  operation  are  concerned.  And,  in  the  second  place,  it  indi- 
<;ates  a  movement  towards  uniformity  in  physical  conditions,  which, 
working  its  way  into  uniformity  of  structure  of  cars,  will  do  something 
to  remove  obstacles  that  thus  far  have  defeated  all  attempts  to  bring 
certain  safety  appliances  into  general  use. 


EQUIPMENT. 

In  the  table  which  follows  will  be  found  the  number  of  locomotives, 
classified  as  passenger,  freight,  and  switching  locomotives;  and  the  num- 
ber of  cars,  classified  as  cars  in  passenger  service,  cars  in  freight  service, 
cars  in  company's  service,  and  cars  assigned  to  fast  freight  lines  for 
purpose  of  operation.  The  number  of  cars  leased  from  equipment  com- 
panies is  also  stated.  And,  as  a  matter  of  interest  from  many  points  of 
view,  the  same  table  shows  what  portion  of  equipment  of  the  several 
classes  named  is  fitted  with  automatic  couplers,  and  with  automatic 
train  brake:

MEN  EMPLOYED  ON  RAILWAYS. 


The  property  above  described  gives  employment  to  704,743  workers, 
most  of  whom  are  men.  It  is  a  safe  estimate  to  say  that,  independently 
of  stockholders,  the  railway  industry  of  the  United  States  provides  a 
living  for  three  million  persons,  or  about  one  in  twenty-two  of  the  total 
population  of  the  country.

Prom  the  facts  given  above  it  is  possible  to  appreciate  the  degree  of 
efficiency  attained  on  American  railways  through  the  organization  and 
direction  of  their  working  force.  As  compared  with  foreign  railway 
administration,  the  number  of  employes  per  100  miles  of  line  is  remark- 
ably small.  England,  for  example,  which  has  19,820  miles  of  railway, 
gave  employment  in  the  year  1888  to  346,426  men,  or  1,748  men  per 
100  miles  of  line.  It  may  be  instructive  to  give  at  this  point  the  num- 
bers of  employes  by  classes  on  English  railways.  The  following  sum- 
mary is  taken  from  the  general  report  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  published 
in  1889:

I     The  fact  that  American  railways  are  managed  with  a  smaller  number 

I  of  employes  per  100  miles  of  line  is  partly  explained  by  the  sparsenefis 

1  of  population  through  which  many  railway  lines  in  this  country  run,  and 

,  also  by  the  fact  that  the  length  of  haul  for  freight  and  passengers  is 

greater  in  this  country  than  in  any  other  country.     It  might,  however, 

be  well  to  hold  in  mind  the  comparison  brought  to  notice  by  the  above 

tables  when  considering  the  statistics  of  accidents  for  railways  in  the 

United  States. 

The  marked  efficiency  attained  by  the  labor  engaged  in  operating  the 
American  railway  systems  is  more  clearly  appreciated  by  making  an 
exhibit,  as  is  done  in  the  table  below,  of  the  amount  of  freight  and  pas- 
senger traffic  per  engineman,  per  fireman,  per  conductor,  and  the  like, 
through  the  list  of  employes  directly  connected  with  conducting  trans- 
portation.

From  this  list  it  is  to  be  observed  that  twenty-one  of  the  thirty-three 
roads  named  lie  in  the  territory  west  of  the  meridian  of  Chicago.  There 
is  perhaps  no  single  fact  which  suggests  to  an  observing  mind  the  func- 
tion of  railways  in  the  development  of  the  country,  more  clearly  than 
the  one  thus  disclosed.  The  companies  whose  names  appear  in  the 
above  list  have  persistently  pushed  their  lines  westward,  reclaiming 
territory  that  otherwise  would  have  been  inaccessible  for  years  to  come, 
and  preparing  it  for  settlement.

It  would  be  impossible  to  explain  why  61.67  per  cent  of  railway  stock 
paid  no  dividends,  and  18.19  per  cent  of  railway  bonds  paid  no  interest, 
were  it  not  for  the  tendency  here  observed  towards  concentration  of  rail- 
way control.  A  large  portion  of  these  stocks  and  bonds,  worthless  so 
far  as  dividends  or  interest  are  concerned,  represent  property  held  for 
incidental  advantages  accruing  to  its  owner,  or  else  property  represent- 
ing the  obligations  of  subsidiary  corporations  which  are  passing  through 
a  process  of  being  solidified  into  large  operating  systems.  A  study  of 
the  contracts  entered  into  between  various  railway  corporations  making 
up  an  operating  system  would  throw  much  light  upon  the  facts  pre- 
sented in  the  above  table. 


PUBLIC  SERVICE  OF  RAILWAYS. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  railways  of  the  United  States 
during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1889,  was  472,171,343;  the  aggregate 
number  of  miles  traveled  was  11,553,820,445.  This  shows  an  average 
journey  of  24.47  miles  for  each  passenger.  Passenger  train  mileage  for 
the  same  period  was  277,240,804,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  average 
number  of  passengers  in  a  train,  on  the  basis  of  which  passenger  rates 
must  ultimately  be  adjusted,  was  42. 

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  by  the  railways  of  the  United 
States  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1889,  was  539,639,583;  the 
aggregate  number  of  ton  miles  was  68,727,223,146.  This  shows  an 
average  haul  of  127.36  miles  for  each  ton  of  freight.  The  freight  train 
mileage  for  the  same  period  was  383,200,573,  from  which  it  appears  that 
the  average  number  of  tons  carried  by  a  freight  train,  which  is  conceded 
to  be  an  important  factor  in  adjusting  rates,  was  179.35. 

It  is  commonly  said  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  make  a 
greater  use  of  railway  facilities  than  those  of  any  other  country.  From 
the  above  statements  it  is  made  to  appear  that  if  the  total  passenger 
mileage  of  the  year  were  divided  equally  among  the  inhabitants  of  the 
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United  States,  each  inhabitant  would  have  traveled  175.58  miles.  A 
similar  estimate  for  the  ton  mileage  for  the  year  shows  that  the  railways 
have  carried  what  is  equivalent  to  1,041.32  tons  one  mile  for  each 
inhabitant.  This  shows  a  use  of  railway  facilities  in  this  country 
considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  most  European  countries. 


EARNINGS  AND  EXPENSES. 

The  public  service  rendered  by  the  railways  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1889,  was  the  source  of  gross  earnings  to  the  amount  of  $964,816,129,* 
and  of  operating  expenses  to  the  amount  of  $644,706,701,*  thus  leaving 
a  net  income  from  operation  of  $320,109,428.  These  figures  cover  153,- 
385.37  miles  of  operated  lines,  of  which  5,641.96  miles  lie  without  the 
territory  of  the  United  States.  They  show  average  gross  earnings  per 
mile  of  line  to  have  been  $6,290,  and  average  net  earnings  per  mile  of 
line  to  have  been  $2,087. 

As  compared  with  similar  returns  included  in  the  report  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1888,  the  figures  disclose  an  actual  increase  in  earnings, 
but  a  decrease  in  earnings  per  mile  of  line.  The  details  of  this  com- 
parison appear  in  the  following  table:

*  Covers  five  roads  making  no  classification  of  earnings  under  the  several  heads  called  for. 
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It  is  interesting  to  notice,  as  shown  by  exhibit  "  A,"  that  the  passenger  / 
earnings  have  increased  froin  30.46  per  cent  in  1888,  to  31.10  per  cent  / 
in  1889;  while  freight  earnings  have  decreased  from  67.35  per  cent  in  ' 
1888,  to  66.82  in  1889.     But  it  would  not  be  safe  to  rest  any  important 
conclusion  on  this  comparison,  since  statistics  covering  but  two  years' 
operations  are  not  adequate  for  such  a  purpose.     The  same  may  be  said 
oi  the  relative  increase  in  the  proportion  of  operating  expenses  assigned 
to  conducting  transportation,  as  shown  in  exhibit  '*B;"  that  is  to  say, 
an  increase  in  the  cost  of  transportation  from  50.26  per  cent  to  51.33 
per  cent.    Such  variations,  however,  suggest  important  questions  that 
must  be  considered  when  a  sufficient  amount  of  uniformlv  classified 
data  shall  have  been  collected. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  interesting  to  draw  up  an  income  sheet 
for  the  railways  of  the  United  States  considered  as  a  consolidated  sys- 
tem, and  to  apportion  the  items  contained  in  it  to  the  mile  of  operated 
line  whose  earnings  and  expenditures  it  exhibits:

The  facts  here  disclosed  show  in  a  startling  manner  the  dangerous 
nature  of  railway  employment.  In  order  to  fully  appreciate  them,  the 
casualties  reported  should  be  assigned  to  the  total  number  employed, 
as  also  to  the  number  of  employes  in  the  several  classes  peculiarly  lia- 
ble to  the  sort  of  accidents  recorded.  The  total  number  of  railway 
employes  in  the  United  States  is  704,743,  which,  for  the  present  pur- 
pose, may  be  divided  into  trainmen,  switchmen,  flagmen,  and  watch- 
men, and  other  employes.  The  number  of  employes  in  each  class  and 
the  casualties  in  each  class  are  given  in  the  following  statement:

It  is  certainly  a  dangerous  employment  in  which  1,972  deaths  and 
20,028  injuries  occur  in  a  year  out  of  a  total  of  704,743  employes. 
This  shows  1  death  for  every  357  employes,  and  1  injury  for  every  35 
employes;  or,  making  a  similar  statement  for  trainmen,  that  is  to  say, 
engineers,  firemen,  conductors,  and  other  trainmen,  railway  accidents 
are  the  occasion  of  1  death  for  every  117  employes,  and  of  1  injury  for 
every  12  men  employed. 

If  these  figures  be  placed  by  the  side  of  corresponding  figures  for 
England,  the  comparison  is  greatly  to  the  discredit  of  the  United  States. 
According  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  railway  accidents 
for  the  year  1888,  English  railways  gave  employment  to  346,426  men, 
of  w^hich  number  396  were  killed  and  2,193  injured.  From  this  it 
appears  that  in  England  1  person  is  killed  for  every  875,  and  1  injured 
for  every  158  men  employed.  Or,  if  the  number  engaged  in  handling 
trains  be  separated  from  other  employes,  it  is  found  that  the  English 
railway  system  gives  employment  to  35,239  trainmen.  Of  this  number 
107  were  killed  and  1,185  injured  during  the  year  1888,  which  shows 
1  killed  for  every  329,  and  one  injured  for  every  30  trainmen.  Cer- 
tainly, if  Government  can  do  anything  to  secure  greater  protection  to 
the  men  engaged  in  the  business  of  inland  transportation,  the  figures 
here  given  provide  a  sound  basis  of  fact  for  an  argument  supporting  any 
measure  appropriate  to  the  end  sought. 

Turning  now  to  consider  the  casualties  to  passengers,  it  appears  that 
310  passengers  have  been  killed  and  2,146  passengers  injured  during 
the  fiscal  year  1889.  The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  was  472,- 
171,346,  from  which  it  appears  that  1  passenger  in  every  1,523,133 
was  killed,  and  1  passenger  in  every  220,024  was  injured.  For  the  year 
1888,  the  rate  of  casualty  in  England  to  passengers  from  railway  acci- 
dents was  1  passenger  in  6,942,336  killed,  and  1  passenger  in  527.577 
injured.  In  France  the  ratio  of  casualty  is  about  the  same  as  in  En- 
gland, although  the  statements  commonly  published  when  carelessly 
used  seem  to  imply  that  railway  travel  in  France  is  much  safer.  In 
either  case,  however,  the  comparison  shows  to  the  discredit  of  the  United 
States.  But  in  considering  these  figures  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
conditions  of  travel  are  very  different  in  this  country  from  what  they 
are  in  England  or  in  France.  Passenger  mileage,  for  instance,  for  a 
given  number  of  tickets  sold  is  much  greater,  a  fact  which  mitigates 
somewhat  the  severity  of  criticism  upon  railway  management  in  the 
United  States. 

In  conclusion,  we  most  respectfully  report  that  there  were  a  large  num- 
ber of  cases  reported  to  this  Commission  that  were  amicably  settled 
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between  the  plaintiffs  and  the  railroad  companies,  without  the  interven-   \ 
tion  of  this  Commission  in  its  official  capacity,  the  Commissioners  in 
such  cases  having  advised  such  a  course  as  being  the  most  expeditious 
and  judicious.     Hence  these  cases  do  not  appear  in  our  report.

Office  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 

San  Francisco,  November  1,  1891. 

To  his  Excellency  H.  H.  Mareham,  Oovemor  of  the  State  of  California: 

Sir:  In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  California,  requiring  this  Commission  to  report  to  the  Governor  of 
this  State,  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  this,  our  Twelfth  Annual 
Report,  for  the  year  ending  October  28,  1891.  In  doing  so,  we  desire  to 
briefly  outline  the  work  of  the  present  Commission,  and  also  the  scope 
and  character  of  this  report. 

The  Commission  organized  on  the  fifth  day  of  January,  1891,  by  the 
election  of  the  Hon.  James  W.  Rea  as  President  of  the  Board,  and  James 
V.  Kelly  as  Secretary. 

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  January,  1891,  a  resolution  was  adopted  by 
the  Board  to  the  efiect  that  the  regular  meetings  be  held  every  Monday 
instead  of  monthly,  as  heretofore.  This  was  done  in  order  to  facilitate 
and  expedite  the  matters  before  the  Commission. 

Much  has  been  said  in  the  past  of  the  failure  of  this  Commission  to 
accomplish  the  end  sought  for  by  the  Constitution  when  the  Commis- 
sion was  established.  We  are  unable  to  determine  whether  this  so 
called  failure  is  due  wholly  to  the  personnel  that  have  composed  it  in 
the  past,  or  whether  it  is  attributable,  in  a  measure  at  least,  to  the 
lack  of  power  to  regulate  and  adjust  the  many  questions  that  have 
come  before  it,  or  whether  the  people  have  not  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunities  of  presenting  their  grievances  to  this  Commission. 
Be  it  as  it  may,  we  can  only  discuss  the  facts  as  we  find  them  and  the 
results  that  have  followed. 

It  was  the  aim  of  this  Commission,  upon  its  organization,  to  give  the 
people  an  opportunity  to  present  their  grievances,  and  to  that  end  this 
Board  did  pass,  and  cause  to  be  published  in  all  the  leading  papers 
throughout  the  State,  a  resolution  setting  forth  that  this  Commission 
would  at  stated  times  visit  various  points,  naming  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  any  and  all  complaints  against  the  various  railroad  com- 
panies operating  in  this  State. 

This  Commission  did  visit  the  several  places  indicated  in  the  pub- 
lished notices,  and  in  many  cases  the  people  responded  and  filed  com- 
plaints. The  evidence  was  heard  thereon;  but  in  many  places  there 
were  no  complaints  ofiered. 

The  Commission  in  all  cases  has  endeavored  to  give  the  complainants 
a  fair,  full,  and  impartial  hearing,  without  unnecessary  delay,  setting 
aside  the  many  rules  of  procedure,  in  order  to  simplify  the  proceedings 
and  come  within  the  reach  of  all,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  employ- 
ing counsel  to  conduct  the  case. 

In  many  instances  compromises  have  been  effected  through  the 
medium  of  this  Commission,  and  also  a  number  of  cases  have  been  pre- 
sented that  do  not  properly  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  body, 
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between  the  railroad  companiee  and  the  people,  but  have  acted  as  & 
mediator  by  consent  of  the  parties  concerned,  and  have  in  every  case 
adjusted  the  matters  satisfactorily. 
j      We  have  heard  and  determined  thirty-two  cases  thus  far,  and  in 
nearly  every  case  relief  has  been  granted  to  the  complainants. 

In  this,  our  Twell'th  Annual  Report,  w^e  have  eliminated  most  all  of 
the  details  and  statistical  matter  that  has  heretofore  been  the  custom 
to  embody  herein,  and  have  submitted  for  publication  the  material 
matter  that  has  gone  to  make  up  the  essential  features  in  each  case 
submitted  to  this  Commission.  This  part  of  our  report  we  deem  very 
essential,  as  it  gives  to  the  people  of  California  the  general  formula  of 
all  cases  presented,  and  aids  those  having  grievances  to  set  forth  their 
cause  of  complaint  in  a  simple  form. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  Act  was  passed  requiring  "all 

officers,  Boards  of  officers.  Commissioners,'^  etc.,  to  make  their  reports  to 

the  Governor  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  and  every  two 

H   years  thereafter,  which  was  approved  March  10, 1891.    This  will  neoessi- 

^  tate  the  changing  of  the  fiscal  year  from  January  first  to  July  first,  in 

order  to  comply  with  the  law.     We  are  of  opinion  that  the  change  will 

be  met  with  a  degree  of  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  a  majority  of  the 

railroad  companies  reporting  to  this  Commission.

Chairman. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Litchfield,  Jas.  V.  Kelly  acted  as  tem- 
porary Secretary. 

Upon  motion,  Commissioner  J.  W.  Rea  was  elected  permanent  Chair- 
man of  the  Board. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  then  moved  that  Jas.  V.  Kelly  be  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Board.  It  was  so  ordered,  and  the  President  of  the 
Board  then  declared  Mr.  Kelly  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners. 

Commissioner  Beckman  moved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bailifi" 
to  the  Railroad  Commissioners.    So  ordered. 

Commissioner  Beckman  placed  in  nomination  for  Bailifi^  Charles  H. 
Eldred. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  nominated  E.  Smith. 

Mr.  Eldred  having  received  the  votes  of  Commissioners  Beckman 
and  Rea,  was  declared  elected  Bailiff  of  the  Board.  Commissioner 
Litchfield  voted  for  Mr.  Smith. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  moved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Stenog- 
rapher for  the  Board.    Carried. 

Commissioner  Beckman  named  E.  E.  Parlin. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  named  F.  H.  Lumbard. 

Mr.  Lumbard  having  received  two  votes,  was  declared  duly  elected 
Stenographer  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.

Mr.  Beckman  oflered  the  following  resolution: 

ReMolvedj  That  this  Commission  meet  regularly  every  Monday,  at  the  hour  of  eleven 
o'clock  A.  M.,  to  hear  any  and  all  complaints  and  petitions  that  may  properly  come  before 
it,  and  investigate  the  same ;  that  this  Commission  do  act  upon  all  complaints  now  pend- 
ing before  it,  and  do  continue  in  session  from  day  to  day  until  all  complaints  are  dis- 
posed of. 

Adopted. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Beckman,  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  to  move  the  ofiice  of  this  Commis- 
sion to  the  "Chronicle"  building,  on  or  before  February  1, 1891. 
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CommiBsioners  voting  aye  were  Beckman  and  Litchfield;  Commis- 
sioner Rea  voted  no. 

At  the  following  meeting  the  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  secured 
suitable  quarters  in  the  "  Chronicle  "  building.

In  the  case  of  R.  G,  Sneath  vs.  The  Southern  Pacific  Company,  com- 
plaining of  high  freights  on  hay  from  San  Bruno  to  San  Francisco,  the 
same  was'  heard  by  the  Commission.  The  proceedings  were  published 
in  full  in  the  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  this  Commission,  but  the  decision 
of  the  Board  was  not  filed  with  the  Secretary  until  after  the  report  had 
gone  to  press;  hence,  we  publish  below  the  Commissioners'  decision 
therein  *

This  matter  coming  regularly  before  the  Commission  to  be  heard,  the  plaintiff  appear- 
ing in  person,  and  the  defendant  represented  by  its  counsel,  H.  V.  Morehouse,  Baq. 

This  Commission  haying  heard  the  testimony  adduced  by  both  sides,  and  having 
granted  both  parties  the  greatest  latitude  in  the  introduction  of  evidence,  and  having  care- 
mUy  considered  both  the  law  and  the  facts,  and  being  fully  advised  in  relation  thereto, 
hereby  decide  that  the  plaintiff  has  no  tenable  cause  for  complaint. 

We  are  not  unmindful  that  sometimes  the  location  of  a  shipper,  as  to  hia  being  near 
or  remote  from  market,  or  that  he  may  be  situated  at  a  point  along  the  route  of  a  rail- 
way where  competition  by  water  or  teams  may  affect  the  volume  of  traflKc  or  the  rate  of 
charges,  seeminglv  shows  a  discrimination  in  rates  by  a  railway.  But  those  are  condi- 
tions of  a  physical  character,  which  neither  this  Commission  nor  the  defendant  can  con- 
trol. In  this  case,  we  are  flilly  satisfied  that  the  defendant  has  in  no  way  discriminated 
against  plaintiff.  This  Commission  has  fixed  and  adopted  the  schedule  now  in  opera- 
tion, ^nd  to  change  the  same  would  necessitate  the  revision  of  the  tariff  of  the  entire 
system,  and,  all  interests  being  considered,  we  have  been  unable  to  determine  a  more 
equitable  rate.

Goshen  Junction  is  the  initial  point  on  our  line.  Visalia  is  a  point  on  the  Visalia  Rail- 
road, and  |10  we  understand  to  be  their  charge  for  the  transportation  from  Visalia  to 
-Goshen  Junction.  The  charge  on  our  line  for  the  service,  Goshen  Junction  to  University, 
is  in  accordance  with  the  contract. 

All  of  this  we  would  have  taken  pleasure  in  explaining  to  Mr.  Walters  had  he  referred 
the  matter  to  us.

To  the  honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Calif omia: 

Dear  Sirs:  On  the  twelfth  day  of  July,  1889,  in  Los  Angeles,  at  the  up-town  office  of 
the  California  Central  Railway,  1  purchased  one  first  class  ticket  for  San  Diego.  On  pre- 
senting the  same  to  the  baggage  agent  of  the  California  Central  Railway  at  depot,  and 
finding  the  excess  baggage  rate  from  Los  Angles  to  San  Diego  to  be  |1  20  per  one  hun- 
dred, and  knowing  I  could  sometimes  use  a  ticket  when  I  had  no  baggage,  I  went  to  the 
office  at  depot,  purchased  another  first  class  ticket  to  San  Diego,  and  on  presenting  the 
two  tickets  to  the  baggage  agent  of  the  California  Central  Railway,  was  told  by  him  that 
because  I  was  a  commercial  traveler  he  would  recognize  only  one  ticket  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds  of  baggage  free,  instead  of  three  hundred  pounds,  as  it  should  be.  I  had 
four  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  of  baggage,  and  ofiered  to  pay  the  excess  on  the  other  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  but  he  would  not  accept  it,  and  I  had  to  pay  on  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy  pounds,  because  1  did  not  want  to  remain  in  Los  Angeles  to  consult 
the  law. 

The  agent  said  commercial  travelers,  who  have  large  amounts  of  baggage,  sometimes 
borrow  tickets  from  other  people  to  check  baggage  on.  Yet  those  tickets  are  sold  with- 
out a  contract,  and  if  there  is  no  written  law,  there  is  an  unwritten  law,  which  is  just  as 
food,  that  for  a  long  time  they  have  been  entitled  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of 
aggage  free,  and  there  is  no  contract  on  these  first  class  unlimited  card  tickets  that  says 
they  are  not  transferable,  nor  do  you  sign  any  contract. 

Whet  I  want  to  know  is,  Can  the  Calnomia  Central  Railway,  or  their  agents,  discrimi- 
nate against  commercial  travelers ;  and  if  first  class  uulimitea  tickets  are  not  entitled  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  baggage,  no  matter  by  whom  presented  ?  It  appears  to 
me  that  when  the  railway  accepts  good  and  lawful  money  for  a  first  class  unlimited  ticket, 
which  is  sold  without  a  contract,  tn^t  it  is  entitled  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of 
baggage.    Hoping  your  honorable  Board  will  give  this  your  attention,

ANSWER. 

K.  H.  Wade,  Esq,f  Oeneral  Manager,  Building: 

Dear  Sir:  At  your  reouest,  I  have  examined  the  complaint  of  George  J.  Campbell, 
Jr.,  of  Vallejo.  as  laid  berore  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  this  State. 

In  his  complaint  he  states  that  on  July  12, 1889,  he  purchased  a  first  class  ticket  from 
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Lo8  Angeles  to  San  Diego,  and  on  that  ticket  attempted  to  check  four  hundred  and 
twenty  pounds  of  baggage  to  be  carried  on  the  same  train.  Finding  that  his  ticket  only 
covered  a  hundred  and  iifty  pounds,, according  to  the  usage  of  our  company,  he  went 
and  bought  another  ticket,  which  he  did  not  expect  to  use  at  that  time,  but  laid  it  away 
for  future  use,  after  having  tried  and  failed  to  get  an  extra  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of 
baggage  checked  on  that  ticket.  In  other  words,  he  complains  because  he  was  not 
allowed  to  check  three  hundred  pounds  of  baggage  to  accompany  himself  aa  the  onlv 
passenger  entitled  thereto,  or  havinj^  any  interest  therein. 

The  obligation  of  a  common  earner  to  carry  the  baggage  of  a  passenger  is  in  this  State 
regulated  by  statute. 

Section  2180,  Civil  Code,  provides  that  *'A  common  carrier  of  persons,  unless  his 
vehicle  is  fitted  for  the  occupation  of  persons  exclusively,  must  receive  and  carry  a  reason- 
able amount  of  luggage  for  each  passenger  without  charge,  except  for  an  excess  of  weight 
over  one  hundred  pounds  to  a  ])assenger." 

You  will  observe  that  the  limitation  is  one  hundred  pounds.  Our  road  has  been  accus- 
tomed to  carrving  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  with  each  passenger,  and  this  we  offered 
to  do  for  Mr.  Campbell.  You  will  also  observe  that  the  quantity  to  be  carried  is  regulated 
by  the  number  of  passengers,  and  not  by  the  number  of^tickets  sold  to  or  held  by  any  one 
passenger,  and  you  can  very  readily  see  the  reason  for  this  rule.  A  comment  agent 
like  Mr.  Campbell  might  be  a  passenger  over  our  line  once  a  week,  or  oftener  if  he  saw 
fit,  and  he  could  carry  aiw  number  of  pounds  of  baggage  by  simply  purchasing  a  few 
extra  tickets  in  advance  of^the  time  he  intended  to  use  them. 

The  quantity  of  baggage  is  limited,  as  I  have  said,  to  the  number  of  passengers,  and  the 
Courts  nave  even  gone  so  far  as  to  hold  that  a  passenger  cannot  take  the  hagga^  of 
another  person  ana  check  it  on  his  ticket,  or,  as  Mr.  Thompson  in  his  work  on  "Carrier  of 
Passengers,"  page  612,  states  the  doctrine:  *'The  property  of  another  person  cannot  be 
carried  as  a  passenger's  baggage."  and  this  notwithstanding  the  other  is  also  a  passenger 
upon  the  same  boat.  In  8  Wood's  Railway  Law,  page  1512,  that  author  states  the  ngfats 
or  a  common  carrier  to  limit  the  amount  of  baggage  to  be  carried  free  of  charge  for  any 
one  passenger  to  a  reasonable  amount,  and  while  we  are  carrying  fifty  pounds  more  than 
the  law  requires  us  to  carry,  I  do  not  see  what  cause  of  complaint  Mr.  Campbell  can 
have. 

Upon  this  same  question  I  have  ftilly  instructed  our  baggage  agent,  telling  him  to 
declme  to  check  any  one  piece  of  baggage  of  overweight,  without  the  payment  of  the 
extra  baggage,  no  matter  how  many  tickets  might  be  presented  at  the  time  of  checking, 
unless  he  was  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  requisite  number  of  passengers  to  cover  the 
excess  in  baggage,  and  who  had  an  ownership  or  interest  therein,  were  going  out  upon 
the  same  train  as  fellow  passengers  with  the  party  requesting  the  checlang,  and  I  sup- 
pose that  it  was  in  obedience  to  this  opinion  that  our  baggagemaster  acted  in  refusing 
to  check  a  stock  of  goods  for  Mr.  Campbell. 

If  Mr.  CampbelTs  theory  is  correct,  a  party  holding  a  thousand-mile  ticket  who 
wished  to  move  from  Los  Angeles  to  Pasadena,  a  distance  often  miles,  would  be  entitled 
to  take  with  him  as  personal  baggage  over  seven  tons  of  freight,  because  his  thousand- 
mile  ticket  entitles  him  to  take  with  him  as  many  associates  as  he  pleases,  or  ride  out 
the  ticket  by  running  backwards  and  forwards  between  any  two  given  stations  on  the 
line  of  the  road  of  the  company  issuing  the  ticket. 

Mr.  Campbell's  complaint,  instead  of  being  entitled  a  complaint  against  our  company 
for  discriminating  against  him,  should  be  entitled  a  complaint  for  not  discriminating  in 
his  favor.  The  act  of  our  ba^^ageman  was  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  while  to  have  complied  with  Mr.  Campbell's  request  would  have  oeen  a  viola- 
tion of  the  law.

To  the  honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners: 

We,  the  undersigned  citizens  of  Latrobe,  El  Dorado  County,  desire  to  prese&t  our 
grievances  in  reference  to  freights  and  fares  on  said  line  of  railroad,  known  as  the  Sacra- 
mento and  Placerville  Railroad : 
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FHrst^-The  schedule  price  for  wood  from  this  station  is  |16  per  car— seven  cords  of  live- 
oak  or  white  oak  and  nine  cords  of  pine— and  wood  is  billed  at  the  schedule  rate ;  but 
when  the  bills  are  made  out  they  run  from  |16  to  $21  per  car,  the  company  claiming  the 
wood  is  overweight.  Hence,  we  cannot  sell  wood  at  any  stipulated  price,  as  we  cannot 
tell  what  the  freight  will  be.  We  have  no  voice  in  the  weighing — only  one  side  to  fix  the 
price.  Rate  three  miles  below  is  $15.  We  are  told  by  the  company  we  can  have  the 
same  rates  by  hauling  to  the  $15  station — an  insult  to  common  decency. 

Sec(mdr—We  are  not  permitted  to  ship  chickens,  eggs,  or  butter  unless  we  pay  Wells- 
Fargo  charges.    We  all  know  Wells-Fargo  m  cans  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

Third — ^We  have  sixty  miles  of  railroad  running  through  a  stock  country.  Grazing  is 
the  principal  industry,  and  not  a  stock  pen  or  corral  on  the  whole  line  oi  road.  If  we 
had  stock  pens  they  would  be  of  no  use  to  our  people,  for  the  reason  that  the  schedule 
rate  is  |28  per  car  of  twenty  thousand  pounas  or  less  to  Sacramento,  while  carload 
rates  from  Sacramento  or  Elk  Grove  to  San  Francisco  are  $16.  The  distance  from 
Latrohe  to  Sacramento  is  thirty-seven  miles,  down  grade,  reauiring  no  strain. 

Such  manipulations  have  impoverished  our  people  and  wul  bankrupt  the  country  in 
my  opinion.  If  we  had  reasonable  rates  the  road  might  benefit  us,  but  when  the  rates 
destroy  our  market  we  would  be  better  off  if  we  had  no  road. 

Our  people  are  paying  5  per  cent  on  $200,000,  growing  out  of  this  railroad.  No  people 
can  prosper  under  such  tyranny. 

We  know  that  carload  rates  on  wood  should  not  be  above  $12,  if  we  propose  to  allow 
the  men  who  get  it  on  the  track  a  decent  living.  On  pine  wood,  that  sells  for  $5  60  per  cord, 
we  pay  $2  22f  to  get  it  to  Sacramento.  On  oak  we  pay  $2  28^.  We  pav  for  chopping, 
$1  61;  for  hauling,  from  $1  to  $1  50  per  cord.  We  pay  for  loading  ana  unloading*  I 
want  yon  to  figure  where  these  people  will  get  off. 

We  nave  provided  a  Railroad  Commission  to  adjust  such  matters,  and  see  that  justice 
is  done  to  the  people,  and  also  to  the  railroads.  All  we  ask  is  justice,  and  that  we  hope 
to  get  from  your  nands.  Knowing  we  have  no  appeal  from  your  Board,  we  expect  it 
itom  you. 

Another  matter  I  wish  to  present,  and  that  is  that  one  merchant  bought  a  certain  lot 
of  wood,  and  sold  it  in  Sacramento,  to  be  delivered  at  a  certain  price.  Was  not  advised  as 
to  the  new  system  of  manipulation,  and  received  a  bill  to-day  for  119  88  for  overcharges 
on  freight,  which  he  had  to  pay  out  of  his  own  pocket.  You  can  judge  from  this  trans- 
action the  condition  our  people  are  in  when  they  wish  to  enter  the  market  with  their 
products.

The  above  named  defendant,  without  in  any  manner  waiving,  but  in  all  things  ezpresslr 
insisting  upon  the  objection  herein  expressly  made,  that  the  complaint  of  the  pliunti^ 
above  named  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  authorize  this  proceeding,  and  does  not 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  Section  9,  Chapter  LIX,  Statutes  of  1880,  for  answer  in 
its  behalf  to  said  complaint,  admits,  denies,  ana  avers  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Defendant  denies  that  the  rates  on  wood,  or  that  the  schedule  prices  are  as  stated  in 
the  complaint ;  but  to  the  contrary  avers  that  the  rates  on  wood  from  Latrobe  to  Sacra- 
mento are  |16  per  car  of  ten  tons  m  weight,  or  seven  cords  of  oak,  at  shippers'  option, 
and  $16  per  car  of  nine  cords  of  nut  pine. 

Defendant  denies  that  shippers  are  not  permitted  to  ship  chickens,  or  eggs,  or  butter 
unless  they  pay  Wells-Fargo  charges ;  but  on  the  contrary  avers  that  shippers  are  allowed 
to  ship  chicRens,  eggs,  butter,  and  all  other  produce  over  the  railroad  of  this  defendant 
at  the  fixed  and  established  charges  and  rates  of  this  defendant. 

Defendant  denies  that  Wells-Fargo  means  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  or  thai 
the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  means  Wells-Fareo. 

Defendant  denies  that  the  schedule  rate  is  $28  per  car  of  twenty  thousand  pounds,  or 
less,  from  Latrobe  to  Sacramento  on  stock ;  but  on  the  contrarv  avers  that  tJie  rate  ln>m 
Latrobe  to  Sacramento  is  $25  per  car  for  cattle  and  $20  per  car  for  sheep. 

Defendant  denies  that  the  rates  ft-om  Sacramento  or  Elk  Grove  to  San  Fvancisco  on 
stock  are  $16  per  car ;  but  on  the  contrary  avers  that  the  said  rates  are  $20  per  car  for  cattle 
and  $16  per  car  for  sheep. 

Defendant  denies  that  a  down  grade  requires  no  strain ;  but  on  the  contrary  avers  that 
a  down  grade  requires  great  strain. 

Defendant  denies  that  such  or  anv  manipulations  have  impoverished  the  people,  or 
will  bankrupt  the  countv  in  which  tne  plaintiffs  reside;  but.  to  the  contrary,  avers  all 
its  rates  in  said  county  of  £1  Dorado  are  reasonable  and  just;  that  the  said  line  of  railroad 
passing  through  said  county  is  a  branch  line,  with  its  terminus  in  the  city  of  Sacramento. 

Defendant  denies  that  any  tyranny  is  practiced  by  it,  and  denies  that  carload  rates  on 
wood  should  not  be  above  $12. 

Defendant  denies  that  the  plaintiffs  have  provided  a  Railroad  Commission  to  adjust 
such  matters ;  but,  to  the  contrary,  avers  this  nonorable  Commission  has  been  established 
by  the  people  of  this  State,  under  their  Constitution. 

As  to  all  other  matters  charged  in  said  complaint  not  hereinbefore  expressly  denied  or 
explained,  defendant  denies  the  same  generally  and  specifically.

Dkab  Sib:  In  matter  of  complaint  of  Messrs.  Miller  and  Bryant  of  exorbitant  rates  on 
wood  from  Latrobe  to  Sacramento ;  collusion  with  Express  Company  with  respect  to 
the  movement  by  freight  of  butter  and  eggs ;  lack  of  loading  facilities  for  live  stock ;  and 
excessive  rates  on  live  stock,  desire  to  present,  in  way  of  evidence  and  refutation  of  testi- 
mony given  at  ^our  recent  meeting  at  Latrobe,  the  following  facts,  to  which  I  am  pre- 
pared to  affirm,  if  it  be  your  pleasure : 

There  are  various  localities  in  which  wood  is  chopped  and  from  which  it  is  shipped  to 
the  Sacramento  market.  The  following  statement,  sbowinj^  stations  from  which  wood  is 
shipped,  distance  and  rate  to  Sacramento,  in  comparison  with  distance  and  rates  charged 
from  stations  equidistant  on  the  Sacramento  and  Placerville  road,  will,  I  think,  demon- 
strate to  your  honorable  body  that  the  prayer  of  the  Latrobe  wooa  men  is  one  intended 
only  to  further  their  own  selfish  interests,  and  if  granted  would  exclude  other  commu- 
nities who  are  as  much  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Sacramento  market  as  are  the 
good  people  of  Latrobe  and  vicinity :

In  thU  statement  1  present  to  yon  the  tonnage,  as  well  as  distances  and  rates,  and  we 
would  much  deprecate  should  your  honorable  body  think  it  proper  to  order  a  reduction 
In  rates  from  Latrobe  and  other  wood-ahippina;  points  on  that  road,  for  the  result  would 
be  a  correspiondinp  reduction  from  other  wood-BhippinE  points  on  other  portions  or  the 
system,  thua  plocmg  our  Latrobe  friends  in  practically  the  uune  positiou  in  relation  to 
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these  other  competing  wood-shipping  points  that  they  are  to-dav,  and  depriving  this 
company  of  much  needed  revenue,  for  it  can  be  easily  demonstrated  that  the  Sacramento 
and  Placerville  Railroad  is  not  self-sustaining. 

As  to  the  charge  of  collusion  between  the  express  and  railroad  companies,  we  deny  this 
in  toto,  and  the  testimony  of  our  agent,  Mr.  Imden,  which  is  of  record  with  your  honor- 
able body,  controverts  the  charge  as  made. 

In  the 'matter  of  lack  of  stock  corrals  and  loading  chute,  we  would  say  that  at  no  time 
have  we  been  asked  to  provide  such  facilities.  There  has  been  no  proner  in  the  past  of 
stock  in  carload  lots  from  Latrobe  or  other  stations  in  that  vicinitv.  We  have  dihgently 
sought  information  on  the  subject,  and  cannot  gather  such  as  would  warrant  an  expendi- 
ture on  the  part  of  this  company  in  the  direction  indicated.  We  have  reviewed  our  record 
of  the  Elk  Grove  shipments  for  the  first  nine  months  of  1891,  and  do  not  find  that  Mr. 
E.  8.  Bryant's  name  appears  thereon  as  a  cattle  or  other  stock  shipper.  This  is  men- 
tioned in  view  of  his  declaration,  under  oath,  that  he  had  driven  two  hundred  head  to 
the  vicinity  of  Elk  Grove  this  spring  for  shipment,  although  it  is  possible  that  the  cattle 
he  referred  to  might  have  been  shipped  in  some  other  name.  The  total  cattle  shipments 
fix)m  that  station  for  the  period  named  aggregates  twenty -four  carloads,  of  which  two 
hundred  head  would  make  ten  carloads. 

In  the  matter  of  cattle  tariffs,  in  the  absence  of  business  offering,  the  only  rate  our 
asent  could  quote  would  be  the  standard  tariff.  Should  it  be  shown  that  said  rates  were 
lugher  than  would  warrant  shipment  by  rail,  certainly  the  question  would  be  taken 
under  advisement,  given  careful  consideration,  and  such  action  taken  as  would  be  in  the 
best  interests— which  would  naturally  be  to  stimulate  the  cattle-fattening  industry  in 
that  vicinity,  and  certainly  to  attract  the  cattle  movement  to  the  rails  of  this  company 
rather  than  to  have  them  driven  over  the  country  roads  to  market. 

Relative  to  the  testimony  offered  under  oath  that  this  company  had  a  rate  In  force  of 
$24  per  car,  twenty-seven  cords  of  wood,  Dunsmuir  to  Sacramento,  nave  to  say  that  this  is 
whollv  m  error.  The  only  rate  on  wood— Dunsmuir  to  Sacramento  to-day,  or  that  has 
prevailed  in  the  past— is  tiiat  of  $S0  per  car  of  seven  cords,  or  twenty  thousand  pounds ; 
in  other  words,  $4  28  per  cord. 

With  this  statement  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  complaints  referred  to,  we  desire  to 
submit  our  case  to  your  good  judgment.

^r9^— That  excessive  rates  are  charged  on  wood  from  Latrobe  to  Sacramento. 

Second— CoWuslOu  between  Wells-Fargo  Express  Company  and  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  thereby  forcing  shipments  of  butter  and  eggs  by  express. 

Third— iMck  of  facilities  for  loadmg  live  stock. 

Fourth — Excessive  live  stock  rates. 

After  visiting  Latrobe  and  taking  all  the  evidence  obtainable,  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Commission  that  Count  No.  1  is  not  sustained. 

Count  No.  2. — ^The  evidence  showed  that  this  charge  was  without  any  foundation 
whatever. 

Count  No.  3. — That  subject  to  thirty  days*  notice  of  intended  live  stock  shipments  in 
vicinity  of  Latrobe,  a  corral  with  suitable  loading  chute  should  be  provided  at  that  point 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public. 

Count  No.  4,— We  think  the  rates  on  live  stock  can  properly  be  reduced,  and  that  at 
our  next  meeting  we  will  have  prepared  a  new  schedule  on  all  live  stock  on  the  line  of 
this  road.

We,  your  petitioners,  ask  of  you  to  take  steps  and  see  whether  the  S.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  or 
the  so  called  P.  I.  Co.,  that  now  has  a  road  constructed  and  in  working  order  from  Porter- 
ville,  in  Tulare  County,  to  Poso,  in  Kern  County,  where  it  connects  with  S.  P.  R.  R.  Co.'s 
main  line.  That  the  said  line  is  operated  by  the  S.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  to  the  great  detri- 
ment and  direct  injury  to  the  people  who  are  compelled  to  do  business  over  this  poitioo 
of  the  road.  That  our  shipments  south  of  Porterville,  which  point  is  now  the  terminus 
of  the  so  called  Oakdale  and  Poso  road.  That  the  Southern  Division  of  the  said  Oakdale 
and  Poso  Railroad  starts  from  Fresno  and  terminates  at  Porterville.  That  in  oar  belief, 
the  said  portion  of  the  road  now  operated  between  Fresno  and  Porterville  has  excess- 
ively high  freight  and  passenger  rates,  which  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  law. 
That  the  portion  of  the  road  between  Porterville  and  Poso  is  operated  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  S.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  that  the  freight  rates  charged  thereon  are  excessive  and  beyond 
all  reason.  That  the  ragte  from  Piano  to  Porterville,  a  distance  of  one  and  one  half  miles, 
for  carload  lots  on  grain,  is  25  cents  per  ton  over  and  above  the  ^fiarges  firom  Porterville. 
That  the  corresponding  rates  on  the  main  line  of  the  S.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  for  the  distance  of 
ten  miles,  is  only  6  cents  per  ton  between  stations.  That  the  8.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  or  the  P.  L 
Co.,  did  not  act  in  good  faith  with  the  people  from  whom  they  received  rigbta  of  way, 
under  the  promise  that  they  would  operate  their  road  and  would  make  it  a  benefit  to  the 
communitv  at  large.  That  the  town  of  Piano  supports  two  stores,  two  hotels,  two 
churches,  two  saloons,  two  blacksmith  shops,  butcher  shop,  grain  warehouse,  a  barley 
mill,  and  is  the  Post  Office  for  the  delivery  of  mail  for  three  hundred  or  more  people. 
That  the  said  S.  P.  R.  R.  Co.  says  that  the  business  of  Piano  and  the  surrounding  conntir 
will  not  warrant  them  in  maintaining  a  side  track  or  spur  track,  even  when  constructed 
at  the  expense  of  the  community.  That  the  town  of  Piano  will  ship  this  season  in  wheat 
alone  five  thousand  tons.  That  the  station  of  Terra  Bella,  seven  miles  south  of  Piano, 
will  ship  ten  thousand  tons.  That  the  other  portion  of  the  road  south  of  Terra  Bella  to 
Poso  will  ship  five  thousand  tons.  At  an  average  rate  to  Port  Costa,  south  of  Terra 
Bella,  |4  76,  and  from  Terra  Bella  and  Piano,  H  ^  P^i*  ton,  the  total  freight  on  the 
above  would  amount  to  $92,750.  Had  this  road  been  operated  by  daily  trains  and  in  the 
same  manner  that  all  other  roads  are  operated,  those  shipments  would  have  been  50 

§er  cent  more.  That  your  petitioners  demand  that  your  Commission  will  compel  the 
.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  or  the  P.  I.  Co.,  to  operate  this  line  as  they  do  all  others,  and  not  to  dis- 
criminate against  us  in  freights  ana  fares.  And  furthermore,  that  your  petitioners  de- 
mand a  side  track  at  the  town  of  Piano,  to  enable  us  to  transact  our  business.  And  we 
humbly  ask  that  your  Commission  take  immediate  action  in  this  matter.

Dear  Sir:  Returning  herewith  petition  of  the  citizens  of  Porterville,  in  whidi  they 
ask  that  yon  "investigate  and  relieve  ns,  if  {possible,  from  the  unjust  discrimination  in 
freight  rates  on  the  Stockton  and  Tulare  Railroad,  as  such  freight  rates  are  enormooaly 
high  and  manifestly  unjust  to  us  as  shippers^"  I  beg  to  say : 

There  is  no  "unjust  discrimination  "  in  freight  rates  on  the  Stockton  and  Tulare  Rail- 
road, as'will  appear  by  investigation  of  the  rates,  schedules  of  which  are  inclosed  here> 
with,  and  rates  are  not  "  enormously  high,"  but  are  manifestly  just  and  reasonable. 
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GRAIN  BATB8. 

I  presume  the  first  and  most  important  item  affecting  the  interests  of  Porterville,  is 
the  grain  rate.  From  the  tariff  inclosed,  it  appears  that  the  rate  on  grain,  carloads,  from 
Porterville  to  Port  Costa,  two  hundred  and  forty-three  miles,  is  |4  25  per  ton,  being  the 
same  rate  per  mile  as  charged  from  points  on  the  main  line  for  like  distances  to  Port 
Costa.  Instead  of  being  a  "discrimination,"  therefore,  the  rates  are  practical  y  n:o 
faTorable  to  the  Porterville  shippers  than  to  main  line  shippers,  because  it  is  a  well  known 
fact  in  transportation  that  it  costs  more  to  handle  a  limited  amount  of  tonnage  on  a 
branch  line  than  it  does  a  larger  volume  of  business  on  a  trunk  line. 

The  rate  of  $4  25  per  ton,  Porterville  to  Port  Costa,  is  only  1.7  cents  per  ton  per  mile, 
which  I  think  cannot  be  called  excessive  or  unreasonable.  If  the  road  oetween  Porter- 
ville and  Fresno  had  been  built  and  operated  by  an  independent  company,  no  such  rates 
as  are  now  in  force  would  have  been  possible,  or  could  have  been  secured  by  the  pro- 
ducers at  Porterville. 

LIVB  STOCK  BATES. 

The  rate  on  cattle,  in  carloads,  from  Porterville  to  San  Francisco,  two  hundred  and 
sixty-four  miles,  is  $52  50,  which,  considering  that  Porterville  in  on  a  branch,  compares 
favorably  with  Delano,  a  main  line  point,  and  approximately  the  same  distance  from  San 
Francisco,  from  which  the  rate  is  $49  50. 

The  rate  on  sheep,  in  carloads,  from  Porterville  to  San  Francisco,  is  $47  50,  and  from 
Delano,  $44  30. 

eENSBAL  MKBOHANDISB  BATES. 

Our  rates  on  merchandise  between  Porterville  and  San  Francisco  are  Just  and 
reasonable.  ^ 

Rates  on  general  merchandise,  such  as  whisky,  tobacco,  tea,  dry  goods,  etc.,  are, 
between  Porterville  and  San  Francisco,  $1  12  per  one  hundred  pounds,  being  the  same  rate 
as  Delano  on  main  line,  approximately  the  same  distance. 

In  view  of  the  fact  tnat  the  Fresno  branch  is  comparatively  a  new  road,  which  has 
created  and  made  valuable  lands  which,  previous  to  building  the  road,  were  of  little  value, 
1  am  much  surprised  that  any  complaint  should  be  laid  before  your  honorable  body.  I 
am  sure,  on  looking  into  the  facts,  you  will  conclude  that  our  rates  are  just  and  reason- 
able, and  if  you  have  time  to  go  into  all  the  facts,  will  admit  that  the  capital  invested  in 
the  Fresno  Division  has  never  received  a  fair  return.

Commissioner  Rea  stated  that  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear 
complaints  of  the  people  of  Porterville  and  vicinity  against  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company;  also,  that  the  complaints  on  file  from  Porterville  were 
informal,  not  being  sworn  to;  but  as  Mr.  Smurr,  representing  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  was  present,  he  would  consider 
the  proceedings  legal  and  formal.  Sixteen  witnesses  were  sworn  and 
testified. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  this  Board  held  at  Porterville,  February  6, 1891,  to  listen  to 
complaints  against  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  it  appearing  by  the  evidence  of  some 
of  the  complainants  that  most  of  the  Causes  of  complaint  had  been  remedied  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  since  the  above  named  complaints  had  been  filed  with  this 
Board  and  the  railway  company  hsd  been  informed  of  the  complaints;  and  whereas, 
the  evidence  of  lack  of  transportation  facilities,  loss  of  grain  in  shipment,  and  evidence 
of  other  irritating  circumstances  having  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  railroad 
officials,  said  railroad  oflicials  having  already  remedied  a  number,  and  are  now  makins 
arrangements  to  speedily  remove  all  iust  causes  of  complaint  alone  the  line  of  the  saia 
railroad ;  and  whereas,  the  complaint  from  the  citizens  of  Porterville  and  vicinity,  at  a 
meeting  of  this  Board  at  the  above  named  place,  bringing  out  and  listening  to  the  evi- 
dence of  all  complaints,  has  already  redounded  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  citizens  along 
the  line  of  said  railroad ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Reaolvedf  That  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  visit  the  different  shipping  points  of  the 
State,  examine  into  the  management  of  the  railroads,  notify  the  citizens  in  toe  town  and 
surrounding  country  to  appear  before  our  Board  with  any  complaints  and  grievancp« 
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they  may  have  to  offer,  and  that  this  Board  take  such  stepd  as  may  be  neoessaiy  to 
remove  all  just  cause  of  complaint. 

RcMlved,  That  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  this  Board  lay  out  a  route,  designate 
stopping  places,  dates  of  stoppa^,  and  notify  the  citizens  along  the  road  of  our  meet- 
ings and  the  object  of  such  meetings. 

The  above  resolutions  were  seconded  by  Commissioner  Beckman. 
Commissioner  Rea  offered  the  following  resolution  as  a  substitute: 

Reiohedf  That  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  be  required  to  show  cause  why  its  fireight 
rates  to  and  from  points  on  its  Fresno  Division,  commonly  known  as  the  PorterviUe 
branch,  should  not  be  revised,  with  a  view  to  moaification,  on  the  basis  charged  to  other 
communities  similarly  situated. 

The  resolution  offered  by  Commissioner  Litchfield  was  adopted. 
Commissioners  Litchfield  and  Beckman  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and 
Commissioner  Rea  voting  in  the  negative. 

Commissioner  Rea's  resolution  was  taken  up  and  adopted  unani- 
mously. 

Commissioner  Rea  submitted  his  report  on  the  new  schedule  for  the 
Porterville  branch  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and  wished  to 
embody  the  following  paragraph  in  the  report : 

It  is  also  understood  that  with  this  schedule  the  switching  charges  are  to  be  removed.* 

Rejected. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Beckman,  the  schedule  for  freights 
upon  the  Porterville  branch  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  as  sub- 
mitted by  Commissioner  Rea,  was  adopted  unanimously,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  serve  the  same  upon  the  officers  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  at  once.

We  will  pro- 
ceed to  voucher  at  once  in  your  favor  for  the  overcharge,  the  same  due  to  issuing  ol  cir- 
cular with  intent  of  harmonizing  or  making  the  rate  uniform  per  ton,  or  as  near  so  as 
practicable,  re^rdless  of  length  of  car  used  in  transportation  of  hay.  Under  our  old 
method  of  tariff  quite  a  difference  resulted  to  the  shipper  when  l^e  could  get  a  long  car  is 
compared  with  a  short  car,  we  having  an  equipment  of  cars  from  twenty-seven  to  thirty- 
four  feet,  and  while  this  circular  under  whicn  your  shipment  was  made  works  well  in 
most  cases,  it  is  a  disadvantage  in  others.

Whereas,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State 
of  California,  held  in  their  rooms,  in  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  on  February  12. 
1891,  there  bemg  present  Commissioners  James  Rea,  William  Beckman,  and  J.  M.  Latch- 
field,  the  following  complaint  from  the  City  Attorney  of  the  city  of  Pasadena,  State  of 
California,  was  presented : 

'*  Pasadena,  Cal.,  February  4, 18B1. 

** State  Railroad  Commission,  San  Francisco,  Cat,: 

**  Gentlemen  :  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  city  of  Pasadena,  on  behalf  of  the  people 
of  this  city,  have  requested  me,  as  their  City  Attorney,  to  lay  before  you  the  following 
complaint  against  the  old  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena,  and  Giendale  Railway  Company,  now 
known  as  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  and  also  against  the  Caliioinia 
Southern  Railway  Company,  silso  known  as  the  Santa  Fe: 

"Along  in  June,  or  probably  a  little  earlier,  in  1880,  \he  L.  A.  P.  &  G.  Co.,  commonly 
known  as  the  Cross  Road,  or  the  Rapid  Transit,  having  entered  Pasadena,  be^an  business 
conveying  freight  and  passengers  for  hire  between  Pasadena  and  Los  Angeles.    Prior  to 
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that  time  there  had  been  onlv  the  one  road  between  the  two  cities,  viz. :  the  Santa  Fe, 
and  the  rate  of  fare  had  been  45  cents  for  the  round  trip,  and  26  cents  for  a  single  trip. 

"  The  L.  A.  P.  &  G.  announced  that  they  would  maKe  a  cut  in  the  rates,  and  did  so, 
fixing  the  round-trip  fare  at  26  cents,  or  36  cents  including  street  car  fare  both  ways  in 
Los  Angeles,  and  the  single  fare  at  20  cents.  Tickets  at  these  prices  were  unlimited.  The 
Santa  I  e  soon  after  adopted  the  same  scale  of  prices,  except  as  regards  the  street  car  fare 
in  Los  Angeles,  which  feature  they  did  not  include.  The  L.  A.  P.  A  G.  also  announced 
that  they  would  issue  commutation  tickets  for  sixtv  rides,  good  for  thirty  days,  at  S5. 
The  Santa  Fe  also  came  down  to  this.  These  were  the  ruling  rates  until  the  end  of  the 
year  1890. 

'*  With  the  beginning  of  the  year  1891  both  roads  announced  that  their  25-cent  round- 
trip  tickets  would  be  good  only  for  the  day  on  which  they  were  purchased,  and  that  their 
commutation  tickets  would  thereafter  be  |7.  These  rate's  went  into  effect,  and  still  con- 
tinue, notwithstanding  the  rigorous  protests  of  the  people. 

"There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  each  of  these  companies  fixed  the  lower  rates  above 
named  for  the  purpose  of  competing  with  each  other  within  the  meaning  of  Section  20, 
of  Article  XII,  of  the  Constitution.  It  is  given  out  informallv  by  these  companies  that 
they  had  your  consent  to  this  increase  in  prices  b^orehand.  It  is  also  common  rumor 
that  the  L.  A.  P.  &  G.,  or  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  was  compelled  to 
increase  its  prices  by  the  Santa  Fe  Company,  under  threat  that  otherwise  the  Santa  Fe 
Company  would  so  lower  its  rates  as  to  run  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  out  of  business. 

"  I  do  not  know  how  formal  a  complaint  before  your  honorable  Commission  should  be 
made,  but  as  to  the  above  facts  I  am  ready  to  verify  the  same  upon  information  and  belief, 
and  ii  anything  further  is  needed  you  will  let  me  know. 

"  Our  people  are  unable  to  see  why  any  change  should  be  made  in  the  charges  by 
either  oi  these  companies,  unless  their  rates  were  lowered,  and  pray  your  honorable 
body  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  cause  the  old  rates  to  be  restored.

Gentlemen  :  Replying  to  the  complaint  made  against  the  California  Southern  Railway 
Company,  of  date  Febraair  4, 1^1,  this  company  now  states  and  shows : 

That  defendant  denies  tnat  at  any  time  any  rates  were  reduced  or  any  fare  was  fixed 
by  this  California  Southern  Railway  Company,  mentioned  in  the  complaint  as  the  Santa 
Fe  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  out  states  that  the  rates  between  the  citj 
of  Fasaaena  and  Los  Angeles  have,  at  all  times,  been  regulated  bv  this  company  to  suit 
its  convenience  and  its  ideas  of  justice  and  propriety;  and  after  tne  road  now  known  as 
the  Terminal  Road  was  constructed,  rates  were  arranged  by  the  two  companies,  without 
competition  and  without  any  reduction  of  rates,  amicably  and  with  a  mutual  under> 
standing  of  the  two  companies. 

This  defendant  further  denies  that  it  has  ever  agreed  or  consented  to  any  rates  such  as 
those  adopted  by  the  road  now  known  as  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railroad  Company, 
but.  on  the  contrary,  it  has  established  and  maintained  rates  between  the  points  afore- 
said different  from  those  of  the  Terminal  Railroad  Company. 

This  defendant,  further  answering,  denies  that  it  has  at  any  time,  or  in  any  place,  or 
under  any  circumstances,  i^ven  out  formally  that  it  had  the  consent  of  your  nonorable 
body  to  any  increase  in  prices  beforehand  or  behindhand^  or  in  any  other  manner  what- 
ever ;  and  defendant  denies  that  there  has  ever  at  any  time  been  any  occasion  to  apply 
to  your  Board  for  any  change  in  rates  between  any  stations  on  lines  operated  by  this 
defendant. 

Defendant  denies  that  it  has  ever  made  any  threats  that  it  would  or  could  lower  its 
rates,  so  as  to  run  the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  or  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Com- 
pany, out  of  business,  or  that  by  reason  of  any  threats  it  has  compelled  said  Los  Angeles 
Terminal  Company  to  increase  its  prices;  and  it  denies  any  threats,  or  any  force  or 
intimidation,  in  any  manner  whatever,  by  which  the  price  of  any  ticket  nas  been  changed 
or  any  arrangement  has  been  made  between  the  saia  Terminal  Railway  Company  and 
this  aefendant.  And  this  defendant,  further  answering,  admits  and  alleges  tnat*sinoe 
about  the  month  of  June.  1890,  it  has  kept  for  sale  at  Pasadena  and  at  Los  Angeles  single- 
trip  tickets  between  said  stations,  at  tne  rate  of  20  cents  per  ticket;  that  that  is  the 
rate  established  by  this  company,  and  that  it  has  never  at  any  time,  either  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1891,  or  at  any  other  time,  changed  said  rates,  or  increased  or  decreased 
them  in  any  sum  whatever ;  that  said  tickets  have  been  kept  on  sale  at  the  stations  above 
named  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  490  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State; 
that  such  tickets  are  known  as  unlimited  tickets,  good  for  use  in  one  direction  only,  dur- 
ing any  time  within  six  months  after  their  issuance  and  sale,  and  good  for  all  stop-over 
privileges  on  said  road.  And  this  defendant  alleges  that  such  ticket,  as  it  is  advised  and 
verily  believes,  is  the  only  ticket  required  by  law  for  it  to  keep ;  that  the  price  therefor 
is  now,  and  has  been  since  established,  about  the  month  of  June,  1890,  20  cents,  and 
no  more  and  no  less,  and  that  any  citizen  of  Pasadena  can,  upon  application,  have  such 
ticket  by  paying  the  price  therefor. 

This  aeiendant,  further  answering,  admits  that  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1891. 
it  had  sold  commutation  tickets,  good  for  sixty  rides  between  said  city  of  Pasadena  ana 
the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  for  $6  or  $6  50,  and  tnat  on  the  first  day  of  Januanr,  1881,  the 
price  of  said  commutation  tickets  was  raised  to  $7  or  $7  60,  being  a  raise  of  $1  for  com- 
mutation tickets  between  the  stations  aforesaid ;  and  this  defendant,  on  information  and 
belief,  alleges  that  it  had  a  rieht  so  to  keep  said  commutation  tickets  on  sale,  and  to 
increase  or  diminish  the  price  thereof  at  its  pleasure,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  21, 
Article  Xll,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Stat-e  of  California. 

This  defendant  denies  that  it  is  under  any  obligations  to  keep  on  sale  commutation, 
or  round-trip,  or  excursion  tickets,  but  when  the  same  are  kept  for  sale  and  all  parties 
applying  for  such  tickets  are  treated  alike,  without  discrimination,  then  this  defendant 
alleges  and  contends  that  it  has  a  right  to  increase  or  diminish,  or  to  entirely  withdraw 
such  tickets,  or  any  of  them,  from  sale  at  any  time,  as  it,  in  its  judgment,  may  see  proper. 
And  this  defendant  alleges  that  in  so  far  as  the  keeping  on  saJe  of  commutation,  excur- 
sion, or  round-trip  tickets  is  concerned,  they  are  kept  for  the  convenience  of  the  patrons 
of  the  road,  subject  to  all  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations,  both  as  to  price  and  sale, 
as  this  defendant  may  see  proper  to  make  and  enforce  in  the  premises. 

And  this  defendant  denies  that  it  has  done  anything  or  committed  any  act  in  violation 
of  any  law  of  this  State,  or  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  tnis  State,  or  that 
it  is  amenable  to  any  Court,'  body,  or  Board  for  its  increase  in  price  of  commutation 
or  round-trip  tickets ;  that  the  same  are  exclusively  within  its  jurisdiction  and  control, 
subject  only  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  rule  whicn  it  establishes  for  their  sale  and  use. 

Tnis  defendant,  further  answering,  says  that  it  has  no  information  as  to  the  acts  of  the 
said  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  and  therefore  it  answers  for  itself,  and  not 
for  said  company.

Gkittlexkn  :  Permit  me  to  submit  to  you  the  following  as  a  statement  of  facts  in  con- 
nection with  the  complaint  made  by  the  people  of  Pasadena,  through  their  City  Attorney, 
against  our  railroad  for  raising  the  rat^  of  passenger  traffic  between  that  city  and  Los 
Angeles.  In  the  first  place,  we  never  applied  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
for  the  privilege  of  raising  the  rates,  and  never  have  claimed,  or  asserted,  or  thought  of 
asserting,  that  any  permission  had  been  granted  our  company  to  make  any  change  in  our 
schedule  rates  for  tickets  or  passage  on  any  portion  of  our  Imes  in  this  State.  The  City 
Attorney* s  affidavit  in  that  respeci  is  wholly  unsupported  by  the  facts. 

Secondly,  we  have  not  raised  the  price  of  the  statutory  tickets  for  single  passage  between 
Pasadena  and  Los  Angeles,  or  any  other  of  the  intermediate  points,  since  they  were  first 
established  upon  the  opening  of  what  is  known  as  the  Terminal  Road.  The  price  of 
that  ticket,  not  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  competition,  but  by  mutual  amicable  arrange- 
ment between  the  two  companies,  and  fixed  at  that  time,  something  like  one  year  ago,  at  20 
cents  a  single  ticket  from  Pasadena  to  Los  Angeles.  The  Terminal  Road  gave  street  car 
fare  included ;  we  never  did,  and  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  price  of  that  ticket,  nor 
is  any  change  contemplated.  We  have  kept  on  sale  whenever  it  suited  us,  and  I  think  all 
of  the  time,  commutaition  tickets  good  for  sixty  rides.  These  tickets  have,  while  on  sale, 
always  been  sold  to  every  applicant  at  the  same  uniform  price,  without  discrimination  as 
^between  any  persons  applying  for  such  tickets.  We  have  also  kept  on  sale  what  are 
known  as  round-trip  tickets,  that  is,  a  ticket  entitling  the  holder  to  make  the  trip  to  Pasa- 
dena from  Los  Angeles  and  from  Pasadena  returning  to  Los  Angeles,  or  vice  versa,  as  the 
case  might  be.  As  to  these  tickets  we  have  changed  the  limit  in  which  they  would  be 
recognized  whenever  we  thought  it  was  best  so  to  do,  and  on  both  of  these  tickets  we 
have  made  a  change,  raising  the  commutation  from  $6  60  to  |7  50,  and  limiting  the  round- 
trip  tickets  to  one  day. 

These  are  all  the  facts,  so  far  as  our  compan^^  is  concerned,  and  now  I  give  you  briefly 
my  idea  of  the  law  governing  these  questions. 

Section  490  of  our  Civil  Code  is  the  only  provision  that  I  have  been  able  to  find  in  any 
of  our  statutes  declaring  the  will  of  the  Legislature  as  to  any  kind  of  tickets  which  the 
company  shall  keep  on  sale,  and  that  provides  for  what  is  known  in  railroad  parlance  as 
an  unlimited  ticket.  Th^t  section  of  the  Code  compels  every  railroad  company  to  pro- 
vide and  keep  on  hand,  and  sell  to  any  applicant,  a  ticket  wnich  entitles  the  purchaser 
to  a  ride,  ana  the  accommodations  provided  on  the  cars,  from  the  depot  or  station  where 
the  ticket  is  sold  to  any  other  depot  or  station  on  the  line  of  the  road,  and  the  holder 
thereof  is  entitled  to  ride  from  station  to  station,  stopping  off  as  he  may  see  fit,  until  he 
has  reached  the  end  of  the  route  called  for  by  his  ticket,  and  the  ticket  is  good  for  six 
months.  This  ticket,  as  you  will  see,  is  a  ticket  in  one  direction.  It  is  the  statutory 
ticket,  and  the  failure  to  provide  and  sell  this  ticket  on  demand  is^  by  the  provisions  of 
that  section  of  the  Code,  made  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $200.  This  ticket  we  always  have 
kept  on  sale  between  the  points  indicated  in  this  complaint,  at  a  uniform  price  of  20  cents 
per  ticket.    It  is  now  there;  we  contemplate  keeping  it  there. 

As  to  commutation  tickets.  Section  21,  of  Article  XII,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State, 
forbids  discrimination,  but  the  last  sentence  of  that  section  reads  as  follows:  "Excursion 
and  commutation  tickets  may  be  issued  at  special  rates."  It  is  a  well  recognized  principle, 
often  established  by  the  Courts,  that  commutation  tickets  are  subject  to  such  various 
changes,  rules,  and  regulations  made  by  the  railroad  company,  in  its  discretion,  as  may 
be  reasonable  and  just. 

I  cite  you  to  only  one  case,  which  is  that  of  the  State  ex  rel.  Atwater  vs.  Delaware, 
Lackawana,  and  Western  Railroad,  found  reported  in  Vol.  23,  American  and  Enslish 
railroad  cases,  and  the  lang^i^g^  to  which  I  refer  will  be  found  at  page  474.  It  is  a  New 
Jersey  case,  but  is  in  harmony  with  every  decision  that  has  ever  been  rendered  upon  that 
question,  and  I  use  it  because  its  lang^iftge  is  so  brief:  "A  company  is  under  no  obli- 
gations to  establish  commutation  rates  for  a  particular  locality,  but  wlien  it  has  estab- 
lished such  rates,  and  commutation  tickets  are  sold  thereat  to  the  public,  the  refusal  of 
such  a  ticket  to  a  particular  individual,  under  the  same  circumstances  and  upon  the 
same  conditions  as  such  tickets  are  sold  to  the  rest  of  the  public,  is  an  unjust  discrimina- 
tion against  him,  and  a  violation  of  the  principle  of  equality  which  the  company  is 
bound  to  observe  in  the  conduct  of  its  business." 

A  commutation  ticket  under  the  authorities  of  which  this  is  an  exponent  is,  therefore, 
a  ticket  subject  to  the  will  of  the  company,  to  be  put  on  sale  or  withdrawn  at  the  will 
and  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  put  on  sale  at  whatever  price  the  company  may 
see  fit  to  establish,  but  when  on  sale  there  must  be  no  discrimination  against  any  one 
individual  in  favor  of  others  in  its  sale  or  use. 

Take  the  case  of  excursion  tickets,  which  in  the  Constitution  are  classed  with  com- 
mutation tickets ;  that  we  make  an  excursion  for  the  scholars  of  a  Sunday-school  at  a 
rate  of  33^  per  cent  of  first  class  rate  for  any  one  particular  excursion.    This  would  not 
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^ve  a  baseball  club  the  right  to  complain  before  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commi^ioners 
if  we  should  charge  them  50  per  cent  of  first  class  rates  over  the  same  line,  the  excursions 
being  distinct  and  held  at  dinerent  times.  In  other  words,  the  Constitution  confers  on 
the  railroad  companies  the  privilege  of  making  special  rates  on  excursion  tickets  and  on 
commutation  tickets  alike.  If  I  am  correct  in  this,  and  this  has  been  my  advice  to  my 
company,  then  we  are  not  amenable  to  any  law,  because  we  have  violated,  no  law.  If  the 
Board  oif  Railroad  Commissioners  should  disagree  with  us  upon  this  point,  as  the  law 
does  not  compel  us  to  keep  commutation  tickets  on  sale,  we  can  take  them  out  of  our 
otfice  and  then  the  good  people  of  Pasadena  would  have  to  pay  *^0  cents  a  ride,  or  $12  for 
every  sixty  rides  instead  or  |7  60  as  now  fixed,  and  I  do  not  understand  that  under 
the  law  we  can  be  compelled  to  keep  any  tickets  for  sale  other  than  those  already  referred 
to,  and  required  by  Section  490  of  tne  Civil  Code. 

I  think  this  will  give  you  a  fair  understanding  of  the  position  that  we  occupy.  A 
great  many  other  questions  in  connection  with  the  Terminal  Road  and  ita  franchise  have 
arisen  in  tne  discussion  of  these  questions  between  our  two  roads,  which  will  doubtless  be 
shown  by  the  answer  of  that  road  when  it  comes  to  make  answer.  For  instance,  the  city 
of  Pasadena,  in  granting  its  franchise,  attempted  to  regulate  rates  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  and  in  the  open  country  adjacent  and  lying  between 
the  two  municipalities.  We  hardly  think  its  legislative  jurisaiction  embraces  this  sec- 
tion of  the  earth,  and  have  no  doubt  that  fact  influenced  the  Terminal  Company  in  doing 
what  it  did;  but  as  I  do  not  represent  that  company  I  will  not  forestall  them  'by  giving 
any  more  of  the  facts  and  history  of  the  transactions,  franchise,  etc.,  under  which  they 
are  operating  their  road  by  the  grace  of  God  and  the  i)ermission  of  the  city  of  Pasadena.

Whereas,  at  a  re^lar  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State 
of  Califomia,  held  in  their  rooms  in  San  Francisco,  State  of  Califomia,  ou  Februarv  V2, 
1891,  there  being  present  Commissioners  James  Rea,  William  Beckman,  and  J.  M.  Litcii- 
field,  the  following  complaint  from  the  City  Attorney  of  the  city  of  Pasadena  was 
presented :

^^ State  Railroad  Comminiony  San  Francisco^  Cal.: 

"  Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  city  of  Pasadena,  on  behalf  of  the  people 
of  this  city,  have  requested  me,  as  their  City  Attorney,  to  lay  before  you  the  following 
complaint  against  the  old  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena,  and  Glendale  Railway  Company,  nor 
known  as  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  and  also  against  the  California 
Southern  Railway  Company,  also  known  as  the  Santa  Fe: 

**  Along  in  June,  or  possibly  a  little  earlier,  in  189U,  the  L.  A.  P.  &  G.  Co.,  commonlv 
known  us  the  Cross  Road,  or  the  Rapid  Transit,  having  entered  Pasadena,  began  busi- 
ness conveying  freight  and  passengers  for  hire  between  Pasadena  and  Los  Angeles. 
Prior  to  that  time  there  had  been  only  one  road  between  the  two  cities,  viz. :  the  Sante 
Fe,  and  the  rate  of  fare  had  been  46  cents  lor  the  round  trip,  and  25  cents  for  a  sinsle 
trip.  The  L.  A.  P.  &  G.  announced  that  they  would  make  a  cut  in  the  rates,  and  aid 
so,  fixing  the  round-trip  fare  at  25  cents,  or  'So  cents  including  street  car  fare  both  ways 
in  Los  Angeles,  and  the  single  fare  at  '20  cents.    Tickets  at  these  prices  were  unlimited.' 

*'  The  Santa  Fe  soon  after  adopted  the  same  scale  of  prices,  except  as  regards  the  street 
car  fare  in  Los  Angeles,  which  feature  they  did  not  include.  The  L.  A.  P.  &  G.  also 
announced  that  they  would  issue  commutation  tickets  for  sixty  rides,  good  for  thirtr 
days,  at  $5.  The  Santa  Fe  also  came  down  to  this.  These  were  the  ruling  rates  until 
the  end  of  the  year  1890. 

'•  With  the  beginning  of  the  year  1891,  both  roads  announced  that  their  25-cent  round- 
trip  tickets  would  be  good  only  for  the  day  on  which  they  were  purchased,  and  that  their 
commutation  tickets  would  thereafter  be  $7.  These  rates  went  into  effect  and  still 
continue,  notwithstandine  tiie  vigorous  protests  of  the  people. 

•'There  seems  to  be  no  <ioubt  that  each  of  these  companies  fixed  the  lower  rates  above 
named  for  the  purpose  of  competing  with  each  other  within  the  meaning  of  Siction  20,  of 
Article  XII,  ot  the  Constitution. 

"It  is  given  out  informally  by  these  companies,  that  they  had  your  consent  to  this 
increase  in  [)rices  beforehand.  It  is  also  common  rumor  that  the  L.  A.  P.  &  G.,  or  I/»3 
Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  was  compelled  to  increase  its  prices  by  the  Santa 
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Fe  Company,  under  threat  that  otherwise  the  Santa  Fe  Company  would  so  lower  its  rates 
as  to  run  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  out  of  business. 

'*  I  do  not  know  how  formal  a  complaint  before  your  honorable  Commission  should  be 
made,  but  as  to  the  above  facts  I  am  sufficiently  informed  as  to  believe  them,  and  conse- 
quentlv  ready  to  verify  the  same  upon  information  and  belief,  and  if  anything  further  is 
needea  you  will  let  me  know. 

**  Our  people  are  unable  to  see  why  any  change  should  be  made  in  the  charges  by  either 
of  these  companies,  unless  their  rates  were  lowered,  and  pray  your  honorable  body  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessarv  to  cause  the  old  rates  to  be  restored.

Comes  now  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  and  by  leave  first  had  and 
obtained,  answering  to  the  above  entitled  action,  says: 

.F¥r«t— That  on  the  second  day  of  January.  1891,  by  articles  and  agreement  of  consolida- 
tion between  the  TjOs  Angeles  and  Glendaie  Railway  Company,  the  Los  Angeles,  Pasa- 
dena, and  Glendale  Railway  Company,  and  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company, 
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duly  filed  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  and  certificate  of  consolidation  duly  issued 
thereon,  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company  became,  and  has  since  continued 
to  be,  and  now  is  the  successor  of  all  the  rights,  franchises,  and  liabilities  of  the  Los 
Angeles,  Pasadena,  and  Glendale  Railway  Company,  which  at  said  date  owned  and  was 
operating  a  line  of  railway  from  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  in  the  county  of  Los  Angeles, 
and  State  of  California,  to  the  city  of  Pasadena,  in  the  same  county  anci  State. 

Second — That  when  the  said  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena,  and  Glendale  Railway  Company 
began  operating  its  line  of  railway  between  the  said  city  of  Los  Angeles  and  the  aty  of 
Pasadena,  about  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  1890,  and  conducting  thereon  the  business  of 
a  common  carrier  of  freight  and  passengers  between  said  points,  it  established  as  its 
original  and  first  rates  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  between  said  points  a  single-trip 
fare  of  twenty  (20)  cents  and  a  round-trip  fare  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents,  or  thirty-five  {^) 
cents  including  street  car  fare  both  ways  to  the  bus^iness  center  of  the  city  of  Los  Angles 
from  its  terminus  in  that  city,  the  said  round-trip  tickets  being  unlimited  as  to  time; 
that  it  also  established  a  commutation  rate,  upon  which  it  issued  tickets  for  sixty  rides, 
good  for  thirty  days,  at  five  dollars  ($5)  each.  That  the  said  company  began  with  the 
effort  to  provide  a  train  service  between  said  points  of  hourly  trains  each  way  during  the 
business  hours  of  the  day,  which  was  a  very  much  greater  service  than  had  ever  been 
given  between  said  places  before. 

T^ird— That  after  operating  its  said  line  of  railway  at  said  rates  until  the  first  day  of 
January,  1891,  the  said  company  ascertained  that  the  said  rates,  as  originally  established, 
had  entailed  a  loss  to  the  company  of  ten  thousand  one  hundred  and  nfty  (|10,I50) 
dollars,  the  total  receipts  of  the  said  line  of  railway  for  that  time  showing  a  deficit  of  that 
amount  below  the  expienditures  for  operating  and  maintaining  the  same. 

Fourth — That  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  income  of  the  company  from  said  line 
of  railway,  and  to  the  end  that  it  might  continue  to  maintain  the  train  service  which  it 
had  originally  established  upon  said  road,  and  which  was  very  much  more  convenient 
and  extensive  than  had  ever  been  given  the  citizens  of  the  two  cities  before  its  inaugura- 
tion by  the  said  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena,  and  Qiendale  Railway  Company,  the  said  com- 
pany, and  its  successor,  the  present  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railwaj  Company,  changed 
the  rates  as  follows,  that  is,  the  25-cent  and  the  35-cent  round-trip  tickets  were  limited  to 
the  day  of  issue,  and  the  tnirty-day  sixty-ride  accommodation  tickets  were  raised  from 
$5  to  17  each,  leaving  the  single-trip  fare  of  20  cents  unchanged. 

Fifth— Th&t  the  said  Los  Auj^les,  Pasadena,  and  Glendale  Railway  Company,  and  the 
said  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  its  successor,  has  never, *at  any  time,  for 
the  purpose  of  competing  with  any  other  common  carrier,  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
lowered  its  rates  of  transportation  for  passengers  or  freight  from  the  city  of  Los  Angeles 
to  the  said  city  of  Pasadena,  or  from  the  city  of  Pasadena  to  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  or 
to  or  from  any  other  points  upon  its  line  or  railway,  and  that  the  rates  so  charged  were 
rates  originally  established,  and  the  change  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
said  railway  companies  to  continue  to  anord  the  citizens  of  said  cities  the  same  train 
service  which  haa  been  originally  established,  and  which  the  companies  could  not  have 
continued  at  the  lower  rate  of  fare  originally  established  by  the  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena, 
and  Glendale  Railway  Company  when  it  first  began  business.

Dear  Sir:  In  pursuance  of  your  request  for  an  informal  statement  of  the  position  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company  with  reference  to  the  notice  served  on  Feb- 
ruary eighteenth  upon  the  Vice-President  tnereof,  in  the  name  of  the  L.  A.  P.  &G»  Ry. 
Co.,  I  suDmit  the  following: 

We  claim  that  we  have  never  violated  the  proyisionsV)f  Section  20,  Article  XII,  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  State,  inasmuch  as  we  have  never  lowered  the  rates  of  our  companies 
for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  between  the  cities  of  Los  Angeles  and  Pasadena. 

When  the  Los  Angeles,  Pasadena,  and  Glendale  Railway  Company,  which  was  the  prede- 
cessor of  the  present  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  began  its  operations 
between  the  points  named,  it  established  certain  rates  of  fare  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  at  which  it  hoped  to  be  able  to  do  business.  The  report  of  the  first  fiscal  vear 
nf  the  company  showed  a  deficit  of  about  1 10,000  between  the  operating  expenses  ana  the 
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income  of  that  linef  it  having  cost  about  that  sum  to  operate  it  over  and  above  the 
receipts  of  all  kinds. 

This  demonstrated  to  the  company  the  impracticability  of  maintaining  itself  at  the 
rates  originally  established  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  between  said  points. 

They  tnen  changed  the  rates  this  much:  The  25-cent  round-trip  tickets,  or  d6-cent 
round-trip  inclndins:  street  car  fare,  which  before  had  not  been  limited  as  to  time,  were 
made  good  for  one  day  only — tlie  day  of  issue — and  the  sixty-ride  tickets,  good  for  thirty 
days,  which  before  had  been  sold  for  $6,  were  advanced  to  |7. 

This  is  the  full  statement  of  the  case,  and  the  facts  will  show  that  the  rates  changed 
were  the  original  rates  established,  and  were  not  rates  which  had  been  lowered  for  the 
purpose  of  competing  with  anj  other  common  carrier.

Secretary  read  complaint  from  W.  E.  Arthur,  City  Attorney  of  Pasa- 
dena, Los  Angeles  County,  made  in  behalf  of  the  people  in  that  vicinity, 
and  against  the  California  Southern  Railway  Company  and  the  L.  A.  P.  4 
(Jr.  Railway  Company,  complaining  of  the  raise  of  rates  by  said  railway 
companies. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  moved  that  the  Board  proceed  to  Pasadena 
at  the  earliest  moment  practicable,  meet  there,  and  investigate  these 
charges. 

After  some  debate  upon  the  motion.  Commissioner  Litchfield  with- 
drew the  saAie  and  ofi'ered  the  following: 

Resolvedy  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  the  officers  of  the  railway  com- 
panies of  this  complaint,  and  further  notify  them  that  this  Board  has  never  ^ven  them 
any  permission  to  raise  rates ;  and  that  if  tnis  complaint  be  true,  this  Board  directs  them 
to  restore  the  old  rates  at  once,  the  same  as  in  1890. 

It  was  so  ordered. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  moved  that  the  Commission  meet  at  Pasa- 
dena, Los  Angeles  County,  on  Friday,  the  tenth  day  of  April,  1891,  at 
11  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  give  the  usual 
notices  thereof.     Carried. 


Pasadena,  April  10, 1891. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Board  met  at  Pasadena. 

Commissioner  Rea,  in  opening  the  session,  stated  the  object  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  the  hearing  of  the  complaint  of  the  people 
of  Pasadena  and  vicinity  versus  the  California  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  and  recognized 
W.  E.  Arthur,  Esq.,  City  Attorney  of  Pasadena,  who  made  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  case  in  behalf  of  the  people. 

A  number  of  witnesses  were  called  in  behalf  of  the  plaintiflfe  and 
defendants.  The  case  was  submitted  without  argument,  with  the  under- 
standing that  both  parties  be  permitted  to  file  their  briefs.

These  proceedings  are  instituted  before  this  Board  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  city  of 
Pasadena,  at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of  Tmstees  of  said  city,  to  obtain  an  order  requir- 
ing both  the  above  named  railroad  companies  to  restore  certain  rates  for  round-trip  and 
commutation  tickets  between  the  cities  of  Los  Angeles  and  Pasadena. 

From  the  complaint  on  file  it  appears  that  both  companies  have  been  and  are  operat- 
ing lines  of  railroad  between  Los  Angeles  and  Pasadena,  and  that  until  the  end  of  the 
vear  1890  the  ruling  rates  for  tickets  upon  both  roads  between  said  cities  were  as  follows : 
Single-trip  tickets,  20  cents;  round-tnp  tickets,  25  cents,  and  commutation  tickets  for 
sixty  rides,  good  for  thirty  days,  $6.  Tne  time  of  use  of  the  single  and  round-trip  tickets 
was  unlimited. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  present  year,  both  companies  announced  that  the  round-trip 
tickets  would  be  good  for  the  day  only  on  which  tney  were  purchased,  and  that  the  rate 
for  commutation  tickets  would 'be  $7  instead  of  $6.  These  rates  were  put  into  effect 
by  both  companies  immediately  after  the  announcement,  and  are  now  in  eff'ect. 

'The  only  change  as  to  price  is  as  to  commutation  tickets,  the  price  of  the  single-trip 
and  round-trip  tickets  remaining  the  same,  with  a  limitation  as  to  the  time  of  use 
attached  to  the  round-trip  tickets. 

From  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing,  it  appears  that  these  changes  so  made  have 
been  injurious  to  the  material  interests  of  the  city  of  Pasadena,  and  the  main  complaint 
on  account  of  the  change  has  come  from  that  locality. 

While  the  round- trip  ticket  was  unlimited,  and  the  low-rate  commutation  ticket  could 
be  obtained,  very  many  persons  doing  business  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  made  their 
homes  in  Pasadena  ana  its  suburbs,  to  the  advantage  of  those  localities. 

With  a  limitation  placed  upon  the  round-trip  tickets,  and  an  increase  in  price  of 
commutation  tickets,  the  advantage  Pasadena  afforded  as  to  residence  locality  for  Los 
Angeles  business  men  practically  ceased. 

There  were,  of  course,  other  advantages  which  Pasadena  and  adjoining  places  derived 
from  the  old  rates,  but  the  main  complaint  is  this  loss  of  resident  population  and  the 
advantages  enjoyed  through  its  presence. 

It.further  appears  that  to  a  large  number  of  the  patrons  of  the  roads  traveling  daily 
between  Los  Angeles  and  Pasadena  and  intermediate  and  contiguous  points,  the  round- 
trip  tickets,  by  reason  of  their  limited  use  to  the  day  issued,  are  of  no  benefit  or 
advantage,  ana  the  limitation  on  their  use  to  the  day  of  purchase  is  practically  an  increase 
in  the  rate  of  fare,  as  it  compels  the  purchase  of  single-trip  tickets. 

While  the  evidence  shows  this  loss  to  Pasadena,  and  these  disadvantages  to  the  travel- 
ing public  by  reason  of  the  changes,  it  further  appears  to  the  Board  that,  as  far,  at  least, 
as  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  is  concerned,  an  increase  in  rates  of  commutation 
tickets  and  the  limitation  of  time  of  use  of  round- trip  tickets  were  necessary. 

The  evidence  and  the  sworn  tabulated  statements  of  the  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Kail- 
way  Company,  one  of  the  companies  complained  of,  show  that  under  the  old  rates  that 
company  nas  been,  since  May,  1890.  losing  money  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
their  road.  During  everv  month,  from  and  including  February  of  this  year,  there  has 
been  an  average  charge  o^  such  r|ites  as  will  make  it  sustaining.  No  complaint  is  made 
that  the  single- trip  fare  of  20  cents  is  unreasonable,  and  with  that  as  a  basis  of  commuta- 
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lion,  it  is  readily  seen  that  a  round-trip  ticket  at  25  cents,  and  a  commutation  ticket^ 
sixty  rides— good  for  thirty  days,  at  |7,  giving  the  passenger  the  right  to  ride  six  hundred 
miles,  is  a  material  reduction  from  the  regular  rate  in  the  interest  of  the  trayeling  public. 

Assuming,  without  deciding,  that  this  Board  has  the  right  to  determine  the  pnce  and 
limit  of  round-trip  and  commutation  tickets,  that  power  should  not  be  exercised  asainst 
this  company  so  as  to  prevent  it  from  fixing  the  terms  and  prices  of  round-trip  ana  com- 
mutation tickets  when  the  sole  and  evident  purpose  of  the  change  is  to  bring  its  income 
up  to  a  loss  of  over  $1,000  per  month,  and  this  loss  is  the  excess  of  the  legitimate  monthij 
operating  expenses  of  the  road  over  its  earnings.  It  was  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  income  or  this  company,  so  as  to  place  the  r6ad  at  least  on  a  self-sustaining  basis,  that 
these  rates  complained  of  were  raised ;  that  the  operation  of  this  road  between  the  two 
cities,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  complete  and  effective  train  service  is  of  great  benefit 
to  the  public,  is  beyond  question.  It  is  apparent,  also,  from  the  evidence,  that  in  order 
to  so  maintain  the  road  the  excess  of  operating  expenses  over  the  earnings  must  be 
overcome. 

This  Board  has  no  disposition  to  compel  the  operations  of  railroads  at  a  loss ;  on  the 
contrary,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  every  road  should  be  allowed,  at  least,  the  amount 
of  its  operating  expenses,  and  more  particularly  when  for  this  purpose  the  company  is 
making  no  charge  which  exceeds  the  regular  single-tri])  rate. 

As  to  the  other  company  complained  of,  the  California  Southern  Railway  Company,  a 
lower  rate  of  fare  should  not  be  established  for  it  than  is  from  necessity  allowed  forue 
other  company. 

Both  these  companies  are  competing  for  public  patronage  in  the  same  locality,  between 
the  same  points,  with  different  schedule  time;  if  a  low  rate  is  fixed  for  the  California 
Southern,  and  a  higher  rate  permitted  to  the  Los  Angeles  Ternoinal,  it  is  only  a  question 
of  time  when  the  L^s  Angeles  Terminal  is  driven  out  of  existence.  The  patronage  would 
necessarily  go  to  the  company  charing  the  lower  rate,  and  the  operating  expenses  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Terminal  still  exceeding  its  income,  the  operation  of  that  road  must  cease 
or  a  poorer  public  service  be  provided. 

It  may  be  answered  that,  independent  of  any  action  of  this  Board,  it  is  within  the 
power  of  the  California  Southern,  imder  the  state  of  facts  shown  by  the  evidence,  to 
effect  that  end  against  its  competitors.  Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this 
Board  to  take  any  action  tending  to  that  end.  It  is  much  more  to  the  interest  of  the 
people  of  Pasadena  and  intermediate  points  that  these  two  roads  should  exist,  even  at  the 
exi>ense  of  depriving  these  localities  of  some  of  the  advantages  heretofore  enjoyed,  and 
which  may  be  relinquished,  that  more  convenient  and  greater  facilities  of  transportation 
may  be  enjoyed  by  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  two  roads  than  one. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  from  the  evidence,  that  the  terms  of  commutation  tickets,  as 
originally  fixed  by  these  companies,  and  in  force  the  last  of  the  year  1890,  and  which  are 
asked  to  oe  restored,  were  not  fixed  as  the  result  of  competition  between  these  companies; 
that  the  rates  and  terms  of  round-tnp  and  commutation  tickets  now  in  effect  by  order  of 
the  companies  were  fixed  by  agreement  between  the  companies;  that  the  terms  and 
rates  now  in  effect  are  reasonable,  and  made  solely  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  the  railroad  service  performed,  and  that  the  petition  to  have  this  Board 
order  these  companies  to  restore  the  old  terms  and  rates  of  round-trip  and  commutation 
tickets  should  be  and  is  denied.

The  undersigned  jointly  represent  and  show  that  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  1891, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  city  of  Pasadena  passed  and  adopted  the  resolution, *a  copy 
of  which,  marked  "  Exhibit  A,"  accompanies  tliis  petition. 

That  at  the  rate  now  charged  for  a  single-trip  ticket  between  Pasadena  and  Los  Angeles 
(20  cents)  a  sulficient  revenue  is  not  produced  to  pay  the  actual  expenses  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company,  and  that  it  tnerefore  becomes  necessarv  for  it  to 
increase  the  price  for  tickets  to  26  cents  for  a  single  fare  between  said  points,  and  to  make 
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• 
a  round-trip  ticket  86  cents.   But  for  one  of  the  companieSi  your  petitionerSi  to  make  such 
rates  necessitates  the  same  rates  by  the  other  company,  else  the  company  raising  its 
rates  would  lose  its  custom  in  consequence  of  such  increase.

right,  privilege,  and  franchise  to  pass  on  and  over  said  alley,  from  the  intersection 
thereof  with  the  present  railway  track,  to  a  point  forty  feet  south  of  the  south  line  of 
Kansas  Street,  and  to  acquire  grounds  for  and  establish  a  depot  adjacent  to  said  alle^. 

The  above  grant  is  made  upon  the  express  condition  that  said  Los  Angeles  Terminal 
Railwa^f  Company  shall  commence,  in  good  faith,  the  work  of  gradins  said  line  of  railway, 
and  laying  the  ties  and  rails  thereon,  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  resolution :  and  shall,  within  one  year  from  this  date,  have  its  engines  ana  cars  run- 
ning upon  said  road  so  constructed  and  graded,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passengers 
and  freight  thereon,  subject  to  the  same  provisions  with  reference  to  delay  by  injunctions

And  said  first  named  company  is 
hereby  granted  permission  to  charge  the  sum  of  35  cents  for  a  round-trip  two-day  limited 
ticket  between  the  northern  terminus  in  said  city  and  the  First  Street  depot  in  said  city 
of  Los  Angeles ;  and  also  25  cents  for  a  straight  one-fare  ticket  from  same  point  to  same 
point ;  pr<mdedf  that  said  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway  Company  shall  and  does,  upon 
the  taking  effect  of  this  resolution,  issue  and  keep  ready  for  sale  monthly  sixty-ride  com- 
mutation tickets  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  ([$5)  each.

the  Commission  would  make  farther  inquiry  into  the  complaint  and 
report  the  result  of  such  inquiry.

7b  the  honorable  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commisrionert: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  been  in  the  business  of  shipping  hay  from  this  point  to  San 
Francisco  for  more  than  fifteen  years.  The  rate  has  been  $13  60  per  carload  of  ten  tons. 
There  were  then  in  use  twenty-eight-foot  cars,  consequently  I  could  not  get  into  the  cars 
at  all  times  the  maximum  amount;  and  consequently,  our  rate  per  ton  amounted  to,  on 
an  average.  |1  50  per  ton ;  whenever  the  weight  was  more  than  ten  tons,  we  paid  at  the 
rate  of  |1  36  per  ton. 

This  state  of  affairs  continued  up  to  about  one  year  ago,  when  the  thirty-four-foot  cars 
became  quite  plentiful  on  the  road,  and  a  scramble  commenced  between  shippers  to 
secure  the  thirty-four-foot  cars,  and  many  tricks  were  resorted  to  to  get  them ;  .the  con- 
sequence was  that  the  railroad  company  raised  the  rate  20  per  cent  on  thirty-ifbur-foot 
cars,  to  compel  shippers  to  use  the  twenty-eight-foot  cars,  so  the  rate  on  either  was  about 
the  same,  or  |1  36  per  ton  on  ten  tons  as  a  carload.  But  to  cause  the  advance  they  dis- 
criminate against  tne  hay  in  large  cars  by  increasing  the  minimum  to  twenty-four  thou- 
sand pounds,  which  gives  them  the  20  per  cent  raise  on  thirty-four-foot  cars  used. 

We  have  two  styles  of  bales— the  compressed  and  the  large  rope-bound  bales.  The  rope- 
bound  we  can  onlv  get  about  fifteen  thousand  to  eighteen  thousand  pounds  into  a  twenty- 
eight-foot  car,  ana  not  to  exceed  twenty  thousancT  pounds  in  a  thirty-four-foot  car.  and 
have  to  pay  on  twenty-four  thousand  pounds,  or  an  increase  of  |2  76  per  car.  The  busi- 
ness continued  in  this  manner  up  to  about  three  months' ago,  when  the  rate  was  raised 
all  round,  which  you  ordered  restored  to  the  old  rate  on  the  ground  of  constitutionality ; 
and  it  has  been  so  restored,  with  the  exception  of  the  20  per  cent  raise,  which  stands  under 
the  same  law.  In  passing  the  order  to  restore  the  old  rate,  you  did  not  order  the  railroad 
company  to  refund  the  amounts  collected  from  shippers  during  the  term  of  arbitrary 
charges. 

I  understand  that  they  were  going  to  refund,  but  am  afraid  they  will  not  unless  so 
requested  by  your  honorable  body. 

I  hope  you  will  try  and  succeed  in  establishing  a  $1  86  rate  per  ton  on  all  classes  of 
cars.  There  is  also  a  discrimination  on  grain  freights  between  here  and  Livermore,  the 
rate  being  the  same  from  here  as  from  there.

ANSWER. 

Mr.  Jambs  Y.  Kbllt,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commisnoners: 

Dear  Sib:  Referring  to  the' complaint  of  Mr.  Joshua  Chadboume,  President  of  Chad- 
bourne  Warehouse  Companv.  Pleasanton,  CaL,  in  relation  to  rates  on  hay  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Oakland  (Market  Street),  I  beg  to  make  the  following  explanation: 

The  only  box  cars  in  the  equipment  of  this  company,  up  to  within  a  recent  period,  have 
been  cars  about  twenty-eight  feet  in  length,  inside  measurement.  It  is  upon  cars  of 
this  length  that  all  our  local  rates  have  been  based,  including  those  on  nay.  Until 
recently,  therefore,  the  question  of  a  rate  on  hay  in  thirty-four-foot  cars  has  not  come  up. 
Oar  present  rates  on  hay  in  twenty-eight-foot  box  cars  are  not  increased  over  the  rates  of 
the  past.  The  rate  from  Pleasanton  to  Oakland  (Market  Street)  for  a  car  loaded  with 
hay  up  to  the  limit  of  ten  tons,  is  now,  and  has  been,  according  to  our  published  tariff, 
$12,  and  to  San  Francisco,  $13  60;  from  Livermore  to  Oakland  (Market  Street),  $13  60; 
and  to  San  Francisco,  $14  40.  Lately  we  have  built  cars  whose  length  is  thirty-four  feet, 
inside  measurement,  and  have  done  so  to  give  shippers  the  benefit  of  increased  facili- 
ties byr  reason  of  the  general  desire  to  have  a  car  of  large  dimensions  and  greater  capacity 
in  which  to  load  merchandise  of  all  kinds. 

Before  we  built  a  supply  of  thirty-four-foot  cars  it  happened  that  such  a  car,  owned  by 
a  foreign  road,  or  one  of  those  we  nad  built  for  experimental  purposes,  occasionally  fell 
into  the  hands  of  a  hay  shipper.  These  were  isolated  cases,  and  we  did  not  seek  to 
be  technical  in  enforcing  the  higher  charge  for  the  car  thirty-four  feet  in  length,  not  hav- 
ing such  cars  in  our  regular  equipment.    When  we  did  put  a  supply  of  thirty-four-foot 
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cars  into  use  we  published  rates  therefor,  with  the  view  of  placing  shippers  of  hay  in 
thirtjr-four-foct  cars  on  an  equal  footing  with  those  shipping  in  twenty-eignt-foot  cars. 

1 1  IS  to  carry  out  this  intention  that  our  circular,  No.  2709,  on  file  with  your  honorable 
body,  was  issued,  which  provides  that  hay  and  straw,  baled,  in  carload  lots,  will  take  20 
per  cent  less  than  fifth-class  rates  per  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds.  On  actual  weight  the 
car  contains,  minimum  weight,  twenty  thousand  pounds  for  cars  not  exceeding  twenty- 
eight  feet  in  length,  inside  measurement.  For  cars  exceeding  twenty-eight  feet  in  iengtli 
the  minimum  weight  will  be  increased  three  and  one  third  per  cent  for  each  additional 
foot  or  fraction  thereof.  For  example,  for  a  twenty-eight-foot  car  the  minimum  weight 
will  be  twenty  thousand  pounds ;  for  a  thirty-foot  car,  twenty-one  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounds ;  for  a  thirty-four-foot 'car,  twenty -four  thousand  pounds,  etc 

A  careful  examination  in  detail  of  weights,  relative  to  length  of  carloaas  of  hay 
shipped  over  our  lines,  shows  this  to  be  a  fair  oasis,  of  which  fact  a  calculation  of  the 
cubic  capacity  of  the  cars  will  be  corroborative. 

Mr.  Cnadboume  is  in  error  in  stating  that  hay  is  the  only.commodity  that  doe?  not 
take  carload  rates  per  ton  regardless  of  the  quantity  loaded;  witness  hops,  wool,  and 
hair,  for  example.  The  fact  is,  our  rates  (in  common  with  all  roads  west  of^ Chicago)  are 
based  on  ten  tons  minimum  to  the  car;  and  I  mav  add  that  this  was  one  of  the  incentiyes 
to  making  the  classification  on  hay  so  very  low;  tnat  uniformity  of  basis  might  be  main- 
tained, the  classification  was  made  low  enough  to  give  shippers  the  benefit  of  a  low 
aggregate  rate  per  car. 

The  proposal  that  we  should  carry  hay  by  the  ton  weight  has,  I  think,  been  made 
without  due  consideration,  and  is  based  on  the  fact  that  every  shipper  of  hay  would  like 
to  have  the  hay  rates  of  the  carrier  adjusted  to  fit  his  particular  hay  press,  which  it  needs 
no  argument  to  prove  is  not  practicable.  It  would  be  manifestly  unfair  to  the  carrier  to 
compel  him  to  haul  hay  not  baled  at  all,  or  only  baled  with  tne  very  lightest  press,  at 
the  same  rate  per  ton  as  hay  which  is  tightly  compressed. 

Of  the  lightly  compressed  hay  one  might  load  perchance  five  tons  to  the  car;  whereas, 
of  the  tightly  compressed  hay  ten  tone  can  easily  be  placed  in  a  twenty-ei^t-foot  car. 
In  the  instance  cited  in  Mr.  Chadboume's  communication,  he  states  that  hay  in  twenty- 
eight-foot  cars  can  be  loaded  fifteen  thousand  to  eighteen  thousand  pounds  to  the  car. 
Using  this  as  an  illustration,  the  shipper  who  loads  seven  and  one  half  tons  to  the  car  would 
have  nis  hay  hauled  from  Livermore  to  San  Francisco  for  |10  20  per  twenty-eight-foot  car. 
Suppose  the  next  car  to  this  was  loaded  with  hay  compressed  eighteen  thousand  pounds 
to  the  car,  the  latter  would  pay  $12  24  for  the  hauling  of  his  hay  in  a  twenty-eignt-foot 
car.  Much  of  the  hay  shipped  can  be  loaded  twenty  thousand  pounds  to  the  twenty- 
eight-foot  car,  in  which  event  we  get  $13  60  for  hauling  same.  Thus,  three  full  carloads 
are  transported  from  Livermore  to  San  Francisco  on  wnich  your  honorable  body  is  asked 
to  rule  that  we  shall  accept  but  $10  20  for  our  services  from  one  shipper,  while  another 
who  elects  to  use  a  heavier  press  pays  $12  24,  and  yet  another  who  elects  to  avail  himself 
of  an  improved  press,  pays  us  $13  60 — all  on  the  same  commodity,  between  same  points, 
where  we  transport  same  cars  empty  to  receive  the  loads,  and  wnen  loaded  have  to  haul 
in  each  case  the  same  non-paying  dead  weight. 

Under  present  rates  no  higher  charge  is  made  per  ton  on  hay  in  twenty-eight-foot  cars 
than  has  heretofore  been  in  effect  and  authorized. 

In  adding  thirty-four-foot  cars  to  our  equipment  we  have  merely  equalized  the  rate 
charged  on  loads  in  such  thirty-four-foot  cars,  so  as  to  avoid  the  charge  of  unfair  dis- 
crimination in  favor  of  or  against  shippers  using  thirty-four  or  twenty-eight-foot  cans,  a? 
the  case  might  be. 

It  is  in  the  discretion  of  economy  for  the  shipper  as  well  as  the  carrier,  that  presses 
which  permit  of  loading  hay  ten  tons  to  the  car  oe  generally  used.  If  the  contrary  were 
to  be  the  rule,  it  is  easy  to  foresee  the  waste  of  resources  that  would  ensue,  as  well  as  Gor 
necessity  for  then  seekmg  to  revise  our  tariffs  to  a  higher  rate  per  ton  carried,  in  order  to 
compensate  us  for  the  less  weight  carried  in  each  car,  as  compared  with  the  present  basis 
of  our  rates,  which  are  carefully  adjusted  to  the  needs  of  the  communities  we  serve,  and 
are  approved  by  your  honorable  Board. 

1  note  Mr.  Chad  bourne  refers  to  a  refund  on  some  shipments  already  made.  I  have 
looked  through  our  records,  but  do  not  find  any  application  for  refund  on  shipmentamade 
under  the  higher  rates  he  refers  to. 

The  last  clause  in  Mr.  Chadboume's  letter,  touching  discrimination  in  grain  rates 
between  Pleasanton  and  Livermore,  is  so  vague  that  I  find  myself  unable  to  discuss  it

Their  round-trip  tickets  have 
been  raised  from  75  cents  to  $1,  tickets  good  for  five  days.  As  some  of  us  Sisson  folks 
travel  on  that  road  frequently,  we  desire  to  know  by  what  authority^  their  rates  have  been 
raised,  and  also  how  much  a  mile  is  the  legal  rate.  Their  road  is  only  seven  miles  in 
length.

Gentlemen  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  tburth  instant.  Your  informant  is 
correct.  We  raised  the  rates  of  fare  on  our  road  on  the  first  of  February  to  the  following 
rates:  Single  fare,  60  cents,  between  Yreka  and  Montague;  round-trip  tickets,  limited  to 
five  days,  $1 ;  train  rates  for  single  fare.  70  cents. 

Oar  road  is  seven  and  one  half  miles  long,  and  as  the  laws  of  the  State  allow  any  short 
line  of  road  to  charge  fare  at  the  rate  of  10  cents  per  mile,  we  are  still  in  the  limits  as 
prescribed.  Our  rate  is  8  cents  per  mile.  There  are  other  roads  in  the  State  that  charge 
the  same,  or  even  higher  rates  per  mile  than  we  do. 

In  order  to  compel  all  passengers  to  purchase  tickets,  we  made  the  train  rate  more  than 
the  regular  fare.  Passengers  have  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands,  and  can  get  the  tickets 
if  they  wish.  Have  large  posters  in  the  car  and  at  the  depot  notifying  them  of  the  extra 
charge  if  they  have  not  got  tickets.

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  E.  J.  Emmons  vs.  The  Yreka  Rail- 
way Company,  the  Yreka  Railway  Company  having  made  answer  to  the 
complaint,  upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Litchfield,  the  whole  matter 
was  referred  to  Commissioner  Beckman  for  investigation. 

The  following  is  a  reply  to  a  communication  from  Commissioner  Beck- 
man,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Yreka  Railway  Company: 

April  21, 1891. 

William  Beckman,  JSsq,,  Railroad  Commissioner  of  California^  Sacrav^erUOy  Gal: 

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  favor,  I  herewith  send  you  a  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  Yreka  Railway,  which,  from  my  own  personal  knowledge,  1  know  to  be  correct: 

When  the  road  was  first  talked  of,  our  local  people  employed  engineers  to  survey  and 
estimate  on  the  cost  of  building  the  road.  The  engineers  employed  were  recommended 
by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and  of  course  we  thought  that  their  figures  might  be 
relied  on.  Their  estimate  of  the  cost  was  not  to  exceed  $76,000.  However,  when  the  road 
was  completed  and  equipped  it  cost  about  |116,000.  The  road  is  between  seven  and  eight 
miles  in  length :  and  the  management  tried  hard  to  make  it  keep  even  on  a  fare  of  50 
cents,  but  found  that  at  this  rate  it  did  not  keep  even,  to  say  nothing  of  paying  any  divi- 
dends. When  they  found  this  to  be  the  case,  an  assessment  of  $2  50  per  share  was 
levied,-  and  at  the  same  time  the  fare  was  raised  to  60  cents ;  and  it  is  a  big^  question  at  the 
present  time  whether  or  not  the  road  is  keeping  even.    It  certainly  is  in  no  condition 
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to  pay  any  dividends.  To  give  you  an  idea  of  how  Valuable  the  people  consider  this  stock, 
inclosed  1  hand  you  a  copy  or  the  delinquent  list,  as  it  is  puolished,  people  preferring 
to  let  the  stock  be  sold  rather  than  pay  even  this  small  assessment. 

Mr.  Emmons  is  a  man  with  whom  I  have  no  acquaintance.  His  reputation  is  not 
good.  I  think  Messrs.  Sisson  &  Crocker,  of  Sisson,  could  give  you  a  very  good  report  as 
to  what  kind  of  a  man  he  is.

I  bought  a  car  of  barbed  wire  of  Jones,  Givens  &  Co.,  to  be  delivered  at  Stockton,  which 
is  a  terminal  point,  I  to  pay  the  freight  from  Stockton  to  destination,  Delano.  The 
freight  for  twenty  thousand  pounds  was  $175.  Now,  the  company,  Jones  <&  Oivens, 
shipped  the  wire  from  San  Francisco,  and  the  freight  from  San  Francisco  to  Delano  on 
said  car  of  wire  was  S298.  The  deduction  allowed  me  from  San  Francisco  to  Stockton 
was  S28  14,  which  is  niUy  one  third  the  distance  from  San  Francisco  to  Delano.  I  under- 
stand the^r  charge  less  from  Chicago  to  San  Francisco  than  from  San  Francisco  to  Delano. 
How  is  this?

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  return  your  letter  of  Mr.  Frederick  Cox,  of  Sacramento,  dated 
March  twenty-fifth,  concerning  freight  charges  on  one  car  of  wire,  San  Francisco  to  Delano, 
Waybill  L.  429,  February  fourth.  We  find  Mr.  Cox  ordered  a  car  of  wire  shipped  to 
Delano  through  the  house  of  Messrs.  Jones,  Givens  &  Co.,  and  contracted  to  pay  thereon 
the  freight  charges  from  Stockton  to  Delano.  The  shippers,  Messrs.  Jones,  Givens  &  Co., 
instead  of  forwarding  the  car  from  Stockton,  shipped  same  from  San  Francisco  to  Delano, 
and  Mr.  Cox  paid  at  destination  freisiht  charges  amounting  to  $298  57;  State  tolL  80  cents; 
total,  $294  37.  ^  e  6      ^  ,  ^ 

In  adjusting  the  matter,  Messrs.  Jones,  Givens  &  Co.  deducted  from  the  amount  paid 
what  the  freight  charges  would  have  been  from  Stockton  to  Delano,  $271  23,  and  refunded 
to  Mr.  Cox  the  balance,  $23  14.  Mr.  Cox  has  written  you  objecting  to  this  allowanoCL 
because  Stockton  is  fully  one  third  of  the  distance  from  San  Francisco  to  Delano,  and  1 
presume  he  reasons  from  this  fact  that  his  refund  should  be  greater.

Freight  does  not  move  from  San  Francisco  through  Stockton  to  Delano;  but,  admittinj? 
such  was  the  case,  combinations  of  locals,  San  Francisco  to  Stockton,  12  cents ;  plos 
Stockton  to  Delano,  85  cents;  making  95  cents  only,  as  against  through  rate,  San  Fran- 
cisco to  Delano,  92  cents.  We  are  justified  in  making  a  less  through  rate  for  lonj:  hauls 
than  sum  of  local  rates  for  short  hauls,  and  the  excess  in  this  case,  7  cents,  is  trivial. 

Mr.  Cox  is  evidently  misled  by  want  of  information  concerning  rates  of  water  trans- 
portation between  San  Francisco  and  Stockton  and  our  nominal  charge  on  feupe  wire 
between  such  points,  12  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds.

This  schednle  shows  our  rate  from  San  Francisco  to  Stockton  is  compulsory,  on 
account  of  river  competition ;  therefore,  the  question  of  distance  between  the  two  termi- 
nals to  Delano,  raised  by  Mr.  Cox,  is  untenable.  He  has  been  misinformed  concerning 
rates  from  Chicai^o  to  San  Francisco,  aq  compared  with  rates  from  San  Francisco  to 
Delano.  Fence  wire,  carloads,  Chicago  to  San  Francisco,  |1  15  per  one  hundred  pounds, 
which  is  necessary,  oecause  of  rates  via  New  York  and  Cape  Horn ;  San  Francisco  to 
Delano,  92  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds.

Heretofore 
they  have  reduced  on  one  thing  and  twisted  on  another,  so  that  in  the  end  they  were 
ah^id.  Now,  as  I  said  before,  we  nearly  built  the  road  and  gave  it  to  them,  and  are  now 
obliged  to  patronize  them.  And  now.  gentlemen,  we  patiently  await  your  pleasure,  with 
some  hopes  that  our  fares  and  freignts  may  be  made  to  bear  some  proportion  to  our 
reduced  products  and  low  prices,  and  compare  favorably  with  our  neighbors  on  other 
roads.

I,  as  a  taxpayer  and  representative  citizen  of  this  part  of  the  country,  ask  yoti,  in 
your  official  capacitv,  to  examine  thoroughly  the  schedule  of  fares  and  nfeights  of  the 
8.  F.  <fe  N.  P.  R.  R.  (Donahue),  and  compare  them  with  the  Napa  and  other  roads  and 
places  of  equal  distance,  and  see  whether,  in  your  judgment,  we  are  entitled  to  a  good 
reduction  in  our  fares  and  freights.  Now,  I  suppose  you  have  a  full  list  of  the  fares  and 
freights  of  all  roads.  We  claim  that  our  fares  and  freights  on  this  end  of  the  road  are  all 
too  nigh.  Now,  on  our  barley,  wheat,  wool,  wine,  etc.,  it  takes  from  one  third  to  one 
tenth  of  all  we  can  scrape  togetner  to  pay  the  freight.  It  is  true  we  are  mostly  poor  and 
don't  have  much  to  ship,  yet  I  believe  the  Donahue  road  is  considered  one  of  the  best 
paying  roads  in  the  State.  Now,  we  claim  some  equities  in  the  case.  Sonoma  Connty 
^ve  this  road  a  subsidy  of  $5,000  a  mile,  making  $286,000.  and  most  of  this  we  still  pay 
interest  on.  Again,  they  refused  to  pay  their  taxes,  and  they  still.owe  the  county  aboi^ 
1150,000  that  they  never  intend  to  pay.  And  now  they  have  a  ferry-boat  to  run  the  &ei^t 
into  the  city  without  reloading.  This  is  another  reason  for  reduction.  1  will  say  ano^er 
thing.  Our  merchants,  shipping  men,  here  are  perfectly  intimidated.  They  have  to 
depend  on  the  railroad,  and  hardly  dare  do  anything  that  even  seems  to  antaffonixe  the 
road,  or  they  will  get  left.  Another  thing :  The  railroad  is,  as  usual,  well  fortified  here  with 
their /reepa.v  m«n—copper»— who,  should  you  ever  come  here,  will  probably  be  the  first 
ones  to  greet  you  and  ask  you  to  take  something^  etc.

To  the  honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  San  Francisco: 

Gentlemen  :  Referring  to  the  complaint  made  to  your  honorable  Board  by  Mr.  W.  P. 
Ink,  of  Cloverdale,  to  which  our  attention  has  been  directed  by  a  note  from  your 
Secretary,  I  respectfully  offer  the  following  in  regard  to  freights  and -fares  between 
Cloverdale  and  San  Francisco,  the  distance  beine  eighty-four  and  one  half  miles: 

During  the  year  ending  June  30, 1890,  we  hauled  from  CloverdiJe  three  thousand  six 
hundrea  and  twenty-eight  tons,  for  which  we  received  $11,624  95,  or  $3  17J  per  ton;  and 
as  nearly  all  of  this  freight  was  shipped  to  San  Francisco,  our  revenue  was  |3  75  per  ton 
per  mile. 

Since  June  30, 1890,  in  order  to  encourage  the  various  industries  along  the  line,  we 
made  during  the  shipping  season  the  following  special  reductions  from  our  tariff  rates: 

Wine $33  to  $28  per  car. 

Wine  grapes $31  to  $28  per  car. 

Wood,  between  Guerneville  and  Cloverdale $14  to  $12  per  car. 

Green  fruit,  Cloverdale  to  Santa  Rosa  canneries - $4  to  $2  75  per  ton. 

Green  fruit,  to  Healdsburg  canneries $2  GOto$l  75  per  ton. 

Wool,  between  Cloverdale  and  all  local  points about  33J  per  cent  below  tariff  rates. 

We  have  voluntarily  reduced  our  fares  to  San  Francisco,  from  time  to  time,  in  order 
to  encourage  travel,  from  $4  26  to  $3;  and  to  Santa  Rosa,  the  county  seat,  from  $2  25  to 
$1  60,  with  a  proportionate  reduction  between  all  local  points. 

Mr.  Ink  calls  your  attention  to  the  Napa  road,  and  asks  you  to  draw  a  comparison ; 
and,  in  this  connection,  I  beg  to  explain  that  Calistoga  being  a  competitive  point  with 
Hopland  for  Lake  County  business,  and  as  the  hauls  by  teams  is  forty-six  miles  to  Calls- 
toga,  as  against  eighteen  miles  to  Hopland,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  have  probably 
reduced  the  rail  rates  to  offset  the  cost  of  the  long  haul  by  teams. 

If  you  find  our  freights  and  fares,  per  mile,  are  higher  from  Cloverdale  than  between 
points  of  equal  distance  on  the  lines  of  other  roads,  you  will  readily  understand  that  the 
conditions  are  so  widely  different,  that  a  local  rate  which  would  be  profitable  to  the  one 
in  connection  with  its  through  business,  would  ruin  the  property  or  the  other,  which  is 
entirely  dependent  upon  its  local  traffic  for  its  revenue. 

Our  property,  as  you  know,  consists  of  a  short  local  road,  built  through  a  thinly  popu- 
lated country,  with  an  expensive  ferry  system  connecting  it  with  San  Francisco,  which 
has  nothing  to  sustain  it  except  the  revenue  from  the  road  north  of  Tiburon. 

Our  business  is  all  local,  and  transported  short  distances,  with  the  same  cost  of  hand- 

xPr^l^S^^?^**  transported  thousands  of  miles. 

We  fully  believe  that  after  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  complaint  made  by  Mr.  Ink, 
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yoa  will  decide  that  out  freights  and  fares  are  extremely  low,  considering  our  location, 
cost  of  service,  and  the  limited  extent  of  country  and  population  tributary  to  our  road. 
The  policy  of  this  company  has  been  from  the  first  to  reduce  our  fares  and  freights 
whenever  it  was  possible  ana  consistent  to  do  so,  in  order  to  encourage  an  increase  of 
population  and  assist  the  various  industries  along  the  line;  and,  if  you  desire,  we  shall 
be  pleased  to  meet  you  at  any  time,  and  explain  what  we  have  done  in  the  past  and 
what  we  propose  for  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say,  that  as  Mr.  Ink  states  that  he  is  a  representative  citizen, 
we  will  concede  the  fact ;  but  we  do  not  consider  him  a  fair  representative  of  the  shippers 
and  patrons  of  the  road,  as  his  total  shipment  for  1890  amounts  to  only  5,970  pounds,  and 
not  a  pound  received  by  him.

Gentlbmsn  :  About  the  last  of  March  I,  with  others,  sent  a  complaint  to  your  honor- 
able body,  to  wit:  that  the  Donahue  Railroad  was  and  is,  as  we  think,  charging  us  too 
much  for  fares  and  freights.  Our  communication  was  courteouslv  and,  I  think,  honestly 
though  adversely  answered  by  Mr.  Beckraan,  and  should,  as  the  "  Chronicle"  says,  give 
W.  P.  Ink,  of  wnting  fluid  fame,  his  quietus.  But  I  was  in  the  last  war,  and,  with  others, 
have  met  with  many  defeats,  and  yet  succeeded.  Now,  I  was  going  to  remark  (what  you 
already  know)  that  the  railroad  don't  particularly  need  your  care,  for  they  are  able,  or 
always  have  been,  to  take  care  of  themselves,  not  only  against  the  county,  but  as  well 
the  State  and  nation ;  for  all  the^  want  is  to  be  let  alone,  and  they  will  fix  their  rates  for 
all  the  trafiQc  will  bear.  I  will  lust  remark  again  that  tne  railroad  now  owes  the  State 
delinquent  taxes,  per  Controllers  Report  for  1890,  page  86,  over  two  and  one  half  million 
dollars,  that  they  never  intend  to  pay,  and  the  Donahue  Railroad  left  $150,000  taxes  in 
Sonoma  County  unpaid  (but  compromised  by  hook  or  crook;  see  county  record,  1881). 
We  of  Cloverdale  are,  of  course,  but  a  small  fraction  of  the  people  of  tne  State,  and  I 
sappK>se  the  railroad  managers  are  very  indignant  that  we  even  dare  to  hint  at  a  reduc- 
tion of  rates. 

Now,  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  get  correct  rates  and  other  data.  The  railroad  officials 
are  very  suspicious,  and  won't  talk.  I  have  to  rely  mostly  on  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers' Report,  1890.  I  find  on  page  82,  table  2,  earnings  of  Donahue  S.  F.  &.  N.  P.  R.  R. 
over  expenses  greater  than  any  other  road  reported ;  page  34,  table  4,  gross  earnings  per 
mile  greater  than  any  other  railroad  in  the  State  reported;  page  86,  table  6,  shows  a 

f:reater  net  income  than  any  other  single  railroad  in  the  State  reported :  page  48,  table 
8,  shows  in  your  thirty  or  more  samples  of  local  passenger  rates  from  dinerent  points 
and  places  and  on  different  roads,  the  average  fare  is  quite  less  than  3  cents.  Now,  I 
will  mention  one  other  thing,  to  snow  how  they  beat  the  county,  per  report  of  Board  of 
Equalization,  page  38,  Schedule  D,  1888.  S.  F.  <fe  N.  P.  R.  R.  was  assessed  for  ninety-two 
and  one  half  miles  in  Sonoma  and  Marin  Counties,  while  they  are  char^ne:  fares  and 
freights  on  about  one  hundred  and  forty-five  miles,  which  maxes  a  grand  difference  in 
the  amount  of  taxes.  Now,  I  think  I  have  shown  by  your  own  report  that  the  Donahue 
Railroad  is  the  best  and  highest  paying  road  in  the  State,  and  that  we  are  entitled,  with- 
out doubt,  to  a  reduction,  and  we  don't  care  how  soon  it  comes. 

We  claim  we  are  discriminated  aj^nst  in  our  fares.  When  we  eo  to  Santa  Rosa  to 
pay  our  taxes  that  goes  to  pay  the  interest  on  |286,000  subsidy  bonus,  that  helped  build 
the  railroad,  we  have  to  pay  4  cents  per  mile;  and  from  here  to  Geyserville,  nine  miles, 
45  cents,  and  freight  in  proportion.  A  short  time  ago  they  did  reduce  the  freight  from 
Healdsburg,  on  account  of  wagon  competition.  The  merchants  at  Geyserville  have  their 
goods  hauled  from  Petaluma,  and  now  merchants  at  Geyserville  have  their  goods 
unloaded  at  Healdsburg,  and  haul  frY>m  there  with  teams  and  wagons.  Cloverdale 
could  make  money  by  doing  the  same. 

Now  what  we  ask  is  to  have  our  fares  put  at  8  cents  per  mile,  and  we  would  like  to 
have  the  miles  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Equalization,  and  our  freight 
reduced  one  fifth,  which  is  in  accord  with  the  idea  expressed  in  their  circular,  that  would 
be  made  when  the  larj^e  ferry-boat  begins  to  run.  I  will  just  say  that  the  North  Pacific 
Coast  Railroad  is  not  m  any  way  to  be  compared  with  the  Donahue. 

And  as  for  the  little  slur  of  the  "  Chronicle"  reporter,  it  may  deter  others  from  coming 
before  you  and  asking  at  yoar  hands  that  which  in  justice  they  are  entitled  to. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  I  have  in  an  awkward  way  set  our  complaint,  claim,  and  equities 

fartly,  at  least,  before  you,  hoping  for  your  joint  consideration  and  favorable  decision, 
will  say  frirther,  that  we  do  not  intend  to  charge  the  railroad  men  with  being  sinners 
above  all  men,  but  I  do  contend  that  the  intention  oflaio  is,  by  creation  of  the  office  of 
Railroad  Commissioner,  to  protect  the  people  from  discrimination  and  undue  extortion 
by  a  rich  and  soulless  monopoly  or  corporation.

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On  May  4,  1891,  the  Board  directed  the  Secretary  to  inform  Mr.  Ink 
that  Commissioner  Beckman  had  made  his  report  in  the  case  of  W.  P. 
Ink  vs.  The  S.  F.  &  N.  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  that  the  Board  had  adopted  the 
report  of  Commissioner  Beckman,  as  follows:

Drar  Sirs:  I  have  made  a  thorough  examination,  at  yonr  request,  of  the  complaint  of 
W.  P.  Ink  and  others,  from  Cioverdale,  in  relation  to  freights  and  fares  from  Cloverdale 
to  Shu  Francisco. 

I  find  that  the  regular  fare  from  San  Francisco  to  Sacramento,  distance  ninetv  miles,  is 
^  30;  from  San  Francisco  to  Cloverdale,  distance  eighty-four  and  one  half  miles,  fare  $3; 
from  San  Francisco  to  Cazadero,  distance  eighty-seven  miles,  fare  |3  50;  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  Calistoga.  distance  seventy-three  miles,  fare  |2  30;  from  San  Francisco  to  Lathrop, 
distance  eighty-three  miles,  fare  |2  60;  from  San  Francisco  to  Madison,  distance  eighty- 
eight  miles,  fare  |3  20;  from  San  Francisco  to  Woodland,  distance  eighty-six  miles,  Uae 
$3  05. 

You  will  see  by  the  above  comparison  that  the  fare  is  about  the  same  on  all  the  different 
roads.  The  fare  from  Lathrop  to  San  Francisco,  for  the  same  distance,  is  lower  than  on 
any  other  road,  but  they  carry  five  passengers  over  that  road  where  they  carry  one  between 
Cloverdale  and  San  Francisco.  So  by  making  an  average,  CloverdsJe  does  not  pay  anv 
higher  fare  than  any  other  locality  similarly  situated. 

1  also  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  freight  schedules.  I  found  that  on  some 
classes  of  freight  Cloverdale  is  charged  more  than  other  localities  similarly  situated,  but 
on  other  classes  of  freight  I  find  that  the  charges  are  in  favor  of  Cloverdale.  By  averag- 
ing, I  find  that  Cloverdale  is  not  chareed  any  more  than  other  localities  the  same 
distance  from  San  Francisco,  and  similarly  situated.

ing of  old  cable  wire  (which  cost  $10  per  ton).  The  S.  P.  R.  K.  Co.,  as  you  will  see  by 
the  inclosed  expense  bill,  charged  freignt  on  this  lot  of  goods  |95  SS,  or  $1  05  per  hun- 
dredweight, which  we  paid  under  protest.

Dear  Sir:  Herewith  find  G.  A.  Heinlen's  letter  to  you  of  date  San  Jos^,  August  9, 
1890. 

Mr.  Heinlen  has  been  char|;ed  the  standard  tariff  rate  as  published  January  1. 1890, 
and  accepted  by  the  Commission,  on  second-hand  cable  or  wire  rope,  less  than  carloads. 
You  appreciate  this  is  a  commodity  that  is  not  in  general  use;  its  movement  very 
limited.  Referring  back  we  find  that  in  1882  we  made  a  carload  rate  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  Bakersfield  of  $80  per  car  often  tons,  and  again,  in  1888,  we  made  a  carload  rate. 

We  think  it  hardly  proper  to  rate  this  commodity,  in  either  carloads  or  less,  as  junk ; 
it  is  not  intended  for  the  purpose  that  junk  is ;  the  volume  is  modest  comparativelv.  The 
particular  purpose  this  was  mtended  lor,  we  understand  to  be  to  supersede  wire  lencing, 
which  pays  this  company,  on  shipments  in  this  quantity,  the  same  rate  as  charged  on 
second-hand  cable.

I  find  the  shipments  as  follows :  San  Francisco  to  Lemoore,  waybill  713,  January  8, 
covers  seven  coils  of  wire ;  weight,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  pounds. 
Rate  charged  thereon,  $1 05  per  one  hundred  pounds.  Total  freight  charges,  $13  69.  This 
shipment  consisted  of  old  street  car  cable. 

March  22,  San  Francisco  to  Lemoore,  waybill  3100,  thirty-nine  coils  wire ;  weight,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds.  Kate,  $1  05  ^ter  one  hundred  pounds.  Freight 
charges,  $18  43.  This  shipment  comprised  a  mixed  shipment  of  old  street  car  and  old 
elevator  cable. 

April  16,  San  Francisco  to  Lemoore,  waybill  2315,  five  coils  of  old  wire;  weight,  dght 
thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  pounds.  Rate,  $1  05.  Freight  charges,  $91  OS.  xtiis 
consignment  consisted  of  old  street  car  cable. 

These  shipments  cannot  be  made  subject  to  our  reduction  in  carload  rates  on  wire 
cable  second-hand,  January  twenty-eighth,  and  but  only  one  is  entitled  to  a  refund, 
namely:  shipment  of  April  16.  On  this  we  have  charged:  freight,  $90  83;  State  toll, 
26  cents ;  total,  $91  08.

Your  petitioners  herein  respectfully  show:  That  they  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, residing  and  doing  business  on  the  line  of  the  South  Pacific  Coast  Railway,  with 
their  stations  and  shipping  points  at  Laurel  and  Glenwood,  in  Santa  Cruz  County,  and 
at  Wrights,  in  Santa  Clara  Cfounty. 

That  petitioners  are  shippers  over  said  railway  from  said  points  to  the  city  of  San  Jos^, 
which  city  is  their  principal  market  for  their  products  and  materials. 

That  the  freight  charges  upon  cordwood  from  said  Laurel  and  Glenwood  and  Wrights 
Stations  are  excessive  and  unreasonable,  in  this :  Said  management  and  said  railway 
charge  these  petitioners  and  all  others  shipping  cordwood  from  said  stations  to  thecttj 
of  San  Jos6  the  following  rates,  to  wit :  on  nardwood  and  fir.  |1  75  per  cord,  from  Laurel 
and  Glenwood,  and  |1  66  per  cord  from  Wrights ;  on  redwood,  $1  36  per  cord.  Said  man- 
agement and  said  railway  haul  cordwood  from  Boulder  Creek,  in  said  Santa  Cruz  County,  to 
said  city  of  San  Jos^,  at  the  following  prices,  to  wit :  on  hardwood  and  fir,  $1  75  per  cord; 
on  redwood,  ^1  60  per  cord. 

That  the  distance  over  said  railway  from  Glenwood  Station  to  said  city  of  San  Jos^  is 
about  twenty  miles,  and  from  Laurel  about  nineteen  miles. 

That  the  aistance  from  Boulder  Creek  to  San  Jos4,  over  said  railway,  is  about  ihlrty- 
five  miles. 

That  the  expense  and  cost  of  service  from  said  stations  of  Laurel,  Glenwood,  and 
Wrights  to  said  city  of  San  Jos6,  as  petitioners  are  informed  and  believe,  are  much  less 
and  much  cheaper  than  the  expense  and  cost  of  service  from  Boulder  Creek  to  said  city 
of  San  Jos^,  and  that  said  city  of  San  Jos6  is  also  the  chief  market  of  Boulder  Creek. 

That  the  expense  to  petitioners,  and  all  shippers  of  cordwood  from  said  Laurel,  Glen- 
wood, and  Wrights,  is  much  greater  than  the  expense  of  shippers  of  cordwood  from 
Boulder  Creek  Station,  on  account  of  and  for  the  reason  that  the  distance  from  the 
respective  points  where  this  wood  is  cut  is  much  greater  and  the  wagon  haul  mnch 
longer  than  from  similar  points  in  or  about  Boulder  Creek  Station ;  and  that  the  cost  to 
said  railwajr  is  much  greater  for  its  service  rendered  Boulder  Creek  shippers  than  the 
cost  of  similar  service  rendered  to  Laurel,  Glenwood,  and  Wrights  shippers,  for  the 
reason  that  a  special  train  and  extra  service  are  required  for  the  former,  and  none  for 
the  latter.

The  above  named  defendant,  without  in  any  manner  waiving,  but  in  all  things  expresshr 
insisting  upon  its  objections  herein  expressly  made,  that  the  complaint  of  the  plaintifls 
above  named  does  not  state  facts  suiflcient  tu  authorize  the  proceedings,  and  does  not

Defendant  denies  that  the  expense  to  petitioners  and  all  shippers  of  cordwood  from 
Laurel,  Glenwood,  and  Wrights  is  much  or  at  all  ^eater  than  me  expense  of  shippers 
from  Boulder  Creek  Station,  or  that  the  cost  to  this  defendant  is  much  or  at  all  greater 
for  its  service  rendered  Boulaer  Creek  shippers  than  the  cost  of  similar  service  rendered 
to  Laurel  and  Glenwood  and  Wrights  shippers,  or  any  of  them. 

And  defendant  denies  generally  all  the  averments  of  the  said  complainants  not  herein 
expressly  admitted. 

And  further  answering,  this  defendant  avers:  That  the  freight  rates  on  cordwood  over 
the  railroad  of  this  defendant  from  Boulder  Creek,  from  Glenwood,  from  Laurel,  and 
from  Wrights  Station,  to  San  Jos^,  are  all  and  each  of  them  unreasonably  low,  and  are 
less  than  the  rates  on  cordwood  over  any  other  railroad  similarly  situated  in  the  State 
of  California.

That  tne  said  rates,  and  each  of  them,  are  so  grossly  inadequate  for  the  service  rendered 
under  them  that  if  all  other  freights  over  the  railroad  of  this  defendant  were  carried  at 
like  low  rates  the  said  railroad  could  only  be  operated  and  maintained  at  a  loss,  and 
would  have  to  be  abandoned. 

That  the  shipments  of  cordwood  from  Glenwood,  Laurel,  and  Wrights,  which  are  way 
stations,  are  very  small  compared  with  the  shipments  from  Bouldelr  Creek,  which  is  a 
terminal  station,  and  the  expense  of  the  greater  delay  of  its  cars,  and  of  switching  in 
hauling  cordwood  from  these  way  stations,  about  equals  the  expense  of  the  additional 
mileage  in  hauling  cordwood  from  the  terminal  station. 

That  these  rates  on  cordwood  have  been  adjusted  to  each  of  said  stations  to  the  lowest 
possible  charge  above  the  actual  cost  of  transportation  for  the  services  rendered,  and  if 
as  plaintiffs  claim,  but  which  this  defendant  does  not  admit,  does  not  believe,  and  has 
hereinbefore  denied,  these  rates  ought  to  be  readjusted  so  as  to  make  a  greater  difference 
in  and  thereby  equalize  the  freight  rates  to  San  Joa6  upon  cordwood  irom  the  way  sta- 
tions, Wrights,  Laurel,  and  Glenwood,  and  the  terminal  station,  without  lowering  the 
rates  from  the  way  stations.

I  have  given  instructions  that  the  ground  shall  be  leveled  off  at  the  track,  so  that  a 
team  can  readily  get  to  the  door  of  a  car,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  that  ought  to  be 
sufiElcient  until  the  business  at  the  station  reaches  greater  proportions.

At  Midway  294,666  pounds  of  merchandise  were  received  in  1890,  and  69,595  pounds  of 
merchandise  were  forwarded  in  1890;  amounting  to  nearly  fifteen  cars  received  and 
three  and  one  half  cars  forwarded. 
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DECISION  OF   THE   BOARD. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  citizens  of  Midway,  Alameda 
County,  for  a  depot  or  platform,  the  Board  having  had  the  same  under 
consideration  and  having  made  an  investigation,  upon  motion  of  Com- 
missioner Litchfield,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  parties 
that  the  Commission  did  not  feel  justified  in  requesting  the  railroad 
company  to  comply  with  the  demand  made,  in  consequence  of  the 
small  amount  of  business  transacted  at  that  station,  and  that  it  was 
not  within  the  power  of  the  Commission  to  order  it  done. 


PETITION  OF  HALL,  LUHRS  &  CO.  ET  AL. 

The  following  petition  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  on  May  4,  1891: 

PETITION. 

Sacbamento,  April  25,  I89L 

To  the  honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Calif omia: 

The  undersigned,  engaged  in  trade  or  other  pursuits  that  make  it  necessary  to  travel 
extensively  on  the  railroads  of  this  State,  either  in  person  or  by  agents,  suffer  great  incon- 
venience, delay,  and  expense  by  reason  of  the  small  number  of  trains  run  by  the  respect* 
ive  companies  upon  which  passengers  are  permitted  to  ride.  While  we  realize  that  the 
rights  and  interests  of  the  companies  should  be  fully  considered,  and  that  they  should  not 
be  asked  to  run  trains  at  a  loss  merely  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  we  do  think 
they  should  carry  passengers  on  all  regular  freight  trains,  as  weU  as  on  passenger  trains. 

If  the  economical  and  expeditious  handling  of  their  freight  business  will  not  admit  of 
their  afibrding  the  accommodations  accorded  passengers  on  passen^r  trains,  we  think  a 
plan  can  be  devised  whereby  they  could  place  on  sale  freight  train  tickets,  containing 
suitable  provisions  requiring  parties  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  tne  privilege,  to 
obtain  their  tickets  before  the  trains  were  due  to  arrive  at  such  place,  and  conaitioned  tb&t 
the  purchasers  thereof  shall  get  on  and  off,  at  their  own  risk,  at  the  point  of  embarkation 
and  debarkation  as  the  convenience  of  the  company's  business  connected  with  the 
operation  of  the  respective  trains  require.  Also,  have  suitable  provisions  for  freight  train 
permits  with  same  conditions,  so  that  persons  holding  mileage  tickets  could  avail  them- 
selves of  the  accommodations.  Believing  that  vou  can  place  this  important  matter 
before  the  different  companies  in  such  light  as  wilf  secure  this  valuable  privilege,  we  are. 
respectfully. 

The  petition  is  signed  by  twenty-five  firms. 

.    ANSWER  OP  THE  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COMPANY. 

San  Fsancisco,  May  9, 1891. 

To  the  honorable  Board  of  Railroad  CommissionerSt  State  of  California^  ^n  Francisco,  Cal.: 

Gentlemen:  I  am  just  in  receipt  of  a  petition,  under  date  of  the  twenty-fifth  ultimo, 
signed  by  many  patrons  of  our  road,  filed  in  your  office  on  the  fourth  instant,  and  for- 
warded  to  the  undersigned  by  your  Secretary. 

Your  petitioners  urge  the  company  to  arrange  for  carrying  passengers  on  certain 
freight  trains,  other  than  those  now  carrying  them,  as  well  as  on  all  passen^r  trains, 
ana  they  suggest  a  plan  whereby  tlie  company  could  place  the  sale  of  freight  train  tickets, 
containing  suitable  provisions  requiring  the  parties  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  such 
privileges  to  obtain  tickets  before  the  trains  are  due  to  arrive,  and  conditioned  that  pas- 
sengers shall  get  on  and  off  these  trains  at  their  own  risk  at  points  of  embarkation  and 
debarkation,  restricted  to  such  conveniences  as  the  business  of  the  company's  service 
connected  with  the  operation  of  its  respective  freight  trains  might  afford.  Also,  to  issue 
freight  train  permits,  with  the  same  conditions,  so  that  persons  holding  mileage  tickets 
(recently  put  on  sale  for  benefit  and  convenience  of  the  traveling  puolic)  could  avail 
themselves  of  freight  train  accommodations. 

However  much  we  might  feel  disposed  to  obli^  the  traveling  public  in  this  respect, 
there  are  many  very  sound  and  reasonable  objections  to  our  carrying  passengers  on 
freight  trains,  which  are  probably  not  fully  understood  by  your  petitioners. 
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In  the  first  place,  I  need  not  offer  any  argument  to  demonstrate  to  the  gentlemen  form- 
ing your  honorable  body  that  our  freight  trains  are  not  supplied  with  requisite  vehicles 
for  the  ordinary  convenient  carriage  of  persons;  nor  to  show  you  that  the  necessities  in 
modem  railway  freight  traffic  require  that  it  should  not  be  burdened  with  the  high 
responsibility  incident  to  the  movement  of  passengers. 

Caboose  cars,  so  called,  are  constructed  for  the  convenience  of  trainmen,  in  which  they 
carry  their  working  tools,  to  afford  them  a  place  of  abode,  both  day  and  night,  when 
away  from  their  respective  homes,  and  are,  as  is  well  known,  entirely  unsuitable  for  the 
accommodation  of  passengers ;  therefore,  if  we  were  to  generally  carry  passengers  on 
freight  trains,  it  would  involve  the  necessity  of  putting  a  passenger  coach  on  each  freight 
train. 

Furthermore,  nearly  all  our  trains  are  equipped  with  the  latest  modem  appliances 
that  have  been  invented  within  the  past  few  years  for  the  promotion  of  safety  and  for 
the  purpose  of  expediting  the  movement  of  traffic,  resulting  m  great  benefit  to  shippers. 
As  we  load  our  locomotives  to  their  full  capacity  on  the  several  divisions,  keeping  as 
closeiv  as  possible  within  the  lines  of  true  economy,  our  fi*eight  trains  in  the  valley  are 
usually  long  and  heavy,  containing  from  forty  to  sixty  cars,  and  when  the  automatic 
brake  is  applied  to  a  long  train  of  freight  cars  the  forward  cars  naturally  feel  the  force  of 
the  braking  power  first,  the  "slack''  of  the  train  closes  up,  thereby  causing  at  times 
c^uite  a  shock  to  be  felt  upon  the  rear  cars  of  the  train,  particularly  in  the  caboose,  since 
it  is  usuall>[  lighter  than  the  other  cars.  This  shock  is  greatly  magnified  when  an  emer- 
gency stop  is  necessary,  though,  in  either  case,  the  shock  is  oftentimes  sufficiently  severe 
to  throw  down  and  occasionally  iniure  those  unaccustomed  to  such  rough  usage. 

We.  as  common  carriers,  have  learned  from  past  experience  that  under  tne  law  we 
wonla  be  afforded  no  relief  when  we  take  passengers  on  other  than  passenger  c-ars  and 
trains  properly  equipped  for  such  purposes.  An  unbroken  record  of  our  experience  shows 
that  there  is  a  responsibility  thrust  upon  the  railroad  company,  and  the  latter  is  liable  to 
be  mulcted  in  heavy  damages,  regardless  of  any  contract  that  may  be  entered  into  between 
the  company  and  the  individual  for  the  protection  of  the  former.    As  the  statute  does 
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delivery  therein  state'd;  but  the  acceptance  of  such  ticket  would  not  relieve  the  railroad 

company  from  liability  for  loss  or  injury  for  want  of  the  exercise  of  the  highest  degree  of 

care,  or  failure  to  provide  the  usual  and  ordinary  facilities  for  passenger  traffic. 

Nearly  all  these  through  freight  traffic  trains  are  run  "  special;"  in  other  words,  not  on 
schedule  time,  and  they  stop,  as  a  rule,  only  for  fuel,  water,  and  running  orders.  This  is 
essential  in  order  that  we  may  meet  the  requirements  of  rapid  transit  forced  upon  us 
through  the  demands  of  shippers.  The  service  on  the  local  freight  trains,  especially  upon 
the  valley  lines,  would  render  it  even  more  hazardous  to  attempt  to  handle  pass'eng^ers 
thereon,  for  the  reason  that  they  are  constantly  taking  on  and  setting;  out  cars,  causing 
frequent  repetition  of  the  shock  hereinbefore  referred  to;  again,  freight  trains  in  stop- 
ping at  stations  leave  the  caboose  quite  a  distance  from  the  platform  and  station 
grounds,  so  that  it  would  be  practically  impossible  to  handle  with  any  degree  of  satisfac- 
tion the  passenger  or  his  baggage. 

It  is  well  understood  in  the  practical  operation  of  a  line  of  railroad  that  the  exigencies 
of  the  business  of  the  period  render  it  impracticable  for  it  to  attempt  to  carry  passengers 
upon  freij^ht  trains,  and  at  the  same  time  serve  the  public  with  reasonable  diligence  and 
economy  m  the  conduct  of  its  freight  business. 

There*  are  between  San  Francisco  (or,  more  properly  speaking,  Vallejo)  and  Calistoga, 
two  passenger  trains  in  each  direction  daily;  Calistoga,  Santa  Rosa,  Esparto,  and 
Vidlejo,  two  trains;  San  Francisco  and  San  Jos6,  ten  trains;  San  Francisco  and  Port 
Costa,  nine;  San  Francisco  and  Niles,  six;  Davis  and  Sacramento,  seven;  Port  Costa 
and  Davis,  five;  Lathrop  and  Stockton,  five;  Niles  and  San  Jos^,  five;  Port  Costa  and 
Martinez,  four;  Tracy  and  Lathrop,  four;  Martinez  and  Tracy,  three;  Niles  and  Liver- 
more,  three;  Tehama  and  Red  Bluff,  three;  Sacramento  and  Colfax,  three;  Sacramento 
and  Marysville,  via  Roseville,  two;  Marysville  and  Tehama,  MaiysvUle  and  Oroville, 
Davis  and  Woodland,  Red  Bluff  and  Reading,  Colfax  and  Reno,  Lathrop  and  Saugus. 
Colton  and  Banning,  Saugus  and  Santa  Barbara,  Sacramento  and  Placerville,  Lodi  ana 
Valley  Springs,  Goshen  and  Lemoore,  Los  Angeles  and  Santa  Barbara,  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Pedro,  Ix>s  Angeles  and  Santa  Ana,  all  have  two  passenger  trains  each  way 
daiiv:  Los  Angeles  and  Santa  Monica,  four;  Los  Angeles  and  Long  Beach,  three.  Thus 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  companv  has  from  two  to  as  many  as  ten  passenger  trains  run- 
ning on  nearly  all  of  its  lines,  daily,  even  over  outlying  sections  where  traffic  is  very 
light. 

Having  a  desire  to  oblige  our  patrons,  so  far  as  practicable,  we  will  likely  in  the  future, 
as  we  have  in  the  past,  extend  ireight  train  privileges  over  such  portions  of  our  line  as 
considerations  of  safety  and  the  requirements  of  tne  service  will  permit.  With  an  ex- 
pression of  regret,  however,  that  we  are  at  the  present  time,  for  reasons  herein  indicated, 
unable  to  make  this  practice  general,  I  am.

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ARGUMENT  FOR  PETITIONERS. 

8acbame>'to,  May  11, 1891. 

To  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioneri  of  California: 

I  am  this  day  iu  receipt  of  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  your  Board,  transmittiD^ 
through  yourself  letter  from  A.  N.  Towne.  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  of  the 
Southern  Pacilic  Company,  in  answer  to  tlie  communication  presented  by  Hall,  Luhrs 
&  Co.  et  al.,  for  the  consideration  of  your  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company's  representatives,  with  respect  to  freight  train  tickets,  and  hare  caie- 
fullv  noted  Mr.Towne's  statements. 

Without  attempting  to  discuss  the  details  of  his  reply,  will  say.  solely  with  reference 
to  the  matter  of  convenience,  that  the  accommodations  specified  oy  him  will  not  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  people  who  signed  the/equest  forwarded  to  you.  It  ia  apparent 
from  his  letter  that  in  the  lower  part  or  the  Sacramento  Valley  and  on  the  lines  adjacent  to 
San  Francisco,  the  accommodations  are  much  better  than  in  that  portion  of  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley  from  Sacramento  east  and  north. 

It  is  a  fact  that  there  are  two  passenger  trains  daily  between  Roseville  Junction  and 
Red  Bluif :  that  is,  there  are  two  passenger  trains  each  way  every  twenty-four  honrs; 
but  for  ail  practical  purposes,  tnere  is  but  one.  The  Oregon  through  express  train 
leaves  here  at  midnight,  passing  through  Roseville  Junction  and  every  other  town 
between  Sacramento  and  Redding  before  business  hours,  and  the  opposite  of  that  train, 
south  bound,  passes  between  Reading  and  Sacramento  after  the  close  of  business  hoars. 
Unless  a  traveler  was  prepared  to  leave  Roseville  Junction  or  Redding  at  the  close  of 
the  day's  business,  so  that  he  could  go  from  Redding  to  Anderson,  or  to  Lincoln  from 
Roseville,  at  his  first  point,  for  the  next  day's  business,  that  train  is  of  no  utility  whatever. 
The  points  between  Roseville  Junction  and  Redding,  with  possibly  the  exception  of  going 
from  Redding  to  Anderson  or  Cottonwood,  can  be  made  by  but  one  train,  to  accomplish 
anything.  If  the  traveler  leaves  Roseville  Junction  on  the  north  bound  Oregon  train, 
he  will  get  to  Lincoln,  where  he  must  remain  until  about  four  o^clock  the  next  day,  or 
to  put  it  more  particularly,  the  same  afternoon,  as  he  will  arrive  at  Lincoln  abont  two 
o'clock  A.  M.  Then  he  may  take  the  Red  Blulf  accommodation  and  get  to  Sheridan, 
where  he  can  probably  get  away  in  time  to  take  the  next  night's  Oregon  train  to  Wheat- 
land, at  which  place  he  must  remain  another  day,  when  he  can  get  to  Marysvilie  in 
time  for  supper.  Gridley,  Live  Oak,  Biggs,  Nelson,  Chico,  Tehama,  and  other  points 
upon  that  line  have  but  one  train  per  day,  and  every  time  a  traveler  gets  off  at  one  of 
those  towns  he  is  stranded  for  twenty-four  hours,  for  all  practical  purposes,  unless  he 
takes  a  livery  team,  which  is  almost  the  universal  practice;  and  it  is  this  large  expense 
of  livery  hire  or  loss  of  time  that  prompts  the  request  that  has  been  made.  The  same 
rule  with  regard  to  making  points  applies  to  the  south  bound  traveler  between  Redding 
and  Roseville  Junction. 

With  respect  to  the  west  side  of  the  river,  between  Tehama  Junction  and  Woodland, 
there  is  only  one  passenger  train  every  twenty-four  hours. 

From  Reading  north  there  is  only  one  train  every  twenty-four  hours. 

On  the  lines  east  from  here,  as  far  as  Colfax,  the  accommodations  are  very  fair,  made 
so  recently  by  placing  on  the  local  train  from  this  point  to  Colfax;  but  from  Colfax  to 
Truckee,  while  there  are  two  trains  daily,  there  is  practically  but  one,  as  they  pass  throuf^ 
the  stations  of  Towles,  Gold  Run,  Dutch  Flat,  Cisco,  Blue  Cafion,  etc.,  after  night,  and 
after  business  hours. 

Accommodations  between  this  place  and  Lathrop  are  very  fair,  but  the  lines  I  have 
speciiied  are  the  ones  in  which  the  business  men  of  this  city  are  more  particularly  inter- 
ested, and  upon  those  lines  the  accommodations  are  absolutely  inadeauate. 

The  small  towns  specified,  viz.:  Lincoln,  SheridaUj  Wheatland,  (!iridley,  Live  Oak, 
Biggs,  Nelson,  and  such  places  as  Blacks,  Yolo,  Williams,  Germantown,  Coming,  and 
Kirkwood,  are  places  where  usually  two  or  three  hours  will  be  all  a  traveling  man 
requires,  but  the  accommodations,  as  now  afforded,  mean  practically  twenty-hours  in 
each  town.  This  state  of  affairs  is  certainly  worthy  of  the  special  attention  of  the 
company. 

For  a 'long  time  passengers  were  carried  on  what  was  called  the  "Marysvilie  local," 
wiiich  meant  between  this  city  and  Marysvilie,  but  for  some  reason  the  privilege  of  riding 
on  that  train  has  been  withdrawn.  There  are  no  privileges  whatever  given  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river,  nor  upon  any  freight  trains,  for  that  matter. 

It  is  hoped  that  your  honorable  Commission  will  not  consider  it  too  much  trouble  to 
Jay  this  matter  before  Mr.  Towne  again,  and  ask  his  indulgence  for  a  still  further 
hearing. 

With' respect  to  his  statements  as  to  the  inconvenience,  injury,  etc.,  to  passengers,  and 
conseciuent  risk  to  the  company,  1  do  not  think  his  position  is  well  taken.  Wnile  I  do 
not  desire  to  be  understood  as  volunteering  a  legal  opinion  on  this  subject,  I  will  under- 
take to  say  that,  in  this  matter  of  extending  a  special  privilege  to  a  particular  class  of 
trains,  which  are  not  passenger-carrying  trains  as  a  rule,  that  any  reasonable  provision 
for  the  protection  of  the  company,  as  against  the  claims  of  parties  whom  it  mav  •'accom- 
modate," will  be  fully  upheld,  so  that  it  will  not  be  liable  for  injuries,  other  than  those 
that  result  from  such  carelessness  as  would  make  them  liable  under  any  circumstances 
that  might  be  imagined,  such  as  willful  acts  or  gross  carelessness  in  the  handling  of 
their  trains,  and  they  certainly  do  not  want  to  be  put  upon  record  as  saying  that  they 
nm  their  trains  in  a  way  that  would  cover  any  such  contingency.     So  long  as  the 
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privilege  they  afford  to  this  special  class  of  trains  is  made  available  to  all  persons  who 
apply  tor  it  under  those  conditions,  so  as  to  brine  them  safely  within  the  provisions  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  (quotations  from  which  are  so  ireelv  given  as  a  panacea 
for  almost  all  the  ills  that  arise  from  railroad  operation,  but  whicn,  I  am  glad  to  note, 
did  not  occur  in  Mr.  Towne's  letter),  they  can  make  the  conditions  as  fiill  as  they  please, 
so  long  as  they  do  not  reserve  the  right  to  run  over  a  man  in  plain  sight. 

The  objection  that  certain  persons  would  get  on  the  trains  and  not  purchase  those 
special  tickets  is  not  well  taken,  because  if  they  leave  those  trains  open  to  all  who  will 
compljr  with  certain  conditions,  a  party  failing  to  comply  with  those  conditions  has  no 
more  right  on  the  train  than  he  has  to-day.  Il  might  as  well  be  said  that  a  man  might 
get  on  the  train  now,  if  he  has  nerve  enough  to  do  so  ^  and  I  will  sav,  incidentally,  that 
a  great  manjr  do  so,  but  that  fugitive  way  of  traveling  is  not  agreeable  to  the  majority  of 
people,  and  is  a  very  uncertain  way,  and  involves  a  traffic  in  relation  to  transportation 
that  is  not  calculated  to  benefit  the  passen^r  or  the  railroad  company. 

What  Mr.  Towne  says  about  the  lOng  trains  on  the  valley  divisions  was  the  very  thing 
that  suggested  asking  them  to  put  that  provision  in  as  to  the  point  at  which  the  trains 
should  stop.  The  request  was  only  made  for  regular  trains,  noi  special  trains,  and  was 
to  cover  the  fretting  on  and  off  at  those  unusual  places,  recognizing  specifically  the  diffi- 
culty of  hauling  those  large  trains. 

So  far  as  putting  on  passenger  cars  is  concerned,  the  cabooses  have  never  been  consid- 
ered objectionable  to  anybody  who  had  occasion  to  ride  on  them.  They  are,  as  a  rule, 
neatly  kept;  and  so  far  as  the  employes  are  concerned,  I  know  of  no  single  instance, 
through  any  of  my  clients,  as  to  rude  or  discourteous  conduct  on  the  part  of  trainmen. 
The  only  drawback  is  the  right  to  get  on  at  all. 

As  to  the  checking  of  baggage,  provision  could  be  made  for  that  by  simply  billing  as 
freight  sample  cases  too  large  to  be  carried  in  the  hand,  and  it  could  be  put  into  whatever 
car  would  best  suit  the  convenience  of  the  company. 

I  have  .not  conferred  with  all  of  the  parties  wno  signed  that  pa^er,  but  with  several  of 
them,  and  the  sentiment  is  invariably  that  the  relief  should  be  given.  If  the  company 
will  confine  the  relief  to  the  lines  tributary  to  this  city,  the  merchants  here  will  be 
satisfied,  as  they  are  only  asking  for  their  own  accommodation  on  the  divisions  named. 

Trusting  something  will  be  accomplished,  I  am,  respectfully  yours.

To  the  honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  CaUfomia: 

Your  complainants,  to  wit:  Santa  Clara  Valley  Mill  and  Lumber  Company  (a  corpo- 
ration). Pacific  Manufacturing  Company  (a  corporation),  Charles  McKiernan,  Alameda 
Lumber  Company  (a  corporation),  Glenwood  Lumber  Company  (a  corporation),  North 
Coast  Lumber  Company  (a  corporation),  and  the  Independent  Mill  and  Lumber  Com- 
pany (a  corporation),  complaining  of  said  defendant,  the  Southern  Pacific  Comjjany,  by 
this',  tneir  complaint,  respectfully  show  to  this  honorable  Board  as  follows,  to  wit : 

That  the  defendant,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  is  a  corporation  duly  and  legally 
organized,  and  now  existing  and  doing  business  in  the  State  of  California^  and  is  the 
owner  of  a  railroad,  and  operating  the  same  within  the  State  of  California,  from  the 
Alameda  Point,  in  the  county  of  Alameda,  through  the  counties  of  Alameda,  Santa  Clara^ 
and  Santa  Cruz  to  the  city  of  Santa  Cruz,  in  Santa  Cruz  County ;  and  a  branch  thereof, 
running  from  Felton  to  Boulder  Creek,  in  Santa  Cruz  County,  known  as  the  '•  Santa  Cruz 
Division"  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Company. 

That  said  above  named  plaintiifs  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing,  ship- 
pine,  and  selling  lumber. 

Tnat  the  timber  lands,  mills,  and  manufactories  of  said  plainiitTs  are  in  the  Santa  Cruz 
Mountains,  in  Santa  Cruz  County,  State  of  California,  and  on  the  line  of  said  defendant's 
said  railroad,  and  the  market  or  place  of  sale  of  said  lumber  is  in  the  city  of  San  Jos4, 
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Santa  Clara,  and  vicinity,  in  Santa  Clara  County,  which  is  situated  on  the  line  of  defend- 
ant's railroad. 

That  the  distance  from  Boulder  Creek,  the  longest  distance  that  any  of  said  plaintiffs 
ship  over  said  defendant's  said  railroad,  is  thirty-two  miles,  and  the  rate  for  shipment  is 
$3  per  thousand  feet,  and  from  Glenwood  or  Laurel,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles,  the  cbar^ 
is  |2  50  per  thousand  feet. 

That  said  railroad  companv  hauls  five  thousand  (5J0OO)  feet  of  said  lumber  to  each  car. 

That  the  lumber  shipped  uy  said  plaintiffs  from  Boulder  Creek  during  the  season  of 
1890  was  about  twenty  million  feet,  and  from  Glenwood  and  Laurel  about  two  million 
feet,  and  it  is  proposed,  if  the  rate  be  fixed  at  a  figure  that  said  shippers  can  compete 
with  lumber  shipped  from  Mendocino  and  Humboldt  Counties,  to  manufacture  and  ship 
as  much  or  more  for  the  present  season  of  1891  over  said  defendant's  said  railroad. 

That  the  city  of  San  Jos^  is  in  part  supplied  by  lumber  shipped  from  Mendocino  and 
Humboldt  Counties^  which  is  brought  by  water  to  Alviso,  and  delivered  in  San  Jos^,  Santa 
Clara,  and  the  vicinity,  at  a  less  rate  than  said  plaintiffs  can  supply  the  market  from  their 
said  mills  in  Santa  Cruz  County  at  the  present  freight  charges  of  defendant,  and  that 
unless  a  less  rate  is  made  by  this  honorable  Board,  the  said  plaintiffs  will  have  to  discon- 
tinue their  manufacturing  and  shipment  of  lumber  from  their  said  mills,  and  their  said 
mills  and  their  timber  land  will  be  greatly  depreciated  in  value,  and  rendered  almost 
worthless. 

That  the  rates  charged  to  said  plaintiff  for  shipping  lumber  over  defendant's  said  road 
are  greatly  in  excess  of  the  charges,  for  the  same  distance,  over  any  other  railroad  lead- 
ing into  San  Jos6,  from  any  point  where  lumber  is  manufoctured  or  obtained.  The  rate 
from  Apt  OS,  in  Santa  Cruz  Countyj  to  San  Jos4,  Santa  Clara  County,  over  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad,  sixty-two  miles,  is  $3  60  per  thousand  feet.  That  the  rate  from  Red 
Bluff,  in  Tehama  County,  to  San  Jos^,  in  Santa  Clara  County,  two  hundred  and  sixty-five 
miles,  is  |3  60  per  thousand  feet. 

That  the  rate  from  Tacoma,  in  the  State  of  Washington,  to  San  Jos4,  in  Santa  Clara 
County,  nine  hundred  and  fifty-seven  miles,  is  |8  per  thousand  feet. 

That  the  rate  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Jos^,  fifty  miles,  is  $1  60  per  thousand  feet 

That  the  rate  from  Truckee  to  San  Jos^,  two  hundred  and  sixty-two  miles,  is  |6  per 
tiiousand  feet. 

That  in  order  to  compete  with  lumber  shipped  from  Mendocino  and  Humboldt 
Counties,  it  is  necessary  to  reduce  said  freight  charges  at  least  $1  60  per  thousand  feet. 

Wherefore  plaintiffs  pray : 

First— That  this  honoraole  Board  fix  a  time  for  the  hearing  of  this,  plaintiffs'  com- 
plaint. 

Second— That  defendant  be  notified  of  the  same. 

2%»rd— That  plaintiffs  be  allowed  an  opportunity  to  call  witnesses  in  support  of  their 
complaint. 

Fourth— That  upon  a  hearing  thereof,  this  honorable  Board  fix  a  rate  for  lumber  over 
defendant's  said  road,  at  such  a  figure  as  shall  be  just;  not  more  than  |1  60  per  thousand 
feet  less  than  the  present  rate  charged  by  said  defendant.  That  plaintiffs  be  granted 
such  other  and  further  relief  in  the  premises  as  may,  from  the  evidence,  seem  just.

Defendant  avers  that  the  said  railroad  operated  by  it,  for  the  most  part  runs  throa^ 
a  rugged,  mountainous  district,  with  many  tunnels  and  bridges,  and  over  steep  and  diffi- 
cult grades  and  curves,  and  is  especially  subjected  to  burdensome  slides  and  washouts 
during  the  rainy  season,  and  was  and  is  exceedingly  costly  in  construction,  and  was 
and  is  excessively  expensive  In  maintenance  and  operation.

FRANK  PATTISON  vs.  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COMPANY. 

COMPLAINT. 

Hon.  James  W.  Rea,  State  JRailroad  Commissioner: 

Dear  Sib:  On  Sundajr,  May  10,  1891,  I,  in  comnany  with  L.  Wheelock,  boarded  the 
Southern  Pacific  train  in  Los  Angeles  for  Santa  Monica,  a  distance  of  eighteen  miles. 
We  did  not  reach  the  depot  in  time  to  get  our  ticlcets.  On  the  down  trip  tue  conductor 
charged  us  60  cents  each,  in  cash  [  on  the  return  trip  we  were  taxed  60  cents  each,  maldn^ 
in  all  $1  10  for  both  ways.  We  did  not  ask  for  a  receipt  on  going  down,  but  on  the  return 
trip  we  did,  which  you  will  please  find  inclosed  ($1  20  for  two  fares).  The  r^ular  round- 
trip  ticket  on  Sunday  is  60  cents,  and  we  were  compelled  to  pay  |1  10  in  cash.  I  think 
this  is  an  exorbitant  rate — an  advance  of  100  per  cent.  I  don^t  understand  how  the  com- 
pany can  charge  60  cents  for  one  way  when  the  round- trip  ticket  is  only  50  cents.  Please 
answer  and  give  your  opinion,  and  oblige.

San  Francisco,  May  28, 1891. 

James  V.  Kelly,  Secretary  Stale  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners^  Chronide  Building,  OUy: 

Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  the  letter  addressed  to  Hon.  James  W.  Rea  by  Mr.  Frank  K. 
Pattison  from  Los  Angeles  on  May  eleventh,  returned  herewith,  in  which  he  claims  that 
on  Sunday.  May  tenth,  he  traveled  from  Los  Angeles  to  Santa  Monica,  and  failing  to 
reach  the  first  named  station  on  time  paid  the  conductor  two  fares  at  rate  of  60  cents 
each,  and  that  on  the  return  he  paid  60  cents  each,  making  for  the  round  trip  |1 10 

Eer  capita,  a  receipt  given  him  by  the  conductor  for  the  fares  from  Santa  Monica  to 
OS  Angeles  being  attached  to  the  communication.    In  connection  therewith  he  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  regular  round-trip  rate  on  Sundays  is  60  cents. 

In  answer  we  desire  to  say  that  the  only  error  was  the  failure  of  the  conductor  from 
Los  Angeles  to  Santa  Monica  to  collect  60  cents  instead  of  60  cents.  The  fact  is  that  Mr. 
Pattison  should  have  paid  |1  20  each  instead  of  $1  10. 

The  Southern  Pacihc  Company  maintains  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling 
public  stations,  with  necessary  agents  and  ticket  sellers,  at  Santa  Monica  and  at  Los 
Angeles.  The  single-trip  rate  from  Los  Angeles  to  Santa  Monica  is  60  cents;  the 
Sunday  round-trip  rate  is  50  cents,  and  the  regular  round-trip  rate  75  cents.  Tickets 
could  have  been  purchased  at  the  station  at  these  rates  had  the  gentlemen  given  them- 
selves time  to  do  so.  Evidently  the  conductor  took  cognizance  of  the  fact  tbat  they  did 
not  have  time  to  purchase  tickets,  and,  contrary  to  standing  rules,  collected  ticket  rates 
instead  of  train  rates.  The  conductor  from  Santa  Monica  simply  did  his  duty  in  collect- 
ing train  rates. 

The  right  to  collect  train  rates  from  passengers  who  neglect  to  purchase  tickets  before 
entering  the  train  is  given  in  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Kailroad  Commissioners  of  the 
State  of  California,  dated  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  1883,  and  reads  as  foUows: 

"  If  any  passenger  shall  neglect  to  procure  a  ticket  from  a  ticket  office  of  the  railroad 
company  at  the  station  where  he  shall  take  passage,  having  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  demand  and  collect  from  him,  in  addition  to  the  fare 
as  fixed  by  the  regular  tariff  of  such  company,  the  sum  of  10  cents  in  all  cases  where 
such  fare  is  less  than  |1,  and  at  a  rate  of  10  per  cent  on  all  fares  in  excess  of  $1.'' 

That  the  gentlemen  did  not  make  the  round  trip  for  60  cents  is  their  own  fault,  inas- 
much as  they  did  not  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  afforded  them  by  the  com- 
pany so  to  do.

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REPLY  BY  PLAINTIFF  TO  ANSWER  OF  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COMPANY. 

Before  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  California. 

Gentlemeit:  Your  communication  of  June  third,  with  a  copy  of  the  reply  of  General 
Passenger  Agent  T.  H.  Goodman,  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  received. 

Mr.  Goodman's  reply  is  not  at  all  satisfactory,  for  it  evades  the  real  point  in  issue.  My 
complaint  alleged  that  the  sum  of  $1  10  for  a  round-trip  passage  from  Los  Angeles  to 
Santa  Monica  was  an  exorbitant  rate,  and  not  justified  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

He  goes  on  and  states  that  it  is  our  own  fault  that  we  did  not  obtain  the  regular  round 
trip  for  50  cents,  because  we  did  not  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  purchase  a 
ticket  at  the  station. 

Mr.  Goodman,  in  his  reply,  admits  that  the  regular  Sunday  rate  for  the  round  trip 
from  Los  Angeles  to  Santa  Monica  is  50  cents ;  for  the  regular  round  trip  is  75  cents ;  and 
for  the  single  trip,  50  cents. 

He  also  cites  the  following  authority :  •'  If  any  passenger  shall  neglect  to  procure  a 
ticket  from  the  ticket  office  of  the  railroad  companv  at  the  station  where  he  shall 
take  passage,  having  an  opportunity;  to  do  so,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  de- 
mand and  collect  from  him.  in  addition  to  the  fare  as  fixed  by  the  regular  tariff  of  such 
company,  the  sum  of  10  cents  in  all  cases  where  such  fare  is  less  than  |1,  and  at  a  rate 
of  10  per  cent  on  all  fares  in  excess  of  $1." 

Mr.  Goodman  further  states:  "  That  the  gentlemen  did  not  make  the  round  trip  for  50 
cents  is  their  own  fault,  inasmuch  as  they  did  not  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
offered  them  by  the  company  so  to  do." 

The  fact  that  we  did  not  get  our  round-trip  tickets  for  50  cents  is  not  the  question. 

The  point  raised  in  my  complaint  is  whether  or  not  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  has  the  legal  right  to  charge  |1  10  for  the  round-trip  passage  from  Los  Angeles 
to  Santa  Monica  when  a  passenger  neglects  to  purchase  a  ticket. 

The  authority  cited  by  Mr.  Goodman  directly  supports  the  charges  laid  down  in  my 
complaint,  viz. :  that  the  sum  of  $1  10  is  an  exorbitant  and  illegal  rate. 

The  law  plainly  states  '*  That  when  a  passenger  neglects  to  purchase  a  ticket  at  the 
office  of  a  railroad  company,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  collect  from  him,  in  addition 
to  the  fare  as  fixed  by  the  renilar  tariff  of  such  company,  the  sum  of  10  cents  in  all  cases 
where  such  fare  is  less  than^l." 

The  fare  from  Los  Angeles  to  Santa  Monica  is  less  than  |1,  viz. :  50  cents  for  round 
trip  on  Sundays,  75  cents  for  regular  round  trip,  and  60  cents  for  single  trip.  Under 
the  law  I  maintain  that  the  company  had  no  right  to  collect  more  than  10  cents  addi- 
tional, which  would  jnake  the  fare  in  our  case  for  the  round  trip  GO  cents ;  and  at  no  time 
more  than  85  cents. 

On  the  down  trip  we  informed  the  conductor  that  we  did  not  arrive  in  time  to  purchase 
a  ticket,  and  that  we  wanted  to  make  the  round  trip.  The  fact  that  we  informed  the 
conductor  that  we  desired  to  make  the  round  trip  did  not  justify  him  to  tax  us  |1  10  for 
the  same;  but  should  not  have  been  more  than  60  cents  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 
The  time  we  went  to  Santa  Monica  was  on  Sunday,  May  10, 1891,  and  the  regular  round- 
trip  rate  was  50  cents. 

From  the  facts  presented  in  this  case,  and  by  virtue  of  the  law  laid  down  by  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  this  State,  on  tne  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  1883, 1  main- 
tain that  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  has  grossly  violated  that  law  when 
they  compelled  this  complainant  to  pay  the  sum  or  |1  10  for  the  round-trip  passage  from 
Los*  Angeles  to  Santa  Monica. 

Hoping  that  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  will  give  this  matter  a  thorough 
investigation,  1  remain,

James  W.  Rba,  BaUroad  Comminioner: 

Dbab  Sib:  Our  crops  in  this  section  of  the  country,  from  present  prospects,  are  goine 
to  be  very  short.  The  last  three  years  we  have  had  but  one  half  crop;  the  farmers  are 
in  debt,  and  merchants  have  about  exhausted  their  means  helping  them  along.  You,  I 
think,  understand  that  wheat  has  ruled  low  for  the  last  three  years,  and,  coupled  with 
poor  crops  this  year,  the  farmers  are  in  a  very  unpleasant  situation  and  want  all  possi- 
ble aid  tnat  you  may  be  able  to  extend  to  them.  I  am  not  posted  on  what  power  yoa 
are  invested  with  to  assist  us  in  the  matter.  Three  years  ago  we  had  to  sacrifice  one 
quarter  of  our  grain  to  have  the  balance  hauled  to  San  Francisco,  we  to  load  and  unload. 
Merchants,  to  protect  themselves,  KOt  a  reduction  of  %1  per  ton.  It  then  took  one  fifth, 
or  20  cents  per  hundred.  They  tell  me  they  haul  grain  from  Marjrsville  for  |2  per  ton. 
If  you  look  at  quotations  in  Chicago  and  New  York,^  you  will  find  it  costs  about  $8  per 
ton  to  transport  grain  one  thousand  miles.  Our  king,  Stanford,  charges  us  |4  per  two 
hundred  miles,  and  expects  us  to  make  him  President,  and  I  paid  |9  50  on  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  from  Albany  to  Rochester,  about  two  nundred  miles;  trains 
slow,  twenty-three  hours  making  trip :  conductor  sleepy.  In  1846  the  Legislature  passed 
a  law  to  charge  2  cents  per  mile,  and  freight  in  proportion.  You  would  not  know  it  was 
the  same  road,  and  in  order  to  do  their  business  had  to  build  a  double  track,  and  I  think 
the  owners,  Vanderbilt,  have  never  had  any  hard  feelings  against  the  power  that  com- 
pelled them  to  make  money.  Should  Stanford  &  Co.  act  on  that  principle,  when  they 
would  travel  over  their  road  four  or  five  years  firom  now  they  would  not  know  the 
country ;  they  would  think  they  were  riding  over  the  New  York  CentraL 

Farmers  happy  and  contented,  and  instead  of  living  in  rough  shanties  as  they  do  now, 
with  their  plows  and  all  kinds  of  agricultural  implements  exposed  to  the  weather,  with 
reduced  rates  they  would  put  in  double  the  quantity  of  grain ;  they  Would  want  ten  times 
the  amoimt  of  lumber.  Four  years  ago  1  had  one  thousand  one  hundred  sacks  of  grain: 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  went  to  railroad ;  last  three  years,  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred sacks,  three  iiundr^  to  railroad. 

The  people  settling  here  in  the  last  six  years  are  workers;  all  came  here  with  some 
money,  saved  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  liast  fall  you  could  buy  all  the  votes  you  might 
want  at  $6  per  head.  If  they  have  not  found  the  happy  homes  they  expected,  they  can- 
not blame  country  or  climate;  we  compare  favorably  (with  the  exception  of  the  Santa 
Clara  Valley)  witn  any  other  part  of  California,  if  we  had  not  the  heavy  weight  the  rail- 
road reouires  us  to  pack.  Six  years  ago  settlers  had  large  quantities  of  government  land 
for  stock  to  range  upon,  now  mostly  in  one  hundred  and  sixty-acre  tracts. 

If  you  were  here  under  our  circumstances  you  would  like  to  get  hold  of  a  man  about 
your  size  to  help  you  out  of  difficulty,  and  give  you  your  share  of  sunshine.  I  think  rail- 
road companies  as  common  carriers  are  not  privileged  to  oppress  others;  their  power  u 
great,  but  there  is  a  limit  to  all  things.  For  want  of  time  I  cannot  collect  information  to 
satisfy  myself,  and  would  like  you  to  act  as  you  may  think  proper  at  this  meeting  of 
your  Board,  and  at  your  next  meeting  will  have  the  case  laid  before  you  in  proper  shape, 
and  so  that  you  can  understand  our  wants.  I  inclose  bill  of  freight  from  San  Francisco 
to  this  place.  It  all  has  to  come  out  of  the  poor  farmers.  Any  advice  or  other  favors 
will  be  thankfully  received.

J  AS.  V.  Kellt,  Esq.f  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commisaumera: 

Dear  Sib:  We  have  carefully  read  complaint  of  P.  Barrows,  Sr.,  of  San  Mignel, 
addressed  to  Commissioner  Rea,  and  return  same  herewith. 

A  complaint  from  this  section  of  the  State  was  entirely  unexpected,  and  we  think  this 
an  unreasonable  one. 

It  is  best  answered  by  calling  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  before  this  company's 
lines  were  extended  into  6an  Luis  Obispo  County,  the  town  ( ?)  of  San  Missel  consisted 
of  one  frame  building,  used  as  a  stage  station  ana  stopping  place  for  occasional  travelers, 
and  the  ruins  of  the  old  mission  church.  By  reason  of  its  extremely  isolated  position, 
the  country  surrounding  it  was  devoted  almost  entirely  to  the  raising  of  stock,  and  the 
few  settlers  in  that  portion  of  the  country  were  many  miles  apart.  What  little  grain  was 
raised  in  the  vicinity  had  to  be  hauled,  by  teams,  a  distance  of  about  fifty  miles,  over  the 
formidable  Coast  Range,  and  delivered  at  San  Luis  Obispo,  the  nearest  shipping  point. 
The  cost  of  this  wagon  transportation  to  San  Luis  Obispo,  and  thence  by  rail  and  steamer 
to  San  Francisco,  was  not  less  than  |12  per  ton. 

In  the  fall  of  1886.  less  than  five  years  ago,  our  station  at  San  Miguel  was  opened  for 
business.  During  that  and  the  succeeding  season  we  charged  $6  per  ton  on  grain  to  San 
Francisco.  In  the  fall  of  1888  we  voluntarily  reduced  our  rate  to  $5  per  ton,  and  again, 
in  the  fall  of  1890,  cut  it  down  to  $4  per  ton.  These  reductions  were  entirely  voluntary 
upon  the  part  of  the  company,  and  made  solely  with  a  view  of  assisting  in  tne  advance- 
ment of  the  country. 

We  contend  that  our  policy  towards  the  people  of  this  section  of  the  State^has  been  an 
extremely  liberal  one.  and  as  a  result  of  this  policy  San  Miguel  is  to-day  a  thriving  little 
town  of  at  least  one  hundred  good  buildings,  and  with  a  population  of  about  five  hun- 
dred, while  the  countrv  aroundand  tributary  to  it  is  largely  under  cultivation,  and  more 
viivdn  soil  is  being  broken  to  the  plow  each  year. 

We  ask  you,  in  all  good  faith,  if  you  can  see  in  this  great  transformation  in  the  short 
space  of  four  ]^ears  and  a  half  any  evidence  of  what  Mr.  Burrows,  in  his  rambling  way, 
calls  "oppression?" 

He  refers  to  the  low  price  of  wheat  which  has  ruled  for  the  past  three  years.  To-day  a 
good  quality  of  wheat,  such  as  San  Miguel  produces,  is  worth  in  the  San  Francisco  market 
about  |I  85  per  hundred  pounds.  Our  charge  for  transportation  is  28  cents  per  hundred 
pounds,  a  tnfie  less  than  11  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  wheat  at  tide  water.  This  hardly 
accords  with  Mr.  Burrows'  assertion  that  it  takes  one  fifth  of  the  wheat  raised  to  pay 
transportation  charges. 

Again,  he  understands  the  rate  on  grain  from  Marysville  to  San  Francisco  to  be  $2  per 
ton.  In  fact  it  is  92  90,  and  the  distance  being  only  one  hundred  and  forty-two  mixes, 
makes  the  rate  2.T)4  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  while  the  charge  firom  San  Miguel  is  at  the 
lower  rate  of  1.98  cents  per  ton  per  mile.  A  fairer  comparison  would  be  with  the  great 
grain-growing  valleys  ox  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin,  equidistant  from  tide  water. 
They  would  run  thus : 

Prom  San  Miguel  to  San  Francisco,  207  miles - |4  00  per  ton. 

From  Fresno,  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  207  miles 4  10  per  ton. 

From  Copeland,  in  the  Sacramento  Valley,  north  of  Marysville,  207  miles.  4  00  per  ton. 

This  comparison  certainly  shows  that  San  Miguel  has  received  fair  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  the  company;  and  we  feel  that  if  Mr.  Burrows  had  been  more  conversant  with 
the  facts,  his  complaint  would  never  have  been  made.

Would  3rou  kindly  give  me  a  little  information  in  the  matter  of  rates  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  this  place.  I  think  I  am  being  imposed  upon.  The  rate  from  San  Francisco  to 
Mojave  is  |1  30  \)eT  hundred,  and  proportionally  higher  according  to  the  article.  For 
instance,  coal  oil  is  double,  $2  60:  tobacco  and  cigars,  one  and  one  half  times,  $1  95;  any 
kind  of  goods  in  bales,  $1  95 ;  and  a  number  of  articles,  that  I  cannot  recall  now.  notbint; 
less  than  the  |1  80  rate,  though  to  Kramer,  thirty-eight  miles  beyond  here,  on  the  A.  &  P. 
R.  R.,  the  rate  is  as  follows :  first  class,  |1  (M ;  second  class,  Sfi  cents ;  third  class,  89  cents; 
fourth  class,  84  cents. 

I  sent  this  as  a  violation  of  the  law.  Everything  has  to  pass  via  Mojave  going  to 
Kramer.  By  an  inspection  of  the  A.  &  P.  tarift'  vou  will  see  that  I  have  been  pajing 
$1  30  per  hundred  for  articles  which  can  be  shippea  to  Kramer,  thirty-eight  miles  beyond 
here,  for  84  cents,  in  the  same  direction  and  on  the  S.  P.  R.  R.,  Kramer  being  on  the 
A.  &  P.  This  does  not  look  exactlv  right,  t  shipped  some  Bartlett  Springs  water  a  few 
weeks  ago  via  Redondo ;  then  on  tne  S.  P.  to  Moiave.  The  freight  to  Los  Angeles  was 
$1  67,  and  from  Los  Angeles  to  Mojave,  $4  24.  These  two  rates  added  together  make  it 
just  a  fraction  over  |1  per  hundred.  If  you  don't  call  this  discrimination,  what  is?  Is 
there  any  relief  for  us  people  out  on  the  desert?

Since  our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  discrenancy ,  the  question  is  presented  whether 
we  shall  hold  former  figures  or  withdraw  from  tne  business,  and  a  conclusion  has  been 
reached  to  waive  our  consideration  of  the  competitive  elements  existing,  issue  tariff  in 
conformity  with  our  present  to  Mojave,  and  withdraw  firom  the  business  we  have 
originally  enjoyed.

GUSTAVE  BROWN  ET  AL.  vs.  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COMPANY. 

A  petition  was  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  from  the 
citizens  of  San  Benito  County,  represented  by  Gustave  Brown.  The 
petition  set  forth  that  the  warehouse  facilities  at  HoUister  were  insnflS- 
cient,  and  that  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  was  discriminating 
against  the  plaintiffs  herein,  and  against  the  so  called  Jones  ware- 
house, in  not  allowing  a  switch  to  be  constructed  to  said  warehouse. 

The  Commission  decided  to  visit  HoUister  and  investigate  said 
charges,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  all  parties  interested 
to  be  present  on  July  18,  1891,  at  which  time  the  same  would  be  heard. 
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HoLLisTER,  San  Benito  County,  July  18, 1891. 

The  Board  met  at  the  County  Court  House. 

Commissioner  Rea  stated  the  object  of  the  Commissioners'  meeting, 
and  invited  Mr.  Gustave  Brown,  who  represented  the  farmers  of  San 
Benito  County,  to  present  his  case.  Mr.  Brown  appeared  and  addressed 
the  Board,  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  the  Jones  warehouse  should 
have  a  switch,  and  urged  that  the  Commission  recommend  the  same. 

Mr.  Lathrop,  owner  of  the  Lathrop  warehouse  at  HoUister,  appeared 
and  opposed  the  granting  of  the  switch. 

Many  witnesses  were  called  for  and  against  the  granting  of  the  switch, 
and  the  Board  took  the  matter  under  advisement.

The  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  of  El  Pasode  Robles  hereby  petition  vour 
honorable  Board  for  relief  in  the  matter  of  railroad  facilities  in  connection  with  their 
grain  warehouse  located  in  this  city ;  and  the  foilowing  is  a  statement  of  the  disadyan- 
tases  under  which  we  are  suffering : 

This  association  owns  a  block  oi  land,  upon  which  is  erected  their  warehouse,  and  a 
side  track  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  passes  along  the  front  of  said  block.  There 
is  a  strip  of  land  sixteen  feet  wide  running  the  full  length  of  said  block  between  the  side 
track  and  the  block.  (Reference  being  hereby  made  to  map  herewith.)  This  strip  or 
piece  of  land  is  the  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  they  claim 
to  hayegiyen  the  Southern  Pacific  MillingCompany  a  lease  of  said  piece  of  land,  thereby 
barring  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association' from  the  use  oi  said  strip  in  passing 
ft'om  the  warehouse  of  said  association  to  said  track  referred  to. 

Furthermore,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  will  not  allow  said  association  to  use  said 
side  track  at  all. 

The  railroad  company  giye  as  a  reason,  that  they  haye  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Southern  Pacinc  Milling  Company  not  to  giVe  a  side  track  (or  to  allow  to  be  used 
any  existing  side  track)  to  any  other  company  or  parties  for  warehouse  or  lumber  busi- 
ness. This  practically  shuts  off  the  said  association  from  doing  any  warehouse  business, 
and  also  any  other  parties  from  conducting  a  similar  business. 

We  therefore  pray  that  your  honorable  body  will  give  this  matter  your  immediate  and 
careful  attention,  as  the  grain  business  is  now  upon  us,  and  we  are  suffering  for  oppor- 
tunity to  ship  grain  from  the  warehouse. 

Apart  from  this  matter  of  refusal  to  accept  grain  on  side  track,  we  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  freight  rates  now  charged  by  the  said  railroad  company,  which  we  belieye 
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to  be  excessive,  most  noticeable  being  $1  per  hundred  and  upwards  upon  commodities  of 
necessity.

Commissioner  Rea  stated  the  object  of  the  ineeting  of  the  Commission, 
and  read  the  petition  of  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  (a 
corporation)  of  Paso  Robles,  asking  for  a  switch  and  side  track  to  their 
warehouse.     Mr.  Shackelford  appeared  for  respondent. 

A  large  number  of  witnesses  were  sworn  in  behalf  of  the  petitioners, 
as  also  for  the  respondent.

Reaolvedf  The  the  Commission  adjourn,  to  meet  at  San  Francisco  Monday,  Ansost  SI, 
1891,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  proceed  to  take  such  steps  as  will  best  enable  the  Farmers 
Alliance  Business  Association  of  Paso  Robles  to  secure  a  switch  and  side  track  of  their 
own,  as  prayed  for  in  their  petition.  , 

Upon  this  motion  the  Chair  directed  the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll. 

Commissioner  Litchfield  stated,  in  relation  thereto,  that  on  his  return 
to  San  Francisco  he  would  ascertain  if  Mr.  Bassett,  who  signed  the  lease 
to  Mr.  Shackelford,  was  a  stockholder  in  the  milling  company,  and  if  he 
was  he  would  then  favor  the  motion  offered  by  Commissioner  Beckman, 
and  do  all  he  could  to  assist  in  breaking  the  lease. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  Commissioners  all  voted  aye.

The  Secretary  read  the  following  decision,  filed  on  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  September,  1891,  in  the  case  of  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business 
Association  vs.  The  Southern  Pacific  Company,  signed  by  Commissioners 
Rea  and  Beckman: 
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DECISION  OF  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION. 

In  the  Matteb  of  tbb  Petition  of  the  Fabmebs  Alliance  Business  Association 

OF  Paso  Robles  fob  a  Switch  and  fob  Otheb  Relief. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  July,  '\S91^  a  complaint  was  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
California  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  by  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business 
Association  of  Paso  Robles,  allejdng,  in  substance,  that  the  said  association  owned  and 
were  operating  a  warehouse  at  raso  Robles,  near  the  depot  and  track  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company.  That  while  the  warehouse  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company, 
also  lying  near  tne  track  and  depot  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  has  been  given  a 
side  track,  the  railroad  company  refuses  the  same  facilities  for  transportation  to  the 
complainant.  Upon  the  filing  of'^this  complaint,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
set  tne  hearing  tuereof  for  August  SS{,  1891,  at  Paso  Robles,  and  notified  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  of  such  hearing.  On  August  28, 1891,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners met  at  Paso  Robles,  heard  testimony  for  and  against  the  complaint,  and  made 
such  other  investigations  as  the  case  required.  From  the  testimony  adduced  at  the  hear- 
ing, and  from  the  investigations  of  the  Board,  it  finds  the  following  to  be  the  facts : 

The  town  of  Paso  Robles  lies  in  the  midst  of  an  agricultural  9ection  of  considerable 
extent  and  great  fertility,  and  is  the  center  of  a  large  business  for  the  storage,  milling, 
and  shipment  of  cereals.  For  several  years  there  has  been  a  warehouse  at  riaso  Robles 
conducted  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company,  which,  until  recently,  has  done  the 
storage  business  of  the  section.  For  the  convenience  of  this  warehouse,  the  Southern 
Pacific  Milling  Company  was  granted  a  side  track  by  the  riUlroad  company,  on  the  con- 
dition that  it  should  pay  the  expense  of  putting  in  tne  same.  This  expense  the  milling 
company  did  pay,  and  for  some  years  has  maintained  said  side  track.  The  condition 
that  the  applicant  for  side  tracks  should  pay  the  expense  of  construction,  is  a  general 
rule  of  the  railroad  company,  applicable  to  all  who  are  granted  the  privilege  of  side 
tracks. 

During  the  present  year  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  at  Paso  Robles 
has  been  organized,  and  has  built  the  warehouse  mentioned  in  its  complaint,  and  is  en- 
cBi^ed  in  doing  a  storage  business  in  competition  with  that  of  the  milling  company. 
This  association  has  applied  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  for  a  side  track,  similar 
to  that  of  its  competitors,  connectinfs  its  warehouse  with  the  main  track,  and  has  offered 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  construction  of  the  same,  under  the  aforesaid  general  rule  of 
the  company.  Its  request  has  been  refused  by  the  railroad  company,  and  it  has  applied 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  relief. 

Considerable  testimony  was  produced,  at  the  hearing  of  this  matter,  on  the  part  of  the 
complainants,  in  an  endeavor  to  show  that  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company,  in  the 
conduct  of  its  warehouse,  has  dealt  unfairly  with  its  customers  in  the  matter  of  storage 
charges,  and  also  that  there  have  occurrea  discrepancies  in  the  weight  of  grain  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  company,  not  consistent  with  honest  dealing.  Upon  this  point 
the  Board  finds  that  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  to  sustain  the  charge  of  unfair  deal- 
ing between  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company  and  the  producers  of  this  section. 

The  assertion  of  excessive  storage  rates  has  no  foundation  in  fact,  and  the  discrepancies 
in  weight  are  no  more  than  are  likely  to  occur  in  the  handling  of  such  property.  On  the 
contrary,  the  evidence  shows  that  the  warehouse  and  mill  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling 
Company  have  been  conducted  by  Mr.  R.  N.  Shackelford,  the  manager  of  the  company, 
in  an  honest  and  very  creditable  manner,  and  that  the  said  warehouse  and  mill,  since 
the  establishment  of  the  same  in  that  section,  have  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  producers 
of  cereals,  and  have  done  a  great  deal  to  build  up  the  industries  of  the  section  to  their 
present  proportions;  and  that  by  reason  of  the  said  mill  and  warehouse  at  Paso  Robles 
the  producers  have  been  enabled  to  obtain  better  prices  for  their  produce  than  they  could 
otherwise  have  done. 

The  position  of  the  petitioners  that  they  are  entitled  to  have  granted  from  the  railroad 
transportation  facilities  equal  to  those  enjoyed  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Com- 
pany, the  Board  finds  to  be  fully  sustained  by  the  facts  brought  out  in  evidence. 

The  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  of  Paso  Robles  is  a  substantial  organiza- 
tion, having  a  warehouse  established  at  Paso  Robles,  near  the  track  of  the  Southern  Pacific. 
Company,  and  at  a  point  past  which  a  proper  sidetrack  may  be  made  to  run.  It  is  doing 
a  large  warehouse  and  shipping  traffic,  and  is  entitled  to  all  of  the  transportation  facili- 
ties and  privileges  which  its  competitor  enjoys.  Upon  compliance  with  the  general 
mles  of  the  railroad  company  afiecting  the  putting  in  of  the  side  tracks,  the  Board  is 
satisfied  that  upon  payment  to  the  railroad  company  of  the  expense  of  constructing  the 
side  track  which  the  I<armers  Alliance  Business  Association  or  Paso  Robles  require,  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  should  proceed  to  have  the  same  put  in  without  delay. 

The  question  has  been  presented  to  the  minds  of  the  Commissioners  as  to  how  far  the 
powers  of  the  Board  extend  in  cases  of  this  character,  and  whether  the  determination  of 
uie  Board  in  the  matter  should  take  the  form  of  an  order  to  the  railroad  company  to  put 
in  the  side  track  asked  for  by  the  petitioners  in  compliance  with  its  general  rules,  or  the 
form  of  a  mere  recommendation  toat  such  action  would  be  expedient  in  the  premises. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  contains  several  sections  which  treat  of 
railroad  corporations,  and  define,  with  somewhat  of  detail,  the  limitations  of  their  pow- 
ers. The  same  article  of  the  Constitution  which  contains  these  limitations  also  creates 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  defines  its  powers  and  duties.  It  was  the 
evident  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  to  endow  the  Board  of  Railroad 
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Commissioners  with  powers  ample  enough  to  compel  railroad  corporations  to  keep 
within  the  limitations  of  the  Constitution.  By  Section  21,  Article  XII,  of  the  Constita- 
tion,  it  is  provided  that  **  No  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities  for  transportation  sLaII 
be  made  by  any  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  between  places  or  persons,  or 
in  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  the  same  classes  of  freight  or  passengers  within  this 
State."  Section  22,  Article  XII,  provides  that  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
"shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas  and  all  necessary  process;  to  hear  and  determine 
complaints  against  railroad  and  other  transportation  companies:  to  send  for  persons 
and  papers;  to  administer  oaths,  take  testimony,  and  punish  lor  contempt  of  their 
orders  and  processes  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  ^ame  extent  as  Courts  of  record,  and 
to  enforce  their  decisions  and  correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  Court." 

The  Constitutions  of  other  States  contain  provisions  regulating  railroad  corporations, 
and  creating  and  defining  the  functions  of  Railroad  Commissions,  similar  to  those  just 
(J noted.  The  sections  of  the  Constitution  of  California  were  evidently  drafted  with  these 
in  view.  The  Courts  of  such  other  States,  in  passilig  upon  the  powers  and  duties  of 
Railroad  Commissiors  created  by  their  Constitutions,  have  held  uniformly  that  Rail- 
road Commissions  have  the  power  to  hear  and  determine  controversies  similar  to  the 
one  before  this  Commission,  and  to  embody  in  their  decisions  orders  which  may  be 
enforced  by  writs  of  mandamus  issued  through  the  medium  of  the  Court. 

In  view  of  these  premises,  we  hereby  recommend  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  to 
give  to  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  of  Paso  Kobies  a  side  track  to  their 
warehouse,  upon  their  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  company  with  reference  to  the 
expense  of  the  construction.

DISSENTING  OPINION  OF  COMMISSIONER  LITCHFIELD. 

In  the  Matteb  of  the  Farmebs  Alliance  Association  of  Paso  Robles,   Complaiit- 
ING  OF  A  Lack  of  Facilities  for  Handling  Grain  at  their  Warehouse. 

This  complaint  is  informal,  not  being  sworn  to  as  the  statutes  of  the  State  require. 
Nevertheless,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Board  since  its  present  or^nization  to 
investigate  all  complaints  against  the  railroad  company,  whether  filed  m  accordance 
with  the  statutes  of  the  State  or  informal  in  their  nature. 

In  cases  where  it  was  understood  that  the  Board  had  no  legal  authority  to  order  or 
direct  action  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  company,  and  it  has  heretofore  been  the  unani> 
mous  opinion  of  this  Board  that  we  had  no  power  to  order  the  building  of  side  tracks,  we 
have  individually,  and  as  a  body,  requested  and  urged  the  railroad  company  to  grant 
accommodations  asked  for  whenever  we  deemed  such  requests  to  be  just  and  reasonable. 

In  this  case,  after  notifying  the  manager  of  the  Farmers  Alliance  Association,  we 
visited  Paso  Robles  on  the  twenty-eighth  aay  of  August,  examined  the  lay  of  the  ground, 
warehouses,  and  side  tracks,  and  listened  to  the  evidence  offered.  It  appears  that  about 
the  time  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  extended  their  road  to  Templeton,  it 
soon  became  evident  that  warehouses  for  the  storage  of  grain  would  be  not  only  a  great 
convenience  but  a  necessity  to  both  the  farmer  and  railroad  company.  The  officers  of  the 
railroad  company,  therefore,  urged  Mr.  R.  N.  Shackelford  to  build  warehouses  at  different 
points  along  the  line  of  the  road.  Mr.  Shackelford  organized  a  company,  now  known 
as  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company,  built  a  large  flour  mill  and  a  number  of  ware- 
houses at  Paso  Robles,  and  has  since  oeen  running  them  to  the  benefit  of  the  public  and. 
I  trust,  to  the  profit  of  the  company.  This  comijany,  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  grain 
and  flour,  had  built  at  their  own  expense  a  long  side  track,  running  in  front  of  their  flour 
mill  and  warehouses.  They  also  leased  from  the  railroad  company  a  strip  of  land  six- 
teen feet  deep  running  along  said  side  track  between  two  of  their  warehouses. 

During  the  present  year  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  purchased  a  lot  bf 
land  immediately  in  front  of  the  milling  company's  side  track,  with  track  rtinningto 
the  rear  of  one  of  the  warehouses  of  the  said  milling  company.  Between  this  lot  and 
the  said  side  track  lies  the  sixteen  feet  of  land  leased  to  the  milling  company. 

The  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  now  ask  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners to  direct  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  to  ignore  both  the  lease  of  land 
to  the  milling  company,  and  their  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  their  own  side  track,  and 
to  cut  said  side  track  and  build  another  side  track  over  the  leased  land  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  their  company  (the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association).  The  Farmers  Alli- 
ance Business  Association  bought  their  lot  and  saw  fit  to  build  their  warehouse  after 
heing  notified  that  the  side  track  in  their  front  was  built  for  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company,  and  that  the  milling  company  held  a  lease  to  the 
land  between  said  lot  and  side  track.  Mr.  Nilson,  the  President  and  Manager  of  the 
company,  admitted  this  fact  in  his  evidence,  but  stated  that  he  thought  it  was  a  bluf!'. 
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It  was  charged  by  the  complainants  that  if  the  milling  company  held  such  a  lease  it  was 
obtained  for  tne  sole  purpose  of  preventing  them  getting  access  to  the  side  track.  There 
was  no  evidence  to  sustain  this  cnarge.  On  the  contrarv^  I  cannot  see  how  the  milling 
company  could  conveniently  do  their  business  without  tnis  strip  of  land ;  but  even  if  the 
milling  company  did  get  this  lease  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  advantage  of  their 
business  rivals,  what  business  is  it  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  interfere  between 
these  two  rival  warehouse  companies,  when  it  was  shown  that  the  railroad  company 
gave  the  lease  to  the  milling  company  in  good  faith?  We  have  as  much  right  to  assume 
that  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  purchased  this  particular  lot  between 
two  of  the  milling  company's  warehouses  for  the  purpose  of  harassing  the  milling  com- 
pany, as  we  have  to  assume  that  the  milling  company  leased  the  land  to  prevent  access 
to  their  side  track,  simply  because  it  looks  that  way.  If  there  had  been  an^r  evidence 
that  the  railroad  company  was  violating  the  Constitution  of  the  State  by  discriminating 
for  or  against  any  citizen  or  body  of  citizens,  I  should  deem  it  my  duty  as  a  member  or 
this  Commission  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  put  an  immediate  stop  to  such  violation  of  the 
law.  But  I  have  been  unable  to  aiscover  any  discrimination  whatever  in  this  case  on  the 
part  of  the  railroad  company.  The  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  could  have 
at  the  time  obtained  the  same  privileges  that  were  granted  to  the  milling  company. 
Had  the  Farmers  Alliance  Business  Association  built  their  warehouse  on  the  other  side 
of  the  railroad,  where  a  side  track  could  have  been  easily  built  to  them,  without  inter- 
fering with  the  rights  of  the  milling  company,  I  would  have  been  pleased  to  have  used 
my  influence  to  induce  the  railroad  company  to  build  them  a  side  track,  on  the  same 
terms  as  the  milling  company  obtained  theirs. 

The  assertion  was  repeatedly  made  by  some  of  the  complainants  that  the  railroad 
officer  who  signed  this  lease  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company  was  a  large  stock- 
holder in  said  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company.  I  have  since  examined  the  certificate 
of  stock  book  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company,  and  find  that  there  is  not  a 
word  of  truth  in  such  a  statement.  The  books  show  that  said  officer  never  has  owned  a 
share  of  said  stock. 

My  opinion  in  this  case  is : 

Ftrsl — ^That  this  Board  has  no  authority  to  order  the  railroad  company  to  put  in  a 
switch  or  side  track. 

Second — That  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  wrong  committed  by  the  railroad  company. 

T^trd— That  there  is  in  this  case  no  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  company  to 
.grant  any  proper  accommodation  asked  for. 

Fourth— ^h&t  it  is  not  the  business  of  this  Commission  to  take  the  post  of  arbitrator 
between  rival  or  competing  business  firms,  and  advise  the  railroad  company  to  break  a 
lease,  which  I  do  not  think  they  can  do,  and  if  they  could  and  would,  I  should  consider 
it  acting  in  very  bad  faith  on  their  part.

PETITION  FROM  CITIZENS  OF  SAN  LUIS  OBISPO  AND 

MONTEREY  COUNTIES. 

The  following  petition,  in  relation  to  passenger  and  freight  rates 
charged  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  residents  of  San  Luis 
Obispo  and  Monterey  Counties,  was  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  July  27,  1891: 

To  the  honorable  Railroad  Commisnoners  of  the  StcUe  of  Calif omia: 

Your  petitioners,  being  residents  of  San  Luis  Obispo  and  Monterey  Counties,  in  the 
State  of  California,  would  respectfully  represent: 

That  the  passenger  and  freight  rates  charged  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  on 
their  line  from  San  Francisco  to  Santa  Margarita  are  unreasonable,  excessive,  and 
burdensome. 

That  $4  40  per  ton  for  hay,  |4  per  ton  for  grain,  60  cents  per  hundred  for  ordinary 
merchandise,  from  $1  to  |1  66  per  hundred  for  wapon  material  and  certain  kinds  of  farm 
machinery,  are  collected  as  freight  from  San  Miguel  to  San  Francisco,  and  from  San 
Francisco  to  San  Miguel,  and  to  and  from  other  points  along  the  line  in  the  same 
excessive  ratio. 

That  said  rates,  as  to  farm  products,  are  so  high  that  with  average  crops  and  ordinary 
prices  it  is  impossible  for  the  farmer  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  his  business  and 
procure  the  necessaries  of  life  for  his  family. 

That  all  classes  of  persons  living  or  carrying  on  business  in  this  region  are  suffering 
from  these  extortionate  rates. 

We  would  further  represent  that  passenger  rates  on  said  line  are  in  excess  of  the  maxi- 
mum limit  fixed  by  law  in  many  other  States. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  said  rates  be  modified.  That  a  reduction  of 
26  per  cent  be  made  on  passenger  rates,  and  30  per  cent  on  freight  rates  on  said  line. 

And  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

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PETITION  FROM  CITIZENS  OF  SAN  MATEO. 

On  August  25,  1891,  a  communication  was  filed  with  this  Board  from 
the  citizens  of  San  Mateo,  San  Mateo  County,  requesting  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  to  intercede  in  their  behalf  with  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  in  having  the  tracks  raised  at  the  crossing  of  Poplar 
Avenue,  so  that  the  roadbed  could  be  pierced  to  permit  vehicles  to  pass 
under  the  railroad. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Beckman,  the  matter  was  referred  to 
Commissioner  Litchfield. 

On  October  19, 1891,  Commissioner  Litchfield  submitted  the  following 
report: 

I  wiU  state  in  regard  to  the  San  Mateo  case,  wherein  Mr.  Bowie  and  others  requested 
a  bridge  to  be  built  by  the  raihroad  company  over  Poplar  Avenue,  that  that  case  has 
been  'settled. 

The  railroad  company,  upon  recommendation  of  this  Commission,  will  build  a  bridge, 
and  Mr.  Bowie  desu-es  to  express  his  thanks  to  this  Commission,  and  also  requested  me 
to  express  his  thanks  to  Mr.  Towne  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  they  had  listened 
to  their  request.    They  are  very  much  pleased. 

The  report  was  adopted. 


COMPLAINT  OF  J.  W.  GILMER,  OF  PLANO. 

On  August  seventeenth  a  complaint  was  received  from  J.  W.  Gilmer, 
of  Piano,  Tulare  County,  California,  complaining  of  overcharge  on 
wheat  shipments.  Upon  investigation  bv  the  Commission,  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  a  clerical  error  had  occurrea,  and  that  all  differences  were 
adjusted  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company.

To  the  horwrahle  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  Slate  of  California: 

Gentlemen  :  Your  petitioners,  the  Consumers  Ice  Company  of  this  city,  are  mann- 

-'turing  a  large  quantity  of  distilled  water  ice,  for  which  there  would  be  an  enorrooos 

and  throughout  the.  warm  valleys  of  this  State  were  the  rates  of  transportation  not 
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grohibitoTY.  We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  schedule  rates  of  the 
outhern  Pacific  Company  are  more  than  ten  times  as  much  as  the  combination  rates, 
for  like  services,  of  all  the  roads  leading  from  the  Oreat  Lakes  in  the  East  to  interior 
pMoints;  and  we  herewith  offer,  as  proof  of  that  fact,  the  freight  circular  of  the  Central 
Traffic  Association  of  March  19,  1891,  from  Chicago,  and  amendments  thereto  of  later 
date. 

We  have  compared  the  above  urates  for  various  distances  with  those  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  for  one  hundred  and  thirty  points,  and  find  the  charges  of  the  latter 
more  than  ten  times  as  much  as  the  former,  and  out  of  all  reason  for  the  service. 

In  round  numbers,  the  eastern  rate,  and  that  of  a  trust  or  combination,  you  will  notice 
is  about  one  half  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  while  the  California  rate  is  over  6  cents  per  ton 
per  mile. 

What  the  competition  rates  in  the  East  are  we  are  not  advised,  but  believe  them  to  be 
from  one  fourth  to  one  half  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  which,  if  correct,  would  make  our 
rate  here  from  fifteen  to  twenty  times  as  much  as  competition  rates  East. 

In  ice  there  has  been  a  monopoly  in  this  State  for  many  years,  as  well  as  in  its  trans- 
pMortation,  but  now  the  price  of  ice  in  this  city  is  nearly  as  low  as  in  the  average  eastern 
cities,  but  the  rates  of  transportation  are  so  extremely  high  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  it 
in  the  interior  where  it  is  most  needed. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  rate  twice  as  high  as  the  combination  rate  of  the  East 
would  be  quite  sufficient  to  render  a  profit  to  the  railroad  company,  but  we  could  thrive 
and  pav  three  times  as  much,  or  1(  cents  per  ton  per  mile;  and  we  therefore  ask  your 
honorable  body  to  fix  the  rate  at  not  to  exceed  three  times  as  much  as  the  eastern  rate 
on  ice.

Defendant  denies  that  its  schedule  rates  are  ten  times  as  much  as  the  combination  or 
other  rates  for  like  service  of  all  or  any  of  the  roads  leading  from  the  Great  Lakes  in  the 
East  to  interior  points,  or  are  at  all  in  excess  of  such  rates  after  making  proper  allow- 
ance for  the  additional  cost  of  the  service  to  this  defendant  over  the  cost  or  similar  serv-

PETITION  OF  CITIZENS  OP  EL  DORADO  COUNTY. 

The  following  petition,  from  citizens  of  El  Dorado  County,  for  a  switch 
on  the  railroad  line  near  Latrobe,  was  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  this 
Commission  on  October  15, 1891.  A  copy  of  the  petition  was  served  on 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company  on  October  16,  1891: 

To  the  honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  California: 

We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  the  county  of  El  Dorado,  living  near  Latrobe,  respect- 
fully petition  vour  honorable  body  for  a  switch  on  the  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany, one  and  one  fourth  miles  northeast  of  Latrobe,  in  said  county,  on  the  route  to 
Shingle  Springs.  Petitioners  will  grant  to  the  company  the  necessary  ground  for  such 
switch.  The  switch  will  be  a  great  convenience  to  residents  of  that  neighborhood, 
enabling  them  more  easily  to  transport  their  products.  The  nearest  switch  at  present 
is  Bryan  switch,  and  that  Is  so  far  that  it  is  very  difficult  for  petitioners  to  ship  goods,  or 
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to  receive  those  sent  to  them.    We  ask,  therefore,  that  yon  investigate  this  matter,  and, 
after  due  investigation,  that  this  petition  be  granted. 

There  is  now  a  county  road  crossing  the  track  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  at  the 
pK)int  where  we  ask  for  the  switch  to  be  placed,  and  the  switch  will  greatly  accommodate 
the  people,  for  the  road  leads  into  Amaaor  County,  and  gives  a  market  to  more  people. 

The  above  petition  was  signed  by  the  Morse  Gold  Mining  Company, 
by  Vernon  Wilson,  its  Superintendent,  and  by  twenty-three  citizens  of 
El  Dorado  County  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  site  of  the  proposed 
switch.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  duly  received  a  copj  of  the  petition  which  you  forwarded  to  me  from 
residents  of  the  county  of  £1  Dorado  ifving  near  Latrobe«  who  petition  your  honorable 
body  for  a  switch  on  the  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  one  and  one  fourth  miles 
northeast  of  Latrobe,  in  said  county.  The  petition  of  tnese  gentlemen  has  been  care- 
fully considered,  and  I  find  that  the  point  at  which  the  switch  is  wanted  is  about  a  mile 
east  of  Latrobe  where  the  county  noad  crosses  the  track,  and  which  is  known  as  Miller's 
Crossing.  It  is  also  about  a  mile  west  of  the  spur  at  Bryants.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
two  switches,  one  at  Latrobe  and  the  other  at  Bryants,  are  more  convenient  than  the 
one  petitioned  for  would  be,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  a  large  number  of  the  peti- 
tioners would  liave  to  pass  either  one  or  the  other  to  reach  thebroposed  switch.  The 
switch  at  Bryants  is  on  the  county  road,  as  is  also  the  one  at  Latrobe,  and  to  put  the 
one  in  which  is  proposed  would  bring  them  entirely  too  close  to  each  other— much  closer 
than  the  business  of  the  community  would  warrant. 

I  understand  that  the  first  signer  of  this  petition,  Mr.  Louis  Caffaro,  is  the  person  who 
really  wants  the  switch,  and  that  the  rest  are  in  a  friendly  way  endeavoring  to  help  him 
out,  they  not  having  any  particular  interest  in  it.    If  Mr.  Caffaro  wishes  a  spur  track 

Fat  in  for  his  private  use  at  his  own  expense  under  the  circumstances  mentioned  above, 
respectfully  ask  your  honorable  bod^  to  advise  these  petitioners  that  you  refuse  to  ask 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  put  in  this  switch  at  its  own  expense.

DECISION   OF   THE   BOARD. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  citizens  of  El  Dorado  County  for 
a  switch,  on  November  2,  1891,  upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Litch- 
field, the  Secretary  was  directed  to  inform  the  railroad  company  that 
it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  that  the 
company  should  put  in  a  switch,  as  prayed  for  by  the  petitioners,  pro- 
viding they  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  railroad 
company. 


REMARKS  CONCERNING  FISCAL  YEAR. 

The  following  is  a  letter  from  Thos.  Mellersh,  accompanying  the 
report  of  the  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Railway  Company,  to 
this  Commission: 

April  8,  1891. 

James  V.  Kelly,  Esq.,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissimiers,  Chronicle  Building ^ 
San  Francisco: 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  the  report  of  the  San  Francisco 
and  North  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1890. 

I  take  pleasure  in  forwarding  you  the  report  at  this  early  date,  but  I  would  respectftilly 
bef>:  to  observe  that  by  reason  ol  the  fiscal -year  of  this  company  ending  June  thirtieth, 
whereas  the  report  required  by  your  honorable  Board  ends  with  the  calendar  year,  an 
entire  change  in  the  compilation  of  statistical  and  other  information  is  necessitated, 
which  naturally  retards  the  rendering  of  this  report.    If  the  fiscal  year  of  your  Commis- 
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sion  was  contemporaneons  with  that  of  this  company,  the  complete  report  migbt  be 
famished  you  within  sixty  days  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I  beg  to  take  the  Uberty  of  asking  the  kind  attention 
of  your  honorable  Board  to  that  part  of  an  address  made  before  the  General  Conference 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  held  at  Washington,  JX  C,  on  March  5,  6,  and  7, 1889,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  uniformity  in  railway  statistics.  On  page  361  of  the  "  Statistics  of 
Railways  of  the  United  States.'^  for  1888,  you  will  find  the  following: 

"The  first  point  that  should  be  considered  pertains  to  the  date  adopted  for  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year.  As  matters  now  stand,  ten  of  the  Commissions  accept  June  thirtieth 
as  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year;  six  States  have  accepted  September  thirtieth;  five  States 
have  adopted  December  thirty-first;  one  State  calls  for  quarterly,  and  one  for  monthly 
returns." 

At  such  meeting  a  resolution  was  adopted,  reading  as  follows: 

^^Retolvedy  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  a  uniform  method  of  collecting 
and  publishing  statistics,  both  as  to  time  and  matter,  should  be  adopted." 

Nut  only  was  this  resolution  agreed  to  by  the  representatives  of  the  several  States,  bui 
by  the  Railway  Accounting  Officers  as  well,  whose  voice  was  expressed  through  the  votes 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  of  American  Railway 
Accounting  Officers. 

So  far  as  the  later  report  made  by  the  Statistician  of  the  Interstate  Commission  shows^ 
it  is  found  that  twelve  States^  besides  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  had  adopted 
June  thirtieth  as  the  close  of  the  fiscal  vear.  Later  advice  shows  that  six  other  States, 
acting  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  tne  resolution  quoted  above,  have  changed  their 
dates  to  June  thirtieth.  These  States  are  Connecticut,  riew  York,  Massachusetts,  Penn- 
sylvania, New  Hampshire,  an4  Florida.  Further,  North  and  South  Dakota  can  be 
added  to  the  list,  ana  it  is  assumed  that  Georgia  and  Kentucky,  having  used  the  form 
of  report  furnished  them  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  have  also  adopted 
June  thirtieth  as  the  date  for  ending  the  railroad  year.  Mr.  Henry  0.  Adams  also  stated, 
in  his  paper  referred  to  above,  that  "  if  the  statistical  results  of  the  State  Commissions, 
and  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  are  to  be  used  as  checks  each  against  the 
other,  it  is  essential  that  the  financial  year  adopted  as  the  basis  of  returns  should  be  the 
same  for  all." 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  company  was  made  to  end  December  thirty-first,  bat  in  order  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  o*f  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  the  Board  of 
Directors  changed  the  fiscal  year  to  June  thirtieth.  I  know  it  also  to  be  a  fact  that 
many  railroad  companies  have,  during  the  past  three  jrears,  changed  their  fiscal  year  to 
conform  to  that  oi  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  all  of  these  cnanges 
have  been  effected  for : 

Fint — Efi'ecting  uniformity  in  accounts. 

Second— To  give  to  the  Interstate  and  other  Commissions  absolute  and  reliable  data; 
and, 

Tkird— To  save  the  Auditors  of  the  railroad  companies  the  resegre^ting  of  their  work, 
which  is  incumbent  upon  them  when  the  State  fiscal  year  differs  with  the  date  of  their 
own  fiscal  year  and  or  that  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

Should  your  honorable  Board  elect  to  make  any  change,  and  should  adopt  June  thirtieth 
as  the  date  for  obtaining  reports,  I  beg  to  say  that  this  company  will,  in  addition  to  the 
report  now  furnished  you,  gladly  send  you  a  full  report  of  its  business,  as  called  for  by 
your  annual  report,  for  its  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1891.  As  your  form  of  rejport  is  so 
similar  to  that  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the  information  furnished 
you  and  the  Commission  would  be,  in  almost  all  respects,  identical,  except  that  your 
report  calls  for  some  additional  statements.

RAILWAY  TICKET  BROKERAGE. 

San  Francisco,  July  16, 1890. 

Hon.  Thos.  M.  Coolet,  Chairman  ItUerstate  Commerce  Commuaion,  WoihingUm,  2>.  C; 

Deab  Sib:  We  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  second  instant,  wherein 
yoa  speak  of  a  large  and  prosperous  business  as  done  in  the  sale  of  railroaa  passage 
tickets  on  the  part  of  persons  who  seem  not  to  be  in  the  service  of  railroads. 

As  vou  invite  a  ftdl  and  free  expression  of  our  views  upon  the  question  presented  in 
your  letter,  we  beg  to  reply  as  follows : 

First — That  we  consider  the  existence  of  this  business  a  public  evil,  and  a  serious  one. 

Second — That  although  the  profit  of  this  business  and  the  cost  of  conducting  it  are 
virtually  at  the  expense  of  the  railroad  companies  and  to  their  detriment,  it  cannot  be 
said,  justly  or  properly,  that  the  companies  impose  additional  charges  upon  passenger 
traffic  as  an  onset  thereto,  or  recognize  such  an  expense  when  fixing  their  charges  for 
the  traffic. 

T^«rd— That  this  business  exists  chiefly,  and,  we  mi^ht  say  only,  because  of  man's 
desire  to  make  money,  and  the  opportunity  to  do  so  afi^rded  by  the  custom  of  making 
rates  for  passage  between  prominent  or  distant  points  less  than  the  sum  of  the  lociu 
rates  between  intermediate  points. 

Fourth — ^That  we  think  this  business  should  be  stopped,  and  that  to  stop  it  a  national 
law  will  be  necessary,  under  which  tickets  for  interstate  passage  can  be  sold  only  at 
offices  established  by,  and  by  agents  selected  and  appointed  by  the  railroad  companies. 
We  think  such  a  national  law,  affixing  severe  i>enalties  for  any  violation  thereof,  will 
pat  an  end  to  the  business,  and  that  the  stoppage  of  the  purchase  and  sale  of  State 
tickets  will  follow  close  upon  that  of  interstate  tickets. 

When  a  railroad  company  accepts  payment  for  the  carriage  of  a  person  fVom  one  point 
to  another  on  its  own  road,  or  on  tne  road  of  another  company,  it  can  justly  and 
properlv  be  said  to  do  so  for  the  carriage  of  but  one  person  between  the  two  points,  that 
person  oeing  either  the  one  by  whom  the  payment  is  made,  or  the  one  in  whose  behalf 
It  is  made.  Were  the  rate  between  any  two  points  always  the  sum  of  the  local  rates  for 
the  intermediate  points,  a  railroad  company  would  not  be  deprived  of  its  just  charges 
were  a  passenger  to  use  a  ticket  for  a  part  of  the  journey  and  to  transfer  it  to  a  second 
passenger,  ana  such  second  passenger  afterwards  to  use  it. 

It  is  the  business  of  the  railroad  companies,  and  to  their  profit,  to  induce  people  to 
travel;  hence,  rates  between  prominent  and  distant  points  are  made  less  at  times  than 
the  sum  of  the  local  rates  for  intermediate  points.  Further,  a  longer  road  often  accepts 
the  rate  of  a  shorter  between  two  points,  although  the  latter's  rate  may  be  less  than  the 
sam  of  the  locals  over  the  longer  road.  If  the  purchaser  of  a  ticket  over  such  longer  road 
partly  uses  it,  and  then  sells  it,  he  defrauds  tne  railroad  company  and  profits  himself, 
if  the  passage  had  has  cost  either  passenger  less  than  the  companv's  rate  therefor.  The 
traveling  public  is  not  slow  to  see  the  opportunity  afiurded  by  what  may  be  termed  the 
necessities  of  the  traffic;  hence,  the  on^n,  the  rise,  and  the  progress  of  the  business 
known  as  that  of  the  ticket  scali>er  or  ticket  broker.  Those  engaged  therein  are  only 
parasites.  Their  sole  object  is  to  reap  profit  from  a  state  of  anairs  resulting  from  a 
proper  pursuit  of  a  legitimate  business,  while  they  do  not  in  any  way  contribute  to  the 
service  rendered. 

It  may  be  charged  that  railroad  companies  have  availed  themselves  at  times  of  the 
services  of  ticket  scalpers  or  ticket  brokers.  If  this  be  true,  we  believe  it  can  be  shown 
to  result  from  some  inequality  (actual  or  fancied)  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  company 
doing  so^  or  more  likely  from  a  spirit  to  conduct  competition  unfairly. 

We  think  railroad  companies  are  fairly  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  State  and  the 
Nation  in  this  matter.  Fraud  exists  and  is  practiced  chiefly  as  a  result  of  a  desire  of  the 
railroad  companies  to  do  that  which  is  a  public  benefit.  The  larger  profit  from  the  fraud 
accrues  not  to  the  traveler,  but  to  the  middleman,  who  does  not  contribute  in  any  way  to 
the  service  performed.  This  condition  of  affairs  can  properly  be  called  a  public  evil,  and 
all  the  more  so  because  of  the  temptations  to  crime  presented.  Some  or  those  engaged 
in  this  business  are  not  satisfied  with  moderate  profits,  but  seek  to  increase  them  in 
various  ways.  They  change  the  destination  of  tickets  from  shorter  points  to  those  more 
distant;  they  change  dates  of  expiration ;  they  change  tickets  sold  over  one  line  or  road 
to  read  as  though  sold  over  another  line  or  road.  Sucn  practices  are  criminal,  and  should 
be  stamped  as  such.  The^  are  almost  nii  excuse  for  speaking  of  this  business  as  one  to 
which  crime  is  not  an  incident,  but  almost  an  essential.

Gentlemen  :  Nothing  is  more  noticeable  to  one  who  gives  even  casual  attention  to  the 
railroad  business  of  the  countr]^.  than  the  fact  that  in  all  considerable  towns  there  are 
persons  who  apparently  are  doin^  a  large  as  well  as  a  prosperous  business  in  the  sale  of 
tickets  for  passenger  transportation,  though  thev  seem  to  be  not  in  the  service  of  the 
roads.  The  inference  is  that  the  tickets  are  either  issued  under  circumstances  which 
would  not  bear  investigation,  or  for  some  reason,  after  having  been  properly  purchased.

have  not  been  made  use  of  by  the  persons  who  bought  them,  or  only  used  for  a  part  nt 
the  distance  which  the  persons  purchasing  were  entitled  to  travel  thereon.  From  the 
controversies  which  arise  when  tnese  tickets  come  to  be  used,  it  would  be  inferred  that 
the>[  are  sold,  sometimes  at  least,  in  disregard  of  the  conditions  under  which  tbev  were 
originally  issued,  and  purchasers  are  either  refused  a  passage  upon  them  altogether,  or 
are  subjected  to  great  annoyance  and  inconvenience  before  they  are  received. 

Your  attention  is  directea  to  this  matter,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  your  views  upon 
the  following  questions : 

First — Whether  the  existence  of  this  business  is  not  a  serious  public  evil? 

Second — Whether  the  profits  of  the  business  and  the  cost  of  transacting  it  do  not  nec- 
essarily either  come  from  the  revenues  of  the  railroad  companies,  or  tend* to  increase  the 
charges  which  they  impose  upon  passenger  traffic  with  a  view  to  a  sufficient  revenue? 

Third — What  are  the  chief  causes  which  afford  a  field  for  the  business,  and  which  are 
responsible  for  its  existence? 

Fourth — If,  in  your  opinion,  the  business  should  be  brought  to  an  end,  what  remedy  or 
remedies  do  vou  suggest  for  that  purpose? 

Fifth — Is  there  any  le^slation  in  your  State  designed  to  limit  or  bring  to  an  end  the 
irregular  dealings  in  railroad  tickets ;  and,  if  so,  will  you  please  favor  the  Comoiission 
with  a  copy  thereof,  or  a  reference  to  the  statute  or  other  publication  where  the  same 
may  be  found  ? 

A  full  and  free  expression  of  your  views  is  invited,  and  you  need  not  limit  a  reply  to 
the  questions  above  proposed.

The  honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commisnoners  of  the  State  ofCeUifomia,  San  Franeiteo: 

Gentlemen  :  Referring  to  the  communication  addressed  to  your  honorable  Commisnon 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  under  date  of  Auj^ust  fourteenth,  I  beg  leave 
to  say  that  due  inquiry  into  the  methods  of  the  scalping  agencies,  cut-rate  ticket  omces,  or 
railway  ticket  brokers,  in  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  and  other  California  towns,  will, 
in  my  judgment,  disclose  to  you  conditions  under  which  the  business  is  transacted,  that 
will  move  you  to  answer  affirmatively  and  emphatically  the  first  and  second  questions 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  to  suggest  national  legislation  as  the  only 
remedy. 

The  same  communication  was  addressed  to  this  company  some  time  in  June.  I  b^ 
leave  to  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  reply  of  our  General  Passenger  Agent.  It  seems 
to  me  the  reply  might  have  been  more  fully  elaborated,  and  would  nave  been  had  I  been 
at  home  and  the  matter  come  to  my  attention. 

In  review  of  the  questions  asked,*I  desire  to  say: 

To  the  first  question,  viz.:  "Whether  the  existence  of  this  business  is  not  a  serious 
public  evil?"  we  should  answer  "Yes,"  for  the  reasons: 

(a)  It  encourages  dishonesty,  and  in  many  cases  forgery  is  resorted  to  in  order  to  make 
it  successful.  As  a  rule,  the  class  of  tickets  which  are  successfully  and  profitably  scalped 
are  through  coupon  tickets.  A  through  coupon  ticket  is  in  the  nature  of  a' contract 
between  toe  person  who  buys  it  and  the  earner  who  sells  it.  The  passenger  affixes  his 
name  to  the  contract,  whereby  he  agrees  that  the  ticket  shall  not  be  transferable^  that  it 
shall  be  good  only  for  a  continuous  passage  between  starting  point  and  destination,  et<r. 
I  will  inclose  you  a  form.  Every  ticKet  of  this  kind  which  is  scalped  can  only  be  sold  to 
the  scalper  by  the  purchaser  of  it,  in  violation  of  his  contract  not  to  transfer  it.  Every 
such  ticket  which  is  transferred,  having  the  signature  of  the  original  purchaser  to  the 
contract,  can  only  be  used  by  the  scalper,  or  the  party  who  purchases  oi  the  scalper,  per- 
sonating the  first  purchaser  and  traveling  under  his  name,  or  by  the  scalper  erasing  the 
first  purchaser's  signature  and  substituting  therefor  the  second  purchaser's  name,  which 
we  are  advised  is  forgery. 

(6)  Owing  to  the  fact  that  tickets  are  scalped  the  carrier  is  obliged  to  adopt  this  form 
of  contract,  and  to  make  the  tickets  non -transferable  and  good  only  for  continuous 
passage.  As  even  these  tickets  are  scalped  or  used  by  other  persons  than  the  original 
purchaser  in  defiance  of  the  original  purchaser's  contract,  and  new  names  often  forged 
to  the  tickets,  the  railroad  companies  are  obliged  to  instruct  their  conductors  to  be  care- 
ful in  examining  the  tickets,  to  have  the  bearer  of  the  ticket  sign  his  name  on  the  back 
of  the  ticket,  and  in  many  ways  subject  the  passenger  to  inquiries  which,  to  the  majority 
of  men,  are  not  agreeable.  All  this  could  be  avoided  if  the  railroad  companies  were  pro- 
tected by  law  from  such  misuse  of  their  tickets.  In  another  way  is  the  traveler  incon- 
venienced: Ordinary  travelers— -persons  not  much  accustomed  to  traveling— are  oftbn 
induced  to  enter  the  scalper's  office  in  the  belief  that  it  is  a  regular  ticket  office,  and  to 
purchase  a  ticket  which  is  fraudulent,  a  forgery,  or  otherwise  not  good.  The  traveler, 
innocent  in  himself,  boards  the  train,  presents  the  ticket,  the  ticket  is  refused,  and  he 
either  is  subjected  to  the  payment  of  a  second  fare  or  is  ejected  from  the  train. 

(c)  The  practice  of  scalping  tickets  creates  discrimination.  The  ordinary  traveler  or 
honest  man,  who  prefers  to  deal  with  ticket  agents,  goes  to  the  ticket  office  of  a  regular 
transportation  line,  buys  his  ticket  at  the  regular  published  tariff  rates,  pays  one  fare; 
the  shrewd,  experienced  traveler,  not  averse  to  taking  risks,  trusting  somewhat  to  the 
general  public  apathy  in  the  matter  of  enforcing  the  rights  of  the  carrier,  will  go  to  the 
scalper  and  buy  a  fraudulent  ticket  at  a  discount. 
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(d)  This  jpractice  is  a  public  evil  in  another  sense:  It  affords  (in  a  way  with  which  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  perfectly  familiar,  and  no  doubt  also  your  honorable 
Commission,  firom  the  reported  investiration  made  at  Chicago)  an  opportunity  for  a  dis- 
honest railway  a^ent  to  evade  the  law  through  connivance  with  the  scalper,  ^he  way  it 
is  usnally  done  is  this :  While  the  railway  agent  will  not  sell  the  ticket  over  his  own 
counter  at  a  discount,  he  will  put  the  ticket  in  the  hands  of  a  scalper,  paying  him  a  heavy 
commission  on  its  sale.  This  commission  is  wide  enough  to  permit  the  scalper  to  sell 
it  at  a  discount  and  stiil  reserve  a  very  profitable  margin  for  himself. 

To  the  second  question:  "Whether  the  profits  of  the  business  and  the  cost  of  transact- 
ing it  do  not  necessarily  either  come  from  the  revenues  of  the  railroad  companies  or  tend 
to  increase  the  charges  which  they  impose  upon  passenger  traffic  with  a  view  to  a  suffi- 
cient revenue?"  there  can  be  but  one  answer,  namely,  th1at  the  cost  of  the  scalpers'  busi- 
ness and  profits  must  necessarily  come  from  the  revenues  of  the  railroad  companies, 
it  can  come  fi^m  no  other  source.  While  it  may  be  said  that  the  railroad  companies  do 
not  increase  their  charges  by  reason  of  the  drain  upon  their  revenues  because  of  the 
scalper,  yet  it  is  evident  that  this  drain  upon  the  revenues  of  the  railroad  companies  pre- 
vents them  from  making  reductions  to  the  general  i>ublic  which  would  otnerwise  bne 
reasonable.  In  this  sense  it  can  be  said  that  the  scalping  of  tickets  does  have  the  effect 
of  increasing  the  transportation  charges  of  the  traveling  public. 

To  the  third  question  of  the  Commission :  "  What  are  the  chief  causes  which  afford  a 
field  for  the  business,  and  which  are  responsible  for  its  existence?"  The  opportunity  for 
scalping  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  railroad  charges  are  not  made  at  the  same  rate  per 
mile  for  all  distances.  A  rate  of  4  cents  per  mile  Tor  a  five  hundred-mile  haul  might  be 
a  reasonable  rate,  while  the  same  rate  for  a  thousand-mile  haul  would  be  an  unreason- 
able rate.  Transportation  companies  ^nerally  try  to  reach  a  normal  rate  for  all  dis- 
tances—that is,  a  rate  which  will  permit  and  promote  the  freest  travel  over  its  lines  at 
a  profit  to  the  carrier.  For  this  reason  the  rate  over  long  routes  is  lower  per  unit  of 
service  than  over  short  lines.  A  rate  of  4  cents  per  mile  for  five  hundred  miles,  or  120, 
might  not  restrict  travel,  while  a  rate  of  4  cents  a  mile  over  a  line  two  thousand  miles 
long  would  very  likely  only  permit  such  travel  as  was  unavoidable. 

Again :  Competition  governs  the  rates.  Between  two  centers  of  population  there  may 
be  several  lines.  The  rate  is  usually  based  on  the  short  line.  The  longer  lines  must  meet 
the  short-line  rates,  or  not  do  any  of  the  business.  They  can  adopt  the  rate  of  the  shorter 
line  in  gross,  because  it  will  pav  them  something  above  the  additional  cost  of  doing  a 
share  of  the  through  travel  besiaes  its  local  travel,  but  if  they  were  compelled  to  reduce 
all  their  rates  on  their  local  travel  to  the  same  rate  per  mile  eis  they  were  obliged  to  make 
in  order  to  compete  for  the  travel  which  is  competitive,  they  would  t>e  forced  to  abandon  the 
competitive  business.  (This,  I  may  say,  in  passini^,  would  be  destructive  of  competition, 
to  the  public  detriment. )  Thus  you  see  where  tariffs  are  made  (as  a  rule  they  are)  with  a 
lower  rate  for  longer  distances  over  the  same  line  than  for  shorter  distances,  ana  where 
several  points  of  varying  distances  on  the  same  line  of  travel  take  the  same  rate  (as,  for 
example,  from  Chicago  to  Sacramento,  Stockton,  and  Los  Angeles),  there  is  opportunity  for 
the  scalper.  A  man  can  buy  a  ticket  from  Chicago  through  Sacramento  and  Stockton  to 
Los  Angeles  at  the  same  rate  as  to  Sacramento.  Why?  Because  the  Atchison  line  make 
the  rate  to  Los  Angeles  the  same  as  to  Sacramento.  Now,  a  person  who  is  familiar  with 
the  scalper,  wishing  to  travel  from  Chicago  to  Sacramento  will  buy  a  ticket  (and  some- 
times he  is  prompted  to  do  so  by  a  superserviceable  railroad  agent)  from  Chicago  to  Los 
Angeles.  He  rides  on  the  ticket  to  Sacramento,  where  he  leaves  the  train  and  sells  the 
unused  portion  of  the  ticket  to  a  scalper  for  little  or  nothing.  Later  the  scalper  sells  it  to 
some  man  who  wishes  to  go  from  Sacramento  to  Los  Angeles.  I  think  the  above  will 
serve  you  for  examples  of  the  opportunities  afforded.  The  cause  follows,  that  is  to  say, 
the  opportunity  is  presented  by  the  necessities  t>f  the  railroad  situation  for  a  dishonest 
man  to  make  large  profits.    He  therefore  engages  in  it. 

To  the  fourth  question :  '*  If,  in  your  opinion,  the  business  should  be  brought  to  an  end, 
what  remedy  or  remedies  would  you  sugjgest  for  that  purpose?"  I  trust  that  it  will  be 
the  conclusion  of  your  honorable  Commission  that  the  business  should  be  brought  to  an 
end.  The  onl]^  efficient  remedy  will  be  a  national  law  vigorously  enforced.  There  is  no 
scalping  done  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  because  of  a  State  tax  which  forbids  any  one 
but  a  duly  authorized  af^nt  of  a  railroad  company  to  sell  railroad  tickets.  1  have  been 
informed  by  representatives  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  that  the  same  or 
a  similar  statute  or  law  has  been  enacted  in  Canada,  and  that  no  such  thing  as  scalp- 
ing tickets  is  known  there.  I  have  no  copy  of  these  statutes,  but  if  you  cannot  find  them 
I  will  undertake  to  get  them  for  you.

New  Road  Put  in  Operation. — Lines  were  opened  for  business  as  follows :  S.  P.  R.  R.  of 
Cal.,  Coast  Division,  June  twenty-eighth,  extension  of  Monte  Vista  line,  .44  of  a  mile; 
S.  P.  R.  R.  of  Cal.,  Southern  Division, December  twenty-fourth,  Porterville  to  Poso,  34.96 
miles ;  Southern  Division  and  Northern  Railway,  December  thirty-first,  changes  in  line, 
.76  of  a  mile. 

Leases  Takffn.— On  December  fifth,  the  Or^on  and  California  Railroads  purchased  the 
east  side  of  the  Oregonian  Railroad  from  Woodbum  to  Coburg,  79.80  miles,  which  was 
included  with  the  lines  of  that  company  under  lease  of  July  1, 1887.  On  December  fifth 
the  Oregonian  Railroad  was  acquired  by  lease,  67.60  miles. 
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Cajtitdl  Stock  JMued.— $4,190,860  of  stock  was  issued  during  the  year,  for  the  purpose  oi 
acquiring  ownership  of  additional  stock  of  proprietary  lines. 

On  April  twenty-fourth  this  company  purchased  the  steam  harge  "Acme."  and  on 
June  twenty-fourtn  the  barge  "  OroviLle,"  as  additional  equipment  of  Marys  villa  steam- 
boat line. 

Contracts,  Aobekments,  Etc.— Pacific  System,

shall  transport  express  matter,  and  payment  shall  oe  made  for  such  service  by  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.  at  agreed  rates  for  the  traffic  actually  transported. 

2.  Mails. — Rates  are  fixed  bjr  the  Government.  On  the  Central  and  Southern  Pacific 
Railroads  these  rates  are  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  several  Acts  of  Congress  granting 
aid  for  the  construction  of  said  railroads. 

3.  Sleeping,  Parlor ^  or  Dining  Car  Companies. — Sleeping  cars  are  operated  by  Pullman 
Palace  Car  Company,  which  company  owns  an  interest  in  the  cars;  the  net  profit 
or  loss  from  their  oj^ration  is  divided  in  proportion  to  the  interest  owned  by  each 
company.  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company  owns  no  interest  in  dining  cars,  but  operates 
them  on  account  of  this  company.

8.  Other  Contracts.— The  Central  Pacific  Railroad^  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad,  and 
the  Oregon  and  California  Railroad,  each  received  aid  in  its  construction  from  the  United 
States,  and  is  subject,  by  the  Act  granting  such  aid,  to  certain  restrictions  and  conditioos 
regarding  the  transportation  of  freights,  passengers,  and  mails.

The  account  books  of  the  road  contain  no  charge  for  compensation  to  the  General 
Manager  for  services,  althou|[:h  such  an  official  has  always  been  present  in  charge.  Nor 
has  there  ever  been  a  depreciation  account  kept  from  the  origin  or  the  road,  in  1842,  down 
to  this  date. 

No  actual  net  earnings  have  ever  been  realized,  nor  have  any  earnings  ever  been  disposed 
of  as  a  gratuity  interest  or  dividend  to  any  corporation,  etc.,  nor  to  individuals  other  than 
in  payment  for  actual  services  performed  in  operating  the  road ;  in  other  words,  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  road  have  never  received  any  compensation  for  their  services  nor  for  inter- 
est on  the  actual  gold  invested,  nor  the  Manager  and  Custodian  for  his  personal  services. 
Again,  the. road  has  received  no  aid  from  citizens  or  from  the  Government,  of  any  kind, 
the  whole  outlay  coming  directly  from  the  private  purse  of  the  Messrs.  Moran ;  not  a 
cent  has  ever  been  derived  from  individuals  through  failure  to  pay  wages  or  for  materials; 
all  have  been  paid  in  cash,  nothing  in  trade,  and  there  are  no  outstanding  obligations..
